neFre to the foote of mount FPalatir : The ſecond Pan- 
donio , .becaulc it was alwayes open, and for the com- 
modity of the paſſage, it was called the free port : The 
third was called Carmentale of Carmexta, the mother of 
Ezander who dwelt there: It was alſonamed ſcelorata, 
or wicked gate -in-regard of 300.

Aad yet Rome was oncethe famous City of Emope, the 
mother and nuiſe of worthy Senators, the miracle of Na- 
tions, the Epitome of the world, the Kingdome of Mars, 
and the feucn h2aded ſoucraigne of many Prouinces. The 
ſcuen hils whereon ſhe ſtood, and now partly ſomewhere 
ſtands: for they are all contained within the vaſt bounds 
of the old walis , which as yet enuironeth the towne , are 
theſc, Palatino,Caprtolina Yiminale, Auentino,Eſquiline, 
Celio,and 2uiranene. Which certainely do demonſtrate 
the whoore of Babylon , 1itting on the beaſt with ſcauen 
heads, and cannot be vaderſtood but of Rome,being buil- 
ded on theſe ſeuen hils: hauing a correſpondence «to Tea- 
uen Kings who reigned there; and alſo acknowledging 
ſeven ſeucrall Rulers, Kings , Confuls, Decemwirt , T rs- 
bunes, Diftators, Emperours,and ROW Popes. During the 


© felicity ofthe Romaines , this Citty was neuer taken, bur 


by the Gauls , which bcing recouered they made a Law 


that Prieſts( being otherwiſe exempted } ſhould goeto- 


warre , if euer the Gau/s came againe , with whom they 
fought not for dominion, bur fortheir owne preſeruation: 
Bur ſince it became pontificiall , it hath bene made a prey 
toall barbarous Nations., and neuer was beſieged by any 
that tooke it not. 
The River Tyber which runneth through her boſome, 
isnot vnlike to /0rdem and T ages; yer not fo big as either 
of them, being all three of a troubled and muddy colous : 


But it is exceeding outragious , and ghien Manaſſerh to 
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Palace, where hanging ſpent a whole day, ſtritly re- 
markcing the geſture and carriage of the Popes feruants :

ty. The like inundation was ncuer ſcene of Tyber, as af- 
ter this Coronation , portending, that as the firſt Gomes» 
rab was deſtroyed by fire, fo this ſecond Sedome ſhould 
be ſoramerſſed by water.

Coſtroes King of Perſia, SaraJens, and Harancoxe King of 
e/£2ypt ;it came topaſle inthe yeare of our Lord, 1291. 
and 'in the time of Pope Nicholas the fourth, that it being 
ſhaken off the foundation, was tranſported miraculouſly 
by Angels in the night, from NaJarethin Gallileeto Tor- 
ſalts in Slavonia : the diſtance being by ſea and land 17. 
hundred 1:4/:4» miles,O ! a long lift for ſoſcuruic a Cell. 
And in the morning, Shepheards comming to the plice of 
paſtorage, found this houſe, wherewirh being aſtoniſhed, 


they returned in haſt, and told Saint George Aleſſandro,the a s;monaicall

He being ftrick-nin admiration with theſe newes, cauſed 
himſelfe to be berne thicher,and laid before the Altar,and 
falling in a maruellous trance, the Virgin Mary by a hea- 
uenly Viſion appeared to hiua, ſaying after this manner,

newes abro2d . And the Citizens of Ri2inat; , hauing 
ſeenc what great miracles was daily done, by the vertue 
of this Chappell, impoſed then to it this name, Our Za- 
dy of Miractes, A little while after the people reſorting 
tOit with rich gifts, there haunted in the wood many 
thecues and cut-throates, who robd and wurthered the 
Pilgrims. Which innocent ſpilr bloud, pricking their pi-

tifull Lady to the heart, ſhe made the Angels tranſport it pure 1ines 
the third time , and ſet it on rhe top of a little Movntaine, 12%Po'tss, 


belonging to wo brethren in heritage , being forty foure 
miles diſtant from the former place . But they vpon a 
day quarrelling , and di{cording about the viility of the 
Offerings to this Houſe , the Angels did remooue it the 
fourth time, and placeditina high broad way , where it 
ſtandeth ynremooued to this day , which place is now 


called the Village of Loretta; and from the laſt Station A <ovhmatien 


nine miles diſtant. This was confirmed by the Papall au- i 


thority tobe of an yndoubted trueth, after a hundreth 
and fifty three yeares dcliberation . Loc, as briefly as 1 
could , haue I layd open to thy iudicious eyes, the tranſ- 
portations, Originall, and Papiſticall Opinions of Zg- 
retta; proteſting I haue added _— tothe Authours 
deſcription, but onely colleRed theſe ſpeciall Warrants ; 
omitting other infinite fooliſh toyes , concciued for their 
blind-folded credulity. 

This Chappell, or rather dwelling houſe, as they 
would haue it, ſtood alwayes alone, till of late, that Pope 
Clement 8.cauſed build a glorious Church oucr it: And 
here by accident I encountred with a very courteous and 
diſcreet Gentleman, lames Arthur , whole company was 
to me moſt acceprable : Our acquaintantce being firſt 
made at the beginning of the ſame voiage vpon the moun-

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taines of Ferrarain Pacſe du Burbon , and bound to vilite 
Venice, in his returning home for Scotland, as well as he 
had done Rome and other Cities of 7taly. 

Now I remember here of a pretty icft , for he and 1

Church-foore, fine hundreth more came to viſite her 
with ſalucations of Saint,Saint,O euer blefſed Saint; Now |

it was Friday inthe fore-noone, and the woman haui 
trauelled all night, and to ſaue charges of fiſh, had caten a 
cold bit of her owne meat priuately in the Tauerne, with | 
halfe a Buckale of red Wine: The people more admiring | 
this imaginary heauenly trance, than the reliefe of the 
woman ;atlaſt ſayd I, brother .1rthvr, I will goe © 
yonder womans __ and I did {o : and holding v he 
head before all the people, there ſprung a flood of i 
garbo downe the Alabaſter ſtayres, interminglied with 
lumpes of ill-chewd fleſh :- Whereat the people _ a. 
mazed, from a Saint ſwore ſhe was a Diucll : And it my 
friend and I, had not made haſt to carry the ficke woman | 
from tc Church toa Tauernc, doubrleſke, they had ſto. 
ned her to death; and here was one of their miracles.

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uels in «Affricke, it was my lucke to ſtumble in here 4-

places from whence thou cameſt . Mcane while the woman 
ſtood dumbe and (ilent for the ſpace of a quarter of an 
howre, not being vſuall before - the people gauea thou, 
and cry'd, the Diuell had left her , whereat he that held 
her right arme did let it fall downe by her ſide: But by 
your leaue, in the twinckling of an eye, the Diuell ia the 
woman gaue the Frier ſuch a rattle in the face,that he was 
ſtroke dewne vpon his backe among thepeople: And if 
it had not bene that ſhe was borne downe with ſtrengthof 
hands, ſhe had torne the filly old coniurer in peeces: cry- 
ing, O falſe and d;fſembling knave , pretendeſs thou to hawe 
power to caſt ont euill "_ » when thou thy ſelfe is in « 
worſer caſe than 1, and all thy profeſion too; Hell, hell, is 
your reward, Y 
This is another of our Lady of Lorettaes Miracles, 
though many moe I could recite: As for any more vertue 
of this Ormbarien image, I haue knowne ficke folkes 
loaden with all kinde of diſcafes , criples, lame, maimed, 
deafe, dumbe, and numbers poſleſſcd with euill {pirits lic 
here beforethis Lady, till I returned againe from 4/« & 
Africk,that ſame way: ng and penitentially 
WCee, 
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grace, mercy and omnipotency, to the Virgin Mary.. So 


weeping for health; Bur alas poore ſoules , they loſt their 
labour. When they had both ſpent all their meanes, and 
perhaps the poorelt of them thrce ycares attendance, and 
ſorc:d tomy knowledge to returne againe to their ſeue- 
rall ſtarions with ſorrowfull and comfortlefe hearts, 

O ſtrange and wonderfull frailty of men1 ! what damna- 
ble imperfections domineere over their brain-ſicke know. 
ledge : Sathan, thou Prince of darkenefle , haft ſo over. 
{ylled the dimmed eics of their wretched ſoules, that not- 
withſtanding of Gods eternall word , ordained to call" 
them rhrough the ſporleſfe bloud of Chriſt 7eſas) to be 
the heires and adopted ſonnes of Saluartion: yet thou 
all-bhominable enemie of mankind, ouerthroweſt both 
their ſpirituall and natural! vnderſtanding in a bettome- 
leſſe Ocean of darke ignorance , promifing to thy obdy- 
rate ſouldiers, to build Caſtles inthe Ayre ; and contrary. 
wiſe is bukie, digging downe dungeons, towelcome thy 
helliſh eternized gueſts, with horrible rorments, and'ne. 
ner. ceaſing flames of cuerlaſting fire. What wilfull-hear- 
red man can beſoapt to belieue, that our bleſſed Lady, 
had ſach eſtimation of morter and ſtones, as to haue (al. f 
though ſhe had,had power) canſed Angells to tranſport a 
rotten houſe fo often © No,IHay, belecue it who ſo will;

But now to leaue them with their Tdolatry ts ſtones,

E«fti, Bonanenture,and Fereolus Lnerins, how ſhamefal- 
ly they derogate the glory from God , and attribute all

{la eſt,all things which 2re Gods, arc the Virgia Ataries, 
becauſe ſhe is both the Spoule ,and the mother of God, 
faith a R4biz of theirs: and a5 many creatures honour the 
Virgin Mary,as honour the Trinity, ſaith another: So, 1xs- 

erio Virgins, omnia famulantur & Dens,all creatures & 
God hi:aſelfe,are ſubie& to the Virgin Maries command. 
Andin their Bonaventure Ladics Pialter, <Monſtra te eſſe 
matrem,e7 coge illum peccatoribus miſereri, Snew thy lelte 
a Mother,and compell him (v7, Chriſt) to haue mercy 
vpon fingers. Infinir citations could I produce, of luch like 
intollerable atrributs,beſides the diuiding of her ina 1008 


ſtiles,v/7.The Lady of the wines, Lady of the oyles, Lady The virgin 


of the cornes, Lady of the woods, Lady of the mountains, Mary divided 


Lady of the mceds , Lady of the (heepe and goars , Lady —— 


of the ſprings, Lady of the fire, Lady of the ſhepheards; 
from carthquakes, thunder and fire-flaſhes, Lady of the 
Angels which is ar Aſiſs in Ombria, Lady of miracles in 
diuers places, F lorence, &c. Lady of life in Bullogna new- 
ly found , Lady of all noble Ladics, and Nunnes, Lady of 
the galley. lanes , Lady of ſhipwracking ſeas, Lady of ri. 
ucrs and waters, Lady of young children, and orphanes, 
Lady of all cenſolation, Lady of pure Virgins, Lady of 
diſtreſſed widdows , Lady of the ficke, avd women with 
child , &c. Beſides the powerfull Lady of Mount - 
ſerrata in Catalogna , the aforclayd miraculous Lady 
of Loretta, and the clementious lle-ruling Lady of 
Trapwndy in Sicilia , &c. Thus they make it manifeſt, 
that Shee , that is Ladyc of _—_— is not nm. 
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of the other ; each of them hauing diuers gifts , diuers 
graces, diuers powers, as they alledge, diuers Chappells, 
divers offerings, and diuers pilgrimages, according to 
the ſcucrall ſeaſons, eminent or paſt-perills, peculiar 
inuocations, and the particular neede of each family, man 
woman and liuing creature. 

Whereby it plainely appeareth , by their diuiduall ac- 
knowledgements, ſhe is neither ſaperiour in power, vni- 
uerſall in power, nor equall in power to God: For if ſhe 
were., one Chappell, one name, one place, one pilgri- 
mage, one offering would ſuffice forall. They charter o- 
uer on their beads ten Aue Maries to our Lady , and but 
one Pater xofter to Chriſt : They make their orations 
thrice aday in the ſtreets to the Virgin, and none to God: 
they ſay God diuided the Kingdome with the Virgin, re- 
ſeruing to himſelfe Tuſtice, graunted to his morher mer. 
cy,wherefore ifany man be aggricued with Gods Iuſtice, 
he may appeale to the court of her mercy, 

Bur to conclude their blaſphemies, & horrible lies, blcſ{- 
ſed is the bleſſed Virgin Mary (the Mother of Chriſt ac- 
cording to the fleſh) aboue all women for cuer and cucr, 

Leauing both thisand LZoretta,and returning to my pur. 
poſe, [ames Arthur and I imbarked at Axcona,(15. miles 
from thence) in a Frigato ; This City of Axzcone, in the 
time of Traj4nus the Emperour , flouciſhed mightily in 
fame, and reputation, and yet a gallant place to this day ; 

Contempunt omnes Ancona meanid Turcads. 

This ſea. flrong Towne. ſet on a Promontore, 

Defieth the Turkes with its deſenfine fboare : 


It glories not a little in giuing name to the whole = 
vince lying berweene Ombria and Romania , and is fitu- 


ate on a hill that ſhooterh inco the ſea like a proepannent, 
hauivg a faire haucn built by Trans. It hath but one 
: gatC, 
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gate, whence aroſe the prouerbe. / x ports nel Ancona, un 
Petro nel Roma, e un Torre nel Cremona, One gate in Anco- 
na, one Peter in Rowe, ard one Steeple in Cremona being 
exceeding high. 

Along this Adriaticke Coaſt, I ſaw no remarkeable 
thing , ſaue the two Cities R:n11 and Ravenna: which 
were famous in the daycs of 0dauixs Ceſar, but now 
ſomewhat impoucriſhed , in regard of diuers incurſions 
ſuſtaincd, and ſhoaring along with'them, the Duke of /--. 
bines three ſea-port Townes Srnigalia, Fanno and Peſaro, 
we ſayled by rhe mouth of R«b-0p, called now P:ſſate/lo 
(which 1ulius Ceſar paſled ouer, againſt the ordinance of 
the Senate, and afterward ſeazed ypon Rome, putting 
Pompey to fight ) I ſaw the place, where the bloudy 
bartell was fought betweene the Frenchand Spaniards, 
Anno Domini 1512, but the victory fell tothe Gazles, 
with the.loſfe of ninctcene thouſand men on cuery ſide, 
and they haue erccted ſingular Monuments there,in a per. 
petuall memory thereof. After three dayes ſayling (ha- 
uing pafſed by Malamucks , which is the Hauen of the 
great Yenetian ſhippes) WC arriued at St,Marks place in 
Venice, 

Mine affociate and I, were no ſooner landed , and pex-

with child , and all within one yeare; he being alſo their 
Father confeflor, Whereat , Iſprung torward through 
the throng, and my friend followed me, and came iuſt to 
the pillar as the baife of his body and right arme fell flat- 
lings inche fire; The Frier was Fry fe yearcsld and 
3 
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had bene Confeflor of that Nunnrery of Santa Lucia five 
yeares: Moſt of theſe young Nunnes were Sceitors 
daughters; and two of ther wie1e onely come in to learne 
vertue, and yet fellin the midft of vice. 

Theſe fifteene with child , were all re-cald home to 
their fathers Pallaces ; the Lady Prioreſle , and the reſt of 
her voluptuous crew, were baniſhed for cucr from the 


ground, their rents were allowed to be beftowed vpon 
poore families, and diſtreſſed age, and their Church to be 
conuerted to anHoſpirall. Moſt part of all which M. Ar-

Which Stultitious ceremony 
by Pope Alexander the third was graunted , when he 
fled to Yerice for ſuccour, being perſecuted by Fredericke 
Barbaroſſa: And the Yenetians vanquiſhing 0:ho the Em-

pcare, that in the laſt ſubuerfion of the latter Monarchy, " 
the Romane Genius made a Pythagoricall tranſmigration 
into Venice ; whole peace hath rocured the plenty , and 
whoſe warccs the peace of all Chriltendome. The lawes 
of this City permit not the younger ſonnes of the beſt 
Gentry to marric, leaſt the number increaling ſhould de- 
miniſh the dignity : Yer neuertheleſſe they permit them 
vnlawfull pleaſures , and for their ſakes allow publicke 
ſtewes. The ewes here, and in Rome, weare red, and yel- 
low hats for notice ſake, rodiſtinguiſh them from others: 
which neceſfary cuſtome ( wou'd ro God) wete enioyned 
toall the Papiſts here in Fng/and, ſo ſhould weeaſily dil- 
cerne them from che true Cariſtizns. And nally, to dif. 
courſe ypon the prowtſion of their magnificent Arſenal, 
Artillery, Munition and Armor , the dwuiſion of ſtreetes 
with channels, the innumerable bridges of ſtone and tim- 
ber, theix arcuſtomable kind of liuing, apparell,curteſics, 
and conuentions; and finally,the g'ory of Gallants, Galle- 
ries, Gallics, Galleafles and Gallouns, were a thing impoſe _ 
ſible tor me bricfly to relate , Wherefore fince the ficua. 
tion thereof , and the decorements of theic beautifull Pa- 
laces, are ſo well knowne , and their gen?rall cuſtomes by 
tac better ſort, 1 deſiſt, conciuding thus; this incomparable 
manſion is the onely Paragon of all Cities in the Wo:ld,

In the time of my ſtaying here , I went fortli to Zo. 
bardy , and viſited the famous Cities of Padua , Verona, * 
and Ferrara, The commendation of which is celebrated 
intheſe verſes :

In Pades ] ſtayed three moneths learning the 7tal/ar 
tonzue, and found there a Countrey Gentleman of mine, 
Doctor 1ohn Wedderburne a learned Mathatneticiap, but 
now dwelling in Moravia , who taught me wellin the 
language, and in all other reſpeQs exceeding friendly to 

, £ me, 
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me. Pads4 is the moſt melancholy Ciry of Egrope , the 
cauſe onely ariſing of the narrow paſſage of the open 
Kreets, and of the long galleries and dark-ranges of pil. 
lars, that goe alwhere on cuery hand of you, through the 
whole ſtreets of the Towne : The Scholle:s here in the 
night commit many murthers againſt their prigat aduer- 
faries, and too often executed vpon the ſtranger and inno+ 
cent, and all with gun- ſhot or elſe ſtilertoes : for beaſtly 
Sodomy, it is as rife here as in Xome,; Naples, Florence, 
Bullogna, Venice, Ferrara,Genoa,Parme not being cx2mp- 
ted, nor yet the ſmalleſt Village of 7taly : A monſtrous 
filrhineſſe, and yer to them 2 pleaſant paſtime, making 
ſongs, and ſinging Sonets of the beauty and pleaſure of 
their Bardaſſi, or buggerd boycs. 

Icommend the deuotion of Yexiceand Genua, beyond 
all rhe other Cities of 7:aly ; for the Yenetians haue bani- 
ſhed the 7eſu:res out of their Territorics and Ilands : And 
the Genueſes have abandoned the ſaciery of 7ewes , and Acomparifon 
expoſed them from their inriſdiction. The Jewes and f' ewerand 
the 7eſu:res arc brethren in blaſphemies ; for the 7ewes are 
naturally ſubtill,hatefull,auaritious,and aboue all the grea- 
teft calumniaters of Chriſts name : and the ambitious 
Teſurtes, are flartorers, bloudy-goſpellers,treaſonable rale- 
tellers, andthe onely railers ypon the fincere life of good 
Chriſtians. Wherefore I end with this verdict, the 7ew 
and the 7eſuite, is a Pultrencand a Paraſite,

| Daimatia:Scarcely had we loſt the ſight of Yexice, but we 
incountred with a deadly ſtorme at Seroco e Lexante.The 
Maſter had no compaſle to direct his courfe, neither was 
he expert in Nauigarion ; becauſe they vſe commonly, ej- 
ther on the South os North ſfides. of the Guife, to hoiſe y 
ſayles ar night, and againe breake of day they haue full 
fight of land; taking their direions from the topped hills 
of the mainecontinent. The tcempeſt increaſing, and the 
winds. contrary, we were conſtrained to ſecke vp for the 
Port of Paren70 in Iſtria.

broad : And to paſſe berwixt the City and the firme land, 
there was ſcuen bridges made, It was aunciently ſtrons, 
but now alrogerther decayed : The principall Cities in //- 
triaat this day,are theſe, Paren;o,Humago, Pola, Rourgo. 
The windes fauouring ys,we weighed Ankors,and ſay. 
led by the lles Br:0i, fomuch eſteemed , for the fine 
Kones they produce, called 1friennes : which ſerze to 
beautifie the Yenetian Palaces. About midday I ſaw 
Mount di Caldaro , on the foore of which, the auncient 
City of Pola is ſituated, hauing a harbour wherein ſmall 
ſhippes may hie. True it is, this Port is not much frequen. 
ted, in reſpeR of a contageous Lake neare toir, which in- 
feteth the ayre with a filthy cxhalarion, I ſaw hard by 
this place, the ruines of the Caſtell di 9riande, the Arke 
Triumphant , and the reliques ofa great Amphitheare, 
This Pola was called by # {izy, Tuls pietas ; andit ſtan- 
deth in the South-eaſt part of -m Continuing our 
courſe, we paſſed the perillous gulic of Carnero, 
This gulfe orbay of Carzaro,ivancth m North, and 
by Eaſt 50.miles within land, at the narrow entry w_ 
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of, it hath a part of 7ſfr/4 on the Weſt , and Dalmatia on 
the Eaſt : The Yenetians vic to keepe alwayes certaing 
Gallies at the mouth of this bay , on the Dalmatian ſide, 
to intercept the curſary of the Scoks : In the bottome of 
this Carnarian gulfe are placed Senna, Gradiſca,and Ny- 
#4zard, the chiefe Citics of Croatia: the people which in- 
habit theſe Townes,and the adioyning Countrey are cal- 
led Scoks, a kind of Dalmatians, being of a robuſt nature, 
couragious and Geſperate: Their weapons are broad two 
banded ſwords , long Skenes , carrying targets at their 
girdles, and long Gunnes in their hands : They are mar- 
ucilous ſwift on foote, and dayly annoy by land their 
neighbauring T»rkes with inrodes, ferching away great 
ſpoyles and booties, of cornes , cattell and horſes : And 


The 56k: tue Þy Sea with Frigots and Brigantines did euer and ofien 
waderthe koulgyexe the Yenetiau commerce, in their owne domeſticke 
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waters: Thegrecat loſſes which from theſe incurſine peo. 
ple the Yenetians had from time to time recciued,and the 
other dammages they inflicted vpon the T«rkes in their 
erafficking with Yenice, for whom the Yenetians are 
bound by former articles of peace, to keepe harmeleſſe 
withiacheir owne gulte frem all Chriſtian invaſions,was 
the onely and vrgent cauſe that moued the Yeretians to 
wage warre with Ferdinandothen Duke of Graſſe, and 
now Emperour, Azzo Domini , 1616. And belieged 
Gradiſca to their no ſmall diſaduantage , both of cha 
and lofſe of men: For the towne being ſtrongly forritied 
with walles and munition, and 2000, Scoks within to de. 
fend ir, would often at rhe neare approaching of the ene- 
my makea ſalley forth on horſc and foote, giuing man 
miſerable ouerthrowes ta the Affailants: Tothe whie 
detriments, for twenty dayes ſpace I was a teftator, being 
after my rerurne from .4fricke in my ſecond —_ ,AS 
Was 
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I was going for Hungary, Moldania, Valecchia and Tran. 
ſilnania, taking this countrey in my way : And one mor- 
ning at the breake of day, I ſaw 8c. Scoks ifluing out of 
towne , make bloudy hauocke of 3000. of the Yeaetian rail, 
army : This part of Croatia is exceeding fertile, aboun- 
ding in cornes, wines, beſtial| and paſtorage, though then 
by lawlcſle , and turbuleart ſouldiers , it was muſerable de- 
faced. 
The whole number of theſe Scoks that are able to car. 
ry armes , be not abaue fixe thouſand men - They are 
wonderfull kinde to ſtrangers, which to me in no {mall 
meaſure was extended , and that by the better ſort their 
Captaines and Commanders, and onely for the affinity 
of Scoki, and Scots, although I dare ſweare, there is little 
Or none at all berwixt the two Nations. 
Hauing paſſed Carnare, we ſayled cloſe by the Ile Sax- 
£ezo, called formerly {rides : This Ifle is of circuit fouse 
{core, and of length thirty miles. Our freſh water wax- 
| ing ſcant, and the winds falling out contrary to our expe- 
Gation, we ſought into Yaldogoſto in the Ile of 0ſero, 
which is a ſafe hauen for ſhips and Gallies. This 0/ere 
was firſt named 4ſphorac, and then Abſirtides, ofa Cap- 
taine 4bſerts, who came from Colchis, accompanied 
| with many people, to bring backe Medeasto ber carefull 
father. Whale purpoſe being fruſtrated, ſtayed ſtill,and 
ichabited this land. A fit opertunity obtained vpon the 
cighth day, we arrived in the roade of Zars in Dalmatia; £24 2%. 
for there the Carmoeſalo ſtayed, and I was expoled to 
' ſeckepaſlagefor Rags/a. 
By the way, I recall the great kindoefſe, ofthat Da/- 
| matiauMiaiſter, for offering my condition , I tound hius 
more then courteous , and would haue no more but the 
| talfcofthat, which was his bargaine at Yewice, Behides 
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this, healſo entertained me three dayes, With a moſt 
bountifull, and kind acceptance : My lolitary traucliing he 
oft bewailed , wiſhing me to defift , and neuer attempt 
ſuch a voyage; bur I giuing him abſolute, and conſtant an- 
{wers, appeaſed his imagined ſorrow, 
Tenerarce True it is, that ignorance and {1>th , make euery thing 
angSloth, terrible vnto vs,and we will not, becauſe we dare not, and 
dare not, becauſe we will not : This makes vs ſubmit our 
{clues to any thing, that doth either flatter or threaten vs: 
And like ſome fortiſh weakelings , that giue the reines of 
their gouernement into the hands of their Wines or Ser- 
uants, thinking then they buy their peace when they ſell 
It; thus doe they grow vpon vs, I meane ignorance and 
1th, and by compoſition, not force,bccome maſters of 
the place , being tuſt ſo ſtrong,as we are weake, And as 
contrary newes deliuered at onetime, maketh one to 
heare with ioy,and remember with ſorrow;2uen ſo an yn- 
reſoluzd man, in high and heroyicke defignes, though ce. 
ming forward is diftrated here, fer on feare there, and 
reat aſunder every where with the flaſhing trights of de(- 
peration: Bur a conſtant re{olarion can couragieuſly 
ſupport all things, /b:cunque homo eft, 1bi beneficro locus 
eff.

Zara is the capitall city of Dalmatia, called of old, 
Iadara . The inhabitants ace gouerned by a Camarlingo, 
or Chamberlaine , in the bchalte of Yenice, The walles 
whereof are ſtrongly ramyired with earth ;ſurpaiſing the 
rops of the ſtune. worke : and fortified alſo with high 
Bulwarkcs, and planted Canons on elcuated Rampites of 
earth : which are abouc forty cubites higher then the 
Wales and Bulwarkes; ſtanding in the foure ſeueral! cor . 
ners of the city. | 

There 
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There lye continually ia it, a great Garriſon of Soul- 
diers to defend the towne and Citizens, who are maintai- 
ned by the Duke of Venice: for be is Signior thereof, 
They khaue indured many inuzſions of the Twrkes, eſpe. 
cially inthe yeare one thouſand five hundreth and fſeucn- 
o, when for the (pace of fourteene moneths, they were 

ayly moleſted and beſieged , bur the victory fell euer to 
the Chriſtians : If the 7 wrkes could win this place , they 
might ealily commaund the Adriaticalt Seas, in regard 
of that faire Hauen which is there , to recciue Ships and 
Gallies; which maketh the Yexetians not alittle fearcfull

Dalmatia was called ſoof 
Mauritius the Emperour, The foure principall Prouinces 
whercof are theſe, Arheos , Senebico, Spalleto and Tragu- 
r:0, Apart of which belongeth to Venice , another part 
to thearch Duke of A »ſria, and a third vnto the Twrkes, 
Zara is diſtance from Yence two bundreth miles. 

When the wandring night was chaſed from the inferi- 
our Ilands, by the recourſing day , and the Sunre had im- 
parted his brightnefſe to our vnder neighbours, and our 
dreames ready to poſlelle the Theater of the fancy , the 
weatiſome creatures of the world declining to their reſt, 
and vnder thaddow of the pale Lady of the night ; cucn 
then, from Zaral imbarked in a {mall Frigot , bound for 
Lefona, with fiue S/avonian Marriners: who ſometimes 
ſailed,& ſomtimes rowed with Oares: in our way we paſt 
by the Ileof Bra574, which is of no great quantity, but 
tertile.cnough for the Inhabitants, _ keptby a Genrle-

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man of 7cn:ce. It lieth in the mouth of the gulfe Naren- 
to, that diuideth D a{:atia from Slawonia: Many fondly 
conceiue that theſe rwo kingdomes are all one, but I 
hold the contrary opinion, both by expericnce, and by 
auncient Authors : hauing paſſed Capo 4: Coſta , which is 
the beginning of S/avon/a , 1 ſaw vpon my right hand, a 
round Rocke of a great height, in formeof a Piramide , 
being cognominated by Eaſterne Mariners, Pome, aunci. 
ently Salyro, for the good Faulc Shar are bred rhercin, 
It ſtanderh in the middeſt of the Gulfe betweene S/avonia 
and /taly, and not habitable, 

A little beyond that Rocke, I ſaw the three Iles Tye- 
miti: The chiefeſt whereof is called Texcria, but they are 
vulgarly called the Iles of D:iomedes , who was King of 
Etolia, They are right oppoſite to Mount Gargano, now 
called Saint Angelo, and diſtant from the maine land of - 
Apulia in ]taly about nine miles. 

This Mount Saint Azge/s ſtandeth in Apulia, bending 
in the Sca with a large promontore, it is in compaſle nine- 
ty miles * Neare to this Mountaine, was that great bartell 

ht, berweene Hanniball and the Romanes : the ouer- 
throw fell ro the Romanes , vader the conduct of Pawlns 
e/£milius,and other Conſuls, of whom were {line four. 
ty two thouſand and ſeuen hundred ; And it Haxzziball

blable to their age, being but ſixe and thirty dayes eld 
a 
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and their feete were proportionably made like tothe foot 
of a Cammcll, round and clouen inthe middeft, They 
received their food with 2n inſatiable de fire, and continu- 
ally mourried with a picifull noyſe ; that ſorrowtfull man 
told ys, that when'the one ſlept, the other awaked, which 
was a ſtrange diſagreement in Nature. The Mother of 
them bought dearely that birth , with ric lcfle of her 
owne life ; as her "Husband reported , vnfpeakeable was 
| that torment ſhe indured, in that woefull wreſtling paine. 
I was alſo informed afterwards , that this one, or rather 
twofold wretch lived but a ſhort while atter we ſaw them, 
Leauing this monſtrous ſhapen Monſerto the owne 
ſtrange, and almoſt incredutous Natiuity, we returned to 

Leſiua, Burt by the way of our backe. comming, 1 remem- 

bcr that worthy Gentleman who ſhewed me the ruines of 
« anold houſe, where the noble King Dewerrivs was borne; Hemerrius, 

and afrer I had yeelded my boungen and dutifull thankes - 
vnto his generous minde, I hircda Fiſher-boate togoe 

ouer toC/:ſſa, being twelue miles diſtant, This Ile of 

Clif is of length twenty,and of circuit threeſcore miles: 

Ir is beautificd with two profitable Sea-ports, and vnder 

the Signiory of Yerxice. There are indifferent good com. 

modities therein ; vpon the South fide of this Iland licth 
the Ile Pelaguſa, arocky and barren place, 

Departing from thence in a Carmoeſalo bound to Ra. 
84ſe, we ſailed by the three Iles, Br1ſca, Placa Tge7i;And 
when we entred in the Gulfe of Cataro, we terched vp 
the ſight of the Ile Mel:da, called of old Meligna-: Be- 
fore we could attaine vnto the Hauen, wherein our pur. 

ſe was to ſtay all night, we were aſſailed on a iden 
with a deadly ſtorme: Inſomuch, that cuery ſwallowing 
waue threatned our death , and bred in our breaſts, an in- 
termipgled ſorrowe of feare _ hope, And yet hard 
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| Raguſs- 


by vs, aad within a wile to the ley-ward, a Barbarian 
man of war of 7 «xe, carrying two tyre of Ordonance, 
and 200. men, {eaz'd vypona Carmoſale of Yenice, at the 
firſt ſhot, ſhe being loaden with 3{aluaſie and Muſea- 
dine and core from Candy , an1 had vs alſoinchaſle nll 
night dinided our contrary deſizies. The winds beco m- 
ming fauourable , and our double delired fafery enioyed, 
both becauſe of the ſea ſtorme, and of the ſtormy Pyrar, 
we ſet forward inthe Gulfe of Cataros, and ſaylcd by the 
Ile Cxrſola: in this iſland I faw a walled towne called 
C#uy7ola, which hath two ſtrong Fortreſles to guard it, 
I: 1s both commodious for the trafficke of Merchandize 
they have, and alſo for the fine wood that groweth there, 
whereof the Yenetian Ships and Gallies are made: An 1- 
land no lſſe pleaſant then profitable; and the ewo Gauer- 
nours thereof are changed cuery eighteene moneths , by 
the State of Yerice. 

It was of old called Curcara, Melans, and of ſome Cop. 
ciza Nizra, but by the Modernes, C»r7o/a . Continuing 
our courſe , we paſſed by the iles Sab:onFello, Torquolla, 
and Cat74 Auguſta, appertaining to the Republike of 24. 
2uſa, They are all three well inhabited and fruitfull,yeel- 
ding cornes; Wines , and certaine rare kinds of excellent 
fruites. Tt is dangerous for-great veflels to come neere 
their coaſts, becauſe of the hidden fhelfs thar lie off in 
the ſea, called Auguſtini , where diuers ſhips haue beene 
caſt away in fowle weather z vpon the ſecond day after 
our looſing from c1;{/a, we arriued at Raguſa. 

Razuſaisa Common-weale, gouerned by Senators, 
and a Senate Couoſell, itis wonderfull ſtrong , and alfs 
well guarded, being ſituate by the ſea fide, i hatha fine + 
Hauen, and many goed]y ſhips thereanto belonging: The 
greateſt trafficke they haue , iswiththe Genneſes : Their 

territory 
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territory inthe firme land is not much in reſpect of the 
neighbouring Twskes , but they haue certaine commodi- 
ous ilands, which to them are A : And notwith- 
ſtanding , of the great trength and riches they pot. fle, 
yet for thcir better ſafeguard and liberty, they pay a year- 
ly tributary penſion vnto the great Turke , amouating to 
tourteene thouſand Chickens of Gold : yea, and allo they 
pay yearely a tributary penſion vnto the Yenetrans, for 
the lles relerued by them in the Adriaticall Guife, ſo thar 
both by ſea and land they are made tributary citizens, 
The moſt part ofthe ciuill Magiſtrates, haue bur the 
halfe of their head- bare, but rhe vulger ſort are all ſhaven 
like to the Twrkes. 

This Citty is the Metropolitan of the Kingdome of 
Slanonia: Slauonia was firſt called Liburnia, next, '!l;r1a, 
of 1/irio the ſonne of Cadmus : But laſtly,named Slawonia, 
of certaine ſlaues that Came from Sarmatia paſſing the ri- 
uer Danub/o, inthe time of the Empzrour 1uſt:nian : Cro- 
ata lying North-weft from hence, is the third Province 
of this auntient 1/yria , and was formerly called Valeria, 
or Cornatia: It hath on the Weſt 7fr7a and Carniola: on 
the Eaſt and South, Da/matia: on the North North-weſt 
a part of Carindra quaſi Carinthia, and northerly Saws: : 
So much as is called $/aw0nia, extendeth from the Riuer 
Arſainthe Weſt,the riucr Pr/z0 inthe Exſt,on the South 
bordereth with the Gulfe of Yenice, and on the North 
with the Mountaines of Croatia : Theſe Mountaines di- 
uide alſo Raguſa from Boſna. Boſna is bounded on the 
Weſt with Croatia, and onthe South with 7{:7icum, or 
Slauonia,onthe Eaſt with Seru1a: and on the North with 
. the River Saves, 
| Thenext two ſpeciall Citties in that Kingdome, 2re 
Sabenica and Selena. The Slavonians erect a robuſtna- 

ture,

rure, martiall, and maruc1ious valiant tcllowes,anda great 
helpe to maiataive the right and liberty of the Yexerian 
State , ſeruing them both by ſea and land, and ſpecially y- 
pon their Galleyes and men of Warre, From Rags ſal 
imbarked ina Tartarcta , loadcn withcorne , and buund 
tO Corfu, being three hundred miles diſtant. 

In all this way we found no Iland , but ſayled along 
the maine land of the 1#irian ſhoare - haning paſſed the 
Guife of Cataro, and Capo di Fortune, I ſaw Caſtelis none: 
which is a ſtrong Fortreſle, ſituate on the top of a Rocke : 
wherein one Barbariſſo, the Captaine of Solyman,ſtarued 
to death toure thouſand Spaniards. Hauing left 14iria 
Albans, and YValona behind vs, we ſayled by Cape at 
Palone,thc large promontore of which,cxtendeth to eight 
milcs in length , being the face of a ſquare and maine 


Rocke. This bigh land is the furtheſt parr of the Gulfe 


of Yenice, and oppokite againſt Caps di Sanita Maria in 
Apulia,cach one in ſight of another,and fourtcene leagues 
diſtant, Continuing our Nauigation, we entree into the 
Sea 1cninm, and ſayled along the coaſt of Epire , which 
was the famous Kingdome of the Epirotes , and the firſt 
beginning of Greece . Epiras is enuironed on the South 
with the ſea 10nian : on the Eaft with 4/acedon; On the 
Welt North. weit, with 4/6an/a;and on the North, with 
a parr of Raſcia, ard the huge Hill Hemus: Of which 
Mountaine Stratonicaes was wont to ſay , that for cight 
nforeths in thc yeare, it was exceeding cold ; and for the 
other foure, it was Winter : This long Mountaine deui. 
deth alſo Greece from Myſia , called vulgarly Bulgaria, 
lyi: g on the North of H«»mzee , ang tothe Sourh of Da- 
»: bio, cucn Eaſtward to the Euxine ſea: Which Riuer 
partcth a ſo Dacra, from Myſia the ſuperiour, the which

theſe Prouinces, Tranſiluania, Moldauia,Y allachia,Seruia 


a1d Boſna: Here in this Kingdome of Epyre, was the 
noble and valiant Pirhns King, who made fo great warres 
Vpon the Romanes, and at laſt by a woman of Argos was 
killed with a ſtone : The moſt valerous Captaine George

Caſtriet ſurnamed Scanderberg, the great terrour and Scanderbergs 


fcourge vato the Twrkes was borne here; of whom: is re- 
corded, he (lew at diuerſe bart. ls with his owne hands, 
aboue three thouſand Twrkes : obtaining allo many fortu- 
nate victorics againſt 4muraih and Mavomet: Aﬀcr 
whoſe death and buriall, his body was digged vp by the 
T «rkes,and ioyfull was that man could ger the leaſt bir of 
his bones to preſerue, and carry about with him, thinking 
thereby ſo long as he kept it , he ſhould alwayes be inuin. 
cible, which the T»rkes obferue tothis day, and likely to 
doit rotheir laſt day, And more, 


Renoun'd Epire, that gaue Olimpias life, 
Great Alexanders Mother, Phillips W:fe. 


In this countrey are theſe two Riuers, Acherox and Co» 
cytus; who for their minerail colours, and buter tafts, 
were ſurnamed the Riuers of Hell ; and the ſacred Mount 
Pind, celebrate to Apollo and the Muſes ſo well memo- 
rized by Poets, is here, It is now calied MeJJons, atthe 
foote of which {pringeth the Riuer of Perera, called Mo- 
dernely Salepiros, bur more properly AFababa, and kee- 
pirg his extreameſt courſe through the ticlds of pleaſure, 
named by the auncients Temps, being fiue miles long,and 
as much large, lying betweene the rwo Hils 0fſo and 0- 
Iymps, and watering that beautiful! plaine , the faire Pe- 
neien ſpring , or AJahaban Riuer , disbifrdenerh it ſelte in 
the gulfe Theſſalowick. This is the farſt kingdom of Greece 
and of a great length conſiſting _— the Weſt, moſi 

part 
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The Ie Corfu, Ir 


part oflbania, as a perpendicular Prouince annexed to 
it, and the Arcaaian Alpes, which diuide ,£toliaand 4- 
carnania, the Eaſt-moſt regions of it, from Sparta,T hefe 
ſaly , and the old Mirmidoens Countrey of Macedon, a- 
mounterh to 'foure hundred and cight miles, lying along 
by the Sea fide, * whoſe breadth extendcth all the way a« 
long Northwarg tothe hill Hemus,abouc 68, miles, The 
chicfe Towne of Epyre, wherethe Kings had their reſi. 
dence, was called Ambracia, modernely Laerto named of 


- a river running by it:: And vpon thefixt day after our de. 


parture from Raguſa, wearriged at Corfu, 
Corfu is an land, nolel{c beautifull, then inuincible: 
lieth in the Sea 1oncan, the Inhabitants are Greekes,and 
the Gouernours Yeretians: This le was much honoured 
by Hemer,for the pleafant Gardens of Alcino,which were 
in his time. This A/c:70 was that Corcyrian Poet, who fo 
benignely receiued 7 lyſſes after his ſhipwracke , and of 
whom 0«:d ſaid. 
uid bifera Alcinoi referam pomar1a *voſg, 
Qui nunquam vacui prodiſtis in there rami, 
Why bla7e I forth, Alcinoes fertyle ſoyle, 
eAnd trees, from whence,all times they fruit recoyle. 
This Ile was giuen to the Yenetians by the Corſicans, 
4 #%#0. 1382. becauſe they were expolcd to all the iniu- 
ries of the world : It lieth like to a halfe moone, or halt e 
a Circle Eaſt and North : The Eaſterne Cape is cailed 
Zeachino, the other Northward, St Katerina ; the ſecond 
Towne whereof is called Paglcopol; : Ir is of circuite one 
kungred and rwenty,in lepgth fifty two, and thirty ſeauen 
in breadth, and foureteene miles diſtant from Epyre. The 
City Corfu, from -which the Ile hath the name, is 
fituate- at the foote of a Mountaine , whereupon are 
builded.3wo. ſtrong Fortreſſes , and inuironed with 
a 


£ 
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a naturall Rocke : The one is called ForteJJa Nona 
and the other Forie77« vecchia : They are well go_ 
uerned , and circumfpectly kept, leaſt by the inſtigation 
of the one Captaine, the orher ſhould commit any 
ereaſonable effect : And for the ſame purpoſe, the 
Goucrnours of both Caſtles, at their election before the 
Senatours of Yerice are {worne; neither privately, nor 
openly to haue mutuall conference; nor to write ohe to 
another, for the ſpace of two yeares, which is the time 
of their gouernment. Theſe Caſtles are inacceſſable, and 
vnconquerable , ifthat the Keepers be loyall, and pro- 
vided with naturall and martiall furniture. They are 
vulgarly called, The Forts of Chriftendome, by the Moog 
Greekes ; but more iuſtly , The firength of Venice: forif 
theſe Caſtles were taken by the Twrkes, or by the Span. 
yard who would as gladly haue them, the trade of the Ye- 
netian Merchants would be of none account ; yea the ve- 
ry meane toouerthrow Yenice it (elfe, 
| Corfu formerly Corcyra. was by ſome called Pheacia, 
a ſodenominate from a Virgin of that name, who was here 
\ ſuppoſed to haue beene deflowred by Nepruxe. This Ile 
produceth good ſtore of Wines,Oyle, Wax, Honey, and 
delicate fruits, 

From thence after certainc daics abode, I imbarked in 
a Greek:/fh Carmeſals, with a great number of paſſengers, 
Greekes, Slawonians, Italians, Armenians,and lewes, that 
were all mindefull to Z azte, audI alſo of the like intent 
being in all fourty cight perſons: hauing roome windes, 
and a freſhgale, in: 4. houres we diſcovered the Ile Ce- 
phaloxia the greater , and ſayled cloſe along Cephalonis 
minor, Or the leſler 1thaca, called now Yal di Compare, 
being in length twenty , and in circuite fifty ſixe miles, 
renowned for the birth of Zaertes ſonne,7lyſſes ;

From th'lthac rockes we fled Laertes fboare, 
And curs'd the land, that dire Vlyfles bore. 
For Ilions ſake, with Dardan blood attird, 
Wheſe wooden horſe, the Troian Temples fird. 

On our left hand toward the maine, we law an Iland, 
called Saint Maxre, formerly Lexcas, or Leucada, which 
is onely inhibited by [ewes, to whome Ba/aFer the ſecond 
gauc it in poſſeſſion, after their expulſion from Spazne : 
The chicfe City is Saint Aſexre , Which not long agoe 
was ſubie to Yenice. This Ile Saint Mazre was aunci- 
ently conriguate with the continent , but now rent aſun- 
der, and inuironed with the fea: In this meane while of 
our nauigable paſſage , the Captaine of the veſſell eſpied 
a Saile comming from Sea, he preſently being moued 
therewith, ſent a Mariner to the roppe, who certified hin 
ſhe wasa Twrk:ſh Galley of Biferta, proſecuting a ſtraight 
courſe to inuadz our Barke, Which ſudden affrighting 
newes ouerwhelmed vs almoſt in deſpare. Relolution 
being by the amazed Maifter demaunded, of eucry man 
what was beſt to doe , ſome replyed one way, and ſome 
another : Inſomuch, that the moſt part of the paſſengers 
gave counſell, rather to render, then fight ; being confi- 
dent, their friends would pay their ranſome,and ſo relicue 
them, But I the wandring Pilgrime, pondering in my pen. 
five breaſt, my ſalitary eftace, the diſtance of my Country 
and f1jends, could conceiue no hope of deliverance, Vp. 
on the which troubleſome and fearefull appearance of 
ſlavery, I abſolutely aroſe, and ſpoke ro the Maiſter, 
ſaying : The halfe of the Carmeſals 15 your owne , axd the 
moſt part alſo of the loading (all which he had told me be. 

Jore: ) mherejore my counſell 15, that you prepare your ſelfe 
zo fight , and zoe encourage your paſſengers, promiſe to your 
Mariners double wages, make ready your two peeces of 

Ordonance, 
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Ordonance, your Muskets, Powder, Lead and halfe-Pikes : 

or who knoweth , but the Lord may deliner ws from the 
thraldome of thel(e Infidels, My exhortation ended , he 
was greatly animated therewith , and gaue me thankes; 
whereupon, atlembling the paſſengers and Mariners, he 
gave good comfort, and large promites to them all : So 
that their affrighted hopes were conucrred toa couragi- | 
ous reſolution; ſeeming rather to giue rhe firſt affauir,then. 
torecejue the ſecond wrong. 

To performe the plots of our defence , cucry man was 
buſic in the worke, ſome below in the Gunner-roome,o. 
thers cleanſing the Muskets, ſome preparing rhe powder 
and balles, ſomerheir Swords, and ſhort weapons, fome 
dreſſing the halfe-pikes , & others making faſt the deores 
aboue : for ſo the Maiſter reſolued to make combate be- 
low, both to ſaue vs from ſaall ſhot,and beſides for boor- 
ding vs on a ſudden. The dextcrous courage of all men 
was (o forward to defend their liues and liberty, thattrue- 

] by _ opinion we _ thrice as many as we _ 

things below and a being cunningly perfected, 
and _ one ranked in order wh his Hirquebuſeand 
pike, to ſtand on the Centinell of his ewne defence, we re- 
commended our {clues in the hands of the Almighty : and 
in the meane while attended their fiery ſalutarions, 

In a furious ſpleene , the firſt Hola of their courtelies, 
was the progreſle of a marriall conflict, thundring forth a 
terrible noiſe of Galley-roaring peeces. And we in a fad 
reply, ſent out 2 backe- founding ecchoof fizry flying ſhots: 
which made an zquiuox to the clouds, rebounding back- 
ward in our perturbed breaſts, the ambiguous ſounds 
of feare and hope. After a long and doubrtull fight, 
both with great and ſmall ſhot (night parting vs) the 
Twrkes reured till morning , gon then were mindtull to 
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giuc vs the new rancounter of a ſecond alarum. Bur as it 
pleaſed him, who neuer faileth his , to fend downe an yn- 
reſiſtable rempeſt ; about the breake of day we eſcaped 
their furious defignes; and were enforced to leeke into 
the bay of Largoſtolo in Cephalonia, both becaule of the 
violent wearher,and alſo for that a great lake was ſtricken 
into our Ship. In this fight there were of vs killed three 
Italians , rwa Greekes, and wo Ilewes, with eleuen others 
deadly wounded , and I alſo hurt in the right arme with a 
ſmall ſhot. But what harme was done by vs amongſt the 
Infidels, we were not aſſured thereof, ſaue onely this, we 
ſhot away their middle maſt , and the hinder part of the 
puppe; for the Greekes are not expert Gunners, neither 
could our Harquebuſadoes much annoy them , in reſpet 
they neucr boorded. But howſoeuer it was, being all dif- 
barked on ſhoare, we gaue thanks to the Lord for our vn. * 
expeetcd ſafety,and buried the dead Chriſtians in a Sree. 
kiſh Church-yard, and the Tewes were interred by the ſea 
tide. 

This bay of Laygaſtolv is two miles in length, being in» 
vironed with two little Mountaines: vpon the one of theſe 
two, ſtandeth a ſtrong Fortreſſe , which detendeth the 
paſſage of the narrow Gulfe . Ir was here that the Chri. 
ſtian Gallies aſſembled, in the yeare 1571. when they 
came to abare the rage of the great Twrks Armadozwhich 
at that time lay in Peteraſſo , in the fire land of Greece, 
and right oppoſite ro them ; and had made conqueſt the 
yeare before, of noble Cyprus from the YVenetians, 

The Ile of Cephalonia was formerly called 1:haca, and 
greatly renowned, becauſe it was the heretable Kingdome 
ofthe worthy Y1yſſes, who excelled all other Greekes in 
Eloquence and ſubtility of wit . Secondly , by Srrabo it 
was named Dwlich;: And thirdly , by auncient Authors 
Cephalonia, 
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Cephalonia, of Cephalo , who was Captaine of the Army 
of Cleobas Anfrittion, The which Anjfrittionga Theban 
Captaine hauing conquered the Iland, and ſlaine in battell 
Fterelaus King of Telebogs , for lo then was the Iland cal- 
led, gaueitina gift of gouernment to Cephaly . This 
Cephalo was a Noble man of Athens, who being one 
day at hunting killed his ownc wite Progr 75, with an arrow 
in ſteed of his prey , whereupon he flying ro Amphitrion, 
and the other pitrying his caſe , reſigned this le to him, 
of whom it taketh the denomination: Cephalonra lyeth in 
the mouth of the Gulfe Zepanto , oppolite ro a part of 
Xtolia and Acarnania inthe firme land: Itis in citcuir 
156. and in length 48.miles. 

The land ir ſelfe 1s full of Mountaines , yet exceeding 
fertile, ycelding Maluaſia, Muskadine, Vino Leatico, Ray- 
- fins, Olues, Figges, Honey, Sweet-water, Pine, Mol- 
berry, Date, and Cypre-rrces, and all other forts of 
fruites in abundance. The commodity of which re- 
dounds yearely to the Yenetians, for they are Signiors 
thereof. 

Leauing this weather-beaten Carmoeſalo, iayd vptoa 
full ſea , Itooke purpoſe totrauell through the lland , in 
the firſt dayes journey, I patt by many fine Villages and 
pleaſant fields, eſpecially the vaile 4/efandroz where the 
Greekes told me. their Anceſtors were vanquiſhed in 
battell by the Macedonian Conquerour. They allo ſhew- 
ed me on the top of Mount Gargaſſs , the ruines of that 
Temple, which had beene of old dedicate to 1upiter : and 
vpon the ſecond day I hired two Fiſher. men in a little 
Boat, to carry me ouer to Zarte , bcing twenty hue 
miles diſtant, 

Here in Zantea Greekiſh Chyrurgion vndertooke the 


curing of my arme, & performed condition within time. 


The 
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The Ile of Zante was calicd Zacinthus , becau'c lo was 
called the ſonne of Dardanws , who reigned the:©, And 
by ſome Hyr:4., It hath a Citty of a great icneth, borde- 
ring along the (ea {ilc,the chiefe ſeate of the lie, 8&& named 
Zante, ouer the done of who'e Pretorium or ludgemear 
Hall, arc inſcribed theſe verſes, 

Hic locus, odit, amat, punit, conſernat, honorat, 

Nequitiam, pacem, crimina,tura, probs. 

This place, hates, loues, chaſtens, conſernes vewards, 

V ice,peace,fellony,lawes vertuous regards. 

And oa the top of a Hill, aboue the towne , ſtandetha 
large, and ſtrong Fortreſle ( not vnlike thg Caftle of M:- 
lane) wherein the Providitore dwelleth, who gouerneth 
the Iland, This Cirty is ſubic& yearcly to fearefull Earth- 
Quakes, eſpecially in the moneths of October and Nowem- 
ber, which oftentimes ſubuert their houſes , and them» * 
ſelues, bringing deadly deftrution on all. This Ile pro- 
ducerh good ſtore of Raſini dr Corintho , commonly cal- 
led Currants, Oliues, Pomgranartes, C) trones, Orenges, 
Lemmons, Grenadiers, and Mellones, ard is in compaſle 
68. miles, being diſtant from the tors Promontore of 


Morea lome 16. miles. 


The Ilandersare Greekes , a kind of ſubtile people,and 
great diflemblers ; bur the Signiot y thereof belongerh to 
Vezice . Ardif it were not for that great prouifton of 
cornc, which are dayly tranſported from the firme land 
of Peleponeſic to them , the Inhabitants in ſhort time 
would famiſh. 

It was credibly told me here by the better ſort, that 
this little Ile maketh yearely ( beſides Oyle and Wine ) 
onely of Currants 140000. Chickins, paying yearely 
ouer and abouc for cultom:e 22000. Piaſters, euery Chic. 
ken of Gold bcing nine ſhillings £»g/:ſb, and cucry yo 
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ſter being white money fixe ſhillings . A rent or fumme 
of mony which thele ſilly Ilanders could neuer affoord, 
( they being not aboue 69. yeares agoe , but a bale beg- 
garly people , and an obſcure place ) if it were not here in 
England of late for ſome Liquorous lips , who forſooth 
can hardly digeſt Bread, Paſtics, Broth,;and(verb gratia) 
bag-puddings without theſe currauwits - And as theſe 
Raſcall Greekes becomming proud of late with this leuiſh 
expence , contemnc iuſtly this ſenſuall prodigality; I haue 
heard them often demaund the Zng1:/þ in a filthy deri- 
fion , what they did with fuch Leprous tuffe, and if they 
carried them home to feed their Swine and Hogges with- 
all: A queftien indeed worthy of ſuch a female Traffike, 
the inference of which I fuſpend : There isno other Na- 
tion ſaue this, thus addicted to that miſerable Ile, 

Bidding farewell to Zante , I imbarked ina Frigato, 
going to Peterafſo in Morea , which of old was called Pe- 
loponeſis : And by the way in the Gulte Lepazts (which 
dunderh Etolis and Mores, The chiefcft Cirty in Ero- 
lig is called Lepanto :from thence Weſt-ward by the ſea 
ſide, is Delphys., famous for the Oracle of Apollo ) we 
fayled by the Iles EZchinidi, but by Moderne Wri- 
ters , Cur;olari zwhere the Chriſtians obtained the victo-= 
ry againſt the Twrkes,, for there did they fight, after this 
manner. 


In the yeare 1571. and the ſixthof 0Zober, Don Tohn ;_.. 
of Auſtria, General! for the Spaniſh Gallies, Marco Anto- Generalls' 


io Colonna, for Pope Pio Quinto, and Sebaſtiano Venieco 
for the Venetian Army , conucned altogerher in Largo- 
ſtolo at Cephalonia: hauing ofall 298. Gallics, ſixe Galle: 

aſles, and 25. Frigotes. 
After a meſt reſolutedeliberation,rtheſe three Generals 
went with a valiant courageto incounter with the Turks/h 
L Armatilo, 
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Armado, on the Sunday morning, the ſcuenth of 9Zober : 
who in the end, through the helpe of Chriſt, obtained a 
glorious viRery. In thar fight there was taken and drow- 
IThe bite; 0d 180. of Tark!ſb Gallies ; and thereeſciped about the 
{Lepaicy mnumbcr of fixe hundred and fitty fhippes, Gallies, Gale. 
| otes , and -other veſle's : There was fifteene thouſand 
T arkes killed and fours thouſand taken priſoners, beſides 
4000. pzeces of Qrdonance, and twelue thouſand Chri- 
ſtians delivered from their {lauiſh bondage. Inall, the 
Chiiſtians looſed but cleuen Gal'ies, and five thouſand 
ſlime, At their returne to Largoſo/o, after this victorious 
batrell, the three Generals diuidee inrumerable ſpoyles, 
to thcir weil. deſeruing Captaincs,and worthy Souldiers. 
And no:withſtanding Dos Tohn.led that Armado, yer 
ambition led him, wboin the midſt of that famous victo- 
ry, conceaucd a treacherous dcfigne , to ſeaze ypon the 
calt!cs of Corfu,vnder ſhew of the 7 exetian colors, which 
being diſcouerd, and he diſappointed, died for diſpleaſure 
in hjs returne to Meſ7n4 in S:c:1:4, where there his Statue 
ſlaadeth co this day. 

After my arriuall in Peteraſſo, the Metropolitan of Pe. 
leponeſus, 1left the turmoylii:g dangers of the intricated 
Les, of the 1owean and 4dr 1aticall ſeas, and aduiled totra.. 
ell in the firme land of Greece, with a Car«uun of Greekes 
that was bound for Athens. 

Peteraſio is a large and ſpacious City, full of Merchan- 
dize, and greatly beaurified with all kind of Commercers, 
Their chicfe commodities, are raw Silkes, Cioth of gold 
l and filuer , Silken-growgrancs, Rich-damas, Velucts of 
all kinds, with Sartins and Taffeties, and eſpecially a Gir- 
nell for grayne : The Yeretians, Raguſans,andMarſei{li- 
«ns have great handliog with them : Here I remember 
Chere was an Eng/tſb Factorlying, whom the S»bbaſſa or 
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Gouernour of the Towne a T urke, cauſed privately after- 
ward ypon malice to be poyſoned, even when I was win- 
tering at Conſtantinople, for whoſe death the worthy and 
generous Ambathdour , Sir Thomas Glower my Parrone 
and Protefor, was fo highly inceoſed , that he went hi- 
ther himlſeife ro Peteraſſe, with rwo Iann:Jaries, anda 
watrant ſent wuh him trom the Emperour , who in the 
midſt of the market. place of Percraſſo,c2uled one of thele 
two 14niFaries, ſtrike off the head tiom the [lwulders of 
that $47 ack ; and put to death divers o he1s alſo,that had 
beene acceſluy tothe poyſoning of the Engl jb Conſul, 

and rhe Ambaſſadour returning againe to Conſtantinople, 

was held in fingulzr reputation cucn with the Twrkes, for 

proſecuting ſo puwerfuily the courle of Iuſtice,1nd would 


not ſhricke for noreſpe&, I beiag domeſtick with him - 


the ſelfe ſame time, | 
Peloponne(us now called Morea, Peninſula, is all inui- 


roned with the ſea, ſaue onely at a narrow ſtrait, where it Morea in 
is tied to rhe continent by an 1ſfmns of five miles in 6:ecce 


breadth: which the Yenetians then Lord of it, fortified 
with five Caſtles, and a ſtrong wall from crecke to crecke, 
which eafily were ſubuerted by the T#rk/b batteries, the 
defect onely remaining in the defendants weaknefle, and 
want of men: Corinth and irs gulfe, lyeth at the Eaſt c:id 
of this 1{{»us , and the gulfe Lepanto on the Wet, diui- 
ding ,£:0414 and Epyre : The wall which trauerſcd this 
ſtrait of Morea, was called Hexamite, fine mules long: 
Truely it is one of the moſt famons d:{{rort du terre en 
Europe» Morea it lelte is in length 168. and in compaſle 
546. miles, and is at this day, the moſt fertile, and beſt 
inhabited Preuince of all the Empytc of Greece + The 
chicfe Riucrs here, are Arbone and Ropheos + Argos here 
alſvis watered with the Riutr Plani;Fa,neare which tan- 
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deth the Towne of Zpidaure, wherein the Temple of 
Eſculapins was ſo renowned for reſtoring of health to dil. 
caſed perſons. It was anciently cognomanate Ag4/ia from 
eAegalins the firſt King, Anno Mundi 1574. and allo inti- 
tuled from two Kings S/c/814 , and i Apia, then Pelopss 
neſus from Pelops, and now Moreah, It is diuided in = 
ecrtitories or petty Prouinces, Laconia, Arcadia, Arzolis, 
Miſexia , and Eliſo, the proper territory of Corizth, Of 
which City it was ſayd, 

Hor. Let men take heed of Lais, Corinths whoore, 

Who earn'd tea thouſand Drachmas in an haure, 

It is fayd by «#xcas Siluins in his Coſmographicall 
treatiſe of Zurope that diucrs Kings went about to digge 
through this 1/-2as to make it an Iland, namely King De- 
mcetrins, Inlins Cefar, Cains Caligula, and Domitins Ne- 
70 : Of all whome he doth note that they not onely faj. 
led of their purpoſe , but that they came to violent and 
vnnaturall deaths. 

But before the aforeſayd Carauas at Petrraſſo admits 
ted me into his company, he was wonderfull inquiſitiue, 
to know for what cauſe I trauclled alone? & of what Na. 
tion T was? To whom I ſoberly cxcuſcd, and diſcouered 
my ſelfe with medeſt anſwers, Which paciticd his curio. 
ſity ; bur not his auaritious minde- for vnder a pretended 
protection he had of me, he cxtorted the moſt patt of my 
money from my purſe, without any regard of conſcience. 

In the firſt, ſecond, and third dayes iourneying, we had 
faie way, hard lodging, but good cheere, and kind enter- 
tainement for our money, which was ſhe Countrey Laco» 
ia, But on the fourth day, when we entred in the hilly 
and barren-Countrey of Arcadia ; where,for a days iour . 
ney we had no.Village , but faw abundance of Cattell 
without keepers zang in that place it is thought megan 
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battell of Pharſalis was fought betweene [nlius Ceſar, 
and Pompey the great, 

prog is bounded on the Eaſt with E/:/o, on the Weſt 
with 2Mſeaia, onthe North with Achasa inferiour,and on Arcacia 
the South with a part of Zacomraand the fea: It was for- 
merly termed Pelaſzia, and laſtly it tooke the name from 
Arcas the {onne of 1zpiter and Caliſto, the people where. 
of, did long imagine they were more auncicm then the 
Moone 1 : 

T his ſoyle of whom Arcas great patroue was, 
In aze the eMooneexcell d, inwit the CA ſe. 

But becauſe it is a tradition of more antiquity then cre- 
dit, I doe rather note it, then affirmeit : Andas men 
ſhould dread the thunder. bolt , whcn they ſee tbc light- 
ning, ſo ignorance and idolatry placed amongſt vs , and 
round abour vs, may be a warning to the profeſſours of 
the tructh, ro take heed of the venome, leaſt by their 4y- 
cadian antiquitie ſurpaiſing the Moone, they become no. 
uices to ſoine new intended maſlacre, for as powder faild 
them, bur alas, not poiſon ! fo now with policy they 
preuailein all things: how long the ho:y one of 7/rae// 
knoweth, but certainely, our {1nnes ate the caulcs of their 
domincering and of our carclefle drouping. 

Inthis Defart way, I beheld many fingular Monumenrs, 
and ruinous Caſtles, whoſe names I knew not , becauſe I 
had an ignorant guide: Butthis I remember , amongſt 
theſe rockes my belly was pinched, and wearied was my 
body, with the climbing of faſtidious mountaines, which 
bred no ſmall griefe to my breaft. Yer notwitaſtanding 
of my diſtrefſe, the rememberance of theſe liveet ſee 
ſoned Songs .of _Urcadian Sheepheards which pregnant 
Poets haue ſo well penned, did recreate my fatigated 


corps with many ſugred {uppolitions, Theſe ſterile bounds 
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being paſt, we entred ia the Eiſterne plaine of ACorea, 
cal.ed aunciently Sparta, where that ſometimes tamous 
Citty of Lacedemon flouriſhed, but now lacked , and the 
luwpes of ruines and memory onely rema-ncs. M irching 
thus, we left Hodens an Napoli on our 1ighchand, to- 
ward the ſea ſite, and onthe fix day art nigar, we pirched 
our tents in the diſinhubired villages of Argo and Micenc, 
from th: which vahappy Helen was rauiſicd. 
Abecoprek This curled cuſtome of baſe proſtitution, is become {5 
Hel a, fi-q int , char thegreater ſort ot her mercenary ſexe, fol. 
jon ing ker tootſteps, haue out-gone her in their loathſom 
journcies of Lb:d;nous wayes : ſhe being of ſuchaninh. 
nit* ard voluptuous crew, the arch miſtreſle and ring-lea- 
der :0deſtruction, did inuite my Muleto inueigh againſt | 
ker laſctuicus immodefty , as the inordinate patterne of 
all willing and licentious rapts : ®

Here in Argos 1 had the ground tobe a pillow, and the 
world-wide-fie'ds to be a chamber , the whirling windy- 
Skies, to be a roofe to my Winter-blaſted lodging , and 
the humide vapours of cold Ne4t#114 , to accompany the 
vnwiſhcd. for-bed of my repoſe, What ſhall Ifay then, 
the ſolid , and ſad man, is not troubled with the floods 
and ebbes of Fortune, the ill imployed power of great- 
nceſſe, nor the fluctuary motions of the humerous multi- 
tude; or at leaſt, if he be ſenſible of his owne, or their ir- 
regularitics, or confeſions, yet his thoughts are rot writ- 
tenin his face, his countenance is not ſignificant, nor his 
mileries further ſcene than in his owne priuate ſuffering; 
whereas the face and diſpoſition of the feeble one , cucr 
reſembleth hislaſt thoughts , and vpon cuery touch, or 
taſte of that which is diſpleaſant and followes not the 
ſtreames of his appetite, his countenance deformeth it 
ſelfe, and like the Moone, isin as manychanges as his for- 
tune, but the noble reſo.ution mult follow Areas aduice 
in all his aduentures; 

Per variss.caſus, per tot diſcriminarerum,

By diner ſe wayes, and dangers great we mind, 

Towviſit Latinm, and Latings kind, 

In all this countrey of Greece I could finde nothing, to 


ani{wer. 
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anſwer the famous relations, giuen by auncient Authors, 
of the cxcellency of that land , but the name ogely; the 
barbarovineſle of Terkes and Time , hauing defaced all 
the Monuments of Antiquity : No ſhew of honour, no 
habiration of men inan honeſt faſhion, nor poſleſſours of 
the Countrey ina Principality. But rather priſoners (ſhut 
vp in priſons , or addicted {laues to Cruell and tyrannicall 
Maiſters: So deformed is the {tate of that once worthy 
Realme, and fo miſerable is the burthen of that afflicted 
people : which, and the apparance of that permanency, 
gricucd my heart to behold the ſiniſter working of bliad 
Fortune , which alwayecs plungeth the moſt renowned 
Champions, and their memory, in the protoundeſt pit of 
all extremiries and oblinion. 

Let the Ghoſts of that Theban E paminendas that Mir- 
midonian Phillip, & thele Epirean worthies, Pyrhs and 
Scanderberg, be witneſles hereto; bur eſpecially,that Ma- 
cedonian Alexander,whoſe fortunes cuer followed him, 
rather than fled him til his laſt diflolution;wherein I may 
ſoy his greatneſle roſe; Like toa mighty and huge Oke, 
being cled with the exuvials, and Trophees of enemies 
fenced with an army of boughes garnifhed with a coat of 
barke as hard as Steele; Ceſpiſing the force and power of 
the Winds, as being onely able to dally with the leaucs, 
and not to weaken the reote : But the Northerne wind, 
that ſtrong Champion of the airy Region, ſecretly lur- 
king in the vault of ſome hollow cloude , doth firft mur. 
mure at this aſpiring Oke , and then ftriketh his Creſt 
with ſome greatcr ſtrength ; andlaſtiy, with the deepeſt 
breath of his Lupgs, doth blew vp the roote : Euen fo 
was it with A/exander, Who from a ftripling came to be a 
Cedar , and from the ſorrow of no more worlds, was 
{oone cut off from the world he was into: For deſtiny is 

no 
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no mans drudge, and death is cucry mans conquetour, 
machiag the Scepter, with the Spade, and the ciowned 
Prince with the praiſleſſe Peaſant : And in a word, there 
was ncucr any to whoa fortune did ſooner approach,nor 
neuer any from whom ſhe did more ſuddenly flee, then 
from Alexander , leauing him a Jeare mirrour of the 
worlds inconſtancy. 

Now as concerning the gouernment of Greece,tearmd 
by the Turkes , Rum: 111, that is, the Rowane Country : 
Ir is ruled by a Beglerbeg, or Baſs, this word Beg. T'cBeeieies 
lerbez imports, Lord of Lords, inregard of the Saz- 
zacks , or Swbbaſſaes yneer them , who alſo are tear. 
med Lords ; which is a barbarous pride in an ambi- 
tious ſtyle ; This Bezlerbeg of Greece, retaineth his 
reſidence at Sophia the Metropole of Bulgaria, for- 
merly Dacia, and is the greateſt Commaunder of 
all other Baſſaes in the Turkiſh Prouinces of ZE. 
rope. 

All other Beglerbegs are changed every third yeare, 
or continued according tothe Imperiall pleaſure, nej- 
ther may they returne from their ſtation during this 
time, But this Beſſa of Greece,keepeth his gonern- 
ment for his life-time,and remaineth moſt atCourt : He 
reſerueth vnder his commaund, fourty thouſand Timg- 

_ riots or Horſe-men; led vnder the condut of twen 

two SanFacks, or Iudges deputics of Iuriſdictions ; to 

wit, two 1n Albans, at the Townes 1codera, and An. 

colina; two in Achaia, ar Deluina, and Albaſſan: three 

in Theſalia, at Pr iaſim , Salonica, and Trichola: tiwoin 

Sparta, at Miſietra and Palopaira:thiee in Macedonia, 

at Carmona, Selifiria, and Giaſtzpaila: onein Moldayia, 

at Acheranma: in Bulgariagor at Sophia : in, Thracia,onc 
at-Yia744 : in Epyre, O86 at D#cagind: in £tolis,00e 
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at Joanine: in Peleponeſus, one at Peteraſſs : the reſt are 
Vlopia, Nycepolis, Corinth, and Bandera towards the 
black-fea, and tothe Northward of Danubo, at his kif. 
ling the Enxime wanes : This much for the Bezlerbeg 
ſlip of Greece , 2nd thi. Prouinces thereunto adioyning. .« 
Departirg from Argos, vpon the ſeuenth day wearri 
ned at Athers : Aibens is ſtill inhabited , ſtanding in the 
Eaſt part of Pe/oponncſus, neere to the frontiers of Magp. 


don; or Theſſaly by the Sea f1de. It was firſt called Ce- _. 


cropia ; Of ore Cecrops the firſt King thereof, who firſt * 
founded it, Anno Mundi, 409. itwas after mightily 
inlarged by Theſeas, and well prouided with good lawes 
by Solox, and laſtly Athexs of Minerna: In whole ho. 
ncur for a long time were celebrate ſolemne playes,called 
Panathanaia : Athens is now termed S$alenos, and was 
ence the ſhrill ſounding Trumpet of Mars, yeelding more 
valiant Captaines and Commanders thcn any City inthe 
World , Rome excepted : It was a cuſtome here , that 
when any man was growne too wealthy or potent, he was 
' baniſhed thence for ten yeares : This exile was intituled 
Oſtraciſme, becauſe his name who was abandoned was 
Written in an Oyſter-ſhell : Great combuſtions and mu, 
tinies have happenzd betweene Laredemon, and Athens; 
at laſt it was ſacked by Lyſandey , and her Virgin body 
proſtituted to the Juſt of 3o. inſulting Tyrants : not long 
after whoſe expulſion, it was vtterly ſubdued by the Ma- 
Cedonians. 

And in a word Atbens being ftayned with inteſtine 
blood-ſheds, and grieuouſly diſcontcnted with the death 
of her children her babcs were brought forth, for the 
ſivord to glut vpon, the bodies of her annclents were 
| made as Pavements to walke ypon, her matrones became 
"a prey and priſe tocucry Rauiſher , and her Prieſts and 
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Sacriticers were ſlaine before the gates of their Temples, 
+ This City was the Mother & Well-ſpring of all liberall 
Arts and Sciences ;and the groat Ciltcine of Z»rope, 
whence flowed ſo many Conduit pipes of karning all 
where, bur now altogether decayed : Thecircuit of old 
Athens hath beene according to the fundamentall walles 
yet extant about ſtxe /ta/iaw miles, but now of no great 
quantity, aor many dwelling houlcs therein ; being with- 
in two hundreth fire houſes, hauing a Caſtle which for. 
merly was the Temple of M:nerus, They haueabun. 
dance of all things, requiſite for the ſuſtenance of humane 
life , of which I had no {inall proote : | For theſe Arhen;- 
ans or Greekes , exceeding kindly banqueted me foure 
daycs , and furaiſh'c me with neceſſary proutſion for my 
voyage to Creta. And alſo tranſported me by ſeain a 
Brigandins freely, and on their owne charges to Serize, 
being 44. miles diſtant. 

Aiter my redounded thankes, they hening returned, 
the contemplation on their courteſies, brought me in re= 
memberance, how curious the vid 4:theniavs were to 
heare of forraine newes, & with what great regard & eſti. 
mation they honourcd trauellers, of which as yet,they are 
no wayes detective, 

Serigo is an Iland inthe ſea Cretico: It was aurci- 
ently called Cy:herea , of Cithers the ſonne of Pheniſe: 
And of 1riftotle Porphyris , or Schotera,in reſpeR of the 
fine Marble that is got there: It is of circuit threefcore 
miles having but one Caſtte called Capſaiſo, which is 
kept by a Venetian Captaine : here it is fayd that Venus 
did firſt inhabit , and I ſaw the ruines of her demoliſhed 
Temple, on the ſide of a mountaine yet extant. 

A little more downeward below this old adored 


Temple of Yexxs, arcghe relickes of that Palace, wheres. 
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in Mexalaxs did dwell, who was King of Spar:«, and 
Lord of this Ile . The Greekes of the Ile told me there 
were wiid Afesthere., who had a ſtone in their heads, 
which was a ſoueraigne remedy for the Falling ſickneſle, 
and gooa to make a woman be quickly detiuered of hex 
birth. I made afterward deeper enquiry for it, to haue. 
cither feene 'or bought it , but for my life Icould never 
artaine to any perfect knowledge thereof, 
In the time of my abode, atthe Village of Capſalo(be- 
ing a hauen for ſmall backes, and ſituate below the Ca. 
A P:ieft Maine tle) the Captaine of that ſame Fortrefſe kitd a Seminary 
im abo dell. Prieſt, whom he had found ig the night with his whoore 
ina Brothel-houſe : for the which ſacrilegious murther, 
the Gouernour of the Tie depoſed the Captaine , and ba- 
niſhed him , cauſing a boate to be prepared toſend him 
to Cret4. O ! if all the Prieſts which doe commir inceſt, + 
adultery,and-fornicaticn ( yea, and worſe, 11 peccato car- 
nalc contra natura ) were thus handled and feucrely re. 
warded ; what a fea of Sodomiticall irreligious blood 
would ouerflow the halfe of Europe, to (taine the ſpot. 
ted colour ofthat Romune Beaſt. Trucly, and yet more, 
theſe laſciuious Friars are the very Epicures, or off-ſcou- 
rings of the earth; for bow oft haue I heard them fay one 
toanother * Allegre , allegre , mio cars fratells, chi ben 
mangia, ben bene,&c. That is, Be cheerefall be cheerefall, 
deare brother , he that tareth well, drinketh well , he that 
drinketh well. fleepethwell , he that ſleepeth well, ſinneh 
not, and be that ſrxneth not , goeth ſtraight through Pur. 
gatory ts Paradige.This is all the care of their liutng, ma-. | 
king their tongues to viter what their hearts do thus pro. | 
phanely thinke, Ede,bibe,dormi,poſt mbriem nulla voluyps |

raine, and ſailed by the little 1ſoletta of Serigots : Leauing 
Capo as Spada on our Icft hand , we arrived at Carabnſ2 
with extreme fortune, being fiercely perſued by three 
Turkiſh Galleots. Berweene Serige ard Carabnſa we bad 
ſeuen {core and twelue miles of dangerous and combulti.

nian; to the Sourh the Zibique ſea, and to the 
Eaft, the Carpathian lea: It lieth midway twixt Achais in

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Greeceand Cyrexe in Alfrick , not being diſtant from the 
one, nor fron the other, aboue two dayes fayling: Ir is a 
moſt famous and auncjent Kingdome : By modcrne Wri- 
tcts, it is called Queene ofthe Iles Aediterrene : It had 
of oldeafi hundrech Citties , whercof it had the name 
he anion y FICCATOIApOTE » but now onely fourc , Caxdia, Cana, Re. 
of Carey, thimos , and Scythia, the reſt are but Villages and Bour. 
: gcs, Ir isot length, to wit, from Capo Ermico in the 
Welt, called by. Pliny , Frews arietis ,and = Salomone 
inthe Eaſt, two hundreth and forty Miles, large three> 
{core, and of circuit ſixe hundreth and fifty mules. 

This is the chiefe Dominion , belonging to the Yexe- 
tizn Reipublique: In cuery one of thefe foure Cirties, 
there is a Gouerr.our , andl two Counſellors, ſent from 
Venice euery two yeazes. The Countrey is diwded ito 
foure paits , vnder the iuri{diction of the foure Cittics, 
for the better adminiſtration of Iuſtice : and they hauc a 
Gererall , who commonly reuaineth intke Citty of 
Gandy ( like to a Viceroy ) who depoſerh, or impoſeth 
Magiſtrates, Captaines , Souldiers, Officers, and others 
whatſccuer, inthe behalfe of Saint Marke or Duke of 
Fenice. The Yenetians detaine continually a ſtrong 
guard, diuided in Companies, Squadror.s,and GarrHons, 
1n the Cittics and Fortrefles of the Tland : which doex. 
tead to the mwnber of 12000. Sbuldiers, kept, rot onely 
tor the incuiſion of Twrks,but allo for feare of the Creets 
or Inbabitants, wko weuld rather ( jf they could) render 
tothe Txrke, then to' liue vader the ſubection of Yerzce, 
thickirg thaeby to hauc more liberty, & lefle taxed vn- 
der the Infidell , then now they are vnder thc Chriſtian, 

This Ile produceth the beſt Maluaſy , Mnſcadine and 
Leaticke wins , that are inthe whole Vaiuerſe. It yecl- 
dcth Otenges, Lemumons , Mcllons , Cytrens, Grenadi- 
| cs, 
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ers, Adams Applcs, Raiſins, Oliues, Dates, Hony, Sugar, 

Fua di tre valte , and all other kindes of truite ia abun- 

darice, But the moſt part ofthe Cornes are bronght | 
yearely from Archipelago and Greece . The chiefe Ri- Ce ( 
ucrs ar? Cataracho, cMelipotomes, Eſcaſino; beingail of | 

them ſhallow and diſcommodious for ſhipping , 11 re-, 
ſpc& of their ſhort courſes, and rocky patſages: And 
the principall Cuties of olde , were Gnaſſzs, where Mr. ' 

nos kept his Court, 2. Cortina, 3. Aphra and Cydonia. 

This Countrey was by Marcefzs made (ubiectto che Ro. 

manes:lt was afterward giuen by Ba/4win Earle of Flan- 
ders,the,firſt LatioEmperor of Conſt avtinople to Boniface 

of Montferrat,who ſold it, Anno 1154. $2 the Fenetians. 

This much of the Ile in generall; and nowin reſpet 
of my trauelling two times through the bounds of the 
whole Kiggdome, which was neuzr before atchicued by 
any Trauellerin Chriſtendome; I will as briefly as I can 
in particular , relate a few of theſe miſeries indured by 
meinthis Land, with the nature & quality of the people. 

This aforeſaid Carabeſa, is the principall Fortreſle of 7 heold and 
Creta, being of it ſelfe inuincible,and is not vnlike to the — 
Caſtle of Danbertan, which ſtandeth at the maurh of ; 
Clyd; vpon which Riuer the auncient City of Lenerke is 
ſituated: For this Fort is enuironed with a Rocke higher 
then the wals, and ioyneth cloſe with Capo Ermico : ha- 
uing learned of the theeuiſh way I had to Cares, I adui- 
ſed to put my mony in exchange which the Capraine of 
that ſtrength very curteouſly performed; and would alſo 
hauc diſwaded me from my purpolc,but I by no perſwa- 
ſion of him would ftay. From thence departing, all alone, 
ſcarcely was I aduanced twelue miles in my way, when 
I was beſex on the skirt of a Rocky Mountaine ; with 
three Greeke murdering Zenegadees, and an Italian Ban- 
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dids : who laying ltiands on me, beate me moſt cruelly, 
robbed me of ail my clothcs, and ſtripped me naked, 
thieatning me with many grieuous {pceches, 

Aclait rhe reſpetiue 1:a/7az,perceiuing I wasa ſtranger, 
and could not ſpeake the Cret ax rongue,began to aske mc 
in his owne lapguage, wheie was my money ? to whom 
I ſobcily arſwered, I had no more then heſaw , which 
was foureſcore Bagantines : which ſcarcely amounted to 
two groats Engliſh : But he not gluing credit to thefe 
words, {cached all my clothes and Budzeto, yet found 
nothing except my linnen, and Letrers of recommendari- 
Ons, I had from diuers Princes of Chriſtendome, efpeci.. 
ally the Duke af Yenice, whole ſubiects they were, if they 
bad bene lawful fabietts : Which when he ſaw, did 
mou? him to compaſſion, and earneſtly entreated the 
othcr three rheeues to grant me mercy, and to ſaue my 
life :- A long deliberation being ended , they reſtored 
backe againe my Pilgrimes clothes. and Letters, but niy 
blew gowne and Bagantines they kept : Such alſo was 
their thecuiſh courtefie toward me, that for my better 
ſafegard in the way,thcy gave mc a ſtamped piece of clay, 
as a token to ſhew any of their companians, if Tencoun- 
tred with any of them ; for they were about twenty Raſ- 
e.lics of a confederate band , that loy inthis defart pal- 
lace. 

Leapirg them with many counterfeit thankes, tra- 
vclled that day ſeauen and thirty miles, and atnightat- 
tained to the vnbappy Village of Pickeerno : wher? I 
cculd haue neither meare,drinke.Jodging,nor any retreth- 
mgnt to wy wearied body, Theſe deſperate Candiorts 
thror.ged -aLout me, gazing (as though afioniſhed) ro ſee 
me both wam compary, and their Language,and by their 
c&rx}ll lookes , the y feemed to be a barbarous and _— 
people : 
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ople : For :i; thele High-landers of Candy, aretyran. | 
nicall, bluod-rkirſty, and decartull, The conlideration m_ 
of which an4 the appcarance of my death , ſigned ro me ; 
ſecretly by a pitrifull woman, m.lc meto ſhun their villa- 
ny in ftealing forth from them in the darke night , and 
priuatly ſought for a ſecure place of repole ina vmbragt- 
ous Caue by the Sea fide, where lay cili marning wich 
a fearefull heact, a craſed body, a thirſt:e {tomacke, and a 
hungry belly. | 

Vpon the appearing of the next 4vrora, and when the 
welkin, had pur afide the vizard of the night, the Starres LES 
being couerd, and the earth dilcouerd by the Sunne ; 1 nes. 
imbraced my vnknowne way, and about midday came 
tO Canea : Caneais the ſecond Citic of Creete, called aun- 
cently Cydon , being exceeding populous, well walled, 
and fortified with Bulwarkes : It hath a large Caſtle,con- 
taining ninety ſeaucn Pallaces, in which the Rector and _ 
other Venetian Gentlemen dwell. There lye continually 
in it ſeauen Companies of Souldiers who keepe Cenct- 
| nell ong# : walles, guarde the gates and Marker places of 
the Citie : Neither in this Towne nor Caz47a, may any 
Countrey Peaſant enter with weapons ( eſpecially Har- 
quebuzes) for that conceiued feare they hauc of Treaſon, 
Truely this City may cquall in ſtrength , either Zara in 
Dalmatia, or Luka, or Lizorne , both in Tuſcana, or 
matchleſſe Pa/ma in Frinly : for theſe fiue Cities are (0 
ſtrong, that in all my Trauclls I neuer ſaw them match<d. 
They are all well prouided with abundance of Artilcry, 
and all neceſſary things for their defence, eſpecially Lu 
ka, which continually reſerues in ſtore prouiſton ot victu- 
als for twelue ycares ſiege. 

In:y firſt abode in Cares, being a fortnight there came 
6. Gallies from Yenice, vpen one. of which there was 2 
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young French Gentleman, a Proteſtant , borne neare 
Monpeillier in Lazgadocke , who being by chance in com- 
pany with other foure of his Countrey-men in Yenice, 
one of them killed a young Noble Yexetian, about the 
quarrell of a Courtezan : Whereupon they flying to the 
French Ambaſſadours houſe, the reſt eſcaped,and he one. 
ly apurchended by a fall in his flight , was afterward 
condemned by the S2natours to the Galleys induri 
life. Now the Galleys lying here fixe dayes, he got leaue 
of rhe Captaine to come a ſhoare with a Keeper, when 
he would, carrying an yroa Þolt on his legge : In which 
time we falling in acquaintance, he complained heauily of 
his hard fortune , and how becauſe he was a Proteſtant, 
(befides his {lauery)he was ſeuerely abuſed in the Galley , 
ſighing forth theſe words with teares , Lord have mercy 
wpon me, and graunt me patience , for neither friends, nor 
moncy can redeeme me : At which expreſſion I was both 
glad and forrowfull, the one mouing my foule ro exult in 
toy for his Religion: the other, tor his misfortunes, wor. 
king a Chriſtian condolement for intollerable aMiction ; 
For I was in Y eriee, at that ſame time when this accident 
fell out, yet would not tell him ſo much : But ponderin 
ſcriouſly his lamentable diſtreſſe, 1 ſecretly aduiſed him 
the manner how he might eſcape, and how farre I would 
hazard»the liberty of my life for his deliuerance, defiring 
him to come a thoare earely the next morning. Meanc 
while I wentto an old Greek:ſh woman, with whom I was 
friendly inward , for ſhe was my Landrefſe ; and reciting 
to her the whole buſineſle, ſhe willingly condiſcended to 
lend me an old gowne, and a blackevaile for his diſguiſe-

Cult to ſhake off the Keeper z but ſuch was my plot, I did 
inyite him tothe Wine, where after tractall —

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and deepe draughts of Leatick, reaſon failing , f{leepe 0- 
tn db 7 a Whereupon conducting my friend 
to the appointed place, I disburdened him of his Irons, 
clothed him in a female habite, and ſent him out before 
me, conducted by the Greekiſb woman : And when ſe- 
curely paft both Guards and Gate, I followed, carrying 
with me his clothes : where, when accoafting him by a 
field of Oliues, andthe other returned backe , we {pcedi. 
ty crefled the vale of Sudz, and interchanging his appar. 
rell, I directed him the way ouer the Mountainestoa 
Greekiſh convent on the South fide of the land, a place 
of {afeguard , called commonly the Monaſtery of retuge; 
where he would kindly be entertained, till either the 
Galleys, or menof Warre of Malta arriued : It being a 


cuſtome at their going, or comming from the Levante to 


touch here; to relicue and carry away diſtreſſed men: 
This is a place whereunto Bandits, men. flayers, and rob. 
bers _— for relicfe, 

And now many ioyfull thanks from him redaunged, I 
returned keeping the high way , where incontinentI en- 
countred two Fngl:/þ Souldiers, 10hn Smith, and Thomas 
Hargraze, coraming of purpole to informe me of an emi- 
nent danger , ſhewing me that all the Officers of the Gal. 
leys, with a number of Souldiers were in ſearching the 
City, and hunting all ouer the fields for me: After which 
relation, conſulting with them , what way I could come 
to the 1:alian Moniftery Saint Saluator , for there I lay; 
(the vulgar Towne affording neither lodging nor beds ) 
They anſwered me, they would venture their lives for my 
liberty, and I ſhould enter at the Exfterne (the leaft fre- 
quented ) gate of the City , where three other Engliſh 
men were that day on guard, for fo there were five of 
them here in Garifon : Where, when we came, the other 
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Enzliſh accompanicd with cight French ſouldicrs their 

familiars, came along with vs alſo : And having paſt the 

| Market place, and necre wy lodging , fourc Officers and 

| fixc Galley fouldiers, runne ro lay hands on me : whereat 

the Engliſh and French valhcathing their Swords , vali. 

antly rcfiſted their tury, and deadly wounded two of the 

Officers: Mcane while freſh fupply comming from the 

Gaileys, 7ohn $mith runne along with me to rhe Mona. 

ſtery, leauing the reſt at pe/{ mel/, to intercept ther tol- 

lowing : Ar laſt the Captaincs of the Garriſon approa- 

| Ching the tumult , relieued their owne Souldicrs , and 

| Crouc backe the other to the Galleys . A little thereaf. 

ter the Generall of the Galleys came to the Monaſtery, 

and ex:mined me concerning rhe fugitive , but I clcering 

| my felfe {o, and quenching the leaſt ſuipirion he might 

| conceive ( notwithſtancGirg of mine accujers ) hee could 

| loy nochiug to my charge : howlocuer it was , he ſcemed

large Hauen of Suda , which hath no Towfle ac Village, 

ſauc onely a Caſtle , ſituated on a Rockein the Seca, 2r 

the entry of the Bay : the bounds of that Harbour may 

receiue at one time aboue two thouſand Shippes and 

Galleys; and is the oneiy Key of the Iiand : forthe which 

place, the King of Sparxe hath oft offered an infinite 

dcale of money tothe Yeretians , - whereby his Nat 
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which ſometimes reſort in the Levante , might haue ac- ; 
cefſe and rclicte ; but they would neuer graunt him his 
rcqueſt ; which policy of his was onely to haue ſurprized 
the Kingdome.

ioyned to far vnder the poynt of a £wo. handed ſword, 
and it hanging by the harre of a kor'e rayle. 

I told along theſ2 Rockes at one time, and 
within my ſight, ſome 67. Villages; bur when I enrred | 
the valley,1 could not find a foote of ground v:1manured, I'4?

Pomegranets, Dates, Fizves, Oreng:'s, Lemmnons, and 
Pom: del CAdamo grooving all through other: And at

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Bachus , and Ceres, nor region ot valley more hoſpitable, 
in regard of the (ea, hauing ſuch a noble hauen cut through 
itsboſome, bcingasir were the very reſting place of Nep- 
Fills ' 

Vpon the third dayes tourney from Canes, Icameto 
Bethimos; This City is ſomewhat ruinous, and vnwalled, 
but rhe Citizens hane newly builded a ſtrong Fortrefle, 
but rather done by the State of Yence , which defenderh 
them from the inuaſton of Pyrats : It ftandeth by the ſea 
ſide, and inthe yeare 1597. It was miſerably ſacked, and 
burned with Turkes, Continuing my voyage, I paſled a. 
long the skirt of Mount 14a, accompanied with Greekes, 
who could ſpeake the 1:a/ias tongue, on which, fit they 
ſhewed me the caue of King M:n95,but ſome hold itro be 
the Sepulcher of 1up:ter. That Groto was of length cigh- 
ty paces , and cight large : This Mzn0s was fayd tobe 
the brother of Radamanthus,and Sarpedon ; who, after 
their ſucceſſionto rhe Kingdome , eſtabliſhed ſuch zqui- 
table lawes, that by Poets they are feigned with Aacys 
to bethe Indges of Hel!. Iſawalfo there, the place 
where 1«piter ( as they ſay ) was nouriſhed by Amalthes, 
which by Greekes is recited, as well as Latine Poets, 

Thirdly, they ſhewed merhe Temple of Sajurne, 
which js a worke to be admired, of ſuch Antiquiry , and 
as yet vndecayed ; who( ſay they )was thefirlt King that 
inhabited there, and Father to 1upiter, Andnearetoir, 
is the demoliſhed Temple of MHatelia , hauing this ſu. 
perſctjption aboue the doote, yet to be ſeene: Make 
cleane your ſeete, waſh your hands and emter , Fourthly, I 
{awthe entry into the L2borinth of Dedalus , which 1 
would gladly haue better viewed, but becauſe we had no 
Candle-light, we durſt not enter : for there are many 
bollow places within it ; fo thatif a man Rpmble,or i” I, 
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hecan hardly be reſcued : It iscut forth with many intri- 
cating wayes , onthe face of a little hilt, joyning with 
Mount 14a, hauing many doores and pillars. Here it was 
where T heſeus by the helpe of TA 1744ze the daughter of 
King Minos , _— a botrome of threed , and tying the 
one end at the firſt doore,did enter and ſlay the Mine- 
taurus, who was included there by Dedalus: This Mz. 
notaure is ſayd to haue bene begot by the lewd and luxu- 
rious Paſiphae, who doted ona white Bull, 

Mcunt 144 is the higheſt Mountaine in Czeta , and by 
the computation of Shepheards feete, amounterh to lixe 
miles of height : It is oucr-clad euen to the roppe with 

 Cypre trees , and good ſtore of medicinable hearbes : in- 
ſomuch that the beaſts which fecde thereupon, haue gheir 
teeth gilded , like rothe colour of Gold : Mount 14a, of 
old was called Phelorita, by ſome Cadnſſa, but moderne- 
ly Madera: Itisſayd by ſome Hiſtorians, that no vene- 
mous animall can liuein this Ile ; but I ſaw the contrary: 
{ Forl[kild on a Sunday morning hard by the Sea-fide, Hiſtorian 
and within two miles of Rethimps , rwo Serpents and a H%: 
Viper: Oneof which Serpents , was. aboue a yard and 
balfe in length, for they being all three rolling within the 
couerture of the dry ſands , my right legge was alwoſt in 
their reucrence before I remarked the danger: Where. 
fore many build vpon falſereports., but experience tea- 
cheth men the trueth, 
Some others alſo Hiſtorize, that if a Woman here, 
bite 2 man any thing hard, he will neuer recouer: and 
that there is an hearbe called A4/imos in this Hand, which 
if one chaw in his mouth , he ſhall not feele hunger for 
foure and twenty howres: all which arc meere fabulous, 
ſuch is the darkeneſſe of cloudy inventions. 
Deſcending from this Mountaine , I entred ina faire 
plaine, 
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plaine. beautitied with many Vulages in one of which, 
I found a Grecia» Biſhop, who kindly preſented mc with 
grapes of Maluaſir, and otherthings , for it wasinthe 
time ot their viazage, Tocarry thoſc things he had giuen 
me, h- caulcd co make ready an Aflc,and a Seruant, who 
wen: with me to Candy ,, which was more then fifteene 
miles ftiom his houte, True it is, thar the beit tort of 
G:ecekes, i) vil ing orher, doe not vic to come empty han- 
&, nealcr will they fu. ffer a ſtranger to depart witaour 
6:1 g'tc$ and CONLOY. 

I re2.64:h4 along this ſafſinous 3nd marine paſſ1ge , I 
Bad (re fonmcames guſhing forth of a Rocke , each one 
Win 5 yard ox other, having three wndry taſts:; the firſt 
Far Was exceeding light. and (weet; the middle or fe- 
cond , Waitclous ſowre and heavy : the third was bitter 
500 extraordinary {ilr: forhatin fo ſhort bounds fo great 
Gifterence, 1 never found before, nor afterward. 

Cady is diſtant frm Carea a hundreth miles, Rerhj- 
mos bcing halfe way berwixc both : fo is _—_ halfc way 
in the ſame meaſure, tv/1xt Retn:mos and Scyrhra; and Ca- 
ea the Ike twixt Rethimos and Carabuſa,being inall 290, 
miles, 

Candyisa large and famous City, formerly called M4- 
tium, (ixuated on a plaine by the (ea fide, hauing a good- 
ly Haven for ſhippes, and a faire Arſenall wherein are 
36. Gallics : It 1s cxcecding ſtrong, and dayly guarded 
with 29000, Souldiers, and the walles in compalle arc a- 

bout three leagues. 

In this time there was no /iceroy , the former being 
newly dcad, and the place v:cant , the SouldiersLept a 
bloody quarter among themſelues, or againſt any whom- 
ſocucr rhcir malignity w:s intcnded, for in all the time I 
ſtayed there being ten daycs, it wasnothing to lee _

day foure or five menkilled in the ſtreetes : neither could 
the Rector, nor the Cuptaines helpeir, ſo tumultuous 
we.e the dilor4cred Souldiers , and the occaſions of re- 
venge and quarrel'ings ſo influent. This commonly they 
practiſe in euzry ſuch like vacation, which otherwiſe,tacy 
durſt never attempt without death , and ſeuere puaith- 
ment;and erucly me thongh: it was as barbarous a goucr - 
nc} place for the time , as cucr I {aw jn the world,: For 
hardly could I {aus my owne life free from their dan- 
gers, in the which I was twice miſcrably inuolued. 
Candy is diſtant from YVen:ce12co, MLS , from Con- Diftances = 
ſtantinople 700. from Famagu;ta m Cyprus, £00. irom from Candys 
Alexandria in Azypt, 500. trovi Tripolt in $:ir;4 700. 
from Naples g60, trom Malta 52c.from Smyrna,in Car- 
mania of Natolia 400. and from the City of lernuſalem, 
900, miles. The Cardeots through all the Tland , make 
muſter cuery eight day, before the Seriant-mators, or 
Offi-ers of the Generall, and are wel] prouided with all 
forts of Armon ; yca, and the moſt yalerous people that 
hight the name of Greekes. It was told me by the Rector 
of Cazdy , that they may raiſe in Armes of the Inhabi- 
tants ( not reckoning the Garciſons ) aboue ſixty thou- 
ſind men, all able for warres, with 54. Gallies, and 24. 
Gul:ors tor the ſea. 
[1 all my traucls through this Realme , I never could 
ſee a Greeke come forth of his houſe vnaimed : and after 
ſuch a martiall manrer, that on his head he weareth a 
bare ſtccle cap, a bow in his hand, a long ſword by his 
fide, a broad Ponard ouerthwart his belly, and around 
Target hanz.ing at h.s girdle. They are not coſtly in appa- 
rell,tor rkey weare bur linnen cloathes, and vie no ſhooes 
but bootes of white leather , to keepetheir legges inthe 
fields trom the prickes of a kind of Thiſtle, w _ 
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the Countrey is overcharged like vnto lirtle buſhes or 
ſhore ſhrubs. which are maruelous ſharpe, and offenſiue 
vato the innabitants , whereof, often a day to my great 
harme, I found their bloody ſmart : The women gene- 
rally weare linnen breaches as men do, and bootes after 
the ſame manncr, and their lirnen coates no longer 
then the middle of their thighes ; and are infariably incli. 
ned to Venery,ſuch is the nature of the ſoyle and climate, 
The auncient Cretars were ſuch notable lears, that the 
heathen Puct Eprimenides, yea, and the Apoſtle Paulin 
his Epiſtle to T:1, cid tearme them to haue beene ever 
liers , euill beaſts, and ſlow bellies : wherce ſprung theſe 
prourrbs, as Cretenſe mendacium, & cretiſandum ejt cum 
cretenſibus. 

The Candiots are exccllent good Archers, ſurpaſſing 
all che Orientall people thercin , couragious and valiane 
vpon the Sea, as in former times they were; and they 
are naturally inclined to ſinging : ſo that commonly after 
meat ,Man, Wife, and Chiid of cach femily, will for the 
ſpace of an houre, ſing with ſuch a harmony,as is wonder- 
full melodious to the hearer ; yea, and they cannot for. 
goe the cuſtome of it. 

Their Harueſt is our Spring : for they manure the 
groun1, and ſow the ſeed in 9ober , which is reaped in 
Aarch, and Aprill. Being fruſtrare of my intention at 
Candy , | was forced to returne to Carea the ſame way F 
went : when come , I was exceeding merry with my old 
friends the Englrſh-men : Meane- while there arriued from 
Tunnis in Barbary, an Exzliſh Runagate named Wolſon, 
beund for the Rhodes : where aftzr ſhort acquaincance 
with his natives, and vnderſtanding what I was, he 
imparted theſe words, I hzue had my clder brother, 
fayd be, the Maiſter ( or Captaine ) ofa fbip, {laine < 
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Burnt-1land in Scotland by one called Keere ;zand not. 
withſtanding he was beheaded, I haue long fince ſworne, 
ro be reuenged of my brothers death, on the tirſt Scorſe 
man 7 cuer ſaw or met, and my defigneis, toſtob him 
with a knife this night, as he goeth late hometo his lodg- 
ing deſiring their aſſiſtance : Bur Smith , Hargrane , and 
Hor ſjeild refuled,yer Cooke and Rollands yeelded, Mcanc- 
while Sith knowing where I vied fom-t:mes to aict, 
found me at ſupper jn a Suclers, a {ouldiers houſe, where 
acquainting me with this plot, the hoſte, he, and three 
Italtan ſoruldicrs conuerghed me to my bed, p:fling by the 
arch-villaine, and his confederats, where bc was prepa. 
ed for the miſchicte : which when he {aw h:s treachery 
was diſcoucred, he flcd away ,& was ſcene no moze here. 
- Rcmatking the fidelity and kindnefle tha: Smith had 
twice ſhewen me, firſt in freeing me from the danger of Smith relivited 
galley-ſluery, and now in auing my life, I aduiſed to doe {iv 198 
him a good cced in ſome part of acquittance, ard thus it _" 
. was: At his firſt comming to/7enzce, he was taken vp as a 
ſouloier for Candy : where, when tranſported, within a 
ſmall time he found the Captaines promite and perfor- 
mance diff-rcnt, which enforced him art the beginr.ing to 
borrow a little money of his Lieutenant : the hue yeares 
of thcir abode cxpired , and freſh Companies come from 
Venice to exhibit the charge, Sith not being ableto 
diſcharge bis debt , was turned ouer to the new Captaire 
for fine yeares more, who payed the old Capraine his mo- 
ny; and his time alſo worne out, the thir: Ciptainecame, 
where likewiſe he was put in his hands ſeruing hun fue 
yeares longer. > 
Thus hauing ſerued three Captaincs fiftecne yeares 

and never likely able ( for a ſmall trifle) to attzine his 11» 
berty, I'went to the Capraine and payed his debt,obtal- 
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ning alſo of the R ector his licence to depart ; and the al. 
lowance of the State for his paſſage, which was Wine and 
Biſcot-bread : Thereafter : I imbarked him for Yentce in 
a Flemiſh ſkip, the Maiſter being a Scorſmay, lohn Allen 
borne in Glaſzow, ard dwe It at Middleborough in Zeland, 

his debt was onely forty eight ſhillings flariing. 
Here I ſtayed in.Cazea twenty five dayes before Icculd 
get paſſage forthe Arch lands, being purpoſed for Coy- 
aatinople; bur gladly won!d not haue left the Monaſtary 
of theſe foure Friars, with whom I wzs lodged, if it had 
not beene tor my deſigncs z inregard ofthcir great cheere 
and deepe draughtsof Malualey I recciued hourcly , and 
oftentimes againſt my will : Every nightafter ſupper,the 
Friars forced me to dance with them, either one gagli- 
ard or other : Their Muſicke in the end was found drun. 
kenreſle, and their Syncopaturnd to ſpew vpall, and their 
bed coruerrec to a boord, or elſe the hard floore, for 
thele beaſtly ſwine, were nightly fe full, that they had ne- 
uer power to goe to their owne chambers, but where 
they fe!l, there they lay till the morne : Thecloyſterir 
ſelte had two faire Courts, the leaſt of which might haue 
lodged any King of Emrope : The Church was little, and 
among the foure Friars, thetc wasbut one Maſle-Prieſt, 
being a Greeke borne ard turn'd rothe Komen faction : his 
new name was Pattarras Matecarras, Pater Libenter , or 
Father of free will, indeed a right name for fo {ottiſh a 
fellow, for he was ſo tree of tis ftomacke to tecciuc in 
fi ny ns may for the ſpace of twenty daycs of my be. 
ing there, I neuerſaw him. 1.or any one of the other three 
truely ſober. Many odde merriments and ieſts haue I ob. 
ſerucd of theſe Friars of Cardre,but time will not ſuffer 
me to 1clatethem, orcly remitting the reft to my priuat 

diſcourſe, a figge for their folly. 
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I trauelled on foot in this Ile more then foure hundred 
milcs, and vpon the fifry eight day after my firft come 
ming to Carabnſa, I imbarked in Fiſher. boat that be. 
longed to Mo, being a hundred miles diſtant, 'which 
bad bcenc violently driucn thither with ſtormy wea- 
ther. 

And inour paſſing thither , wc were in danger :o be 
ouer-runne two ſeucrall times, with two haz broken 
Seas, which twice coucred the body of the ciuſte boat : 
yet with cxtreame fortune we arriued at M740 ina bay of 
the Eaſt corrcr of the Ile, being about St Ardrewes Cay, 
where the poore Greeks tooke me vp to their Village,iwo 
miles diſtant from this Creeke , and I abode with them 
foure daycs. 

Milo was called by Ariſtotle, Melada, and by others, Miles 

" Mimalida, Melcs : And laitly Mrlo; becauſe? of the fine 
mil.ſtoncs that arc got there , which :re tranſported to 
Conſtantinople , Greece , and Natolia, This I'2 is one of 
the Iles Cyclades , or Sporades, but ore commonly Ay. 
chipelago,:or the Arch-Ilands, and ſtandeth in the begin- « 
ning of the eEgean ſea : The Inhabitams arc Greekes, 
bur flaucs ro the Twrke, and ſo wreall the fifty foure Iles | 
of the Cyclades, ſauce onely Tizo, which holacth of the 
Venetians. 

From M/s 1 came to Zephano ina fmall boar, an Iland 
of circuit abouttwenty miles , and ten miles diftant from 
Mile: The Inhabitants are poore, yct kind people; There 
are an infinite number of Parrridges wichin this Ile, of 
a reddiſh colour, and bigger then ours in Brittaine - 

They are wilde, and oncly killed by ſmall thot ; but TI 
haue ſecne in other Ilands flockes of them feeding in 
the fields , and viually kepr by children: Some others I 
hauc ſcenc inthe ſtrectes of Villages, withour any keeper,

Eucn as yur Hennes doe with vs. I ſaw fountaines here, 


that naturoIly yeeld five Oyle , which is the greateſt ad- 
uartage the Tlanders haue. 

Zept aro cid once produce the Calam/ta, and was re- 
nowncd for the fine Mines of Gold and Stlucr , of which 
now it is alrogether deſolate: There is allo fine Sulphur 
here, and excceding good Marble: from whence Lucul. 
[us was the firſt that tranſported it to Rome: There is a 
certaine ground iv this Ile, whercitisfayd , that it any 
take it away , or digge deepe holcs, the earth ot it ſelfe in 
a {mall time will ſarcreafe without any ayde of nan. Eaſt 
from Mrlo and Zephano , -lyethe Iles Pel:candro, and 
Chriitiana , formerly Laguſo, Sicandro; and Safiurnino, 
arcicntly Caliſtha, famous tor the buth of the Poct Calz- 
mach. 

From thence I imbarked, and arriued at Anguſa ir; Pa- 

vir : This Ile is forty wiles long , and fixe mijes broad x 
being plentifu!l enough in all neceflary things for the yſe 
of man: It was aunciently called Demetriaao, whoſe 
length lieth South weſt, and North-Eaſt: And hard by 
the high Mountainc of Camphaſia, neercro Anguſa, ona 
faire Vall:y ſtandeth the auncient Temp'e of Yexus,neuer 
a whit decayed to this day : This Ile was ginen to the 
Venetians by Henry the Conſtantinopolitan Emperour, 
and brother to Bat4vin Earle of + landers : and it was 
ſeazed vpon by Mahomet , when N:gropont, and Cluerſe 
other lles were furprilſed from the YVenet:ans, 

In 4nz#ſa 1 ftayed fixtcene dayes, ſtorme-ſted with 
Northernely winds; and in all that time, I acuer came in 
bed: for my lodging was in a little Chappell a mile with- 
out the Village, on hard ftones; where I alſohad a fire 
and diefſed my meate . The .Greekes viſited me often, 


times, 8 intreated me aboue all things, I ſhould not _=_ 
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w:thin the bou-1':: of te Sarciuiry 3; becanfe I was not 
of their Religion, Bi I in re221d of the 'ongſome and 
coid nights , WS entorced £ucry night io creepe in, inthe 
midit of the S.inctuary to kceepe my lelte warine , which 
Sinctuaiy w2s nothing but an Aultar hembd in with a 
partition wall abcut my kCight, diuiding rhe little rome 
from the body ot the Chappell. 

Theſe milcrable Ilanders,re a kind of fiily poore pec- 
ple; which in their behauiovr , ſhewed the neceflity they 
had to live, rather then any pleaſure in thcir liuing; From 
thence I imbarked on a {mall barks of ten Tunnes come 
from $c:th14 in Candy, and loaden with Oyle, and about 
midday we arrined inthe I'e of Mecazo,where we but on- 
ly dined, and ſo (et forward to Zea. 

This Mecano was formerly called Delos, famous for 


" the Tempie of Apollo, being the chiefe Ile of the Cy- 


clades, the reſt of the 54. incircling it : Delos ſignifieth 
apparant , becauſe atthe requeſt of 1uz9, when all the 
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earth had abiured the receipt of Latona: This Iland r.ajonarceeh- 
then vnder the water , was by 1upitey erected aloft , and ucdinDeles, 


fixt to recciue her , wherein the was deliuerecd of Apollo, 
and Diana: 
m— erratice Delss,g*c. 
Ouid. Yſetled Delos, floating ou the maine, 
Didwandring Laton kindly entertaine; 
In ſpight of luno,fatned with Toues balme, 
Was brought to bed, under Minerua's palme. 


In this Ile they retaine a cuſtome , neither permitting 
mentodye, or children to be borne init: but alwayes 
when men fall ſicke, and women grow great bellicd, 
they ſend them to &hena a faall 1/olerta, and two miles 


diſtant, 
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Zea to which we arriued trom Mecans, Was lo called 
of Zeo,the ſonne of Phebs; and of {ane Tetrapori; be. 
C2uſe of the foure Citries that were there of old , Sy-rg. 
ides the Poet, and Eriftato the exceilent Phylition, 
were borne inir. The nxt Ile of any note we touched 
at, was Tino: This Iland 1s vntler the Signory of Yentce, 
and was fomctime beautificd with the Temple of Nep- 
tune . By Ariitotic 1: was called 1druſa; of Demoſtenes, 
and Eſchines, Ernjca: It hath an impregnable Caſtle, 
Þulc on the top ct a high Rocke, towards the Eaſt- 
ene or Yromontorcof the Ile, and cuer prouded with 
three yeares prouiſion, and a Garifon of ewo hungreth 
Sould.ers: $othat the Twrkes by no meanes can conquer 
it. Thc Nand it ſelte is twenty miles in length, and a 
£rcar rctuge for all Chriſtian Shippes and Galleys that 
Daunt an the LOnantes ; 

Fiom this Ile I c:meto Palmeſa, ſometime Pathmos, 
which is a monntainous and barrca Itand : It was bere 
tuat Saint 1oba wrote the Renelation after he was banji- 
ſhed by Dowritiazusthe Emperour. ThenceTimvarked 
to N:caria, and ſayled by the He Scryro; whichof old was 
the Sipnory of Licomecades , and in the habir of a woman, 
wz$ Achilles brought vp here , becauſe his mother being 
by an Oracle pcemoniſhed , that he ſhould be kiiled in 
the Tr0/an Warre, ſent imtiothis Tland ; where he was 
maiden-like brought vp amongſt the Kings daughters : 
whoin that time, bugot Pyr4us vpon Derdamia, the 
daughter of Licemedes , and where the cratty /lyſſes at- * 
terwatd did di!cover this tatall Prince to Troy. AS we 
ferched vp the fight of Nicaria , we eſpied two Turkiſh 
Galleots, who gaue vs the Chace,and purſued vs, fraight 
to a bay , berwixt two Mountaines , where we left the 


| loaden beate, and fied to the Rockes , frem whence we 


mightily 
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mightily annoyed with huge tumbling ſtones, the perſu- 
in2 Turkes: But in our flying, the Maiſter was taken,and 
other to old men; whom they made captiues and flaucs: 
and alfo {ciz:d vpon the Boare, and all their goods : The

Dum pit infir mis nmmun ſublimie pennis 
Icarus, 1cargsn0mna fecit aquis. 
Whiles Icarus weake wings, too high did flye, 
He fell, and bapti3*d the Icarian ſea. 
" $0 many moe, experience may account, 
That both abouc their minds, and meanes would monnt,, 
Expecting certaine daycs here, ina Village called Z:. 
| paantos, for paſſage to $0, atlaſt I found a Brigandino 
bound thither, that was come? from the fruitful He of S74- 
limexe, of 01d Lemnos. This Ile of Stalrmexe is in Citcuir 
90, miles, where in Hepheſtia it's M etropolis I "ulcan was Velans birth, 
mightily adored; who being but a homcly brat, was caſt | 
downe kither by 1«#o , whercdy it was no marnaile if 
he became crooked, and went a halting : The fourraigre 
minerall againſt infections, called Teera Lemnia , or $;- 
gillata is digged bere : The former name proceedeth 
trom the Iland : Thelatter is in force, becauſe the earch 
being made vp in lictle peilets, is ſealed with a 7; urkifi 
Signer, and ſo fold, and diſperſed ourr Chriſtendome, 
Hauingimbarked in the aforeſaid Brigandine , we layled 
by the Ile Samos ,whichis oppolite to Caria , in Aſia m;- 
nor, where the Tyrant Policrates lined fo fortunate, as he 
P had 
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tes a Perfpan brought him to a miſerabic death : L-auing 
vs an cxample , that fortunc iscertaine in nothing but in 
incertaintics, who like a Bee with a fharpe ſting, hath al- 
waics {ome miſcry following a long concatenation of fe- 
licities : It is of circuit 169, and of length 40. milcs : It 
was of old named Dr:uſ1, and Melanphilo, in which ?y- 
thagoras the Pailolopher, and Lycaon the excellent Mu- 
ſtioner were borne. 

Vpon our left hand, and oppoſit to Samos lycth the Ile 
of Nix:a, formerly Haxos, incircuit 68. miles: It was 
allo called the Ile of Yew, and D10niſia, and was taken 
from the Yenetians by Selim, the father of Soliman : Eaſt 
from N:x14, lieth the Ile Amwrgoſpolo, in circuit twenty | 
leagues, it hath three commodious ports, named St. Ay- | 
na, Calores, and Cataplins: A little from hence, and in 
ſight of Natol:4, licth the Ile Celamo , formerly Clares, 
in circuit thirty miles : and Eaſtward theace the little Ile 
of Lerno, five leagues in circuit, all inhabited with Greek, ; 
and they, the filly ignorants of nature : South-caft from 
this licth the Ile of Coos now Lango: by the Turkes called 
Stanccow,, the Capirall Towne is CArargo, where Hy- 
Ppocrates and iApedes the Painter were borne: In this Ile, 
there is a wine named by the Greekes, HHyppoeon, that ex. 
celleth in ſweetneſſc all other wines except the Malus- 
ſie, and it aboundeth in Cypre and T#rpentine trees : There 
is here a part of the Ile dilinhabited , in regard of a con- 
tagiqus Lake, that infeceth the ayre, both Summer, and 

intef, There is abundance of Aves found here, fo 
much eſtcemed by our Potkecaries ; the reſt of this Ile 
ſhall be touched in the owneplace. And necreto Lange, 
lyeth the Ile Giars, now Stopodia, it is begirded with 
Rocks and deſartuous, vatowhich the Romans were wont 
(0 
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to ſend in baniſhment ſuch as deſerued death : In gene» 

rall of theſe Iles Cyclads, becauſe they are ſoneere one to 
another , and cach one in ſight of another, thereare ma- 

ny Curſares and Turkiſh Galleots, thar ſtill affliR theſe [- 
landers; Inſomuch thar the Inhabitants are conſtrained 

to keepe watch day and night, vpon the tops of the mo} 
commodious Mountaines.to diſcover theſe Pirats ; which 
they cafily diſcerne from other veſſells, both becauſe of 

their Sayles and Oares: And whenſocuer diſcouered, ac- Thc danger 
cording to the number of curſary Boates, they make as p;,,,, 
many fires, which giucth warning to all the Ports tobe 

on grard : Andifthe Sca yoyagers in paſling ſee no ligne 

on theſe Iles, of fireor fmnoake, then they perfectly know, 
theſe Laborinthing Seas,are free from peſtilent Raucncts. 
Ip As we left the Ile Yenico on our lett hand, and centred + 
in the gulfe betweene So, and Zolide, the firme land is 
called #olids, there fell downe a deadly ſtorme, at the 

Grecoe Lewante, or at the Nortt-caſt, which ſplit our 
Maſt, carrying ſayles and all ouer-boord: Whereupon 
cuery man looked (as it were) with the ſtampe of death 
in his pale viſage, The tempeſt continuing ( our Boate 

not being able to keeye the Seas) we were conſtrained to 

ſceke inte a creeke, betwixt two Rocks, for ſafety of our 

liues ; where, when we entred, there was no likely-hood 

of relicte: for we had a ſheltie ſhoare , and giuing ground 
to the Ankors, they came both home. 

The ſorrowfull Maiſter ſeeing nothing but ſhipwrack, 
tooke rhe Helme in hand, directing his courſe to ruſh v 


af Aﬀcareſull 
ſhipmrackes 


on the face of a low Rocke, whereupon the ſea molt feare. 
fully hroke. As we touched the Mariners contendin 
who ſhould firſt leape out, ſome fell oucr-boord, __ 
thoſe rhar got land, were pulled backe by the reciproca- 
ung waues ; Neither in all this time durſt I once moue ;

for they had formerly ſworne, if I preſſed to clcape, be. 
fore the reſt were firſt forth,they would throw me head- 
long into the ſea: So being two wayes in danger of death, 
I paticntly offered vp my prayers to God. 

Ar our firſt encounter with the Rocks, (our fere-decks, 
and Boates gallery bcing broke,and a'great Like made) 
rhe ,recoiling waucs brought vs backe from the Sheltcs a 
great way z which the poore Maſter perceiuing, and thar 
there were ſcucn men drowned, and cleuen perſons aliue, 
cryed with a lou] voyce : Be of good courage , take yp 
oares,and row haſtily ; it may be, before the Barke ſinke, 
we ſhall attaine to yonder Cauc, which thenappeared to 
our ſight : Euery man working for his owne deliuerance 
(as it pleaſed God) we got the ſame with good fortune : 
for no ſooner were we disbarked, and I alſo left the laſt 
man, Hut the Boat immediatly ſunke, There was nothing 
ſaved but my Coffne, which I kept alwaics in my armes: 
partly,that it might haue brought my dead body to ſome 
creeke , where being found , might haue beene by the 
Greekes burycd, and partly I heldit faſt alſo, that ſauing 
my life, I might ſaue it too it was made of Reeds and 
would not cafily finke, notwithſtanding of my papers and 
linnen I carried intoit: forthe which ſafety of my things, 

the Greekes were in admiration, In this Caue, which was 
30. paces long, within the mountaine , we abode three 
daies without cither meate or drinke :ypon the fourth day 
at morne, the tempeſt ccaſing, there came Fiſher-boates 
to relicue vs, who found the ten Greekes almoſt tamiſhed 
for lacke of ſoode ; but I in that hunger-ſtaruing feare, fed 
ypon the cxpeCtation of my doubrfull reliefe, 

True itis, a miſerable thing it is for man, to grow an ex. 
ample to others in matters ofafflition, yer it is necclla- 


ry that ſome men ſhould be fo: For it pleaſed God , ha. 
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ving flowne a ſenſible diſpofition of fauour vpon me, in 
humbling me tothe very pitof extremitics, taught me al. 
ſoby ſuch an vnexpected deliucrance,both to put my con- 
fidence in kis eternall goodneſle, and to know the frailty 
cf my owe ſeife, and my ambition, which draue meof- 
te1to ſuchdiſſters, 

The dead men being found on ſhoare,we buried them; 
and I lcarned at that inſtant time, there were {cucnteene 
boats caſt away on the Coaſt ofthis Iland , and neuer a 
man ſaued : in this place the Greekes (et vpa ſtone crofle 
in the memorial! of fuch a woefull miſchance , and mour- 
ned hcauily , faſting and praying. I reioycing and thank. 
ing God for my ſafety (leauing them ſorrowing fortheir 
friends and goods) tooke iourncy through the Iland to 
$70, for ſo is the City called, being thirty miles diſtant : 
' In my wayl paſt by an old Caſtleſtanding on a little hill, 
named $Garbos, now Helias , where (asT was informed by 
two Greekes in my company) the Scpulcherof Homer 
was yet extant: for this Ss is one of the ſeuen Iles and 
Townes,that contended for his birth : 

Septem v1bes certant de ftirpe inſignis Homeri, 

Theſe Cities ſeuen ( I vndername) did ftrine, 

Whe firſt brought Homer to the world aline. 

Smyrna,Rhodos,Colophon,Salamis,Chios, Argos, Athens: 
The which I willing to ſee, I entreated my aflociats 
to accompany methither ; where, when we came, we de- 
ſcended by 16. degreesinto a darke Cell; and paſſing that, 
we entred in another foure ſquared roome,in which faw 
an auncicent Tombe , whereon were ingrauen Greeke let- 


ters, which we could not vnderſtand for their antiquity ; Scpulche: 


but whether it was this Tombe or not, I doe not know, 
but this they related , and yet very likely to hane beene 


his Sepulcher, 
P 3 This:

The other Catomerea, that is, the lcuel], or Tower parts of 
the Il: : Tr was firſt called Erhal:s:; Ir aboundeth fo in 
Oranges and Lemmons , that they fill Barrels and Pipes 
with the iuycethercof, and carry them to Conſtantinople, 
which the Turkes vie at their meate, as we doc the 
Verges. And alſo called Pyth:oſa : next Cios, As 20.15, 
And by AMethrodorss , Chio, of Chiore: but at this day 
Sis, Not lorg agoe it was vnder the Genweſes , bur now 
gouerned by the Tarkes: Tr is of circuite an hundreth 
miles, and famous for the medicinable Maſticke that 
groweth there on Trees : I ſaw many pleaſant Gardens 
mir, which yeeld in great plenty , Orenges, Lemmons, 
Apples, Peres, Pcuncs, Figges, Oliues, Apricockes, 
Dates, C4 dams Apples, excellent hearbes, faire lowers, 
ſweere Hony, with ſtore of Cypre and Mulbery-trees, 
and exceeding good filke is made here. 

At laſt I arrived at the Cirty of So , where I was led- 
ged, and kindly vſed with an old man, of the Genneſes 
racc, for the ſpace of cight dayes : I found here three Mo- 
nafteries of the order of Rome, one of the Icſuits, another 
of Saint Francis, and thethird of the Dominican Friers, 
being a!l come from Genos and becaule the greateſt part 
of the Citty is of that ſtocke, and of the Papall Sea, theſe 
Cloyſters hauc a brauer life for good cheare, far Wines, 
and delicate Leachery , thanany ſort of Fricrs can elſe- 
where find inthe world. 

The Women ofthe Cirty So, are the myſt beautifull 
Dames, (or rather Angelicall creatures)of all the Greekes, 
ypon the face of the earth, and grcatly giuen tov Vencry.

His flomacke cold, would burne, in Iuſt-(pred go 

Tacy 
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They are for the moſt part exoccding pronde , and 
ſumptuous in appare!', and commonly go (cucn Artificers 
wiues) in gownes of Sattin and Teff-ry ;yea, in Cloth of 
Siluer and Gold, and are adorned with precious Stones, 
and Gemmes, and Iewels about their n-ckes , and hands, 
with Rings, Chaincs,&Bracelets. Their Husbanc's are their 
Pandors, and when they'ſce any ftranger arrive, they will 
preſently demaund of him ; if he wou!d hau-a Miſtrefle : 
and ſo they make Whoores of their owne Wiues, and are 
contented for a little gaine, to weare hornes : ſuch are the 
baſe minds of ignominious Cuckolds.. It a Straunger be 
defirous to ſtay all night with any of them , their price is 
a Chicken of Gold, nine Shillings Exz{i/b, out of which 
this companion recciucth his ſupper, and for his paines , a 
belly full of finfull content . This Citty of $:o hath a 


large and ſtrongFortrefle, which was built by the Gexue- The Fortrelae 
ſes, and now detained by a Gariſon of Turkes , contai- 


ning a thouſand fire-houles within it , ſornc whereof are 
Greekes , ſome Genoweſes , lome Turkes, and AMoores : 
The City it ſelfe is vnwalled, yet a populous and ſpaci- 
ous place , ſpred along by the Sea-fide, hauing a goodly 
harbour ſor Galleyes and Ships , the chiefe Inhabirants 
there, are deſcended of the Genoweſes, and profeſle the ſu. 
perſtition of Rowe: The people whereof were once Lords 
of the Ageas Sca , maintaining a Nauy of eighty Skips : 
In the ende they became ſucceſſively ſubiet to the Ro. 
mane and Greeke Princes ; till Andronico Paleoli 7u;, gaue 
them and their Ile tothe 1»f;x/anes , a Noble Family of 
the Genoweſes : from whom it was taken by Solyman the 
Magnificent on Zafter day 1566. being the fame yeare 
that our late gracious, and once Soueraigne Lord, King 
lames of bleſſed memory was borne . This Cittadale or 
Fortreſle of S/o, Randeth full betweene the Sea, and the 
Harbour, 
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Harbour, was icuaded by 899, Florentines. (ent hither by 

the great Duke Ferd:nando , brother to Qucene Mother 
of Frarnce,and our owne Queene HMaries Vnkle, Anns 
1600, Auzuft 7. The manner was thus, The Gerontſen 
ſcede,bad ſold the Port vntothe Dake of F/arence, where- 
vpon he ſent his Galleys and thele Galiants thither ; 
Where, whcnarriued in the night, they ſcaled the walles, 
fluethe watches,and vnhappily ramforced all the Canon; 
and then cntring the Fort pur all the Tarkesto the {word, 
and among them, too many Chriſtians: The Galleys 
all this time, being doubrtfuil how it went , durſt not cn. 
terthe harbour, bur a ſtorme faliing downs, they bore vp 
ro an Ifolet for ancoragein the Aolidgultc, and thiee 
miles diftart: Tae ncxt moining , the Turkiſh Baſhaw, 
the Citty, and all the Landers were in armes: The Fg. 
rextines being diſmiſſed of their Galleys, grew diſcoura- 
ged, and trying the Canon, which they had ſpoy'ed ar 
their firſt (caller, it would not be: Meane white, the Ba. 
ſhaw cntred in parley with them, and promiſed faithfully, 
tro ſend them ſafe to the Gaileys it chey would rander, 
Vpon the third Cay they yecld, and 5s they iffacd forth, 
along the draw bridge, and the Baſhaw ſctina Tenttore. 
ceiue them as they came in, one by one , he canſed ſtrike 
off all their heads ; And done, there was a Pinacle reared 
vpon the Walles of the Fort wi.h their bare ſculs which 
itand to this Cay. ; 

But by your lcauc, F erdinando in perſon , the yeare 
following , was more than reuenged of ſuch 2 cruell and 
faithlcfleprocceding : He ouer-maiſterd a Terk:jh towne 
and caftle, put two thouſand Twrkes to the lword, (parting 
neither old nor yourg , and recoyling infinit richeſſe and 
fpoyles of the rowne, kc breught home their heads with 


him to Z720rpe!, and fer them vp there for a mercileſle 
| monu- 
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monument. 

After ſome certaine dayes attefidance, I imbarked ina 
Carmocſal,bound for Nigropont,which was forth of my 
way t0'Conſtantinople; but becauſe I would gladly haue The tle of 
ſcenc Macedonia, and Theſſaly, I followed that derermi- Myteleat, 
nation: In our way we toucbed at Aſytelene, an land of 
old called 1/a: next Lesbos : And laſtly Mycetene, Of Mi- 
let the ſonne of Phabar . Pythacxs, our of the lcauen Sa- 
ges of Greece, the maſt valiaat Avt4mensdes, and his bro- 
ther Alceus the Lyricell Pact, Theophraſtes the peripate- - 
tike Philoſopher, C&r:o»the leatned Harper, and the ſhe 
Poet Sapho, were borne in it. 

This Ile of Lesbos or Mytelene, containeth in compaſic, 
once hundieth forty ſixe miles: the Eaſt parts are 1euell 
and fruitfull, the Weſt and South parts mountainous and 

- barren: The chiete Cirtjes are Ayieleneand Meihimenss : 
It was long vnder ſubicction of the. Romare and Greeke 
Emperours,rtill Calo [oannes, Anno 1355. gaueit in dowr 
with his ſiſter, to Ca44/nſiv a Nobleman of Genowe;whole 
poſterity enioyel it till Mahomet (ſurnamed the Greeke) 
did ſeaze on it, 1462. 

Theſe les Sporades , are ſcattered in the Aigean Sea, FR 
like as the Iles Orcades are in the North Seas of Scorland; hes 
but diff-rent in clymate and fertility : for theſe South-ea-.. 
ſterne Iles in Summer are cxtreame hot, producing gene- 
rally (Njgroponti exceed ) but 4 few wines, Frunes, and 
cornzs, ſcarce ſufficient to ſultaine the Handers. But choſe 
North -wefterne Tlands-in- Sommer, are nzicher hot nar 
cold; hauing a, moſt wholeſome. and temperate ayre : 
and do yeeldabuadance of com: enen more then to ſat- 
hcethe Inhabitants ; which is yearely tranſported co the 
time land, and fold : Thcy hauc allo good itore of, 
Catiell,. and good cheape, and the beſt fiſhingtharche 
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he plentiful 
pelle of Ork- 
nay & Zetland.

This Ile of Mytelena, is by the Terkes called Sarcum ly- 
ing without rhe mouth of the gulfe of S»wyr»a, and opp2.

excellent Wine and Cornes, there are two ſorts of dregs 
made there, whick the T#rkes vic to put in their potrage : 
In Twurkifb-the ore is called Tracbana, the other Bonhort, 
which the Romanes aunciently named Crimmnon and Ma7- 
7a; Whence Looſing from M:tylexe inthe atoreſvid Car- 

"»oſal; we touched at DP alamede, in the Ile 4»dreſia , the 
Northmoſt Ite of the Syclades toward Theſſalia : It is in- 
different copious of all things necefſary for humane life 
and round ſixty miles ; The A thenjans' of old (as Pl 
tarch 'mentioneth) ſent hither Themiſtocles todemaun 
tribute ; Them:ſtocles rold them , he came to inflict ſon 
Ereat impolition vpon them, being accompanied with two 
Goddeiles; the one! was CElogpexce) to perſwade them, 
and the other was (/:oleece) to enforce them. Whete- 
unto the Ardroſians teplyed, that on their fide, they had 
two Goddeſles as ftrong ; the one whereof was (Neceſ[;- 
ty) whereby they had ir not ;and the other (Impeſſib:ili- 
zy) _y they could not part with that they neuer cn- 
toyed.

the latter ewelue Lles 3 mogernely they arc all cognomi- 
nat Archipylaze, orthe Arch Ilands. * 

Hoyſing ſaile from Dalamede, we {et ouer to Nigrg- 


fowr: , being (ixty miles diſtant, and bearing vp Baſtward 


to double the South Cape, we ſtraight diſcoucred two 
Twrk:jh Galleots purſuing vs: Whereupon whh bath 
failes ang oares , we ſought in to the botrome of a long 
crecke, on the Welt fide of the Cape, called Baio ds prf- 
catori ; Whither alſo ficd nine Fiſher-boates for refage ; 
The Gallcois fearing to follow vs in, went to Ankar, at 
a rocky Iſoler inthe mouth of the bay , and then within 
night were reſolucd to aſſaile vs. But night come, ande..* 
uery night of fixe ( for there fixe dayes they expected vs ) 
we made ſuch Bonfites , that fo affrighted them ( being 
two miles from any Village ) they durſt neuer aduenture 
it: Yet I bcinga ſtranger was expoſed by the vyatoward 
Greekes to ſtand Centinell cuery night, onthe topofa 
high Promontore, it being the dead time of a ſnowy and 
froſty winter; which did zauze my Muſe robewaile the 
tolling of my taylelome life, my folirary wandein3., and 
the long diſtance of my native ſoyle': 
Carminaſeceſſam ſeeebentis, of tia quarant 
Me Mare, me veuti, me fera rattai Hyems.

where they iemained,, called Retheros, formerly Caraſ- 
tia, where I was exceeding kind'y entertained ten dayes : 


And maſt nobiy(as indeed they were noble) they beſtow- 


ed on me forty Chickens of Gold at my departure, for 
the better aduageement of my voyage , which was the 
firſt gitt thar cuer I received in all my trauells. For if the 
darts of death had not beene mere aduantagious to me, 
then Aſcaticke gifts, I had nener beene able to hauc vnder- 
gone this tributary, tedious, ans ſumpruous percgrina= 
tion : The confluence of the divine prouidence allot- 
tirg mc means, from the laſſe of my deareſt conſorts 
eauc me in the deepneſle of ſorrow, a thanketull reioy-

The Twrkes cogneminate this Ile Egribos : The Towne of 
Nigropont,from which the Ile raketh the name, was taken 
in by M«homet the ſecond ; Anxo. 1451. and in this Ile 
is found the Amianten ſtone, which is ſaid robe drawne 
in threeds, as out of Flaxe, whereof they make napkins, 
and other like ſtuffesz and to make it white, they vie to 
throw it in the fire, being ſalted: The ſtone als 1s found 
here, called by the Greekes Ophites,and by vs Serpemrine, 
Thecircuit of this Ile is three hundred fourty fixc miles, 
It js ſeperated from the firme land of Theſſa#a, from the 


— 
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which it was once rent by an Eirthquake, with a narrow 
channell , oucr the which inone place there is a bridge, 
that paſſeth betweenc the Ile , and the maine continent, 

and ynder it runncth a maryellous ſwift currert, or Eur7- 

pus, which cbbeth and floweth ſixe times nightand day. / 
Within halfe a mile of the bridge , I ſaw a Marble co- 
lumne , ſtanding onthe toppe of alittle Rocke, whence 
(as the Ilanders rold me) Ar:{totle leaped in, and drow .

nia, called Salonica, but ef old Theſſalonica, where I ſtay-

; Salonica is ſituate by the ſea fide, betweene the two Ri- 
uers Chabris and Ehedora: Ir is a pleaſant, large and mag. 
niticke City, fyll of all ſorts of mcrchandize and it is no- 
thing inferiour in all things (except nobility ) vnto Naples 
in /taly : It was ſometimes for a while vnder the'Signior 
of Venice, till 4murath the ſonne of Mahomret, taoke it 
from this Reipublicke.

hands firce Sol-man tooke in Buda in Hungary, Anno, 
1516: Auzuft. 20, to whome they lent two nnllions of 
money, and for warrandice whercof , they haue this 
Towne and P:cuince mace faſt ro them : They [peake 
vulgarly and Maternally Icre the Hebrew tongue,man,

Andeſſo, Sydra, Seder aſpen, where the mines of old and

«ciſlieute Greece of a'! Kingdomes in Exrope, hath bene moſt fa- 
Te Gogecs » mous, and highly renowned for many noble reſpeRts : yer 
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moſt ſubie& to the viciſlitude of Fortune than any other : 
who changinz Gold for Braſſe, and loxthing thcir 
owne Princcs, ſuffered many tyrants to rule ouer them, 
ſcourging their fol:y with their fa], and curinga fe ſtered 
ſoare with 2 poyſonce play ſter : whence ſuccedes a dif. 
mall diſcord, which bcginning when the Srate of Greece 
was at the higheſt , did not expirc till it fell tothe loweft 
ebbe; ſticking faſt in the hands of a gricuous deſolation ; 
which formcr:imes. if a man would retroſpectiucly mca- 
ſwie, he might eclily find , and not without admiration, 
how the mighty power of the diuine Mateſtic doth (wey 
the moments of thinss, and ſorteth them in percmptory 
marnerToftrange and vnlooked foreftefts : making rea- 
{on blind, policy aſtonithed, ſtrength teeble , valour da- 
ſtarcly, turning love into hatred, feare into fury,boldn-\l2 
into trem"ling, andin thecircuit of one minute , making 
the Conquerour, a conquered perſon, 

Greece npW tearmed by the Turkes Rum 11 , the Ro- 
mane Countrey , was firſt called Helles, next Grecia of 
Grecus, who was once King ih:reof: The Greetes,of all 
other Geuti/cs,were the firſt conuerted Chriſtians , and 
are wonderfull dcuout in their profeſſed Religion: The 
Prieſts weare the haire of their heads hanging ourr their 
ſhoulders: Theſe that be the moſt fincere religious men; 
abſtaine alwayes from eating ot fleſh or fiſh, contenting 
themſclues with water, heatbes, and bread : They differ 
much in ceremonics, and principles of Religion from the 
Papiſts, and the computation of their Kalznder.is as ours. 


They haue foure Patriarkes, who gouernethe 2ff:ies p,._. p... 
of their Church, and alſo any ciuill diflentions , which «cw the _ 
happen amongit them,vi7.one in Conſtantinople, another Greta, 


in Antiochia,the third in Alexandria ,& the fourth in le- 
raſalem. Itis not needfull for me to penetrate further in 
R 3= the | 
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rhe condition of their eſtate , becauſe it is no part of my 
intent inthis Treatiſe, In a word, they are wholly dege. 
nerate from their Aunceſtors in valour, verrue, and lear. 
ning : Vniuerſities they baue none, ard ciuill behauiour is 
quitc loſt : formerly in derifion they rearmed all other 
Nations Barbarians: A nim2 now moſt tit for them. 
ſelves, being the greateſt diſſembliag lyers, inconſtant, 
and ynciuill people of all othex Chriſtians in rhe World. 

By the way, I muſt giuc the Kings Kingdomes a caucat 
here, concerning vagabonding GyreeFes, and their coun- 
rertcie Teftimonials: True it 15,thcre is no ſuch matter, 
asthelc |; ing Raſeals report varo you , concerning their 
Fathers, their Wines, and Children taken Captiues by 
the T#rke: O damanable inuention ! Hew can the Tarke 
prey vpon his owne Subiects , vnder whom, they haue as« 
great Liverty , ſaue onely the vie of Bels, as we haue vn- 
der our Princes : The tyth of their Mule children , being 
abſoiately abrogated by Achmer , this Imuraths Father, 
and the ka!fe allo of their Female Dowry at Marriages: 
And farre lefſe for Religion, can they be baniſhed, or de- 
priued of their Penefices , as ſome falſe and difſembling 
fellowes, vnder the Title of Biſheps make you beleeue; 
There bcing a free Liberty of Conſcience, for all kinds of 
Religiop, through af his Dominions, as well for vs free 
borne Frenkes as for them, and much morethem, the 
Greekes, Armenians Syriacks, 1moronits,Copties, Georgi= 
ans, oxany other Oricnrall fort of Chriſtians : And there- 

fore looke to it, that you be no more gw'led, go!ding them 
ſo fait as you haue done , leaſt for your paines, you prouc 
greater Aflcs, than they do Knaues,

ſhoare,l ſaw the two topped hill Per afpres, whichis of a

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wondrous height, whoſe ropseucn kile the Clogds. 


Mons hic cernicibus petit arauns aſtra anobus, 
Nomine Pernaſſus, ſuperatque cacumine montes. 
Through thickeſt clondes , Pernaſſus bends his height, 
Whoſe donble tops,do kiſſe the Starres ſo bright. 

Here it was f{ayd the nine «ſes haunted : but as for 
the Fountaine Helicon , | leaue that tobe ſearched, and 
ſeencby the imagination of Poets ; for if it had bene ob- 
ieted to my ſight , like an inſatiable drunxard , 1 ſhoufd 
haue drunke vp the ſtreamesof Poetic , to haue enlarged 
my dry poeticall Sun ſcoarch'd veine. 

The Mountaine it ſclfe is fomewhart ſtcepe, ang Rerile, 
eſpecially the two toppes , the one whereof is dry, and 
ſandy , ſignifying that Poets are alwayes poore, 2nd nce- 
dy : Theother top is barren , and rocky, reſe.nbling che 
Ingraticude of wretched, and niggardiy Pot1 ans: the vale 
betweene the tops is pleaſant , and profitable, denoting 
the fruirfull, and delizhtfull ſoyle,which paincfull Poets, 
the Muſes Plow-men , {o induſtriouſty manure. A httle 
more kaſt-ward, as we fetcht vp the coaſt of Acha/a, the 
maiſter of the velſe}l thewed me a ruinous vi'lage, and 
caſtle, where he layd the admired Cuvty of Thebes tad Thebes, 
bene. Whoſe former glory, who can truely write of; for 
astheearth, when ſhe is diſroabed of her budding and 
fructifying trees, and of her amiable verdure, which is 
her onely grace and garment royall , is like a n2ked table 
wherein nothing is painted: even lo is Thebes and her paſt 
tryumphs defac'd, and Bereft of her luſty and young 
Gentlemen, as if the ſpring-tide had bene taken from the 
yeare: But whar fhall I ſay to know the cauſe of ſuch 
like things, they are (9 ſecret and myRica!} ; beingtbe 
moſt remote obic&s , to which our vnderftanting may a- 
ſpice, that we may caſily be deceiucd , by diſguiſed and 
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pictended reaſons; whillt we (ecke for the true and eſſen. 
tiall cauſes: for to 1cport things that are done is ealie, be. 
Cauſc the cye and the tongue may diſpatch it, but to dif- 
coucr and vntold che caufes of things , requireth braine, 
lou!c, and the beſt progreſſe of nature . And as there is 
noewll withour excule , nor no pretence without ſome 
colour of reaſon, nor wiles wanting to malicious and 
wrangling wits; Euen ſo, was there occaſion lought for, 
what from Athexs , and what from Srecee, whereby thz 
peace and happincile of Thebes might be diflolucd , and 
diſcord raiſed to the laſt ruines of her delolation. 


Geegrophicall  T his 4chaia is. by ſome ignorant Geographers placed 
| inthe middle berwcene Zpire, T heſſaly, and Peloponeſus; 


wherecontrariwile it-is the Eaſtmoſt Prouince of Greece 
except Thrace, lying along twixt it and Theſſaly by the ſea 
fide, which part of the Countrey , ſome late Anthor®? 
haucfalſly named £M72donia, which is a Prouince, that 
lieth North from Thrac:a , Eaſt from CAlacedon, and 
South from M:ſia, having no affinity with the S2a : The 
Chiefe Cirtiesin Achaia, are Neapolis , Appollonia, and 
N; calide where the famous Philoſophers 4r:ftorle was 
borne :Here is a huge and high Hill 4:405, containing in 
Circuit 70. miles, and as ſome affirme three dayes iourncy 
long, whoſe ſhaddow was abſurdly fayd to haue exten- 
Ced to Lemos , an Iland lying reere the Carpathian Sea, 
Achaia was formetly called Ay/a:4a, but now by the 
Tur kes Lenicnds : Athos in Greekeis called A205 eros, to 
wit, a holy Mountaine; the top of it is halle a dayes jour- 
rey broad, and 14. 1tal:an miles high. There are twen. 
ry Monaſtcrics vpon it of Greekiſb Coleires, a laborious - 
kind of filly Friers, and kind to Strangers: The chieteſt 
ot which Cloiſters,are called /dopodos, and Agi05 tanra, 
being all of thera ſtrorgly walled and fenfible. s 
pon 
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Vpon the third day from Salonica , we artiued inthe 
Roade of Texedos, which is an Tland in the Sea Poxtws, or 
Propentts : It hath a City called Trxedvs, built by Texes, 
which is a gallant place, hauing a Caſtle, and a faire Ha- 
uen for all forts of veſſells: It produceth good ſtore of 
wines, and the beſt ſuppoſed to be inall the South. caſt 
parts of Europe, or yet in '4ſis. The Ilandis not bigge, 
but exceeding fertile , lying three miles from the'place 
where Troy ſteod, as Virgil reported, Ancerd. 2.

In ſizht of Troy, «ſtately Ile 1 fand » 
Shut vp with Pontws, from the Troianc land, 
Whoſe bearteons bounds, made me wiſh there to ſtay,

Elſe like Tritonean rude Proponticke charmes, 
T"imprace ſweet Tens , alwaies iu mine arm?s. 
And againe:

In Tenedes I met by accident, two French Merchants of 
Marſeills, intending for Conitantinople , who had loſt 
their ſhip at $io, when they were buſie at yenereall tilting, 
with their new cle&ted Miſtrefles , and for a ſecond reme- 
dy, were glad to comfythitherin a 7»#kifb Carmoeſalo, 
The like 6f this I hane ſeene fall out with Scafaring men, 
Merchants , and Paſſengers, who buy Hmetimcs their 
too much folly , with too deare a repentance. They agd 
I rcfoluing to view Troy 5" did hire a Jexiſarieto be our 
conducter and protector , and a Greeke to be our Inter- 
preter., Where when we landed , we ſaw titre and 
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there many relits of old walles, as we travelled through 
theſe famous bounds. And as we were aduanced toward 
the Eaſt part of Trey , our Greeke brought vs ro many 
Tombes, which were mighty ruinous, and pointed vs par. 
ticularly to the Tombes of Heltor, Arax , Achilles, 
Troyius, and many other valiant Champions , with the 
Tombes alſo of Hecuba, Creſſerd, and other Troiane 
Dames: Well 1 wot, I ſaw infinite old Sepulchers, bur 
tor their particular names, and nomination of them, I ſuſ- 
pend.neicher could I belceue my Interpreter,fith it is more 
then three thouſand and odde yeares agoe, that Troy was 
deft: oyed, 

Here Tombes 1 wviewd, old monuments of Times, 
nd fiery Trophees, fixd for bloody crimes: 
For which Achilles gheſt did ſighand ſay, 
Curſt be the hands, that ſukeleſe Troianes ſlay 
But more fierce Awxax, more Viyſles Horſe, 
That wronght griefes ruint ; Priamslaſt dinorce : 
Ard here incloſd, within theſe clods of duſt, 
All Aliaes bonour, and croſ'd Paris luſt. 


He ſhewed vs alſo the ruines of King Priams Palace, and 
where Anch:ſes the father of Aneas dwelt, Atthe North. 
eaſt corner of Trey, which is in fight of the Caſtles 
of Helleſponte, there isa gate yet ſtanding, and a peece of 
a tcaionable high wal! ; vpon which I found three peeces 
of rulted raoney, which afterward I gaue two of them to 
the younger brethren of the Duke of F lorence , then ſtu- 
dving in Pretol:no : The other being the faireſt with a 
Irge Picture cntbe one fide, I beſtowed it at Aiſe in Pro. 
uance vpon a learned Scholler, Maſter Srrachon,my Coun- 
trey man, then Mathematician to the Duke of G#iſe, who:

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Trey was firſt built by Dardanes ſonne to Corinthus 
King of Corinth, whohauing (laine his brother 1aſins, fled 
to this Countrey, and firſt erected it, intituling it Darda- 
nia: Next it was called Troy of T3os , from whom the 
Countrey was alſo named Zroas ; It was allo _ 
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1lien of 11us, who built the Regall pallace ſurnamed 7/;um: 
This City was taken 'and defaced by Hercnles, and the 
Greectans, in the time of Laomedon, himſclfc being killed 
the latter time : Laſtly, Troy was reedified by Priamns, 
who giuing leaue to his ſonne Paris to rauith Helena, Me- 
palaus wite , enforced the Greekes torenew the auncient 
quarrell; Where after 10, yeaxes fiegethe Towne was vt- 
tcrly ſubuerted, Anno Mund: 178 3. 

Whence Princely Homer, and that Mantuan borne, wy 
Sad Trazicke tunes,erett'd for Troy forlorne; Virgil ypon 
And ſad A#neas, fled tothe Aﬀeicke Coaſt, Troy, 
bers Carthage 2roand, to heare how Troy was loſt - 
But more kind Dido , whenthis wandring Prince, 
( Had left Numidia, ſtole away from thence ) 
 _ Did morſer groaxe; whowith his ſhearing ſword, 
Her ſelfc ſhe gor'd , with many weeping word. 
,.O XHeare Fncas ! deare Troiane, art thou gone ? 
And then ſhefell , death ſwallowed vp her mone : 
They land at Cuma, where Latinus King 
Dia zine Aneas, Lauinia, witha Ring. 
. Where now in Latium, that old Dardan ffocke 
Is extant yet, though in the diſcent broke.

boares to paſſe into Greece, which whena ſudden tempeſt 
bad ſhrewdly battered , he canſed the fea ro be beaten 
with 300, ſtripes, / 

And ar that ſametime Xerxes poſſing oucr the Helle. 
ſport, and ſecing all rue ſea cled with his Army , his Hor- 
lcs, Chariots, and Ships, the tcares burſt from his eyes: 
and being demanded the cauſe of his griefe © anſwered, 
O,layd he, 1 weepe becauſe within a hnndreth yeares , all 
this great and gloriews ſight, Joall be diſſolued to nothing; 
and neither man , nor beaſt ſhalt be aline, nor Chariot, ngr 
Engine of Warre, but (hall be turn'd to duft; and {o 1 ſorrow 
zo ſee the ſhort mortality of Nature . Indeed it was a wor. 
thy ſaying, from ſech a Heathniſh Monarch , who ſaw no 
further, than the preſent miſery of this life, 

Here I left the two French men with a Greeke Barbour, 
and imbarked for Conſtantinople, ina Turkiſh Frigate, 
The firſt place of any rote 1 faw , within theſe narrow 
Seas, was the auncicnt Citty of Gallipolrs , the ſecond 
ſeate of Thracia, which was firſt bunrlded by Carmue Cats - 
2«la,and ſomctimes had beene inhabited by the Gaules : 
It was the firft Towne in Eryope; that the Twrkes conque- 


. red; and was taken by Sofyman ſonne to Orchanes, Anno 


1439. 

*Nonh fiom Thracia !yeth the Province of Bulgaria 
commonly Yelgaria, and was Called {0 of certaine peo- 
ple, tharcame ftiom a countrey , reeie tothe Riuer Yolgo 
in R*ſ514, about the yeare 666. It lieth berweene Serma, 


Thracia, and Danubro, and by the Auncients ,it Was 


thought

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thought to be the lower Myſfe ( but more iultly the Re. 
gion of Dacia. The chicfe Towne is Sophia, which ſome 
hold to be that Towne, which Prolomens named T7. 
biſca. . 

ot in Thracia lived the Tyrant Polymneſtor , who 
treacherouſly murthercd Polidorws a yonger lonne of Pr... 
ewns : For which fact Heenba, the young Princes mother 
ſcratched him to death . Herealſo reigned the worthy 
King Cotis, whom I propole as a paterne of rare temper, 


in maiſtering and preucnting paſſion: Towhom when a | 


neighbour Prince had ſent him an exquiſite preſent, of 
accurately wrought glaſſes; he ( hauing diſpatched the 
meſſenger with all due complements and gratitude of 
Maieſtie) broke them all to peeces: Leaft by miſhappe, 

any of his Seruants doing the like , might ſtirre or moue 
* himcoan intemperatecholler. 

The Greekes —_ , andgenerally through al! Greece, 
bcare as much reverence and reſpet to Mount 4thos 
as :\\e Papiſtes beare to Rome : All of whick Religious 
Caliers or Friers, muſt toyle and labour for. their li- 
uing, ſome in the Vines , ſome in the Corne-fields, 
and others at home intheir Monafteries , or elſe where 
abroad, are alwayes occupied for the mainteining of 
their Families : They are but poorely cled, yet wonder- 
full kinde toall YJiadants; fo that who fo haue occaſion 
to paſſe that Mountaine, are there lodged, and furniſhed 
of all neceffary prouifion of tood , by theſe ſequeſtrat or 
ſalitary livers, whoſe ſimple and harmeleſſe ltues, may 
be tearmed to be the yery Emblemes of Piery and Deuo- 
tionz k2owing nothing but to ſeru2 God , and to liue 
ſoberly in their carriage. 

The chiefeſt Cities of Thrace, are Conſtantinople, 4b- 
dcra, where Democricuswas borne , who ſpent his life in 
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laghin ane eek Gallipoli, Traianople, Galata, and Adria- 
ropolis, was taken by BaiaJet, Anno; 1:62, 

As we fayled berweene Thrac:4and Bithi#iz,a learned 
Grecian brought vp in Padua that was in my company, 
ſhewed, me Cotchis-, whence /aſox, with the aſſiſtance of 
the 1r20nautes, ahd rhe aide of Medeas Skill, did fetch the 
golden Fleece. This Sea Helleſport tooke the name of 
Helle daughter to 4thamas King of Thebes, who was here 
drowned ; and of the Countrcy Poxtrw , toyning to the 
ſame Sea, wherein are thele three Countries , Armenia 
minor, Colch:s, ant) Cappadocia. Aﬀter we had fetchr yp 
the famous C''y of Calcedos in Bithinia on our righe 
hard - I b:h.4d mov left hand, the Proſpect of that lir- 
tle World, he great Cry of Conflantinople ; which in- 
deed yeclderh fach' an eutward ſplendor tothe awazed 
beholder, of gvodly Churches, ſtately Towers, gallane 
Steeples, and other ſuch things, whereof now the World 
make 10 great accomp?, that the whole earth cannot c- 
quall it. Beholding theſe deleQable obicts , we entred 
in the channell of z-ſphoras, which divideth Perak from 
Conſtantinople. And arriuing at Tapanes , where all the 
munition of the great Twrke lyarh,” 1adrefled my ſelfe toa 
Grecke lodging, to refreſh my ſelfetill morning. 

Bur (by your leaue) I had a hare welcome in my land. 
mg, for bidding farewell ro the 7%rkes; who had kindly 
vicd methree dayes, inour paſſage from the Caſtles, the 
Maiſter of the boate ſaying, ado Chriſtiano : There were” 
foure French Runnagats ſtanding on the Kaye; who hea . 
ring theſe words, fell deſperatly vpon me, blaſpheming 
the name of Ieſus, and throwing me tothe ground, beare 
me moſt cruelly : And if it had not beene for my friendly 
Turkes, who leaped out of their boateand reſjened me, 
I had doubtlefle there periſhed. The other —— |

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dice by, faid to me, behold what a Sauiour thou haſt, = 


when theſe that were Chriſtians , now turned Mahowe- 
tans, cannot abide, nor regard the name of thy God ; ha. 
wing left them , with many a ſhrewd blow, they had tefr 
me, I centred a Greeke lodging, where I was kindly recet- 
ucd ; and much caſed of my blowes, becadiſe they cauſed 
to oynt them with diners Oyles, and re me alſo 
with thcit beſt enterrainement, gratis, becauſe I had ſuf- 
ferd ſy» much for Chriſts ſake, apd would receiueno te. 
compenſe againe. The day following, I went to ſalute, 
and-doe my duety to the right Worſhipfull Sir Thomas 
Glower, then Lord Ambaſſadour for our late Gratious So»

roufly & courteouſly entertained me thrce monethy in his 
houſe , to. whoſe kindneſſes T1 was i ng ug 7 as 
hereafrer .in my following diſcourſe ofthe _ of 
this Hiſtory,ſhall be more particularly anoucked : for ccr- 
tainely T never met with a more comipleat Gentlemanin

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N Ow ſing 1of Bizantium :Boſphors tydes, 

kV 7w:xt Europe, ard the leſſer Alia glydes : 
Their Hyppodrome,udorn'd with triumphes paſt, 
Andblackiſh Sea; the Iadilecke more faſt - 
The Galara, where Chriſtian merchants ſtay, 

* .And fixe Ambaſſadours for commerce aye: 
T he ſuckiſh coftomes, and their manners rude, 
Lud of their diſceat,from thr Scythian blood © 
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Their harſh Religion, and their ſenſe of Hell : 
And Paradice : their lawes 1 ſhall you tell : 
Then laft of Mahomet, their 2/4 earth 
His end, bis life,his parentage and birth. 


Onſtantineple is the M:tropolitan of Thracia, 
ZE = ſo called of Conſtantine the Emperour, who 
NIE => ficlt enlarged the ſame: It was called of old 
»\ v1.4 Bizantium, but now by the Turkes Stambol- 
STS Js, which fiznificth in thcir language, a large 
City : Ir was alſocalled Erhaſe,and by the Greekes Stym- 
bolis. This City (according to auncient Authors) was firſt 
founded by the *Lacedemonians ,' who were conducted = 
from Lacedemen, by one Panſanias, about the yeare ofthe 
World 3294. which after their conſuliation with polls, 
whete thev ſhould ſettle their abode and dwelling place, 
they came to B1thinia, and builded a City which was cal- 
led Calcedon. But the commodity of fifhing, falling out 
contrary to their expectation , in reſpect that the fiſhes 
were affraide of the white bankes of the City ; the Ca 
taine Pawſanias left that place, and builded BiJantium in 
Thras1a,which firſt was by him intituled Ziges, By Pliny, 
Inf:ne, and Strabs, it was ſurnamed Yrbs 1/uſtriſſima, be. 
cauſe it is repleate withall the bleſſings, earth can giue to 
man ; yea and inthe moſt fertile ſoyle of Europe. 

Zonoras reporteth that the 4rhenians,in an ambirious 
and inſatiable defire of Soucrzignty, wonne it from the 
Lacedemonians:They thus being vanquifhed, ſuborned Se- 
verus the Remane Emperour , to beſizge the fame * But 
the City B:Jartium being ſtrongly fortihed with walles, 
the Romanes could not take itin, vntill ex:recame famine 
conſtrained them to yeeld , after three yeares fiege : and 
Sexerus to fatisfic his cruelty , put allto the ſword, that: 

were 
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were withio, and razed the walles , giuing it in poſſciſion 

to the neighbouring Ferinthians. This Citic thus remat- 

ned in calamitie, till Ceyſtaniine (refigning the City of 

Rome , and a great part of /talytothe Popiſh inhertancc — 

of the Romane Biſhops) reedified the ſame, and tranſ] ted © culari.ne. 

his Imperiall ſeatc in the Eaſt, and reduced allche Empire 

of Greece, to a vni:e tranquilitic, with immortal] repu+ 

tation , which the Parihians and Perſtnshhad fo milera- 

bly diſquieted. 

\. Bur theſe diſorders at length reformed by the {cuere 

adminiſtrarion .of Iuſtice, for the which, and other wor. 

thy reſpects, the ſaid Conitantine lonne of Saint Helep, 

and Emperour of Rome (which afcerward the Pope vhir- 

ped) was ſuraamed the Great, He firſt in his plantation 

called this Citienew Rome; but when he beheld the flou- 
"riſhing, and multiplying of all things init, and becauſe of 

the commodious ſituation thereof , he called it Conflan- 

tinopelis , after his owne name, This Emperour liued 

there many proſperous yearcs,in moſt happy cſtate : like- 

wiſe many of his ſuccelors did , varill ſuch time, that 

Mahomet the ſecond of that name, and Empetour of the 

Twrkes, living-in a diſcontented humour, to behold the 

great and glorious dominions of Chriſtians eſpecially 

this famous Citic, that ſo flouriſhed in his eyes,by mo- 

mentall circumſtances, colleted his cruell intentions, 

to the fullbeight of ambirjon; whereby he might abokſh 

the very naine of Chriſtianity , and alſoputi yp with a 

preſumptuous deſire, to inlarge his Expire , went witha 

maruellous power, both by Scaand Land, vatothis mag- 

nificent Manſion, 

[The iſſue whereof was ſuch, that after divers batteries 

and aſſaults, the irreligious Infidels broke downe the 

walles,and enticed the City, which breach was abou forty 
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paces long, as by the new colourbeing built vp againe, is 
caſily knowne from the old walles : where when they en. 
rered, they made a wonderfull maſſacreof poore afflicted 
Chriſtians , without ſparing any of the Romane kinde, ej. 
ther male or female. In the mercileſle fury of theſe In. 
fcrna'l Impes, the Emperour Conſfantrne was killed, 
whole head being cut off, was carried vpon the point of 
a Launcc through all the City, and Campe of the Terkes, 
to. the greer diſgrace and igrowiny of Chriſtianity. His 
Empreſic, Daughters, and other Ladies after they were 
abufed in their bodyes, were put to death in a moſt cruell 
and terrible manner. 

By rhis overthrow of Conſtantinople, this Mahomet 
rooke twelue Kingdomes, and two hundred Ciries from 
the Chriſtians , whichis a lamentable loſſe, of ſuchan il- 
laftrivus Empire. Thus was that imperiall Citic loft, in 
the yearc 1453. #4y 29. when it had remained vhder 
the gouernment of Chriſtians , 1198. yearcs. Trisnow 
the chicfe abode of the great Twrke Sultan Achmet, the 
fifiecre Grand Char, of the line of 0:toman, who was 
then about rwenty three yeares of age;whoſe ſonrie Oſman 
{iace, znd after his death, was murdered by the 1ani74. 
ries, being 14+ yearcs of age, after his returreto Conflan-

Vnkle Muſ/offa made Empetour , whoteweakneſfe and 
vnworthineſie being eft ſoones diſcouesd , he was difpla- 
ced , and Amurath © fans brother made Grand Signior, 
who preſently raigneth, and not withoar great feate of 
his 1anFaries and Timariots, who twice in three yeares 
haue laic'y made inſurrection againit him, This Empe- 
rour 4c/»et, who was aliucwhen I was'there, was more 
giucn to vencry, ther, mattialitic , v/hich gaue a greater 
adnancage ro the Perſiayrin their Ccter fue Wartes, 

Ca Concerniog 
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Concerning the Empire , we may obſerue ſome fatal! 
contrarieties in one and the ſame name: For Fh1//ip the 
Father of 4lexandey, layd the firſt foundation of the 21a- 
cedonian Monarchy, and Phillip the Father of Per ſews rui- 
ned it, So was this Towne buile by a Conſkantine, the 
Sonne of Helewa, a Gregory being Patriarch zand was loſt 
by a Couſtantize , the lonne of a Helena, a Gregory being 
alſo Patriarch. The T#rkes hauea Prophecy that as it was 
wonne by a .H ahomer, ſoit ſhall be loſt by a arahomeer. 

The forme, or ſituation of this Cirry , is like vnto a 
Triangle, the South part whereof, and che Eaſt part , are 
inuirencd with Heleſpontus, and Boſphorius Thraicus; and 
the North part adioyning to rhe firme land, Tris in com- 
paſſe abour the walles, eftcemed to be cightcene miles :in 
one of theſe triangled points, being the South-caſt part, 
and at the ioyning of Boſphore and Helleſponr, ſtandeth 
the Pallace of the Great'Turke , called Seralia, and the 
Forreſt wherein he hunteth;which is rwo miles in length, 

The ſpeciall obic& of Antiquity , I ſaw within this 
Citty , was the incomparable Church of Saint Sophia, 
whoſe ornaments and hallowed veſſels , were innumer- 
able, in the time of 1»{{in:a» the Emperour , who firſt 
builded it; but now coniierted toa Aorkure, and conle- 
crate to Mabomet, after a diabolicall manner. 

I faw alſo the famous Hyppedrome, and the Theater 
whereon the pcople ſtood, when the Emperours vied te 
runne their Horſes , and 'make their Princely thewes on 
ſolemne dayes , which is now altogether decayd: There 
isa great Columne in that ſame place, inthe which all 
theſe things memorable , that haue bene done in this 
Hyppodrome, are(uperficialty cirucd, ! 

Vpon the Weſt corner of the Citty , there isa ſtrong 
Fortreſle, fortified with ſzaucn great Towers, and well 
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turniſhed with Munition , cailed by Terkes, Jadzieket In 
this Priſon, are Baſſawes , and Subbaſſawes impriſoned, 
and alſo great men of Chriſtians, if any offerce be com- 
mitted. Their place of Exchange is called BeJaſtay, 
wherein all ſorts of commodities are tobe 1{o01d; as Sat- 
tins, Silkes, Veluers, Cloth of Silucr and Gold, and the 
moſt exquiſitely wrought Hand-kerchicfes , that can be 
tound inthe world, with infinite other commodities, the 
relation of which would be tedious. 

I haue ſeene men and women as vitally fold here in 
Markets, as Horſes and other beaſts are with vs: The 
moſt part of which are Hangarians, Tranſiluanians,Ca- | 
rindians, Iſtrians, and Dalmatian Capriues, and of other 
places beſides, which they canouercome . Whom, if no 
compsſhionable Chriſtian will buy , or relieue; then mu 
they either turne Trke , or be addiQted to perpetuall {la- 
uery. Here I remember of a charitable deede, done for a 
ſinfull end,and thusit was; A Ship of Marſerles, called 
the great Dolphin, lying here forty dayes at the Galata, 
the Maiſter Gunner , named Morſteur Nerack, and I fal- 
ling in familiar zcquaintance, vpon a time he told me {e- 
cretly that he would gladly for Conſcience and Merits * 
ſake, redeeme ſome poore Chiiſtian ſ11ue from Turkiſh 
Captiaity. To the which, I applauded his aduice , and 
roid him the next Friday following I would aſſiſt him to 
{o worthy an ation: Friday comcs,and he and I went for 
Conſtantinople, where the Market of the flaues being rea- 
dy, we ſpenttwo heures in viewing , and reuiewing hue 
bundreth Malcs and Females . Ar. laſt I pointed kiym to 
hauc bought an old man or woman , but his minde was 
contrary ſer, ſhewing methar he would buy ſome virgin, 
or youpg widdow, to ſaue their bodies vnde floured with 
Taticeis, The price ct a virgin was too deare for him, be- 

ing 
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ing a hvrdred Duckets, and widdows were fatre,vnder, 
and at an caſi:rrate: When we did viſite and ſearch them 
that we were mindfull to buy; they were ſtrip'd ſtarke na. 
ked beforc our eyes, wherethe ſweeteſt face, the youngeſt 
e, and whiteſt skin was ingreateſt yalue and requeſt : 
The !cwes fold them, tor they had bought them from the 
Turkes : Atlalt we fell vpon a Dalmatian widdow, whole 
pittifull lookes, and ſprinkling teares, ſtroke my ſoule al- 
moſt to the death for c—_ 10n : whereupon I grew ezr- 
* neſt for her rcliefe, and he yeelding to my aduice ,the is 
bought and delwuered vnto him, the man being 60. yearcs 
of age, and her price 36. Duckets. We leaue the market 
and came ouer againe to Galara, where he and I tooke 
a Chambeg for her, and leauing them there,the next.mor- 
nin; I returned earcly , ſuſpecting greatly the diſſembling 
deuotion of the Gunner to be naught but luxurious luſt, 
and fo it proved : I knocked at the Chamber doore, that 
te had newly locked, and taken the key with him tothe 
ſhip, for he had tarricd with her all that night; and ſhe an- 
ſxcring inc with rearcs, told me allthe manger of his v. 
fage , wilhing her ſelteto be againe in her forthier capriui- 
ty : wherenpon I went a ſhipboord to him, & in my gticfe ' 
I ſ,vycre, that if he abuſed her any more after that manner, 
and not returned to her diſticfle, her Chriſtian liberty ; I 
wou!d firſt make ir knowne to his Maiſter the Captaine of 


the ſhip, and then to the French Ambaſſadour : for he The Dalmaie 
was mindfull allo, his luſt being ſatisfied to haue {old her aa Widdow 
ouer, againe tv ſome other : At which threatning the old — 


Pallyard became fo fearefull, that he entred in a reaſona- 
ble concrion with me, and the ſhip departing thence ſixe 
daycs thereafter, he ficcly rcligned to me ker lite, her li- 
berty and freedome : hh being done.and he gone, va- 


dei my hatid before divers Greekes, I ſubſcribed her liber- 
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tie, and hyr'd ker in the ſame Tauerne fora yeare, taking 
nothing from her, for as little had ſhe togiue me, except 
many bleſſings and thankefulſ prayers: This French Gun- 
ner was a Papiſt, and heare you may behold the dregs of 
his deuotion, and what ſeuen nights. leachery coſt kim, 
you may caſt yp'the reckoning of 36. Duckets. 

In Conftantinople thete haye happened many fearefull 

. fires, which often hath conſumed to aſhes the moſt part 
of the rareſt Monuments there, andthe beauty of infinite 
Pallaces zas Zonoras the Conſlantinopolitan Hiſtoriogra. 
pher in his Hiſtorics mentioneth, And now lately in the 
7eare 1697. Offober 14.there were burned aboue 3002, 
houſes, of which I ſaw a number of ruines (as yet) vnre- 
paired. It is ſubie& alſorodiuers Earth. quakes, which - 
Pefiilence and haue often ſubuerted the Towers, Houſes, Churches, and , 
Earthquakes. Valles ofthe City tothe ground, Eſpecially inthe yeare 
1599. in the raigne of BaiaFeth,the ninth Emperour of 

the Turkes, in which time, more then 13000. perſons 

were all ſmothered and dead, and laid vp in heapes vnbu. 

ried.. And commonly cuery third yeare, the peſtikence is 

exceeding great in that City., and after ſuch an odious' 
manner zthat thoſe who are infected ( before they die) : 

haue the halfe of their one fide rot, and fall away : fo 

that you may eaſily diſcerne the whole intrailesof their 

bowels, It is not licentiated here, nor elſe where in all 

Txrkey, that any Chriſtian ſhould enter in their Moskies, 

or Churches, without the conduQt of a 14nzary ; the try. 

all whereof I had when viewed tharglorious and great 

Church of Santa Sophia, once the beauty and ornament 

of all vv ;z and is now the chiefe place, to which the 

Great Twrke or Emperout goeth euery Friday,their Sab- 

both day to.doc his deuotion, being accompanied with 

3000, 1aniſaries , belides Baſhawes, Chowſes and Hagars, 
Trusly 
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Truely- I way ſay of Conſtantinople, as I faid once of the 
world,inthc Lamextads of my ſecond Pilgrimage z 
LA painted Whoore, the maske of deadly ſin, 
Sweet ,faire without, and ſtinking foule within. : 
For indeed outwardly it hath the faireſt ſhow , and in- 
wardly in the ſtreets being narrow, and moſt part coue. 
red, 'the filchicſt & deformed buildings inthe world ; the 
reaſon of irs beauty, is, becauſe being firuate on moderate 
proſpectiue heights, the yniuerfall cectures,a farre off, yeeld 
a deleable ſhow , the couertures being erected like the 
backe of a Coach after the 1:4/:47 faſhion with gutrerd 
tyle. But being entred within; there is nothing but a ſtink. 
iog deformity, and a loathſome contriuedplace ; without 
\ either internall domeſticke furnirure,or externall decore- 
ments of fabricks palatiatly extended. Notwithſtanding 
thar for its ſituation, the delicious wines, & fruits;the tem- 
perate climat, the fercile circumiacent fields, and for the 
Sea Helleſpont, and pleaſant 4ſiaon the other fide : it may 
truely be called the Paradice of the carth.

blacker then other Seas : bur it is called blacke, in reſpeR 
of the dangerous cuents in darke and tempeſtuous nights, 
which happen there ; and becauſe of the Rockes and 
Sands which lye a great way from the maine ſhore: v 
which many velleis many times are caſt away. The blacke 
Sea isnot f. gre from Gaara, for Iboth went and returned . 
in oneday , being forty milcs out, and in: For T went by 
boate, and nogby land, through the pleaſant B«ripss, 
that runneth-berweene the Eux:ize Sea and Helleſpont » 
And by the way , I cannot but regrate , the great lolfe Sir 
T hemas Glower recciued by the Duke of Moldauia, who 
chargeably entertained him two. yeares in his houſe, and 
furniſhed him with great moneys,and other neceſſaries fir 
for his eminency.: This Duke or Prince of Bugdonia was 
depraued of his Principalities by 4chmer , 2nd fled hither 
ro the Chriftian Ambaſadours for relicke : To whom 
when ll thereſt had refus'd acceptance, onely Novle Sir 
Thomas received him, maintained him, and ſerioufl 
wrought with the Grand: Signior and his Counſel!, ro 
haue had him reſtored againe to his Lands , but could nor 
preualle, 

In the end, Sir Thomas G lowers five yearcs time of Am- 
baſlodty being expired , and. the Duke hearing priuatel 
that S.r, Paul Pinder was tocomenn his place, as indeede 
he came.tgp ſgone: this Me/den;an Prince, ſtole carcly a- 
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way inthe morning over to Conſtantixople ; and long or 
midday turn Tarke ,-and was circumciſed , contenting 
himſelfe onely tor all his great Dukedome, with a Pelacc, wind : whe 
and a yeare'y penſion of tweluc thonſand Chickens of 
Gold during kis life, Which , when we heard, the Am- 
baſſ2dour, ard we-were all amazed and diſcontenred : He 
was indebted to the Ambaſladour abouc 15, thouſand 
Chickens of Gold,yet or my leauing Galata, I went twice 
cucr with S'r Thomas, and faw him, and {ound himarten- 
ded with a number of Turkes;who when he faw me,tooke 
me kindly by the hand, for we had bene two moneths fa- 
miliar in the Ambaſſadors houſe before.. 

The Ezg{;/hb Ambaſſador within halfe 2 ycare,recoue- 

rcd the halte of his moneys,the other halfe he was forced 
o forgoe tor diverſe importunare refpets. Nay, I muſt 
ay, one thing more of this Knight, he relecued more 
flaues from the Galleys , payd their rafffomes, and ſenr 
them home fieely to their Chriſtian Nations , and kept a 
berrer houſe, than any Ambaſſ:dorr did, thar cuerlay ar 
Comftantinople, or eucr ſhall rothe worlds end. 
His mother was a Po{{onian, who comming from Dar. 
ſicke to Londoy , was delivered of him vpon the Sea: Af- | 
terward he was brought vp at Conſtantinople from a boy, 
and ſpoke, and wrot the Slavenian Tongreperfedtly: And 
thence.xc turning for I eden, he was the firſt Ambaſſador 
King lames, of Bleſſed Memory , ſent to Conſtantinople, 
after his comming to the Crowne of England: And this 
much-tor this worthy and cuer renowned Knight, whoſe 
prayſc and fame I c1nnot too much celebrate. : 

The Twrkes hayeno Belsin their Churches, neicher the 
viceofaclocke, nor nambring of houres , but they hauc 
high round. Steeples, for they contrafatt, and contradi 
all the formes of Chriftians : when they goe to pray,they 
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are called together by the voyceof crying men, who goe 
vpon the bartizings of their Steeples,ſhoutingand crying 
with a ſhrill voyce : Laila, Erllaka, Aahomet _ 
allah, thatis : God is a great God, and Mahomett is his 
Prephet, or otherwiſe there is hat one God. 

In Coxſtantinople, andall other places of Turky , I ever 
law three Sabboths together,in one weeke: The Priday 
for the Turkes, the Saturday for lewes, and the Sunday 
tor Chriſtians: but the Turkes Sabboth is worſt kept of 
all - tor they will not ſpare todo any labour on their Ho-

king their heads,..as though they were out of all their na. 
L- tural vacerſtanding , repeating oft this word Haylame, 
Hay lame, and after that will{igh gricuoully, ſaying, Hou- 
pek. And ſometimes will abruptly ſing the Plalmes of Da» 
ud inthe Arabick rongue;burronso ſerie, nor verity of 
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the Scriptures. Andat their deuotion , they will not tol- 
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letate any women in their company, leſt they ſhould with- 


draw their minds and affe&tions from their prefent zeale : 
But the men obſerue their turncs and times, and the wo- 
men theirs,going alwayes when they goe, cirher of them 
alone to their deuotion : The like cuſtome, but not after 
the ſame manner haue I ſeene obſe1u2d among the Prote- 
Nants in Tranſilnania, Hunzaria, Morauia, Buhemia, and 
Sileſta, who whenthey come to Church on the S2bboth 
day,there is a Taffaty Cuitaimne drawne from the Palpit to 
the Church wall ouer againſt it : The men fitting on the 


right hand ofthe Preacher,the womeh onthe left; whoſe 


eyes and facescannot ſce other during dinine Seruice,ſaue 
only the Miniſter that ouer-toppeth both ſides; and truly 
we thought it was a very modeſt,and neceſſary obſeruati- 

n, The Twrks are generally circumciſed after the tnanner 
of the lewes,but not after 8. dayes,bur after 8.yeares. The 
Church. men are called Hadach Caſſeis, or Darviſes,who 
weareon their heads greene Shaſhes , te make diſtintion 
betweenethem and others: for they are accounted tobe 
of Mahemets kindred. 

They hold all mad men jn great reverence, as Prophets 
or Saints,& if they intend any fariourney,priuat purpoles, 
or otherwiſe, before they go tobattell,they come tograue 
counſell of theſe Sartoves,ro know if they ſhall proſper,or 
not, intheir attempts. And whatſocuer anſwer theſe Bed- 
leem Prophets give, itis holden to be ſo credible , as if 
at) Oracle had ſpoken ir. The T#r&iſb Prieſts are forthe 
moſt part Moores, whom they account to be a baſe peo- 
ple in reſpet of themſelues, calling them Totſeks : 
Their principal! Church-goucrnour is called Muft?, 
Whoſe definitive ſentence in Lawe or Religion is pene- 
trable, and abſolutely valiant : Neither abaſeth he _ 
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{c}te to fitin the D mane, nor affordeth more reucrence to 
thcEmpecrour, than he ro him. The other fort of Church. 
men are the Najp: or young D::&ors, the Caddi,whereof 
there is two or three in cucry Citry ro iudge the offences; 
the Ca!ſt or Readers, and the Mndreſsi which vieto ouce- 
ſce the Cadersin their Office : They wereall formerly 
[dolarrous Pagans, and were faſt initiated in Aahomerg- 
niſme, when they gor the Soueraignty of the Perſiay 
Scepter, by the great Battell, and fortunate conduct of 
Tangrolipix in ouerthrowing LM ahomet a Saracenicall 
Sultan of Perſia, who inthronized himſelfe, in rhe _— 
Chayrcof Eſtate, Azno 1030. This prerogatiue Title of 
Mufti, was firſt intituled Caliph, whoſe relidence was in / 
- Babylon, and wholly ſupreme ouer the Mahometans : But * 
the Xzyprians after the death of Mot ad: Brla, wichdrews 
themſclnes from this Baby/onran obzience, and choſed 
one of their owne, to whom the Moores of Barbary ſub- 
mitted themſclues. 

Pu: now ſince Bagdat,or Babylon hathherne recovered 
by the Per ſftans, abour foure yearcs a80C, thr Mahborme- 
tanicall Mufti or Caliph , that then was Relident chere, is 
now retired to ——_ , wherc he ſi:tethina more 
ſecurer place , thinking rather to follow the Grandeur of 
the T#rke, than the broken Eſtate of the Perſian, whence 
I may trulv ſav, he is Fortunes Page, that favoureth them 
moſt, who have moſt fauourers, 

This vawealey bady baning two heads, begzn to de- 
clin*; for Alana Tartarian Coptaine, fharued Muſtat- 
tem the lat divided Babylonian Cal:phtodeath and roo- 
ted out a 1 his noſterity : And than Sararcon the firſt Ty. 
k:fh King in Azypt,hrained the laſt Agy0:1an Cal pb with 
his M:ce, le:uwng none of the iſſue, or Kindred {urut in. 
The Offze of the Cal/ph is now extcuted-in Twrkey, 
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ynder the name Muphts , or high Prieſt . All Twykes do 
deteſt the colour of blacke, and thinke thoſe that weare ir, 
ſhall neuer enter into Paradiſe : Burthe colour of greateſt 
requeſt among them is greene; wherewith ifany Chriſti- 
an be apparrelled, he ſhall be ſure of Baſtinadoes , and 0. 
ther puniſhments: Neither may he vie the name of their 
Prophet &31ahomet in his mouth, ( ynder the paine of 1 
craell cenſure to be infl. ted vpon him ) whom they ſo 
much adore, and honour. 
This Mahomet was borne, Anno Dom.591.in Itraripia, Mont 
a beggariy Village in 4rabis , whole father was _14b- * 
dillas, an 1ſmaclite; and his morher Cadiges, a lew; both 
\, different in Religion, andalſo of diverſe Conntries: In his 
youth he was partly taught the 1»daical Law, and partly 
tae ſuperſtition of the Gent:les. Many alleadge his parer- 
tage was neuer knowne ( bcing ſo baſe ) vntill his riper 
yearcs bewrayed the ſame, I alſo learned that his Pa- 
ren's dycd whiles he was a young child, and was turned 
ouer to his Vnckle, who afterward {old him to one Abde- 
minoples, a Merchant in Paleſtina: And he afceralirtle 
time, having remacked his ready and prompt wit, ſent 
him downe to Azypr, to be a Factor in his Merchandile, 
where by his difſinulate behauiour , he crept in fauour 
with Chriſtians, lewes, and Gentiles, He was in propor- 
tion of a meane ſtature, lively faced, big-headed,cloquztt 
in languaec, of a ſanguinical] complex10n , and a couragi- 
ous Fomacke, in all attemprs exceeding deſperate :he was 
aiſo deceitful] , variant, and fraudulent , as may appeare 
in his Satanicall Fables, expreſſed in his 4lcoran, where 
ofr;one ſaying contradiQeth another , both in words, 
and eff: &. 
Abour this time there was one Sergizs, an 1talianborne, 
baniſhed from Conſtantinople, becauſe he allowed of the 
| X 
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Arrian {gt ; who afterward caine to Paleſtina , and fre. 
quenting the houſe of 4bgeminoples, ſell inacquaintance 
with the young man Mahomet , and this Frier perceiuing 
the aſpiring quicknes of his braine, bore a great affetion 
to his naturall perfections, Shottly after this, his Maiſter 
dying without heires,, and his Miſtreſſe enioying ma- 
ny rich poſſeſſions, ſhe, for theſe bis extraordinary quali. 
tics, from the degree of a Seruant,aduanced him tobe her 
owne Huzband. 

That vnhappy match was no ſooner done, but ſhe repen- 
red it with teares: for he being lubie& tothe falling fick- 
nefſe, would afren fall at on the ground betore her, (ta. | 


ting, gaping, and foaming at the mouth, ſo that his com. / 
pany became loathlome and deteſtable. The which be- 
84:2 contempt inhis bed-fc|low ;bcing to him manifeſted 
heſtroue (vnder the ſhaddow of inuented lies) to mitigate 
the fury. of her hatefull diſdaine faining, andatteſting, 
that when he fell to the ground, it was the great God 
ſpoke with him,, before whoſe face (fayth he) I am not 
able to ſtand; ſuch is rhe ſoliciting of me, with words of 
terrour and Maicſty ,. to reforme the wayes of the de- 
gcnerate people with fire, and ſword; fith Moſes and 
Chriſt (notwithſtanding of their miracles) haue becne re- 
iected by the world. The old Trot, belicuing all theſe flats 
tering ſpeeches, was not onely appeaſed of her former con- 
ccit, but alſo loving him morethen a husband, reuerenced 
him for a diuine Prophet , imparting the ſame ynty her 
neighbours and goſlips. Afterthey bad lived two yeares 
together, the bewitched Matrondying, lefrall her poſleſ- 
fions to Mahemet ; both becauſe ſhe accounted him to be a 
Prophet, and next for that louing regard ſhe had of his 
tender body, being but 35. yeares of age, Hebeing thus 
left with great riches, was putt,vp in pride,ang hang de 
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ſires, ſtriving by all inordinary meancs, to bring his n2w 
deuiled plots to perfeRion. For the better performance 
whereof, he conſulted with this Scrg1#s a Neſtorian Monk, 
and Atodala another Thalmnd:ſt, a dinerted Jew : hereup. 
on theſe two helhounds, and the other peruerſt Runagate, 
patched vp a moſt morſtrous, and dwuelliſh Religion to 
chemſclucs, and to their miſcreant beleeuers ; partly com. 
poſcd of the 1udaicall law,partly of Arrianiſme, partly in- 
rermixed with ſome points of Chriſftianrty ; and partly of 
other fantaſticall fopperics . which his owne inuention 
ſuggeſted vnto him. 

The Booke of this Religion is named the Alcorar, the 
whole body of which, is but an expoſition, and gloſſe on 
\ the eight commandements he affixed ; whereupon depen- 

th the whole Mahometanicall Law : Firſt , exery one 
ong ht to beleeue that God is a great God, andonely God and 
Mahomet is hi Prophet, Secondly, every man muſt marry 
to encreaſe the Sefaries of Mahomet: Thirdly, enery one 
winſt zine of bis wealth tothe poore : Fonrthly, exery one 
muſt make his prayers ſeauen times a day : Fiftly, enery one 
muſt keepe a Lentone moneth in the yeare, this Lent is cal. 
led Eirham , ot RamaFan: Sixtly', Be obedient to thy Pa- 
rents ; Which Law is ſoneglectzd, that neuer any children 
were, or are more vnnaturall thenthe T#rkjſh be: Sea- 
uenthly,tfor ſhalt not kill, which they inviolable keepe a. 
mong(t themſclues ; but the poore Chriſtians feele the 
fmart thereof. Liſt and cightly, Doe wnto others, as thon 
woldſt be done wnto thy felfe ; the performers of which 
haue large Sophizticall promifes aſcribed them. 

This new coyned doQtrine, was no ſooner wrapt vp ini 
his execrable 4/coran , but he beganto ſpit forth his ab- 
hominable and blafphemous herefies : Afhrming , 'that 
Chriſt was not the tonne of the moſt high, northat Meſ- 
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ſeas looked for, denying alſo the Trinity, with many 0. 


ther prophane blaſphemies. The worke concluded, for 
the better aCuancement of his purpoſe , he married the 
daughter of the chlefe Prince of bis owne tribe : By which 
nw 3fhnity, he not onely ſeduced his Father in law, but 
alſo the who'e linage of that family; by whole acceprance, 
and conuerfion, he alſo confederated with other afloci- 
ares, and waxcd dayly (tronger. Contending continually 
to divulgate his name , aye moreand more, he aſſembled 
his new a——_—_ : exhoiting them to aſſiſt him in the 
belicging of Mecha, which Citizens had in derifion rebu- 
ked bis 1:w, and abſolutely diſdained his Mabometanicall 
illuftons : and promiſed ro them, in ſuch a well deſcruin 
attempt , both eternall fclicity, and the ſpoiles of theſe 
his contradiQors; perſw2ſiucly aſſuring them, that God 
would celiucr all the gaine-ſayers of his 4/coran into his 
hands. By which allurements they being moucd, roſe'to 
the number of 3002. in Armes, and menrced Meche, bur 
the Citizens put him to flight, and fo was he thrice ſer. 
ved ;till intheend he wonne their City : wherein after his 
death he was intombed in. an Iron Cofftia: Which be- 
twecne two Adamants hangerh to this Cay (as 1 haue beca 
informed of ſundry Twrkes, who ſaw it) which confirmed 
in them a ſolid beliefe of his erron;ous doctrine, 
Bur now of late the Turkes growing morecircumſpect 
then they were, and vnderſtanding the derifion of Chr. 
ſtianes concerning their hanging Toimbe, and becauſe the 
Turkiſh Pilgrimes were often fuffocate to death, with a ſa- 
bulous delart in going to AMecha ; they haue tranſported 
Mabomets Tombe nowto Medina, which is a great deale 
nearer to Damaſexs, andat the entry of Arabia fe lix ,in 
a glorious Moſquee, where the Tombe being cloſe ground 
ſer, and richly couered with a golden Canopy ; they haue 
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inhibited that ar.y Chriſtian ſha!l come neare to it by two 
courſes, to wit, twenty foure mules, vneer thepayne of 
dcath : which indeed they keepe more ſtrictly in executi- 
on, then Princely Proclamations are obeyed,obſerned, or 
regarded with vs: cither for regall ſtarutcs,or generall be- 
netits of Commor-wealth : their continuance being but 
like the miracle of nine daies wonder; returre 2gaine from 
whence they came fruſtrat of puwer,and robbed of obe. 
dier.ce, From this time that he vanquiſhed Mecha,caſting 
out the Greeke Officers, (for then all Arad: was vnder the 
Conſtartinopolitau Empire)the Saracens began their com. 
putation ot yeares (as we from Chriſts Natiuity) which 
they call Hegira, and begunne about the yeare of our Re- 
\ demption, 617. Concerning which time, that Mahomet 
compiled his Ciuelliſh 4/coran, beginning his Empire; 
*high abour the ſame timeir is obſcrued that Boniface the 
thikd begun his Empire , and Antechriftian title , for L 
Phocas having killed the Emperour CManritizer, his 
Wife and children: To ſecurehimelfe of 1raly, ready to 
reuolt from ſuch a Tyrant, made Boy face yniuc rfall Bilh- 
op ahd head ofthe Church, 

This Box:face was tht threeſcore and fourth Biſhop, & 
firſt Pope uf Rome : Which' was unmediatly thereafter The firſt tile | 
confirmed by Puppin the French King, who alſy had'* ** 
murdered his Maſter and Prince, and laſtly was ratified 
by Patcolog ws, whoſe ſonne Conſtantine about 14. yeares 
thereafter, had his head ſtroake off, his wife and davgh- 
ters put to cruell death, his Empi:e quite ſubuerted, 
in the lofle of 12, Kingdomes, and 200. Cirics,being the 
iuſt indgements of God vpon the ſorne, forthe fathers 
ſake , who affigncd ſuch an ambitious charge vnto thar 
— Papality : After which predominant tit: $and 
falſified power,what long controuerfies and diſputes were 
- : X-3 betwecere 
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betweene the Pope, and the Councels of Carthage , Cal- 
cedon, Epheſus, Allexandria, and Nyce. This Papall pre- 
rogatiue begua with bloud , and murther , continueth in 
bloud, and maſſacres, and (doubtleſle ) in the ende ſhall 


periſh, and be confounded with bleud, and abhominable | 


deltraon. 

And what great debate wasof old by the Romane Em. 
perouts, in aboliſhing out of rheix Churches , the Ima. 
ges and Idols of Stone, Iron, & Timber,&c. that forma. 
ny  kuadrceth yeares they 'were not [uffered to beſerne: 
Andat the beginaing of the Papality , and a long time af. 
ter, the Emperours prohibire them , and diuerſe Popes 
hzue confirmed, and approued the ſame : Yet {ucceeding 


Popes , and hc Empire being diuided in Eaft and Weſt, - 
introductcd againe , the dregsof their olde Hethniſh and 


Romane Iolatry : and yetthey will not be content wiz 
the bxre name of Images, but they impoſe a ſurname or 
epichite of ſanctity, tearining them holy Images, Truely 
I may lay, if it were not for thele Images, and ſuperſh- 
tious Idolarrics, they afſigne tothem, the Turkes had long 
agoc bene conuerted to the Chriſtian Faith, 

[ have ſeene ſometimestwo thoufand Twrkes travelling 
to Mecha,in Pilgrimage; whicts in Arabia felrx : where 
many in aſuperftitious dcuotion, hauing [egac rhe Tombe 
of Mahomer, are never defirous to ſce the vanities of the 
World againe: For in a franticke piety they cauſe a Smith 


to pull forth cheir eyes: And cthele men are called aftcr- » 


ward Hozzeis , that is, Holy men, whom the Turkes much 
honour, andregard : and are alwaycs led about from 
rowne ro towne by mens hands, andfed, and regarded 
like vato Princes; or like the Capuſhines that ſcourge 
themſclues on good Friday , mct, and homaged at cuery 
paſſing S:recte, with prayers, gifts,and adorations, A 
Ome 
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Some write, that Mahomet in his youth was a Soul- 
dicr, vnder the conduRof Heracl:as, who imploying cer- 
taine Ar4b1a75 inan expedition to Perſia, not oncly dent- 
ed them their wages, but told them, that, that was not to 
be giuen for dogges, which was prouided for the Ro- 
mane Souldicrs, Hence ſome mutiaics arriſing in the Ar- 
my, hce,with certaine Arabians , bis Country-men, by ta- 
tion, ſeparated themſelucs, and reuolted : Whereupon 
Mahomet, encouraging them in their defection, was cho- 
{en their Captaine z and ſo for a certaine time they conti- 
nued'rebellious. Runnagates, Theeues, and Robbers of all

people, The ſubrilty of this, diſſembler was admirable; 22homer hath 
who.knowing that he was deftirute ofheaucnly gifts , ro 29k bb pro- 


\ worke miracles, fcignd, that God ſent him with the {word: 
2 alſo: promiſed , at the end of a thouſand yeares to re- 
, and bting;them.to Paradice ; but he hath falſified 

miſe, for the time is expired forty yeares ago. And 
they. imagining, that he is either diſeaſed, or become lame 
in his journey , baue aſcribed to him another thouſand 
yearestocome. But long may their wicked and faithlefſe 
generation gape, before he come, vatill tuch time, thatia 
a generall cenuocation, they be partakers of his endleſſe 
damnarion in Hell; vnleſlc it pleaſe the Lord in hismer- 
cy toconuert them before that time. 

Hahomet , chiefly prohibucthin his 41coran, the ca. 
ting of Swines fleſh, and drinking of Wiac, which indeed 
the beſt ſort do, but the baſcr kind are dayly drunkards : 
Their common drinke is Sberpet , compoſed of Water, 
Honey , and Sugar, which is exceeding delectable in the 
taſte : And the- viuall conurtefic , they beſtow on their 
friends, who viſite them,is a Cup of Co, made of a kind 
of (eedcalled Coaxa, and of a blackiſh colour; which they 
artnke {o.hote as poſlible theycan, and is goed to expell

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| the crudiry of raw meates, and hearbes, ſo much by them 
frequented. And thoſe tharcannot atraineto this liquor, 

muſt be contented with the cooling ſtreames of water, 
"NIP [t is incident to T#rkes, which hauc not the generoſity 
25 ber o** of mind;to temper felicity,to be glutted with the ſuper- 
| .. Auous fruites of doubtfull wy . Neither haue they 
a patient reſolutionto withſtand aduerfity, nor hope to 
expect the berrex alteration of time . But by an infuſed 
malice in their wicked ſpirits, when they are any way 
calamited, wil! with importunate compulſion , cauſe the 
poore flauiſh ſubieRed Chriſtians, ſurrender allthey haue, 
the halfe, or ſo forth, ſometimes with ſtrokes, menacings, 


:n4 ſometimes death it ſelfe; which plainely dorh kn /

ſtrate their exceſſiue cruelty, and the pogre Chriſtians in» 
cuitable miſery, And yet being complained ypon, t 
are ſeucrely puniſhed, orelſcputto death , for commig- 
ting of ſuch vnallowable Ryors, being cxpreſly agzinit ' 
the Imperiall Law of the Turke, concerning the quietheſſe 
and liberty of the Chriftians. | 

I baue often heard Twrkes brawle one with another, 
molt vile'y, but I neuer ſaw, or heard, that they either in 
priuate or publicke quarrels, gurſt ſtrike one another, nei- 
ther dare thcy for teare of ſevere puniſhment, impoled to 
ſuch quarrellors: Bur they will iniure and ſtrike Chriſti.

arenot {arre from the like feruirude, for the men by the 
Alcoran, are admitted to m2riy as many women as they 
will, ortheir abiiity can keepe. Anditit thalt happen, 
that any one of thele women ( I meane cither wife or 
Concubine) preſtituteth her felt: r9 an other man beſides 
her husband; then may he by authority , bind her hands 
and feete, hang a itone abcur byrnecke , and calt her into 
2 Riner, which by them is viuully dowcin the nighe., 

Bur when theſe Intidels picaie to abuſe poore Chiiſti. 
an women againſt their husÞands will , they lutle regard 
the tranſgrefſton of the Chriſtian Law ; who as weil de- 

oure their daughters, as their wiues; yer the devour Ma- 
metans neuer meddle with them , accompting them- 
feits damncd to copulate { as they thinke y with the off. 
ſprirfg of dogges. The Twrkes generally,whenthey com- 
mit aiiy copulation with Chriſtians, or their owne ſexe, 
they waſh themſelues in a South running fountaine, before 
the Sun riting,thinking thereby to waſh away their ſinnes, 
If 2 Turke ſhould happen to kill another Turke, his 
puniſhment is thus ; after he 1s adiudged rodeath , he 1s 
brought forth to the market place, and a blocke being 
brought hither of foure foote higb ; the malefaQor is 
ſtripd naked'; and then layd thercupon with his belly 
downeward , they drawe in his middle togerher ſo ſmall 
with runntng cords, that they ſtrike his body a two with 
one blow : his hinder parts they caſt tobeearen by hun- 
gry dogges kept for the ſame purpoſe, and the fore- 
quarters and head they throw into a grieuous fire, made 
there for the ſame end: and this is the puniſhment for 

mare{laughter. 
Y But 
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But for murder or treaſon he is more cru:lly vſcd , for 
being conuited & condemned, he is brought forth before 
the people, where intheſftrcer therc is an exceeding high 
Stripas erected , much like to a Mar'epole : which tree 
from the root, till it almoſt cometo the top, is a!l ſer a. 
bout full of long ſtarpe iron pikes,and their poynts vp. 
ward : The Villzine being frip'd naked , and his hinds 
bound backward, they bind a ſtrong rope abour his ſhoul- 
dcrs and clcauings: And then hoyſing him vpto the pil. 
low or top of the tree, they let the rope fice looſe, whence 
down he falles,with a rattle,amang the iron pykes, hang. 
ing cither by the buttocks, by the breaſts, by the ſides,or | 
ſhoutders ; and there ſticking faſt in the ayre, he hanzeth 
till his very bones rot and tall down», and his body be 
deuoured being quicke , with rawenous Ergles, keptt 
prey vpon his carkas for the ſame purpoſe. - 

But row I come to their nupriall rites; their cubethe 
and manner of marriage is thus : If aman affecteth a pong 
mayd, he buyeth her of her paren's, and ginerh a good 
ſumme of money for her , and after ſhe is bought, he en. 
rolles her name in the Cadres Booke , witneſſing ſhe is 
his bound wifc, bought of her father, Loe, this is all the 
forme of their marriage: This being done , th: father of 
the woman ſendeth houſhold- ſtuftc home with the Bride; 
which is carried through the ſtreets on Mulets or Camells 
backes, the two new married folkes marching before, 
are conueyed with muſicke, their owne acquaintance, 
and friends vnto his houſe, 

The Tarkes in general}, whenſocucr they loath or dif. 
Ike their wines , vie to ſell trkem inmarkets, or otherwiſe 
beſtow them on their men-flaues: And although their af- 
tcRivn were nener io great towards them, yet they neuer 


eate together, for commonly the women ſtand, and ſerue

They goe ſeldome abroad,yvnleſſe it be each Thurl- 
day at night, whenthey goe to the Graues to mourne 
for the dead, alwayes coucring their faces, very modeſt- 
ly wi:h white or blacke maskcs, which are neuer ynco- 
uered, till they returne to their houſes, Many other ccre- 
monics they haue, whic! would be too prolixe for me ty 
cecite, And notwithſtanCing of all thisexternall grauity, 
amongſt theſe hirelings, yet there are in Conſtantineple 
JF. aboue 45000. brothcl-houſes, Turquesk: as Libertines, in 
\ apy ci which, ifa Chriſtian (eſpecially Francks) be ap- 
\,prehended , he muſt either turne Turke,or Slave all his 
We : But the women by policy apply a counterpoyſon to 
thy ſcuerity, for they accuſtomably cometo the Cham- 

' bergof their BenefaRors and well-willers,or other places 
appointed ſecretly, where fo they learne either a French 

Syncopa , or an ltaliay Bergamasks. 

As for the great Twrkes Coucubines, they are ofnum- 
ber eight hundred, being the moſt part Emeeres, Baſ- The Emperocs 
hawes, and Timariots daughters : The third and inmoſt Concubines, 
part of the Seraglia is allotted for their reſidence , be- 
11g well attended at all timcs with numbers of Exuches, 
and other gcldcd officers :Euery morning they are ranked 
in a great Hall, and fer on high and open eats; where 
when he commeth , and ſelecting the youngeſt and fai. D 
reſt, he tcucheth her with a rod; and unmcdiately 
ſhe followeth him inro his cabine of leachery , where 
if any acuon be done, ſhee recciucth from the Head- 
Clarke her approbation thereupon , which cuer after. 
. wards ſeructa her for a conditionall dowry to her mar- 
riage , with much honour 2nd Rs I _ 
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| if any of them conceaue , and the child borne, it is ſud- 

| denly diſpatched from this l;fe : The oldeſt hundreth, 

euery firſt Friday of the moneth are turned out , anda» 

nother new hundred come in to make good thenumber : 

Their entric and ifſue is alwayes at one ofthe poſterne 

| res of the Parke, toward the ſea ſide, and ioyning nigh 

| hundred 10 their Pallace : Whence croſſing Beſphore, inan appola- 

| ms ny ted barge, they both goe and come in one day, from and

| diſmiſſed, they depart from the Gal/ata , home to 
th:ir Parents and ſcuerall Countreys, reioycingthat they 
wtre counted worthy to be choſen and entertained to be / 
their Empcrours Concubines, The cuſtome of the great 
Tvrke is, eucry Friday being their S$1bbotly day after di 
vine ſeruice and dinner, torun at the Gloue in a © 
place bcfore all the people , with ſome Hagars, or %5n 
friplings that accompany him ; who have the Glone 
hanging as high on a ſticke, as we hauc the ring with ys ; 
And truely of all the Turk//b Emperours thateuer were, 
this Achmet was the moſt gentle & fauonrable to Chriſti. 
ans ; who. rather for his bounty and tenderneſſe might 
hauc beene intitulated the Chriſtian Empcrour, then the 
Pagave King : for he diſlanulled all the exations that 
had bezne inflicted by his predeceſſors vpon his tributa- 
rie Chriſtian ſubie&ts ; and cancelled the cuſtome or tythe 
of their Male children, abrogating alfo that impoſition 
on their Female dowries; 

The Lent ofthe Turkes iscalled Byrham , which con- 
tinueth the ſpace of a moreth once in the yeare : In all 
which time , from the Sunne rifing to his ſetting , they 

neither catenor drinke : Andat their prayers (elpecially 
in this faſting ) they vie often to reiterate theſe words

Now to reckon the Tzrk:fb Emperors, I will firldbegin 
from the time thac the Turkes tooke a Monarchick name, 
vnzer the name of 0ttomen, euen to Mahowet thelecond, 
the firſt Grecian Emperour, beginning, I ſay at Ortomag, 
the ſonne of @rchogwle the fiſt Emperour of the Turkes, 
and the fiſt that erected the glory of his Nation; there 
were nine Empcrours to eMahomer the ſecond: And 
from him to this preſent Ammrath , that now raigneth, 
there haue bene cleuen Empcrours: The number of 
which are onely twenty,and or they come to thirty, they 
and thcirs, I hope, ſhall be rooted from the earth, 

The Originali ofthe Twrles, is fayd to have benein

ſacking threatnings , with the veageance of his iuſt iudge- 
ments. 

The SaraFers are deſcended of Eſaw, who afterhe had 
{oft the bluiling, went and inhabited in Arabia Perreaz 
aad his Poſterity, ftriuing ro make a cleerediftin&tion be- 
eweene them, the 1/mactrtes, and 7ewes, cailed themfelues 
/as come of Sar) SaraFens; 2nd not of Hagar, the hand- 
maide of - 4 braham , of whom came the 1ſmaelrtes, nei- 
ther of the race of 1acob , of whom came the ewes , But 
now the Sars7ens being ioyned With the Turkes , their 
Conquerours, haue both loſt their name, and the right of 
tacir diſcent. 

The 7#rkes which arcborne and bred in the leſſer 4/72, 
\and Eaſt parts of Zwrope, arc generally well complexio- 
"Fs, proportionably compacted, no idle nor ſuperfluous 

talks, {cruile to their grand Signior, exceſſively inclined 
tro Yenery, and zcalous in Religion : Their heads are al- 
wayes ſhiuen, reſcruing onely onetuft in the top aboue, 
by which they thinke one day to be caught to Hcauen by 
Aahomet , and couered onall fides, counting it an op- 
probious thing to ſee any vncouer his head , they weate 
their Beards long , as a ſigne of grauity, for they eſteeme ; 
them to be wiſe men , who have long beards : The wo- 2 
men are of a low ſtature,thicke and round of growth,go- = 
ing ſeldome abroad (vnleſie ir be each Thurſday at night, 
when they go to mourne voon the graues of thetr dead 
triends ) and then they are modeſtly masked : they are 
fearcfull ard ſhame-faſt abread , but l:{cinious within 
doores, and plealing in marters of incontinency ; andthe 
a® accounted moſt beautifull , who haue the blackeſt 
browes, the wideſt mourhes, and thegreateſt eyes, 

The other Tu#kes which _ —_ in 4 fra _

and Azypt, (I ſpeake not of the Moores of Barbary Jare of 
a greater ſtature , rauny , cruell, abarbarous and vnciuill 
people. The better ſort vie the S/avonian tongue, the vul- 
gir ſpcake the-T«r#/ſþ language, which being originally 
the Tartarian ſpeech, they borrow from the Perſian their 
worcs of ſtate, ftrcm the 4rab:che, their words of Religj- 
on, from the Grecians, theirrermes of warre , and from 
the 1ta/iar their words and titles of nauigation. 

The pullinceof the great Tar#e iS admirable, yer the 
molt part ot his Kingdomes in Afi«, are not well inha- 
bited , neither populouus , but theſe parts which border 
with Chriſtians , are ftrongly fortified with Caſtles, peo- 
pic, and munition: If Chriftian Princes could concord, 
and conſult rogether, ir were an eeſie thing in one yeare, 
to f.bduc the Turkes , and roote out their verynames/ 
from the earth , yea, moreouer Iam certified , that they. 
are moc Chriſtians, euen ſlaues and ſubiedts to thegFar 
T#rke, which do inhabite his dominiogs,then might Guer- 
throw and conquer theſe Intidells , if they. had worthy 
Captaines, Gouernours and furnirue of Armes, without 
the helpe of any Chriltian of ChriſtendGme. 

And yet againe,I thinke it not amiſle to diſccurſe more 
particularly of the T#rk/jb manners, of their rich:s, 
and of their forces of warres , and the manner of their 
conJducements. 

The Twrkes being naturally diſcended ofthe Scythians 

ofthe ſecond ſtature of man, and robuſt 
of nature, circumſpect and couragious in all their at. 
tempts, «3d no way giuen to induſtry or labour , but 
are wonderfull anaritious and conetuous of money a- 
boue all the nations of the world. They neuer obſerue 
their promiſes, valeſſe it be with aduantage, and are 
narurally prone to deceiue ſtrangers ; changing hence. 
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ditionall bargaines, as time giueth occaſion tothei, hiking : 
They acc humble one to another , bur eſpecially ro their 
ſuperiours , before whom they doe not onely great ho- 
mage, but alſo keepe great ſilence, and are wondertull 
coy during the time of their preſence: They are extreame- 
ly inclined to all forts of laſcinious luxury ; and genc- j ;1;4,uu, 
rally adi:d, beſides all their ſenſuall and inceftuous lults, r,ye:. 
vnto Sedomy , which they account as a dayaty to Ci. 
geſt all their other libidinous pleaſures. They hold 
that cuery one hath the houre of his death wror on his 
fore. brow, and thar none can eſcape, the good or cuull 
houre predeſtinated for rhem : Tus rediulous errour 
makes them ſo bold and deſperate, yea, and often, to 
runne heagdlong in the moſt ineuirable dangers : They 
RE not much ginen to domeſticke paſtimes , as Cheſle, 

$, Dice, and Tables, bat abroad and in traue1l, they 
are theceeding kind diſpoſers of their meare and drinke 
ro <)y ſtranger without exception : The better ſort of 
thei women, are ſumpruouſly atryrcd, and adorned with 
pearles and precious ſtones, and ſome of them are 2c. 
cuſtomed to tutne their hands and haire into a red colour, 
but eſpecially the nayles of their -hands and feete ; and 
are wont to gv to bathe rhemlſelucs in Stoues twice a 
wceke, as well 25 men. 

The true T#rkes weare on th:ir h:ads white Turbanes, 
ſaue a few that are eſtecm'd to beof Mahometrs kinred, 
and they weare greenc Shaſhes, being moſt part of them 
Pricſts: the better part of the Twrkes in 41a, Carenot 
for fiſh, bur th-fe Turkes which remaine in Exrope loue 
fiſh better then ficſh, eſpecially at Conſtantinople or 
Stambolda, where the beſt fiſhes and moſt abundance 
of them are taken, tharbe in the world , and thatin the 
blacke Sca : They arc cuer defirous ro ſceke advantage 
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on their neighbours, which if they cannot by force, they 
will vnder colour of truce, accompliſh it with pertidiouts 
re. And if their inter priſes, finde no lzappy cucnt, they 
2;e ncuer 2 Whit aſhamed torake the fl,yit, yct are they 
ecnerally gooe fouldicrs , and well taught in martiall 
Giicipline : Their Armics in marching, or camping (not- 
withſtandirg infinite multitudes ) keepe modeſtic and 
filerce, and are cxticamely obedicat vato their Cap. 
taines and Commanders : When the great Signior is a. 
broad with Is armic at warres, the Tnr#c at home 
withia Townes , vic great prayers, and faſting for him 
| anc them:. They ingeniouſly deſcribe the victo: ics of 
| their Anceftours, and ioyfully fing them in rimcs and. 
* longs ; thinking thereby that faihion in recalling the ya- 
[ - tant Oecs's of their predeceifaurs, to be the onely 
Tuckes ac nog MERE tO ENCOUrage their ſouldicts to be hardy, > of 
Scholieis. jure and deſperate in all their interpriſes: They areNar 
| en to contemplation, nor ſtuddy of Letrers or Arts ; 
yer they haue diuers faire Schoo!cs, where rhe publicke 
icfure of their legall Lawes are profefi:d, and Mahome. 
zanſmez to the intent that Chilgren, being elected ro 
be brought vp therefor a nones , may be inſtructed, to 
be profitable expounders of their A/coray , and iudi- 
cious Iudges for the goucrnment ofthe Common. wealth: 
Ir is ſeldore, and rarely ſcene, that a Twrke will ſpeake 
with a woman in theflrects ;nay,not ſo much as in their 
Moſquees one to be in light of another ;and yer oy are. 
Lords and Maſters ot their Wiucs and Concubines, from - 
whom they recciue as great refpect, ſcruice and honour,

large dominions : The caulcs arifing hereupon are many, 
os I will ſele& three ox foure cf the chicteſt rea.

query to deftroy and ruine, and 10 conſume the wealth of 
the people they ouercome, leauing them deſtirute,of nuzi- 
ture zrather then any way to giue courſe for their encrea- 
fing and tabliſhing oftrathque, out of which ſhould flow 

the royall aduantages. And thercafon why they keepe- 

their ſubiects poore,and fruſtrate themſclucs of great pro- 

fits zis onely to weaken,andentceble them, whereby they 
ſhould nor hahe wherewith to moueinſurrection or rebels ,_.... 
lion againſt them. And on the otherpart,the Greekes are reaſons, . 
as vnwilling to be induſtrious in Arts, trafficke or culti- 

uage ;{ceing what they polle{le is not their owne, bur is 

taken from them at all occal1ons, with tyranny & opprel- 

ſion. For what gainesthe ſower, it another reape the pro. 

fit; So in the 07tomans eſtate, there be great Forteſts, and 
deſzrtuous Countries; procceding ofthe ſcarcity of peo 

ple to inhabit there, the multitudes being drawne from 4- 
f1axto fixengrhen the frontiers of bis SO——_ in ay 
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And beſides thece is another reaſon of the dilpopula* 
fity of theſe parts; to wit, whenthe great Turkes Army, 
is to march to a farre Countrey to make warres, than 
muſt their vu!gar ſubdued peaſants, perhapstwenty or 
thirty thouſands go along with them, to carry tacir victu- 
als, and all manner of prouiſion , being taken from the 
plough, and conſtrained to this ſeruitude , and notwith- 
ſtanding the halfe of them neuer returne againe: Partly, 
vecaule of th2 change of food, and aire , and partly be- 
cauſe of their long trauell and inſupportable ſeruice, both 
in heate and cold ; And to theſe of the firſt reaſon, there 
is another perpendiculir cznſe ; to wit , that the whole 
comieice of all commodities in Terkey,is in the hands of 
Tewes,and Chriſtians, to wit, Raguſans , Venctians, Eng- 
liſh, French, and Flemings , who {o warily menage theirs 

buſtncſſe , thar they enivy the moſt profits of any tradgg® 
there , diſſappointing the Turkes own2 ſubicAsof Yieir 
due, and ordinary trafhcke, 

"The laſt and maſt principal! reaſon is, which is agreat 
deale of more importance than his Reucaues; to wir, the 
great number of his 7;m9ars : for the Turk:ſb Emperours, 
being immediate Mailters of the lands they overcome, 
they diuide the ſame in T192a75 or cormandements: Ica- 
uing little or nothing at all to the auncienttTahabucants; 
they diſpoſe'vpon theſe proportions , tovalerous Souldi- 
e:s, that haue done good ſcruice: And with this condi- 
tion, that they mainerzine , and hauealwaycs inreadinefle 
Horſes for the warres: which is an excellent good order 
for th: preſeruation of his Empite; for if theſe 7:mariors 
were not rewarded, wich fuch ab{ulute poſicflionsof par- 
cell grounds, rhe Rate of his power would ſuddenly runne 
to ran : for the profit of which lands, maintaining them- 
{elucs. their horſes, and their familics , maketh rhem the 
more 
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more willing to concurre in the infallible ſeruice of their 
Emperour : Thele 7:mars or catertaine through 
all his Nominions,about two hundreth and fifty thouſand 
horſes. that are cucr in readineſle to march atthe farſt ad- 
uertiſcmcnt, without any charges to the great Sigrgor, bee 
ing bund to mair.t-ine themſclues in during the warres : 
And yet theſe T:m1a770ts, and their horſes, cannot yearely 
be maintz2ined vnder the value of ren Millions of Gold : 
The conſideration whereof, makes me aſtoniſhed, when] 
recall, the relations of ſome ragged Authors, who dare 
compare the Great Twrkes Reuenucs vnto our petty 
Pcincesof Chriſtendome. 
This e&abliſhment of Timars, and the by -paſt election 
of _— or young children robe made 1annſaries 
aue benethe two (trong Foundations, that ſupported ſo 
«uiolably the Turk:;/b Empire, The Romane Emperours 
_—_ time vſcd the ſelfe ſame manner for the aſlu- 
ring vf their perſons, and eſtate, in election of yong malcs 
to be their guard. They were called the Pretorian Army, 
and this taxation of children was the firſt thing that mo- 
ued the Flemings, torcuolt againit the Romanes.,

Amongft the Tarkes there is noe Gemiility, nor Nobi- 
lity , but zre all as ignoble and inceriour members, to one 
maine body the great Twke , linzally deſcending of the 
houſe of 011942: whale maguiticence, puiltince, and 
power is fuch,thut the mo!tcloquent tongue cannot fuſh- 
cicntly declare : His thoulands of [aniſaries, Shouſes, and 
others dayly attending lum : which are the nerues and 
{izewes of rhe Warlike body of his whole Monarchy 
and irperiall cſtare ; His hundceds (befides his Queene) 
of Cuncubines, hourely maintained by. his mzanes, 
and monethly renewed : His Armies, Baſhawes, Emeeres, 
Uriier-baſhawes, Sengacks, Gariilons, and Forces here | 
atz*here diſperſed amongft 'his-dominions, would be 
impoſſible for me briefly to relate. Thr inhumane 
licy of the 7urkes,to auid ciuill diſlention is ſuch,tit the 
ſecede of 0troman (allcxcept one of them) are ſtrangled 
to death ; Wherefore, as Auguſte Ceſar ſaid of He- 
rod in the like caſe > it is berter to be thegreat Turkes 
dogge, then his Sonne.

bigee, that the little tinger of it was as bigge as an ordina- 
ry man : between wheſe legs, (ir ſtanding in the harbours 
mouth , with a legge on cach fide of theentery) Shippes 
were wontto paſſe ynder with taunt ſayles : When.Mna- 
»: Generail of Caliph 9ſmen firſt ynited this Ile tothe 
AMehometan Empire , and broke downethe greatc| part 
of this ſtatue ; the brafſe whtexcof was (aid to be ſo much

<d Knights of Sts 7ohn ; who viriliouily expulſed the $4- 


racens from thence, 43n0 1398. who had formerly taken 


it from the denided Grecians : Theſe Knights ſorely in- 
ucited the Turkes for the ſpace of two hundred yeares, 
till Solymman the magnificent, at laſt inuaded and ſuBtned 
& : The &hodiars were euer great friends tro the Romanes, 
ioſomuch that when all the other Mediterranean Ilands 
reuolted to Mithridates of Ponins, this oneiy adhered to 
the Romanes, 


This Ile of Rhodes within the ſpace of 25. yearcs was 


three times mighti;y indangcred by violent and extreame 
impetucſiiies of raine :in ſuch ſort that the laſt ood did 
drowne the greateſt part of the Inbabitants : which be- 
ginning in the Spring-time, did continue to Summer, and 
za all this time, it broke violently downe their houſes, and 
in.the night killed the people lying in their beds z and in 
the day time ſuch as were ſheltered vnder fſafegard of 
their dwellings : which was a miſerable ceſtruion, and 


bhe like of ir ſcarccly heard of ſince the vniuer{all de. - 


ludge, 
But true it. is, as theſe 0minous ivdgements falling ypon 
particular parts & parcells of people, arc iuſtly ex-cured ; 
et they ſezue far Caucats for all othersin generall, (ſinne 
Feng the originall of all ) rotake heed of offending the 
Crcator, in abufing the beſt vic of the Creature, 

The Citie of &hodes hath two ſtrong Fertreflſes, in 
one of which theſe Knights (Lilfadawmns Villiers bei 
great Maſter , who wese about fiue hundred onely, 
fiue thouſand Rhedians who afiſted them) were befie- 
ged by an Armie of two hundred thoufand Twrkes , and 
three hundred Galleys, for the ſpace of fuxe —

chicfe obſtacle, and impeaching of ſo great an Army 
from raking ir, was @nely the reiolute valour of the de- 
fendants. Bur in end multitude oucrmaſtring valour, 
and the Cavalier; di Rhode, wanting furniture to their 
munition, and being penurious of victuals , were con- 
ſtrayned ro render, vpon the corditionall ſatety of their 
lizes, goods, and tranſportation; and remained along 
time withour any habication , till che King of Spaine gaue om 
them the barren Ile of Malt to inhabite: This Ileof 7 OO 
Rhodes w3s loſt by the MalteJes, Anno Dom. 1522. 

And on Chriſtmas day Solyman entred the Towneascon- 

querour , -though he might juſtly haue ſaid (as Pyrbas 

once (aid of his victory ouer the Romenes) that ſuch a- 

nother victory would ytterly haue vndone him ; he loft * 
ſo many of his brauzſt Commanders , and beſt Soulgi.. 

ers. It is cucr ſince in the fruition of T#rkts : The For. 

teeſſe of Rhodes, and that Fortreſle Feamogyſta, in Cyproc, 

are the two ſtrongeſt holds, in all the Empire of the great 

Tarke. | 

And by the way hereI muſt record, that if the great 

Turke, andhis great Counſell,were not good pay-maſters 

to their 1a2:F4ries , and ſpeedy rewardetrs of their com. 

mon Souldiers z it were impoſſible for him the Empe. 

rour, or them the Baſ/awes to menage ſo great a ſtare, and 

to keepe ynder obedicnce {o head-firong a multitude, & Sculciers 
ſuch turbulent forces : for by your leaue , if a Souldi- aps wes 
ers induſtry be not quickned and animated withboun- Y\..1ce. 
tifull rewards ;he hath lefſe will to pertorme any pare 

of Martiall ſcruice, then a dead coarſe hath power to 

ariſe our of the graue: for what c2a be more precious to 

man,then his blood,bcing the fountaine 8& nurſe of his yi- 

tall ſpirits, & the ground of his bodily ſubſtance ; which 

no free or ingenious nature wil od ro loſe tor onng. 
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And whoſocuer ſhall argument or diſcourſe ypon ſound 
reaſon, and infallible experience, may cafily proue and 
perceive, that theſe Commanders haue eurr beſt proſpe. 
red, which hauc moſt liberally maintayned, and had in 
ſingular regard, Military Arts and Souldiers , otherwiſe 
the honourable mind, would account it a great deale bet. - 
ter to hauedeath without life , then lite wirhout reward:

714, now called Carmania , vader whichname the Turkes 
comprehend Pamphilia, 19nia, and Lycia: Caria by the 
Sea fide,hath Lyciato the South,and Caria tothe North; 
The chicfe Citiesare Maniſſa, and Mindum, which ha. 
uing great gates, being bur a ſmall Towne, made 7D;o. 

enes the CynickEtie out, Yee Citizens of 27indum,take - 

ced,that your City run notour of your gates: The third 
is Hallicarnaſſs, where Dion:ſius was borne , who writ 
the Hiſtory of Rome for the firſt three hundred yeares:; 
Of which Towrniealſo the Prouince tooke the name ; for 
Artemiſia , who ayded Xerxes againſt the Grecians, was 
by ſome Authors named Qurexe of Hallicarnaſſo. This 
was ſhe, who in honour of her husband Mau/o/ao, built 
that curious Sepulcher , accounted for one of the worlds 
wonders ; it bcing twenty fiue cubits high, and ſupported 
with thirty ixcadmirable wrought pillars, X 

Afﬀeer I had contented the Maſter formy fraught, and 
vicuals ( who as he was an Infidell, vied me with great

- famous Sca-port, which is a common reſting place tor 
all the Orientall Pirats or C»rſaroes; which maketh the 
le halfe defolate of people ; and thele tew ſcarce worthy 
of their dwellings. 

Hauing paſt the gulfe of Satielia, 2nd the lle Carpas Pamphilia 5 
thia , whence that part of the Sca taketh his name : we Lycis- 
boorded cloſe along the coaſt of Lycig, and the firme 
land of fruitfull Pamphitia; the chiefe Citic of Lycia is 
Patras , watredwith the riu:r Zanthus, whence the peo. 
ple were called Zan:hi; afterward Lycians of Lycus 
ſonne to Paw410n : It licth twixt Cariaand Pamphilia, as 
Pamphilia lyeth betweene it and Clic:4-: The chiefe 
Towne in Pamphilia is Seleucia , builtby Seleuces, one 
of Alexanders ſucceffours: on. the Eaſt of Zycia within 
land botdreth Zycaonia, &c, Hauing lefr Pamphilia be. 
hind vs , we fetched vp thecoaſt of Cy/1cia, ſuſtaining 
many great dangers, both of tempeſtuous ſtormes, andin- 
uaſions of damnable Picats , who gauc vsdiucrs aſſaults 
to their owe difiduantages ; our ſaylage being ſwifter, 
then either their ſwallowing deſires could follow, or our 
weake and inreſolure'defence could reſiſt. : 

Here in this Cuuntrey of Cilicia, was Saifit Pau/ borne 


in the now decayed Towe &s, who for antiqui. 
ty will not fſuccum Natolia, being as yet

All ancient things byTime renolue in nought 
. Az if their Founders, had no founding wrought. 
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But thos torze Tharlus, breokes a 8/0ri6us name, 
For thet great Saint, who in Thee Led his frame - 
Ss may Cilicians 99, the Chriſtian fort, 
That from their bounds, roſe ſuch a mighty Fort, 
Twelue dayes was 1 berweene Rhodes and Limiſſo in 
Cyprus; where arriued, I recciued more gracious demon- 
Th: de&:ipri» ſtrations from the Ilanders,rhen I could hope for,or with, 
9 Cyprus.” being farre beyond my merit or expeRation ; onely con- 
tenting my curioſity with & quict mind , I redounded 
thankes for my imbraced courtefies, 
The people ace generally ſtrong and nimble , of great 
Giuiliy, hoſpirality to theirneighbours , and exceedingly. 
affectionated to ſtrangers... The ſecond day after my ar- 
Fiuall, I rooke with me an Interpreter, and went to ſee N7. 
coſia, which isplaced in the midft of the Kingdome. But 
inmy iourney thither, extreame was the heate and thirſt 
L endured ; both inreſpe of the ſeaſon, and alſo want of 
water: Andalthough I had with me ſufficiency of Wine, 
yeteurſt I drinke none thereof, being ſo trong, and with. 
| all had a taſt of pitch ; and thatis, becauſe they haue no 
| barrels, but-grear Iarres made of earth, wherein their 
Wine is put. And theſe Tarres are all inc!oled withia the 
ground ſave onely their mouthcs, which Rand alwayes o- 
pen like to a Source or Ciſterne; whoſe inſides are all 
interlarded with picch to preſcrue the earthen veſlclls 
vnbroke a ſunder, in regard of the forcible Wine ; yet 
making the taſte thereof ynpleaſant te Itquorous lips;

Rich King 3 leruſalem had loſt rhe Holy Land, a number Tg _ 
of Fresch men, ſtayed and inhabited here; of whom 
ſprung the greateſt race ofthe Cyprian Gentility ; and ſo 
from them are diſcended the greateſt Families of the 
Phentcian Sydonians , raodernely Druſians : _—_— 
diuided, and worſe declined ; yet they are ſprung both 
from one Originall : the diſtraction arifing from Confci. 
ence of Religion, the one a Chriſtian, the other a 1 
T1 ke . 

The three Iles of Cyprus , Candy, and Sicily , are the l 
onely Monarchicke Queenes of the Mediterranean Scas : Y 
nd (cmblabletoother in fertility, length, breadrh, and c,,,,, replan« þ 
Circuit : ſaue onely Caxay that is ſomewhat more narrow tcd: | 
then the other two , and alſo more Hilly and ſaffinous : 4 
yet for Oyles and Wines, ſhe is the Mother of both the | 
other: S:cily being for Graine and Silkes theEmpreſſe 
of all : and Cypres for Sugar and Cotton-wooll, a darling 
kiſter to both; onely S:cily being the moſt ciuill Ile, and 
nobly gentilicat, the Cypriots indifterently good , and rhe 
Candiotsthe moſt ruvid of all. 

The chiefe Riuers are Texo ,and Pearfeo : Cyprus was 
firſt by Texcer madea Kingdome, who after the Trozane 
Warre cameand dwelr here: and afterward being divided 

Cc beegwecne 
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betweene nine petty Princes , it was {ubducd by Cyrus, 
the firft Monarch of the Aeedes and Perſians, After 
the ſubucrſion of which Empire , this [le was giuen to 
the Ptolomies of Fgypt : from whom Cato conquered it 
to the benefit of the Romans, The Dukes of Sayoy 
were once Kings of Cyprus , but the Inhabitants vſurping 
their authority, elected Kings to themlelues, of their 
owne generation: and fo it continued , till the laſt King 
of Cyprus lames the Baſtard (marrving with the daugh - 
tcr of a noble Veretian, Tatherina Cornaro) diced without 
children . leaving ber his 2blojvte heire. And the per- 
Ceiuing the tactious Nobility, Tooheadſtrong, to be bri- 
dled by a female authority, like 2 god c!1ld. reltgned her 
Crowne and Scepter tothe Yexerzan Senate , An#u0 1473, 
Whercupon the Yeretians imbracing tacopportunitie of 
time, brought her home. 2nd ſent Goucrnours thither to 
beare ſway in their behalte ; paying onely as tribute to the 
Agyptian Sultans 40000. Crownes,which had been due 
ever fince Meleckſala, had made 70hn of Cyprice his tribu. 
tary. 

It was vnder their Turiſdition 120. yeares and more : 
till that the Twrkes, whocuer oppoſe themſclues againſt 
Chriſtians ( finding a fit occafton in time of peace, and 
withoutſuſpition in the Yenet1ans) tooke it in with a great 
Armade. Auno 1570.And ſotill this day by them is detay- 
ned. Oh great pitty ! that the yſurpers of Gods word, 
and the worldsgreat «n:my, ſhould maintaine ( without 
feare) that famous Kinzdome, being bur one thouſand 8 
fifty Twrkes inall, whoare the keepers of it : vnſpeakable 
is the calamitie of that poore afflicted Chriſtian people 
v2der rhe terrour of theic Infidels ; who would, if they 
had Armes, or afiftagce of any Chriitian Potentate, eaſts - 
ly ſubueit and aboliſh the Turkes, withowt any difture 


bance'z . 
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bance; yea, and would render the whole Signiory there- 
ofto ſuch a noble ARor, I doe not ſee in that (mall iudge- 
ment, which by experience I haue got, but the redemp- 
tion of that Countrey were woft faciic ; if that the gene- 
rous heart of any Chriſtian Prince, would be moved with 
condigne compaſſion to relicue the milcravie afiited In- 
habitants. In which worke, he ſhould ceape (queſtion. 
lefle) not orely an ir:finite treaſure of Worldly comm9- 
dities, that foiloweth vpon ſo great a conquelt, bur alſo 
a heavenly ard erernall reward of immortall glory, The 
which deliuerance Ferdinando Duke of Florence, thought 
to haue accompliſhed (having purchaſed the good will of 
of the Tlandets) with five Gaffounes, and 5000. Souldiers: 


ſhould haue entred the Hauen, disbarke their men, and 
ſcale the walles. 

Bur in this plot they were farre diſappointed by an vn. 
happy Pilot ofthe Vice-admirall, who miſtakingthe Port, 
went into a wrorg bay : which the F/orentines cor.fide- 
ring, reſo;ned to returne, and keepethe ſea,till the ſecond 
night ; but by a dead calme, they were fruſtrated of their 
aymes, and on the morrow diſcoucred by the Caſtle ; 
Whercupon the T#xkes went preſently to armes, & char. 
ged the inhabitants to come to defend that place : But a. 
bout foure hundred Greekes inthe Weſt part,at Papsos, 
rebelled, thinking that time had altered their hard for- 
tunes,by a new change: bur alas, they were preuented, & 
eucry one cur oft by the bloody hands of the Turkes. This 
m:fTicre was committed inthe yeate 1607. Such alwaies 
are the rorturing flames of Fort#xes (miles, that he who 
moſt affeerh her, fhe moſt, and altogether decciveth : 
But they who truſt in the Lord, ſhall be as ſtable 2s Mount

In my rcturne from Nicoſia, ro Famozuſta , wich my 
Trench-man, we encountered by the way with foure 
Turkes , Who needs would haue iny Mule to ride vpon g 
which my Interpreter refuſed : But they-in a reuenge, 
pulled me by thec hceles from the Mules backe, beating 
me moſt pitcifully , and left me almoſt for dead. In 
this meanewhile my companion fled , and eſcaped the 
ſceleratnefle of their hands ; and if it had not bcene for 
ſome compaſhonable Greekes, who by accident came by, 
and relieued me, I had doubrlieſſe immediately periſhed, 

Here I remember betweene this Ile and Sy4oz that 
ſame Summer, there were fuc galleour.s ofthe Duke of 
Florence, who encountred by chance the 7arkes great 
Armado conſiſting of 190. gallies, 14- galleors, and two 
eallcafles: The Admirall of which thips did fingle out 
her ſelfe fromthe reſt,and offered to fight with the whole 
Armads alone ; but the T«rk:s durſt not, and in their fly. 
ing backe, the Admirall ſunke two of their gallies; and 
had almoſt ſeazed vpon one of their galicaſſes, if it had 
not beene for 25. gallies, who deſperatly acuenturedts 
tow her away againſt the wind and ſoeſcaped 

For truc it 15., the naturall Twrkes were nener $kilfull 
tn menaging of Sea battells, neither are they expert Ma- 
riners , nor experimented Gunners, if it were not for our 
Chriſtian Runnagates, French, Engliiſh,and Flemings,and 
they too ſublime, accurate, and deſperate fellowes ; who 
haue taught the Tarkes the airt of nauigation,and cipeCi= 
ally the vie of munitjon ; which they both caſt to — 
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then become their chiefe Cannoniers ; the 7 urkes would 
be as weake and ignorant at ſea, as the filly Arhiopian, is 
vnexpert in handling ofarmeson the Land, For the pri», : _ | 
uate humonr of diſcontented caſtawayes is alwaies an &. Cone Rane 
nemy to publicke good, who from the ſociety of true be- ” 
lecuers, are driucn to the ſeruitude of Infidells, and refu- | 
fing the bridle of Chriſtian correQion, they recciue the 
double yoake of diſpaireand condemnation, Whoſe ter- 
rour of a guilty conſcience , -or rather blazing brand of 
their vexed ſoules, in forſaking their Faith, and denying: 
Chriſt to be their Sauiour, ramverts moſt of them, cither 
ouer in a torment of melancholy, otherwiſe in the cxraſie 
of madneſſe: which indced isa torturing horcour, thatis 
ſooner” felt then knowne; and cannor be auoided by the 
rudeneſſe of nature,but by the ſauing grace of true felicity. 
From the Fort and City Famezs//s, 1 imbarked in 
2 Germo, and arrived at Tripoly being 88, miles diſtanr, 
where I met with an Znz/:fþ ſhip called the Royall cx- 
change of London, lying there at Anker inthe dangerous 
Road of Tripoly, whoſe loues I cannor eaſily forget, 
for at my laſt good night, being after great cheare, and 
greater carrouling, they gaue me the thundring fareiwell 
of three pieces of Ordonance, 

Tripoly 1s a City in Syr/a, ſtanding a mile from the m2- Th. cy 6 
rine {ide,ncere to the foot of Mount Libene : fince it hath Tripoly, = 
beene firſt founded , it hath three times beene ſituated, 
and remoued in three ſundry places : Firſt it was ouer- 
whelmed with water : Secondly, it was ſacked with Cur. 
fares, and Pirates : Thirdly, it is like now tobe ouer. 
throwne with new made mountaines of ſand: Ther® is 
no hauen by many miles neere vynto it, but a dangerous 
roade, where often when Northerly winds blow, ſhips 
arecalt away. - 
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Thegreat Traffique which now is at this place , was 

formerly at Scanderons or Alexandretta, 4 linle more 
ES Eiſtward; but by reaſon of the infectious ayre, that cor- 
ee ere uptcd the bloud of ſtrangers, procceding of two high 

Mountaines ; who are ſuppoſed to be a part of Mount 
Cancaſus , which withhold the proſpect of the Sunne 
from the In. dwellers, more then three howers in the 
morning. Sothat in my knowledge, I haue knowne dye 
in one ſhip, and a moneths time , twenty Marriners : for 
this cauſe the Chriſtian ſhips were glad to hauc their com. 
modities brought to T7:poly, which is a more wholeſome 
and conuenient place. 

The dayly interrogation I had here, for a Carrauans 
departure to 4 leppo, wasnot to mea little faſtidious,be- 
ing mindful] to vifite Baby/ov: Inthis my expectation [ 

tooke purpoſe, with three Yenetiar Merchants, to go ſee 
the Cedars of Zibayop, which was but a daycs tourney 
thither. As we aſcended vpon the mountaine, our igne- 
rant guide miſtaking the way, brought vsina Laborinth 
of dangers; Inſomuch that wreſtling amongſt intricate 
paths of Rockes : two of our Aſſes fell oucr a banke ,and 
broke their neckes : Andifit had not bene for a Chriſtian 
Amaronite , who accidently encountred with vs, in our 
wileſome wandring, we had bene miſerably loſt: both in 
regardof Rockes, and heapes of ſnow we paſled; and allo 
of great Torrents, which tell dowre with force, from the 
ſteepy tops : wherein one of theſe Merchants was twice 
The Ccdarsof almoſt drowned, When we arriued tothe place where 
| Arbanuse the Cedars grew, we ſaw but twenty: foure of all, grow- 
; ing aſter the manner of Oke-trees, but a great deale taler, 
ſtraighter, and greater, and the braunches grow fo 
ſtraight, and interlocking as though they were kept by 


Arte, Andyerfrom the Rooteto the roppe they beare 
* no 
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no boeghes, but grow ſtraight vpward , like to a Palme- 
tree; who as may-poles invelope the ayre, {otheir circle 

ſpred tops, dokifle or enhance the lower cloudes, making 

thei grandure oucr-looke the hight!t bodies of all ath«: 

aſpiring trees: and like MonarchickLyons to wild beaſts, 

they become the chicfe Champions of Forreſts and 

Woods. 

Although that in the dayes of S4/o»0», this mountaire 
was ouer-clad with Forreſts of Cedars, yet now there are 
but oncly theſe , andninemiles Weſtward thence, ſeucn- 
teene more . The nature of that tree is alwayes green, 
yeelding an odorifcrous ſmei}, and an cxcellent kind of 
fruite like vnto Apples, but ofa ſweetertaſte, and more 
wholeſome in digeſtion . The Rootcs of ſome of theſe 
Cedars are a!molt deſtroyed by Sheepheards, who haue 
made firzs thereat , and holes wherein they ſleepe; yer 
neuertheleſſe they Rourifh greene aboue inthe tops , and 
branches, The length of this mountzine is about forty 
miles, reaching from the Weſt, tro the Eaſt: and continu- 
ally, Summer and Winter, reizrueth Snow on the tops, 
Ir 1s alſo beautified with all the ornaments of narure, as 
Herbage, Tillage , Paſtorage, Fructiterous Trees, fire 
Fow:taines, good Cornes , and abſolutely the belt Wine Th: prince of 
that is bred onthe earth , The Signior thereof is a Free- -ibanw. 
holder, by birth a T#rke, and will not acknowledge any 
{uperiour , being the youngeſt. ſonne of the Emeere or 
Prince of $40 , who when his Father reuolted againſt 
Achmet , and not being able to make his owne part good, 
fledinto 1:aly , to the Duke of Florence : And notwith- 
ſtanding that the elder brother yeelded vp $7/don, and be. 
came a pardond ſubiect to the great Twrke: yet this the 0. 
ther brother would ncucr yceld nor ſurrender , him(:1te, 
the Fort, nor the Signiory of Z;h4auus: The olde _ 
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his father after two ycares exile, was reſtored againe tg 
his Emperours fauour; with whom in my ſecond Trauels, 
both at Lygorne and CHMeſsi/n4 in Sicilee, I rancountred ; 
whence the Duke of Sons that Kingdomes Vicerpy , cau- 
fed tranſport him on a ſtately ſhip for the Le«ant to S:don:; 
The S:dopians or Druſians, were firſt of all French men, 
who after thcir expulſion from Jeruſalem , fled hither to 
the borders of Zebulon and Nephtal:m, now called Phen;. 
cia, as I ſhall make more cleere afterwards, 
| The moſt part of the inhabited villages are Chriſtians, 
Nſoiians. Called Amarenites,or Noſlranes , quaſt NaJaritans, and 
are goucrned by their owne Patriarke, Thereare none at 
this day, do ſpeakethe Syr:ack tongue, laue onely theſe 
people of mount Libanus; and inthat language the A/;o- 
ran of Mahomet is written. The kinde Amaronite whom 
we met, and tookewith vs for our beſt guide, in deſcen- 
ding from the Cedars: ſhewed vs many Caues and Holes 
inRockes, where Coliers , religious S7r:exs and Amaro- 
#ites abide: Amongſt theſe auſtere Cottages, I ſaw a 
1yhuss Tombe, faire Tombe all of one ſtone , being 17. toote of length, 
which (as he (ad)was the Scpulcher of the valiant 1ojhaa, 
_ conducted the people of 1/rae/ to the land of pro- | 
mile, 
The Mahometanxs efteeme this to be a holy place, and | 
many reſortto it in Pilgrimage , to offer yp their Satani. 
Call Prayers to Mahometr. I law vpon this Mountaine, a 
ſort of fiu'te, called Ama Franchi :thatis , T he death 
of Chriſtians ; becauſe when 1talians, and others of Ex. 
rope, eate any quantity thereof, they preſently fall into 
the bloudy fluxe, orelſe ingencer ſome other peſtilenti- 
ous fcuer, whereof they dye. 
The Patriarke did moſt kindly entertaine vs at his 
, houſe; lo did alſo all the Amarenites of the other Villa- 
cs, 
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ges, who mer ys in our way before we came to their 


Townes,and brought preſents with them of Bread, Wine, . 


Figges, Oliues , Sallets, Capons, Egges, and ſuch like, as 
they could on a ſudden prouide, 


This Biſhop or Patriarkes houſe , is ioyned withand ,. pig: Wo 
hembdin, within the face ofan.high Rocke , that ſerneth + a 04 L.was) 
for three ſidesthereof,the foreand fourth part being onely 


of Maſon-worke : Neare vnto which falleth precipitat- 
ly a great Torrent ouer the ſalinous banke, that maketh a 
grciuous noyle night and day : which as I told bim, me 
thought it ſhould turne the Biſhop Surdo or ſtarke deafe: 
But the homely and ſimple man (not puft with ambition 
greed, and glorious apparre!l, like to our proud Prelats of 
Chriſtendome) told me, that continuall cuſtome brought 
him to deſpole vpon the day , and flcepe better in the 
night, becauſe of the founding waters. Where repoling 


with him one night, my Muſe the next morning ſaluted

niſtrous opinion with theſe arguments, that Mount L;- 
banns is ſequeſtrate from the circum-iacent Regions, and 
is inuincible for the height, and ſtrengths they haue in 
Rocks zand that Zdex was ſtill recdihed by the fugitiue 
Inhabitants, when their enemies had ranfackedit: Alſo 
they affirmebefore the deluge it was ſo nominate, and | 
after the flood it was repaircd againe by 14phet , the 
ſonne of Ne«h,who builded 1oppa , or Taphtain Paleſtine.

The Countrey it [elfe is ouercled with infinit Villages, 
having no eminent Towne of any note or conſequence, 
except che City of Carahemen the fcat of a Beglerbeg,who 
coumnandeth vnder him ftourteene SanFacks, and rwen- 
ty lixe thouſand Trmmariots, The people here are for the 
moſt part belecuers in Chriſt , bur alas too filly, vnco. 
ward, and ignorant Chriſtians : And yet though without 
learning, or great vnderitanding thercin, they are won- 
derfull zealous in their profeion , and great ſufferers for 
It alſo. 

This barbarous Towne of Beeyſhacke, being fituare on 
Enphrates ſtandeth in the Chelfarnes Countrey , and is | 
ſuppoſed to have beene Padan-aram, where Laban dwelt, 
and where 1acob kept Labans ſhcepe, though ſome inter. 
pret all Meſopotamia, then to haucbeenccalled Padan- 
aram : from whence North-caft, and notfarre hence are 
the demoliſhed tragments of Njn:nicon Tigris , whole 
Very ruines arte now come toruine : The decayes wherc.

Showje, and two [anifaries in Ambaſiage to him : where, 
when they came to Aleppo, the Baſſaw was in his owne 
| Countrey at Meſopotamia : The meſſengers make haſt 
after bim , but in rheir journey they met him comming 

backe to Aleppo, accompanied with his two ſonnes, and 
ſixe hundred Horfe-men, Vpon the high way they 
ecliucred their meſſage, where he ſtood ſtill, and heard

done, the Baſ/aw went to prayer, and taking his leaue of 
them all, ſare downe vpon his knees, where the Showſe 
froke off his head, putting it in a Boxc, to carry it with 
him for Conflantinople. The dead corps were carried to 
Aleppo and honourably buried, for I was an eye witneſle 
to that, funerall feaſt : And immcdiatly thereafter, the 
Showſe by Proclamation and power from the Emperour, 
fully poſſefſed the ſorne in his Fathers lands, offices, Baſ 
fawſhip, and the authority ofall che Eaſterne Syr7a, part 
of Meſopotamia,and the Aſſyrien Countrey ; for this Baſ. 


ſaw of Aleppo is the greateſt in commandement and pow- 


cr of all the other Baſſawes in the Tarkes _—_ 3 EX 
cept the Baſſa,or Bezlerbeg of Damuſeus ; and yet the for- 
mer in hereditary power, farre exctedeth the other , be-— 
ing a free Emeer, and thereuron a Prince borne : [The 
force of his commandement reacherth to eighteene $55.

{ct forward with them, Thenumber of our company 
were about 900. d4rmen:ans, Chriſtian Pilgrimes, men 
and woruen : 620, Twrkes trafficking tor their owne bu. 
finc{le, aad 100.louldiers, three Showſſes , and lixe layy- 
\4rtes, to keepe them from inuafions, 

Berweene Aleppo and Damaſens, we had nine dayes 
tourney, in fiuc of which, we had pleaſant trauelling, and 
good Cares to lodge in, that had beene builded for the 
ſuppore of Trauellers, and are well maintained : But 
when we paſſed Hamſek, which is little more then mid- 
way, we had dangerous travelling, bejag oit aſſailed with 
Arabs , fatigated with rocky mountaincs, and ſome. 
times in point of choaking for iacke of water, The 
confulion of this multitude , was not onely grieous in 
regard of the cxtreame heate , prouiding of vitualsar 
poore Villages, 2nd ſcarcity of water, to fill our bottles, 
made of Boarc-skinnes, but alſo amongſt narrow and 
ſtony paſſages, thronging, we oft tell one ouer another, 
in great heapes zin danger to be ſmothered: yea z and of- 
tentimes we that were Chriſtians , had our bodies well 
beaten, by our condufting Twrkes. Inthis tourneying I. 
remember rhe 7rke who ought my Mule, was for three 
dayes excecding fauourable vnto me, in ſo much, thar 
began to doubr- of his carriage, fearciully falpecting the. 
Italian Prouctbe.

ted to ſmoake, as Dutch men are tothe Pot : which ener ,,,,. Aatery, 


made me tocarry Tobacco with me, te acquiſt their ta- 
uour, ouer and aboue their hals,more then cuer I did for 
my owne vſc:for intheſe dayes Itooke none at all, though 
now as time altererh euery thing, am (Hoxoris Gratia) 
become acourtly Tobacconift; more for fathion then for 
liking: The 7 nrk1ſb Tob2cco pipes are more thana yard 
long and commonly of Wood or Canes, beeing ioynd 
in.three parts, with Lead or white Iron ; their feuc- 
rall mouths receauing at once, a whole ounce of To-- 
baccoz which laſteth a long ſpace ,; and becauſe of rhe 

long pipes, the ſmoake is exceeding cold in their twal- 

lowing- throates, 

At our accuſtomed diſmountivg to recreate our {clues , 
and refreſh the beaſts, I would often tetch a walke, to- 
ſtretch my legs, that were ſtifled with a ſtumbling beaſt ; 
wherewith the Twrkes were mightily difſconcented,andin 
derifion would laugh, and mecke me: For. they cannot 
abide a manto walke in turnes, or ſtand to cute; their 
viage being ſuch, that when they come from the horſe 
backe, preſently fir downe on the Sround, tolding their 
fecte vader them, when they repole,dine,and ſuppe, So 
doealſotheir Artizans and all the Tzrxes ur the World 
fir allwayes croſſe legged, wrongful.y abuting the com- 
mendable conſuetude of the induſtrious Tailors. Intheir 
houſes they haue no bed go lye on,nor chaize to fit on, nvE 
table to cate 0n,but a bench mzde of boords along rhe 
houſe fide,of a toot high from the __ {pred ouer with 
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a Carpet ; whereon they vually it cating, drinking,ſlee- 


ping , reſting, and doing of manuall exereiſes, all ia one 
place. Neither will the beſt ſort of Mabometans be na. 
med Tw«rkes, becauſe it fignifieth banithed in the Hebrew 
tengue, and therefore they call themſelues Muſelman;, 
to wit, good belecuers : where in deed for good, itisa 
falſe Epithite, bur certainely for firme belecuers they are 
worderfull conſtant ; and fo are all ignorants of whatfoe- 
ucr profeſſon : cuen like to the Spaniard, who in the 
midit of all his cujlls, yer he remaineth alwaies fidele to 
all che vſurpations, the Hiſparicel Crowne can com- 


They never vaclethe themſelues when they goe to 
reſt, neither have they any bed-clothes, ſaue onely a co- 


-uerlet aboue them: I haue ſeene hundreds of them after 


chis manner, lic ranked like durty (wine, ina beaſtly tie, 
or loathſome Iades ina filthy ſtable. 

Vpoen the ninth day (leauing Cotafa behind vs on the 
mountaines)we centred ina pleaſant Plaine of three leagues 
of length , adorned with many Villages, Gardens, and 
Riuers; and arriuing at Damaſcus, we wereall lodged 
(ſome in Chambers wanting beds, and others withour, 
on hard ſtones) ina great Caze called Heremmen, Where 
we ſtayed three dayes. Hauing all which time giuen vs 
twice a day prouifion forour ſelues and provender for our 
beafts 2ra:7s; being allowed by the Grand Signior to all 
kind of ſtrangers whatſoever , that come to Damaſcns 
with any Caravan ; being a lingular comfort and aduan. 
tage to weary and extorted Fraukflers. 

Damaſcus is the Capitall Citic of Syria, called by 
Turkes, Shamma, and 15 fituated on a faire Plaine, and 
beautited with many Riuers or each fide , ( eſpecially 
Parapbar nnd Abdenab)excellem Orchards, and all _ 

natura 
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naturall objects of elegancy : That for fituation, Artizens, 
all manner of commodities, and varietie of fruits, in all 
the A ſraticall Proninces it is not paralelled. By Twrkes 
i is called, the Garden of T#rkte, or rather their carthly 
Paradice, becauſe of a fenced Garden there, wherea Ga- 
riſon of Twrkes lic continually keeping that tree £ouflee, 
whereon asthey alledge the forbidden Aple grew,where- 
with the Serpent decciued Exe, and ſhee Adam, and from 
whence the great Twrke is alſo ſtyled, keeper ofthe ter- 
reſtriall Paradice. 

Some hold this Ciriewas built by ZleaJer the ſeruant on 
of Abraham, and other lay it is the place-where Caing Io ennin 
flew 4bel!, where indeed it is moſt likely ro beſo : for 
hard by Damaſcus I ſaw a pillar of Braſſ erected there 
for acommemoration of that ynnaturall murther of Caizx 
executed vpon his innocent brother. Bur howſocuer 1 
perſwade thee,it is a o_ and gallant Citie, well wal.. 
led, and fortified with aſtrong Caſtle,wherein the Baſſaw 
remaineth :the moſt part of the ſtreets are couered , ſo 
that the Citizens are preſerued in Summer from the heat, 
and in Winter from the raine. 

The like commoditie (but not after that forme) hath 
Padua in Lombardy : Their BsJar, or Market place is alfo 
couered , ſo are commonty all the BaJars or Be7eſtans in 
Turky : The beſt Carobiers, Adams Apples, and Grena- 
djers that grow on the earth is here: neare vato theBaFar 
there is a CHoskie, called Gemmah, wherein (my Guide 
ſhewed me) the Sepulcher of Az«n1az, and the Fountaine 
where he baprized Paul: Inanother ſtreet, Iſaw the houſe 
of Ananias, Which is but a hollow Celler ynder the 
ground, and wherethe Diſciples let Pau{ downe through 
the wallin a basket : Inthe ſtreet where they ſell their /;-

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tall , which he ſayd was one of the doores. of the Tem.. 
plcof Salomon, and was tranſported thence, by the Tar- 
i&r1ens , who conquered leruſalerm about three hundred 
andeighty yearcs 2goc, who for the heauy weight there.

Thus they in that violent humour, inuading alſo theſe 
of Affrickehath cauſed Grand Cayro to be furniſhed with 
thirty thouſand 7:mariors,which defend the frontiers of 
eX2zypt and GoJan : Leaving all the Trrkes at Damaſ- 
cus ({aue onely our TaniFaries and Seuldiers) within 
the ſpace of two houresafter our departure from thence 
traue]ling in the way to lersſalem , the whole A1rment- 
«rs fell downeon the ground, kiſſing it, and making 
many fincere demonſtrations of vawonted deuotion. 
Ar the which I being amazed , ſtood gazing,asking my 
Trench wan, what newes? who replicd, ſaying, it was 
the place where S. Paw! was conuerted, which theyhad 
(and all Chriſtianes ſhould hauc) in great regard, The 
place was couered with an old Chappell,and,

Three dayes were we betwixt Damaſcus, and the Ealt 
part of Galilie, which is the beginning of Canaan: in two 
of which three, we cncountred with mariſhes and quag- 
mires, being a great hinderance to vs : This barren , and 
mariſh Countrey,cis a part of 4-ab14 Petrea, comming in 
with a point berwecne Gal:/ce, and Syria, running along 
euen to the South-weſt skirt of Zibanrs , which indeed 
in that ,place, farre more than 197day diuideth the true 
Syria from Canaay , this Petrean Countrey it ſelfe, de- 
valling cuen downe to the limits of 7acobs bridge , cut. 
ceth away the denomination of Syr;4, from this parcel] 
of ground, tili you come Eaſtward to the morc labo« 
rious Plaines. 

Through this paſſage, ir is moft yndoubtcdly a very 
theeuiſh way ; for as we travelled in the night, there 
were many of vs forced to carry burving lights in our 
hands, and our foulCiers had their Harquebuzes ready 
to diſcharge:all to affray the blood-thirity Arabians, 
who in holes, caucs, and bufhes, lic obſured , wai- 
ting for the aduantage vpon Travellers : not vnlike 
vnto the Lawleſle Wood Carnes in Irelayd. This part 
of Arabia is called Petroſa, becauſe idis fo rockic, and 
jome thinke of Petrs the chicfe Towne : It was aunci- 
—_ diuided in two regions Nabathia, and Agar, 
poſſeſſed firſt by the Hagarens , diſcended of Abrahams 
and Hezar : It isalſothought tobe the land of the Mzdi- 
amts, whether Meſes fled to, and kept ſhcepe , and Moune 
Horgb is here, whereon the Lord did ſbew him the land

enemies fhould have the fore-knowledge of our com- 
ming; and knowing al{o that the natureofa multitude, 
bred all times coniuſed cffes, without ſome {euere pu- 
nithment, Hira fe!te :od ſtil in the Vangard,vpon a luſt 
Gelding, with rwo 14»iFartes, and forty Souldiers, and 
the other foure 1.97Jarres and ſixty Souldiers, were ap-

tor my hcad,he cauſed me oft to pay, more then reaſon,

Zut ſuch is the couetous nature of man , that with 
#15 couenant he cannot be contented , valeſle be ſeeke 
oxherwiſe, by all valawfull meanes to purchaſe him- | 
tcifc an vniuſt gaine : But the high reſpeA Thad of his 
other pertections, made me onerſce and winke at that L 
umperiction of auaritiouinefle in him ; and eſpecially, | 
remembring my ſelfe to be ynger his protection, I al- 
wayesendeuoured my aimes ſo, that inhus fight, I wonne 
<x:raerdigary faugur : infomuch, that in danger, or ic.

ſhillings of Engliſh money - A iournall tribute more fir 
fer a Prince to pay, than a Pilgrime, the admiration one- 
ly rcſting vpon this , how I was furniſhed with thete 
great moneyes I dayly disburſed.

of, Neither are the greateſt part of theſe Eafterne coun. 
tries fo fertile, as they haue beene in former ages , the 
carth asit were growivg olde , ſeemeth weary to beare 
the barthen of any more encreaſe ; and ſurely the two 
eyes of Day and Night, with the Planets, and S:arrer, 
are become neyrher {o forcible, ſo bright, nor warme as 
chey hauc beene : Time from olde ant:quity, running all 
things to devaſted deſolation , making the ſtrongthings 
weake, and weake things feeble , ar jaſt it returnerh all 
chings ts ivft nothing : an>therc ts the end of all begin- 
nings , and 2n infallible” Arzument of che diffolution to 
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come by the day of indgement. 
As things that are, ſtill vaniſh from our eye, 
So things that were, againe [hall never be . 
The Whirlwind of Trme, flill ſo ſpeedy poſts, 
that like it feife, all things therein, it toſts, 

The lewes arc alfo tearmed Hebrar,or Hebrewesfrom- 
Heber one of Abrahams Progenitors, or Hebre qu aſi A- 
brahei :whoſat their diſcent into Zgypr, were butſcuen- 
ty ſoules being the iſfucof 1cob , and his twelue Sonnes. 
The poſterity of which Patr/4rchy,continued in _— 
two hundred and fifteene yeares, till in the yeare of the 
world,two thouſand foure hnndred fifty three : At which 
time, the Lord commilerating their heauy oppreſſions 
vnder the Egyptians, delivered them with a ſtrong hand, 
and placed them here: which then was inhabited by the 


Hittites, Amorites, Periſits, and lebnſits. Canaan is di- ry 1. 
uided into fiuc Provinces, viz. 1udea, Galilee, Paleſtina, Land, > 


Samaris, and Phenicia: Some diuideit only in three, Pale- 
ſtins, Indea, and Galilee: It hath bcenc by othemalſono- 
minated in generall, Syria, by which Calculation , they 
eathered all the Countrics from Cilics« ro Egypt vader 
that name. But howfſoeuer they differ in Deſcriptions, 
it is moſt certayne, that at this day,it'is onely , and viu- 
ally divided into theſe five particular Provinces: Galilee, 
and Paleftims, for the preſent, are the moſt fertile and lar- 
geſt Prouinces thereof, eſpecially Ga/rice, which in ſome 
parts, yeeldeth graine twicea yeare, and for abundance 
of Silke, Cetton-woole , delicate Wines, Hony, Oyle, 
and fruites of all kindes ; I hold it neucr a whit more 
decayed now , than at any time when the glory of 1/74el 
was at the higheſt: This prouince of Galilee is forty cight 
miles long , and twenty fiue broad , having Phenricia to 
the North: Sawaris tothe wel: 1orden tothe South: and 
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to the Eaſt and North-Eaſt , a part or poynt of Arabia- 
Petroſa,and the Sourh-welt end of Libangs. 

Atrcr we had trauailed a great way , along the Lake 
of Genaſareth, which is of length eight leagues, and 
large foure : where I ſaw the decayed Townes of Berh- 
ſatda, and Tyberias, lying on the Nerth-tide of the ſame 
Sca, welefethe cAfarine, and came to Cara, to ſtay all 
night in which wee had no Caxes to ſauevs from the 4- 
rabs, nor couerture aboue our heads,but the hard ground 
ro lye on , which was alwayes my Bed, inthe moſt parts 
of .1ſ/a :lathenight, when we ſlept, the Sowldiers kept 
Centinell , and inthe day, when we Repoicd, they flepr, 
and we watched. 

This Care wasthe towne wherein our Sau/our Wroughe 

the tirſt Miracle, conuerting at the CHarriage, Water 
tro Wine : And is now called by the Tarkes Celierss or 
Celines, being a towne compoled of two hundred fire 
Houſes : The inhabitantsbecing partly C47ravs , partly 
lewes, and partly fome Chiiſtian Georg/ans: the circum- 
= fieldes, beeing both Fertile , Delectable, and 
plaine. 

Theday following, imbracing our way, wee pailed 0- 
uer a little plcafant Mountayne, where thc Armenian Pa- 
triarke (for ſo was there one with them) wear into an old 
Chappell , and allthe reſt of the P:/grimmes thronged a- 
bour kim , vſing many ftrange Ceremonies, for it was in 
that place (asthey fayd ) here Chriſt fed fine thouſand 
people, with fine Barley loanes, and two fiſhes. Andin- 
deede was very likely ro haue becne the place : the aunci- 
cnt Chappell, flowing 2s yet ſome beautifull decore- 
ments, dodignifieboth the Monument,and the Memory 
of the Forra thereof, 

Contmuing our iourney, wee ſaw Mount Taboron oy 
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letc hand, which is a prerry round Mouataine , beſet a- 

bour wich comely tees ; 1 would gladly hane (cene the 

Monument of that place , where the Traxſfignration of 
Chriſt was : But the Caravan, mindfull to vifite NaFarerh, 
leftthe great way of 1eysſalem , and would by no per- 
fwalion go thirher, 

That night we lodged in 2 poore Village, called Heer- 
ſchek., where we could get neither meate forour {eurcs, 
norprauender for che Beaſts, but fomeof our Compa- 
py. tor their ſupper , had a hundred ſtrokes from the 
Moores and Arabs in that place, becauſe the Chriſtian 
Pilgrimes had troden vport the graucs of their dead 
friends , which by no meanes they can tollerate : They 
made no {mall vproarc amongſt vs, deſperately throw- 
ing tones and+darts, till we were all glad to remoue Caiwea Phi, 
halfe a mile from that place ; and the next morning we "i* 
paſſed by Ceſarea Philippi whichis now ſo miſerably de. 
cayed, that the ruined Towne affordeth not abouz 
twenty foure dwelling houſes, being for ruines, a ſecond 
Tawne, to ſacked Sameria, or another ſpectacle of time 
like to the now ragged Towne of the Mooriſh Berh»1:a : 

It was buitt by ?/:/ip one of the Terrachs in honour 
of Tiberius Ceſar , and now called by the Moores Heda- 
raſco, Here was Herod (mitten by the Angels , and ea: 
| ten of wormes, after the Sycophanticall people called 
his Rethoricall oration, zhe voyce of God, 4nd not of man : 
Here our Sauiouthealed the woman of the bloody fluxe, 
and raiſed from death to life the, daughter of 1a3rus : H-re 
S. Peter baptized Cornelius, and S. Pen! diſputed againſt 

Tertwullixs inthe preſenc2 of Felix, 
| CAprit! the 20. day, about ten of the clocke, (paſhag 
the River 'Kyſov) wearriued at Na7areth, and there re- 
polcd tit the cuening, prouiding our ſelues of victuals 
"nn and 
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— and water :In this Towne dwelt 1ſeph, and the Virgin 
Mary, and in which alſo our Sauiour was brought vpyn. 
der the vigilant care of -loſeph and Mary. After wee 
had dined , the Armermiansarole, and went toa heape 
of ſtones, the ruines ofanold houſe, betore rhe which 

they fell downe vpon their knees ; prayſing God: And 
that ruinous lumpe (lay they) was the houſe where Ma- 
7y dwelt , when Gabriel ſaluted her, bringing the An- + 
nunciation. of Saluation to the World - I am fully per- 
ſwaded , they carried away abou five thouſand TO 
weight, to keepe in a memoriall thereof: then did Ircs 
A counter but. Member ofthe Chappel of Loretta, and told the Cara» 
ferfor Loreuta; way , that I ſaw that houſe ſtanding in 7raly , which (as 
the Romaniſts ſay)was mar by the wn O,ſaid 
he, we Armentans cannot belecue that, neither many 0- 
ther aſſertions of the Rowan Church ; for we cerrainely 
know by Chriſtians , that haue from time to rime dwelt 
here euer fince , that thisis:both the place, and ſtones of 
the houſe: Let Papiſts coyne a new Law tothernſelues, 
we care not , for asthey erreinthis, ſodoe they crre in 
all, following meerely the traditions of men, they runne 
galloping poſt to Hell. The Patriarke being informed by 
the laughing Caravan of thele newes,asked me in diſdaine 
(thinking it had becnean Article of my beliefe ) if I ſaw 
that houſe, or belecucd that the Chappell of Lorerra was 
ſuch a thing: ro whom-I conſtantly anſwered, Ididnot 
bzlccue it, —_ it was onely buta diuelliſhinucatien, 
to decciue the blind- folded people, and to fill the Coffers 
of the Romane Prieſts : Now thou bottomlefe Gulfe of 
Papiſtry, here I forſake thee,no Winter-blaſting Fucics 
of Satans ſubtile ſtormes , can make ſhip-wracke of my 
Faith,on the ſtony ficlfcs of thy deceitfull deepes, 
Ttus,and after this manner too: age all theiltufions of 
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their imaginary and falſe miracles, firſt inuented partly 
by monaſteriall , then confirmed by prouincial 
bribery , and laſtly they are faith-ſold forconſiſtoricall 
lucre. In the time of our ſtaying here ; the Emeere or 
Lord of the Towne ſent fixe women, conduted by 12. 
of his ſervants, to an Armenian Prince, that was 2 
Pilgrime in our company ; tobe vied by him and others, 


whom ſo he would cle& to be his fellow labouress : Libidinous 
Which indeed he did kindly accept, & innited me to that —_— 


teaſt : but I gaue hin the little regarding ſuch a 
friuolouscommodity. He, and ſome of thechieteſt Pil- 
grimes entertained them for the ſpace of 3. houres , and 
tenet them backe, giuing rs their conductors fifteene Pi- 
alters, ina reward. Trucly if I would rehearſe the impu- 
dency of theſe Whoores, and the brutiſhnefle of the Ar. 
menians , 2s it is moſtignominious tothe actors; ſono 
doubt, it would be very loathſome to the Reader. 

Such is the villanic of theſe 0r:exta/[flaues vnder tha 
Twrkes; that not onely by cenuerſing with them , lezrne 
ſome of their damnable Hethnicke cuſtomes, but alſo go- 
ing beyend them in beaſtlyſenſualnefſe, become worſe 
then bruite beaſts : This maketh me remember a worthy 
ſaying of that Heathniſſ Rowrane Marcus Aus 
relizs , who in conſideration of flefhly luſts, ſaid, that 
although he were ſure, that the Gods would not pmniſh 
him fer the offence ; yet he would forbeare it, inregard 
of the f1]thineſſe of the faR it ſelfe : Indeed of a Pagane 
a noble and vertuousreſolntion, when ſuck baſe and beaſt- 
ly Chriſtianes, theſe wretched Armenians,commirted 
with theſe Infideliſh harlots a twofold kind of voluptu- 
ous abhomination, which my conſcience commands me 
ro conceale: leaft I frequent this Northern world, with 
that whichtheir nature never knew , nor their knowledge

have heard hearingofth> like : but God in his uſt indge- 


' ments, that ſame night, threatned both te haue puniſhed 


the doers, and the whole compmny for their ſakes : For 
we having reſolued totraucll all that night; and becauſe 
the way was recky, and hatd to be knowne, and peril. 
Jous for Arabs ; we hired a Chriſtian guide, named 1946, 
and agreed with him to-takevs to Lidda, which was two 
dayes iourney. Bur hefore we aduanced to our paſlage, 
1oab had ſent a priuie meſſenger before vs, to warne a. 
bout thrce hundred #rabs (who had their abode on the 
South ſide of Mount Carmel) to meere him atiucha 
place as he had appointed ; giuing them to know, wee 
were rich and wellprouided with Chickens and Sultans 
of gold, and Piaſtcrs of ſilver zand that he ſhould render 
vs into their hatids forſuch a recompenſe and confidera« 
tion, astheir ſauage iudgements ſhould thinke fit ; aceor- 
ding to the ſpoyles and boories they ſhould obtaine, to- 
gether with the miſerable marder 2nd lofle of our lines, 
This being dont,and vnknowne'to vs, we marched along, 
travelling faſter then. our ordinary pace , ſome on horſe, 
and ſome on foote, for my pilgrimage was cuer pedeſtri- 
all: which our guide fnſpecting, that by our celerity wee 
ſhould goe beyond the place appointed for his treache- 
rous plot , began tro croſle ys grienoufly ; leading vs vp 
and downe amongſt pooles and holes, whither helifted, 
where many of our Camels & Afles were loſt, and could 
not be recauered, beczufe we all began to ſuſpect and 
feare, which wasthe cauſe that the owners durſt not ſtay 
to relieue their perifhing beaſts, 

In the end, the @apraine and Isniſaries, intreated him 
6arncſtly to bring'vs1n the right way ; bur the more they 
requeſted , the more obdurar was his heart, replying, he 
was miſtaken, and-could notfinde it, till&ay left : m_ 
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the which words, the company was ftayed, and in the 3 
meanewhile there came a 7wrke, one of otir Souldiers 

vato the Captaine,laying ; heſaw the guide, before our 

departure from Na7arerh, ſend a Moore before him, for 

what reſpe& he knew not, being long at prigat confe- 4 treichcrous 
rence. Whexeupon, tbey ſtraight bound him with ropes, m”_ 

on a horſe backe, rthreatning him with death , to cauſe 

him confeſle the trueth. 

In the midſt ofthis tumult , I hauing got ſight of the 
Nortch-ſtarre, (which ſeemd exceeding low to me)con- 
ſidered thereby, thar the villaine bad led vs moreto the 
Southward, then to the Weſtward, which was our way 
to Teruſaleth : —_— I intreated the Caranan to turne 
our faces Northward, otherwiſe we ſhauldbe cut off , and 
that ſuddenly : for» although (ſaid 1) it may peraduenture 
be, that we arethree or foure miles ſhort of the place inten= 
ded for onr maſſacre, yet they miſſing vs, will like raue- - 
ning Wolues hunt here and th-re ; wherefore,if we incline 
to the North, (God willing) we ſhall prenent their bloody 
deſienes. To the which aduice (being ducly pondered) 
they yeelded; and fo I became their guide, in that darke 
alght till morning : for none of them knew that Starre, 
neither the nature of it. At laſt this deſperate wrerch: 
conſidering that cither by our vanquiſhing, or the enc- 
mies viftory, he could not eſcape, ſith his treaſon was re- 
vealed , began to beg pardon of the Caraan, ſaying thar 
if he could hane any Low of his life, he would ſuffidicnt- 
ly informevs, how ro eſchew theſe eminent dangers, for 
we were all in extreame perrill of our lines ; and notſo , 
much- courage nor comfort left vs, asthe very ſmalleſt 
hope of any reliete. 

The _— being diſtracted with feare, replied he 
would, and thercupon ſwore a ſolemne oath,fodid the 
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Taniſaries ſmeare by the head of Mahomer , for the like 
effet * Which being done, he was vnried, and confeſſed, 
that if we had continucd in our way, he led vs, wee had 
beene ali put to the edge of the Sword : and falling down 
on his knees, cried oft with teares,mercy, mercy, mercy, 

All that night we went with that Sravre, and againſt 
morning wee werein the Veſterne confines of Phenjcia, 
and at the beginning of Pa/eftine,clole by the marine,and 


Tynss isca,ledWithin halfe a mile of Tyr. This ſometimes renowned 
Sur, 


Citty of Tyres, called now by the Moores Sur ; was fa- 
mous for her Purples , and Collonies diſperſed. ouer all 
the World by her Citizens; and once a kingdome of great 
antiquity and long continuance. The moſt worthieſt of 
her Kings , were Hiram in ſtrict bond of Confederacy, 
with Sa/omoen , and Pigmalionthe brother of Did#,who 
buile Carthage : This ſcat, giuing way to the Perſian Mo- 
narchy, was about the overthrow of Darivs , beleagured 
by Alexander : who had ſo muchadoe with extraordina- 
ry expence of men, money, and great labour to conquer 
it, being then ſeparated from the maine Continent, by 
the Sea, but now ioyned tothe firme Land: and before 
you cometo the City, there lyeth a great banke off ſand, 
where it is likely the Sea hath heene in A/exanders time : 
Though now, as time altereth euery thing,the Sea be fled 
from that place, which maketh that ruinous Towne ſeeme 
more deſolate, At the breach of day, I, and cerraine 4r- 
menians went to vilite this decayed Towne, and found 
the moſt famous ruines here, that the World for memor 

can affoord , and a Delicious incircling Harbourginclof'd 
Within the middle of the Towye,fitto recejueſmal Barkes, 
Frigots, and Galleots : the compaſſing fore-facewhereof, 
beeing all of foure ſquard Marble and Alabaſter ſtones : 
the moſt part of all which Houſes haue Rood on pre 
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of che ſame ſtones : the infinite number whereof, may as SY

yct bee, (aboue and below the Sands ) perſpetiuely be. The ruinexof | 


held, There be onely ſome nincteene fire houles heere, roy 


which are Moores : and is now vnder the Emeere of the 
Druſians, whorcmayneth in Sypdou, The Eat part of 
this Countrey aboundeth in Balme, Honny, and Oyle, 
and was the Seate of Aſher of whom Moſes prophecicd, 
Dent. 33. :.4. that hee ſhould dippe his feete in Oy!c. 
Here theſe Egyproay Moores, toro they wee firſt 
bred there : brought vs toa pillar lying vpon the ground, 
of nine ſeucrall coloursof Marble, being one intire ſtone, 
and the length of ir wagrweaty two-foorof my meaſure, 
and cight in compalle : Which ſayd they, was one of the 
pillars that Sampſon pulled downe vpon the PhiliHtines at gums, 
the houre of his Death, To whom I-anfwered , that pits. 
Sampſon dyed at sAF.4th , the furtheft Sourh-weft part of 
Paleſtine , where hee bore downe the Houſe of Dages, 
vpon the Philifines : And Ithinke the auncient Tyrians, 
ſayd I, could not tranſport that Pillar ſo far hither : Buc 
they the more conftantly affirmed it, and ſodid theſe 4r- 
menians that were with mee confirmeit alſo, ſome of 
whom, had beene twice there before : yet howſoeuer it 
was, I bronght home a pound weight of it, and.prefented 
the halfe thereof, to King James of bleſſed Memory. 
Here by accident, in returning backe to the Carauarn,T 
met with an Engilſh Fa&or, named Maiſter a 
who then remayned at Sydor , eighteene miles from thi 
place,and had been downe at A45re, about ſome:negotiati- 
ons: V Vho indeede eftioones, and kindly tooke mee imo 
a Mooriſh Houſe by the Sca fide, and once of hisacquain- 
rance : where inſtantly we ſwallowed downe ſuck iouall 
and deep carrouſes of Leaticke wine, that both heeandT, 
were almolt fakkned iathe laſt plunge of vaderfianding : 


yer 
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Yet peuertheleſſe , he conueyed me backe to my compa - 
ny, and put me fafe into the hands of the Caravan , with 
whom afterwards I diuerſe times mer with here at Zon- 
don,to whoſe kindneſle 1 celebrate the memory of theſe 
lines. - 

But now the Sunne difconering the earth, and the 
niche baniſhed to the inferiour world , we were all en- 
couraged, for the light of day leads comfort : The Cap. 
tainc ( ſending backe thart falſe 1844s, for fo was he 
{worncto do) ſenta poſt to Tyrs for a new guide, who 
came forthwith, and brought vs in our way to Mount 
Carmel, fox by it we behoucd to go; and in our way we 
met with the deſolate Towne of Sarepta nigh thereunto 


The Tome of adioyning, where £11, wasſuſtainedin a great famine by 


Sarcpras 


a Widdow, whoſe ſonne he raiſed from death, 

* Greatere the mercics of God, for as he hath made 
magan excellent creature, fo hath he alſo inducd him 
with two great powersin his mind : Theenea wile po- 
wer of vnderſianding , by which he penctrateth intothe 
knowledge of things: the other a ers | mac of dexte- 
rous reſoluing, whereby he exccutcththings well vnder- 
ſtood, for we hauing iudged the worſt, reſoluedthe beſt: 
and by his Almighty providence were freed from that 
apparent danger,although the former dayes whoredome, 
and vanatarall vices, deſerved aiuſt puniſhment. 

This Tintimate to all Travellers in generall , that if 
they would that God ſhould further them in their at- 
tewpts, bleſle their voyages, and graunt them a ſafe rc- 
turne to their natiue Countries (without the which;what 
contentment haue they for all their paines ) that they 
would conftantly refraine from whoredome; drunken- 
neſle, and too much famibayty wich Strangers; For a 
Traveller that isnot temperate, and circumſpettinall his 

| | actions 
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attions, alihongh he were headed like that Herculean Ser- 

pent Hydra, yet it is impoſſible he can returnein ſafety from 

danger of Twrkes, Arabs, Moores,wild beaſts £5 the dead- 

ly aperatiue extremities of heat hunger hir ft and cold. 
Approaching to Mount Carmel, apd leauing ir ypon 

our right hand betweene vs and the marine cuaſt, I 

beheld a farce off ypon the top of the hill, the plice where 

Elias aſcended to heauen, when he letr his Cioake be- 

hind him to E£/Jers his diſciple. This mountaine is 

foure milesof length, lying South and Narth, the North 

end bordcring with the Sea, neare to Acre, called an- 

ciently Prolomess, and the South end ioybing with the 

bordcrs of Samaria, through the which confine we paſt, 
Leaving Samaria on left hand , we entred into a aria. 

faire Plaine, adorned with fraitfulltrees, and all other 

ornaments that pleaſant fields aftoord , butno Village 

wee ſaw. Marching thus about the declining of the 

Sunne from the Mcridian, we came in ſight of two 

hundred pauillions, all pitched in rankes ; yee!lding the 

profpect of a little Citie , by a brooke ſide of water : 

which being percciued , the Caprtaine began to cen. 

ſure what they might be zand immcdiately there came 

riding towards vs, fixe naked fellowes, well mounted 

on Arabian Geldings, who demanded what wee were? 

and whither we were bound withſucha multitude ;and if 

there were any Franks of Chriſtendemre in our company. 

To whom the 1a»ſaries replied, we were purpoſed to /e- 

reſalem, and that there was but one Franke with them : 

Vfon the which they preſcntly ſought me , demanding 

Caffar, Caffar ; that was tribute for my head,& cauled me 

perforce notwithſtanding of the reſiſting Caranan, and 

laniFaries, to pay them preſently for my life ſeuen 

Chickens of gold ,. ſcuen times nine ſhillings ſtarling : 

Hh And 
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And this is, becauſe ſayd they our King is relidentin theſe 


Tents, and therefore we haue tripled his tribute : And 
yet were they diſconteated, becauſe there were no moe 


franks jn our company , for from the Armenians, they 
could not, nor would not ſeeke any tribute, becaule they 
were triburary flaues and ſubjects to the great Terke:net- 
ther alſo of any other Chriſtiane borne in his dominions, 
when they ſhall happen to fall into their hands, : 
They returning backe totheir Prince, with the male. 
dition of my heart, and the ſorrow of a Pilgrimes purſe, 
we marching on in our way, that day wee trauelled 
aboue thirty foure miles, and pitched at a Village called 
Aadoafh , being compoſed of threeſcore Mooriſh and 
Arabian houſes , ſtanding igna fruitfull and delicate 
Plaine; and garniſhed with Oliue, Date, and Figge- 
trees, Which were both pleaſant and profitable : where 
we found alſo good hearbes to cate, and abundance 
of watcrto drinke , and alſoto fill our empticd bottles: 
As wee lay downe toſlcepe after a hungry ſupper, on 
the hard ground , and our guard watching vs ; that ſame 
King of the Arabias came 2 little before mid-night, 
with twenty foure well horſed Runagats,and naked Cour- 
ticrs, being armed with bowes and arrowes, and halfe- 
pikes, pointed at both ends with hard Steele; and asked 
forthe Car=uar, who preſently awoke, and wenr to falute 
him, laying his hanC on his breaſt , bowed his head very 
low ; which is the viuall courteſie amongſt the Infidels 
and Chriſtians in theſe parts : For they neyer vncouer 
their heads toany man ; arid after ſome ſhort parley,they 
fate all downe @n the graſſe. The Caravan preſented 
his rude ke maicſty with water, bread , heatbes, figs, 
garitke , and ſuch things as ke had. 


As they were thus merry, ar this pooxe banquet, the 
awfull

awfull King tooke the Oath of our ConduRor , if there 

were any mo Frazkes there then I ; and he having ſworne 

the trueth, The King by a malignant informer , 1n. 

continenely cauſed me to be brought before him ; and 

ſtaring me in the face, asked my Interpreter where 

were my companions * VWho replied I had none : then 

ſayd he; tell that dogge, or Elſbole, he muſt acknow. 

ledge me with fiue peeces of gold more, otherwile(ma. 

king a figne te his owne throate) I hall cut off his head, 

becauſe (ſayd he) 1 will not leoſe this nights trauell for 

nothing: The which I being informed , and knowing 

that by no condition , there was reſiſtance againſt ſuch Ex8ion?

_ of money,and thereupon deſolate of rclicfe and com- 

ort. ) 
Traely this was one of the greateit tributes I payed 

for one dayes journey , that I had inall my voyage, in 

Aſia. There are two Kings in 41rab:a, the one who 

liveth on Euphrates , the \deſarts of Meſopotamia, ſornc- 

times in L{r4bis Felix, and —_— parts of Syria: And 
Hh z the 
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the other was hee to whom I payd this money) van. 
dereth with his Tribes, Teats, and Beſtiall, one white in 
Arabia Petrea, and Deſerta , and fometimesin the 79/1 
Larxd , as hee findeth good paltorage, and frefh Foun- 
tayncs, Theſe two Kings are mortall enemies : and if by 
accident they meete, they fight moſt cruelly , bringing 
dammage, rapinc, and deſtruction to themicites , anc 
their followers : Foritis adifhculr thing in them to dg. 
minate their inordinate paſſions , bceing vntamed $2ua- 
ves, and miſ-regarders of ciuility , who continually con- 
tend to corroborate the malignity of their diſpoſitions, 
with bloody and inhumane interpriſes. And yet all the 
reſt of thar night, after his rerurne from vs, wee ftill ex- 
pected ſome treacherous ſurpriſe, which made our ſoul- 
diers ſtand ſtoutly on their guard , anc wee Pilgrimes to 
Our vigilant and naked detence : For the Twrkes will nor 
ſufer Chriſtians to carry weapons in ai theſe Dominions, 
neither any where, where they command. And for all 
this great tribute , and nights danger of my lite, heere 
was my preſcat reſolution :

Bezirded round, in jbelfie gulfes of wracke, 
And (hipproke left, onrockes of wi deſpaires, 
Where helples care,with tortring thoughts me racke:

conceiued, for it was the ſmoake,and nor my ſelfe he re-

caycd City of Sychar in Samaria: This Province of S4- 
maria, is nov for the molt part quite deſtroyed and oucr. 
whelmed with movantzincs of 12nd : we found this aun- 
cient Well ſo wondrous deepe, that ſcarcely all cur ropes 
could finke our bucketintte watcr : The taſte whereof 
was \wondrouscold & ſweet, & for 1acobs ſake the whole 
number of vs,drunke more of it, then neede required : 
: Hh 3 The 
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The fiery tace of Phebus declining to the Weſt, we mar. 
ched through a part of the fields of Baſax, of which oz 
was laſt King , a man of ſuch alarge proportion, thar 
his bed being made of iron, was nine Cubits long , and 
foure broad : and all that afternoone, wee had exceed 
pleaſant trauailing ; and at night we incamped by Lydda 
on the fields : Ly4da is not aboue ten miles from the rni. 
nous Towne of Ceſarea by the Sea fide, and is now called 
by the Tz#rkes and Moores Aiferron, beinga Village on- 
ly of fixteene Aoorifh Houſes, Heere Peter healed the 
man ſicke of the pale. 

The Sea-pere Te Townes ſcituated bythe Sea fide in Phenicia, Pa- 

Townes of thc teftine, and luaes, arc theſe : Sydon,which ſRandeth in the 

Holy Land Borders of Zebylon, and Nephtalim, or Phenicia,becing 
a goodly City, and well peopled ; and is governed bythe 
Emeere 01 Prince of the Dru«ſcans : whobeeing the off 
ſpring of the Chriſtians, which vader the ConduR of 
Gedfrey Duke of Bullone , dilcended intothele parts,do 
ſtill maintayne their liberty againſt the Twrkes :The Sig- 
nior whereof being threatned by the Great Turke , fled 
to Coſmus Duke of Florence, Anno 1612. leauing his two 
Sanncs behind him , tbe eldeſt to keepe Sydop , andthe 
younger to remaine ina ſtrong F ortreſſe, on the weſt end 
of mount Z:banw : The clder brother foorthwith yeel- 
ded tothe great Twrke, the fignory of his Lands, bur the 
younger would neuer doit, ando retayneth abſolute 
the Countrey of Zibsnxs to this day , making himſel 
therevpon, a mountainous Monarchicke Prince, Tyres, 

which is miſerably brought to ruine : LLere or con, that 

hath yet fome indifferent trade of Merchandize , called 
formeriy Prolomess : Caipha , called commonly Caſtello 

Pellegrino , which hath nothing bur the remnants of an 

auncient Abbay : Ceſares , whoreſerueth bur onely the

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memory of ruines , forthere is no Hoſpitality init, ex- 
it be to ſauige Moores : loppa or laphta, is a Sea-port 
of {mall Barkes , but the decaicd Towwe, contayneth not 
one dwelling Houſe , fauc onely a high Tower, which 
defendeth the Port from Carſares: Here 7onah tooke ſhip 
to flye from God : Hcre Peter ralſed Tabiths or Dorcas, 
from Deathto lite: and where he lodging atthe Houſe of 
Simon the Tanner , was in a vilion taught the conuerſion 
of the Gentiles, And Barati tamous for ſo many Chri- 
ſtian armies that haue an—_— it , is now compoſed of 
cight hundred fire houſes: Lying Northeaſt of Sydon vn- 
der mount Libanss , formerly called 1ulia Felix , nigh 
vnto which (as fabulous ſtories report) S. George deliue- 
red the Kings Daughter, by killing the Dragon. Tt is 
alſo thought tobe within Canaan, ing in the Fron - 
ticr of Phenicie, and is the beſt inhabited place of all 
the holy Land , Sydow and Jeruſalem excepted. 
Saturday merning beforethe breach of day,ſciting for- 
ward from Zydaa , through the curling playnes of far. 
fac'd Paleftene , ſcarcely were wee well aduanced in our 
way , till wee were beſet with morethen three hundred 
Arabs , who ſent vs from ſhrubby heights an voexpeR- 
ed ſhoure of Arrewes, to the great annoyance of all our 
Company : PForif it had not beene , that our Souldicrs * 4rcadfut! 
ſhot off their Guanes on a ſudden , and ftood manly alio + 
toit, with their Bowes and, A*rowes for our defence, we . 
hadthen miſerably , in the midſt of their rauenovs fury 
periſhed, But the nature of the Arabs is not vnlike to the 
lackals : For whenany of them heare the ſhot of a Har- 
quebule, theypreſently rurne backe with ſuch ſpecd, as if 
the ficndes of the infernall Court were broken looſcat 
their heeles. | 
In that momentany conflit, on our fide there _

E4 mane aſlociates money, was with them that c{caped : the 
Caprtaine and 1aniſaries , meane while carried the two 
Moores along with them , thinking to exccute them at 
Jeruſalem. Bur their friends and neighbours following 
faft on Horſe-backe, andon foote, relicued them from 
the Caravan, reſtoring backe againe the two Armenians 
money. VVYhercatall the Meores were exceeding glad, 
and wee nowayes diſcontented : for it they had not bin 
redeemed, certainly their friends and fellowers, who 
were thicke flocking together , would haue cut vs all off, 

before wee could haue atrain'd to leruſe/rm. 
Atlaſt wee beheld the proſpect of Jeraſalem , which 
was not onely a contentment to my weary body , but al- 
b ſo beeing rauilhed with a kinde of vnwonted retoycing, 
| Aicyfulliar- the tearcs puſhed from my eyes for too muchioy. I 
_ this time the Armenians began tofing intheir 6wne fa- 
fhion, Plalmes to praiſe the Lord: and I alſo ſung the x03 
Pſalme all the way, till we arriued neerethe wals of the 
Citty , where wee ceaſed from our ſinging, for feare of 
the Twrkes. 

The Sunne being paſled to his nightly Repoſe , before 
Our arrivall, wee tound the Gates locked, and the 
Keyes c2micd vp tothe Baſbaw inthe Caſtle z which bred

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a common ſorrow in the Company, being all boch han- 

ery, and weary : yet the Caravas intreated earneſtly the 
Turkes within , to giue vs ouet the V Vals, ſome viAuals 
for eur money , ſhewing heawly the neceſſity wee had 
thereof, but they would not, neyther durſt att ſucl 
a thing. In this time the Guardian of the Monaſtery of 
Cordeleirs, whoremayneth there to receive Trauailers

ly one. Then the G#4rdiay called mce , and asked of

Hee hauing knowne my diſtreſſe, returned, and ſong Adeare nights)

payed tothe Subbeſhaw or SanJacke a great fine, being a 
hundred P+afters, thirty pounds ſterling : otherwile both 
hee and I had beene beheaded : which I confefſe , was a 
deare bought ſupper to the Gray Friey ; and no lefle al- 
moſt rome, being borh in danger of my Life for ſtar.

ed for a Traytor : For the Twrkes allcadged, he had taken 
in munition from me, and thc other Chr:ftians,to betray 
che Citty : this they doe oft, fora leſſer faulte thenthar 
was, -nely toget Bribes and mony fromthe Grey Frierc, 
which daily ſtand in feare of their liues. |

who rccciued mee toyfilly , and finging all the way to 
their Momiftery Te Denm Laudamus , they mightily re.

They had alſo in high 
reſpeR th: aduentures of my halfe yeares trauaile , Eaſt, 
and beyond leru/alem : troubling me all the while wee 
were together, to ſhow them the rare Diſcourſes of my 
long two yearcs ſurucy of Turkey , but eſpecially of my

the ſame as Mount Syow, Mount Calxary, Mount More. 
4h,and Mount 01;zet. The forme of the ſituation of 1e- 
ruſalems, is now like toa Hart, or Triangle, the one poine 
whereof looketh Eaſt, extending downeward, almoſt to 
the valley of 1eboſaphat , which diujderh er uſalem, and 
Mount Olizet: The ſecond head or point , bendeth out 
South-weſt vpon $797 , bordering neare tothe valley of 
Gehiznen : Thethird corner lieth on Mount Moriah, to- 
ward the North, and by-Weſt , having its proſpearo 
the buriall place of the Kings of 1/7 ae/. 

The walles are high and ſtrongly builded with $2x0 
quadrato , Which adorne Ieruſalens more thenany thing 
withinit, the Holy Grauecxcepred. It is of circuite abour 
three mules, and a halfe of our meaſure. As touching the 
former glory ofthis City, I willnot meddle withall, nor 
yet deſcribe , fith the Scriptures ſo amply manifeſt the 
fame ; concerning the lamentable deſtruftion of it ; I re- 
fer that to the famous Hiſtoriographer a_ , who 
largely diſcourſeth of manyhundred thouſands famiſhed, 


Gods iuſt iundgements ; which by his compu'ation did 
zmount beyond the number of eleuen hundred thouſands, 
But it isto be vnderſtood, they werenot all at one time in 
leruſalem , but came vp by tunes and timey, from their.

This City hath brene oft conquered by enemies:Firſt, 
by Nabrchodane;F ar, the Aſſirian King : Secondly, by 
the Greekes, and Alexander the Great, andalſo majucl. 
leuſly afflicted by _'ztiochus : Thirdly, it was taken 
in by Porpe;us : Fourthly, deit:oyed of Yeſpaſian and 
Titus: Fitthly, it was reedified be Adrian the Empe. 
r-ur, and wonne againe by Goſdroes. the Perſean King: 
Sixtly, it was overcome by Homey Califfthe ſucceſluur 
ef XM abomet : Seauenthly, by the great Scul1an of Ezypr, 
end by Gidfrcy ak Bafoine, a Chriſtrane Prince: Eight. 
ly, by Salad;ne the Caliph of Egypt, and Damaſcus ; 
Anno 1187. who reſcrued luccefſiuely the Signiory there, 
of fo: a long time: And laſtly, it was {urpritzd by Sultaz 
Selim, of So/yman the Emperour of che T#rkes, 4399 
1317. iopning the holy Land together with A2ypr 
to his Empige, who tortificd the ſame , being by 11. 
hides deray ned to this day: and by likei-hood ſhall kcepe 
it to the conſummation of the world, valeilc God of his 
mcrcy dcale otherwiſe, then the hopes of mans weake 
wdgemcnt can cxpet. Whence tru-ly I may ſay, that 
when fortune would change friend hip fhe diſleagueri 
conditionall amity, wich thc fei.fl-fle litargy of foule jn- 
Ertitude. This City is now gouctined by a San; ect or 
Srbbaſpuw , being placed thore by the Baſſaw of D amaſe 
cas, whole Deputie he is;the orhei being chicte Ru. 
ler vnder the Grand Signior over all the holy Land and 
the halfe of $ixi«. There is a ftrong Garriſon kept al- 
waycs in lersſalem, to withſtand the 4rb-/b inuifions, 
conliſting of eight kitndred Souldiers, T»rkes, and, 
Acres, Wh are vigilant in the night, and circum- 
ipcctin the day time , b that none can emer the Towne 
without 
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wichour their knowledge ;nor yet goe forth without 
their triall, This is a memorable note,and worthy of ob. 
ſeruation, that at that time, when the Citics of [er»ſalem 
and A4ntiocbis were recouerd from the Pagans by the 
meanes of Gedfrey of Bouforn , the Popeot Rome that 
then was, was called Yrbazus ;the Patriarke of leruſa- 
lem Heraslizs, and the Romane Emperour Freaericke : 


And atthe ſame time, and long thereafter, when er2ſa. A noubleobe 
lem was rcinthralled and ſeazed ypon by Saladire ; the ſeruntions, =» 


Popes name was Yrbenxs ; the Patriarke of leruſalem 
Heraclius; 3nd the Romance Emperour Fredericfe : 
Herod the ldumean, ſonne to Antipater , in 
Chriſt was borne « Archelaus, Agrippe Her 
priſoned Peter and Iames, and was caten 0 
whoſe time Chriſt ſuffered ; and Agrippe wins 
whom Paul pleaded) the laſt King of the 7ewes had raig- 
ned, (being ftrange Kings) in the laſt King time /ers- 
ſalem was ouerthrowne,and the Kingdome. a Pro- 
uince of the Romane Empire, Anno 37. After which de. 
ſolation,the ewes were ouer all the world diſperſed , but 
afrcrward in a zcalousconfideration,were baniſhed from 
the moſt part of the Chriſtian Kingdomes: Out of France 
they were reieed by Philip the faire, Aune 1307.0u: of 
Spaine by Ferdinand the Catholicke, 1492. out of Por- 
tugale by Emanxell, 1497. out of England by Edward 
the fifth, 1290, out of Naples and Sicilia by Charles thc 
fifth, 1539. Yet they arc found in greatnumbers in di- 
uers paits of Germany , Poland, and in ſome Citics 
of 1t«ly , as Venice and her territories, Florence and 
the juriſdiction thereof, the principalities of Pars, 
 CHantua, Modena, Yrbino, and theirexterding limity 
\ and finally Rowe, ( beſides her Eccleſiaſtical! ——_ 
whercin there axe noleſſe than twenty thouſand ofthem:

yet line, where they wil,ti2c moſt part of them are the wel- 
thicſt peop!e in the world,hauing ſubtile,and ſublime {pi- 
rits . Now for the ſcucrall Kings and Rulers of 74d4ah and 
1ſracl, beginning art Meyfes, the Iudges ofthe lewes were 
16. of whom Sameel was the laſt , art which time, the 
people defired ro hauc a King like vnto other Nations, 

The-Kings of the /ewes were three ;Sanl, Dania, and 
$S«/omang And the Kings of «dah were twenty, Zederhi- 

, in whoſe time N abuchodane77ar deſtroyed 
leruſal*s, Ot the Kings of 1/7ae/ there were leauenteene, 
of wharh 0ſeas was the laſt, in whoſe timethe 1/74e- 
l:tes were carried captiucs unto Aſyria, by King S alnma- 
najSer. 

"The Dukes or Goucrnours of 7ewyry were fifticene, of 
which loannes Hircanins, was the laſt Goucrnour of Ins 
dea, which diſcendcd from the ſtocke of Danid. During 
the gouernment of which Capraines, after the Babylory- 
an capttuty, the Iewiſh Kingdome was plagued on both 
fides, by the Kings of Egypt and Syria: who ſlaughtered 
their people, ranſacked rheir Ciries,made hauvocke of their 
goods, and compelled them to eate forbidden flefh , and 
facrifice to Idots: . 

To referme which enormitics, Matathias and his fine 
ſonnes valiantly reſiſted, andouercamethe impetyous fn- 
ry of Antiochus Epiphanesand his Syrians : Whereupon 
the Jewes cl.o!e 1ugdasfurnimed NM achebens for their Cap 
faine, one of the worlds nine Worthies - who thought 
not of the line of D awid,was yer of the tribe of 1udah. 


The 
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Th: Machabean Princes of 1ury were onely foure : 
loannes Hircanus the laſt , who was flaineby the Par- 
thianes: Of the Aachabean Kings of Iudah were other 
foure , of whom Hircanus ſonne to Alexander the ty- 
rant was the laſt , who being cilturbed in his raigne by 
Ariftebulus his yonger brother, with his ſonnes Alexan- 
der and Antiochns, he was firmely eſtabliſhzd in his 
throne by Pompey ; & the other carried captiues to Rome. 
But afrerward Alexander and Antiorhus eſcaping , the 
one by pollicy , the other by fauour of 1ul/ins Ceſar, vit- 
lanouſly abuſed Hizcanus : The former was f{laine by 
Scipio, and the latter for his villany was {laineby AMar- 
ens Antonius, and the Kingdome giuen toa ſtranger, He- 
r8d borne in Aſcolon of 1aumea, as I formetly recited, of 


which ſtrange Kings there were foure. Chriſtian 
The Chriſtian Kings of Paleſtine , beginning at God. Kings of iory 
frey of Bulloine were nine. Guy of Lyfinghaw being the 


laſt King of 1eruſelcm, and was ſurpriſed by Salad:ue of 
Ezypt, 1187, of 

And laſtly, or at this preſent time, the Emperours of 
the line and race of 0ttomen , are Lords and Kings oucr 
Ternſalem , andthe croſt, or rather now curſt land oi Ca- 
naan : In whoſe hands it is faſter kept , then the fſeuen- 
teene Belgian Prouinces , remaine totally ſubiect to the 
S$pan1ſh power, 

Bur to the intent the Reader may the better conceiue, 
and plainely vnderſtand the Monuments I fary wichin 
Teruſalem , and the circumiacent places of {udea; | 
thought beſt to pretixe the deſcription thereof , by tbe 
ſcuerall dayes as I ſaw them,not much condemning, net. 
ther abſolutely qualifying them , but ſhall (as it were) 
neutrafly nominate, and recapitulate theſe places, as 1 
was informed by the Padre Guardians , Gandentine, 

Kk 2 Saybant ws, 
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Saybentus a Yeroneſen borne ; whence he, and encry one 
ofthem euery third yeare are changed and recalled backe 
to Chiiſtendome , and other new Friers ſent in their 
pleccs: And eſpecially the information of 1ohn'Baptifte, 
the Trenchman, who dwelt and had ftayed twenty 
five yeares in Zeruſalem, and from whom the Friers 
themſe!ues haue their informarions + for a ſtranger 
that vndeiſtandeth not promptly the 7ta/ran rongue, 

Theignorance Which they viſually ſpeake, when they demonſtretetheſe 

ef Trauclcre. places vnto vs, hee ſhall conceiue ignoramly , diſpoſe 

his iadgement blind-foldedly, and knowes: not, how to 

diſtinguiſh the circumſtances, and qualirics of the things 

delivered. As I hauc knowne ſome of theſe Fraxcks,in 

my company, fimply miſtaken , cuen when the expo- 

ſition of euery obiect was large! manifeſted vnto them ; 

_ and preciſcly declared ſuch athing to haue bcenethere, 

_—* although perhaps the matter it ſelfe,be cuaniſhed and 
nfponed. 

About two of the clack on Palme-ſunday after dinner, for 
all of ys cate, drunke,and lay inthe Monaſtery, each of 
vs paying a Piaſter a day for our dyet, fixc ſhillings ſtar: 
ling, beſides all other coſts and charges : The Guardiay I 
ſay, departed from 1ernſalem to Bethphare : accompas. 
nied with twelue Friers, and many other Orientall Chri. 
ſtians, which were come thither ro that Feſtivall time, bur 
I'by no meanes would go, neither would the fix Germans, 
but repofing our ſclues on the top or plaiforme ofthe 
Cloyſter, we tayed till their returne : And yet from this 
place, we ſaw their back-comming from Berhphage as 
they croſſed the lower and South {1de of 0/iver ; deual- 
ling downeward , toward the valley of 1:hoſophat to a- 
ſcend Mount $iop, for the greater performance of their 
foolery, FE cy 
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The rediculous Ceremony which that day they vic, is 
thus : Inan Apifh imitation of Chriſt, at the foreſayd 
Berhphage , there was an Afſe brought to the Gaardiano, 
whereupon hee mounted (being as it were, the greater 
Aſle,riding vpon the leſſer) and came riding to 1ernſalem, 
the people cutting downe Boughs of tres, andalſo diſ- 
poyling themſclues almoſt ro the skin, beſtrewed the way 
as hee Rode along , crying, Hoſanne, Hoſanna, the Sonng 
of Dauid , blefſed i hee that commeth in the name of the 
Lord : vntill chey came tothe South gare of Syon,where 
the Guardian thought to haueentred, Riding through 7e- 
ruſalem to his monaſtery , with this ſhouting conuoy of. 
fixe thouſand Oriental! Chriſtians, becauſe their Patri. 
arkes have not that liberty to do ſo, as this 1:4/iav Guar- 
dian: Notwithſtanding , the clamour of the peoplein. 
cenſed ſo the Turkiſh ono—y arthis Gate , that 
they not onely abuſed thepoore Chriſtians in their igno- 
rant deuotion ,. but they pulled the Guardian alſo trom

the Aﬀes backe, beating him-moſt cruelly, and all the 


reſt of the Friersand Francke Pilgrimes that were with 
him : Where at laſt entring the Conuent , moſt of them 
came in groaning', and loaden- with blacke and blood 
blowes , whereart I,and the other Proteſtants _did = 
in our {leeues to behold their fooliſh Proceſſion , ſo ſyb- 
ftantially rewarded. At night after Supper,the Guardians 
knowing that I was a Proteſtant,and alſortheſeother Gey. 
»axes,made an Oration, ſaying : Tos Pilgrims who refuſe 
tobe participant withvsin the Sacraments, nor wil not ad. 
here to our Maſſes, proceſſons and Ceremonies which we fut- 
low of the Roman Charch:I would ther fore intreat you(your 
liberty being } ere 4s much as mint, whereby you may do as 
youpleaſe) onely to ablaine from ſcandalling and mocking 
#ur Rites and ordinary _— which at this great feaſt 
3: 
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we muſt performe : To which we condeſcended,and pro- 
miſed rogiue no occaſion of offence, ſeeing ouroutward 
carriage in going along with them to fee their cuſtomes, 
rended no way to hurt the inward diſpoſition of our 
ſoules. 

Intheconcluſion of his long Exhortation, hee diſclo- 


ſed this 2dmonition, ſaying : All of you Travarlers muſt 


ingeneral be indued with thcfe three worthy gifts, Farth, 
Patience,& Mony: Faithtobcleeuetheſe things you 11 all 
ſee here at,and about leruſalem : Patience , to indure the 
apparentiniurics of Infidels , and C2/0zey , to dilcharge 
all rributes, and coſts, which here (meaning in ks owne 
Monaſtery) and about this City mwft be defrayed, His 
Sermon he concluded like a Grey Frier , as indeede hee 
was :. for I am fully perſwaded hee little caredfor our 
Faith, and Patience , prouiding , that our purſes could 
anſwere his expeRition , as truly we found the condigne 
trial thercof afterward : making our Patience to ſtartle, 
our Faith to 'ouer-top his 1yes , and our monies to bee a 
ſlave ro bis greed ; avd wee leftthe laſt triburary ſpoyles 
of two extortionable flatterers, Anarice, and 1gnorance ; 
with the which our Reverend Guardian was fully in- 
welted. 
Monday earcly , we Plgrimes went foorth to view the 
monuments withinthe Citty , being accompanied with 


_ the Pad7eY iccario, and a French Predicatore: the places 


of any note wee ſaw were thele: firſt they ſhewed vs the 
place where Chriſt appeared to Mary Mazdalen , who 
fayd :Tonch me notyfor 1 am not yet aſcended to my Father, 
lobn 25.15. and this place by them is ſuppoſed to be the 
Centeror middle par: of the World. Next,where Saint 
lames the firſt Biſhop of che Primitive Church was be. 
headed : then rhe'Houſe of Saim Thomas, but thatis | 
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doubrful(ſay they )becauſe it isnot yer confirmed by the 
PapaR Authority : From thence they brought vs tothe 
place where Anne one of the High Prieſts dwelt, and 
allo the Tree tothe which our Sauiour was bound, whiles 
4una was making himfclte ready to leade himto Caz- 
phas ; bur.thar I wil nor belecue , for that Tree groweth 
zet, being an OliueTrec. They ſhewed vs alfothe houſe 
where Saint Peter was imprifoned, when his fetterg were 
ſhaken off his legges, and the Priſon doores caſt open, 
and hee relicued : And where Zebedens the Father of 
lames and lohn dwelt, which are nothing bura lumpe of 
Ruines, 

Thence wee came tothe decayed lodging of Caiphas, 


withour the Citty, vppon the mount Syor , whereupon c aiphas Lodgs 
theres a Chappell builded , andat the -ntry of thar lit- ing. * 


tle Dowo , we faw the ſtone, on which the Cocke crew, 
when Peter denied Chriſt. Within the Game place is the 
ſtone that was rolled to the Sepulcher doore of our Sa- 
uiour , being now madean Altar tothe Abafizes. Theſe 
Abaſines, are naturally borne blacke , and of them filly 
Religious men , who ſtay at leryſa/em,in two places, rs. 
wit, heere at Caiphas Houſe, on mount Syon, and the 0- 
ther Convert on mount, Moriah , where Abraham would 
haue ſacrificed 1ſaac:They weare on their heads flat round 
Caps of a blackiſh colour , and on their bodies long 
gownes of white Dimmety , or linnen cloath , repre- 
ſenting Ephods: the conditton of them{clues being more 
deuoute, than vnderſtanding the true grounds of their 
deuotion, blind zeale and ignorances ouer [wayang their 
beft light of knowledge . They bcing a kinde of people, 
which came from Preſter 1ehans dominions, 

And within that Chappel they ſhewed vs a narrow pt, 
wherein (fay they) Chriſt was incarceras , the —__ 
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forc he was brought to the Judgement Hall. Vpon the 


. ameſide of Syow , we ſawthe place, where Chriſt did 


inſtitute the Sxcraments: and not far hence, a decayed 

Houſe, where (ſay they) the Holy-Ghoſt diſcended vp- 

the Apoſtles, andalſo the Sepultures of Dasid,and 

is ſoane Salomon : Oucr the which, there is a Aosrkie, 

wherein no Chr:ſtian may enter, to [ce theſe monyu- 

ments. For the Twrkes doe great Reucrence, co moſt of 
all the ancient Prophets of the old Teftament, 

From thence we returned,and entred in vi4 dolorsſa, 
the dolorous way, by which our Lord and Sauior paſled, 
when he went to be crucified , carrying the Crolle ypon 
his Backe : Andat the cad of the ſame ftreere (ſay they) 
the Souldiers met Simon of Cyrene, and compelled him 
to helpe Chriſt , to beare his Croſſe when hee fainted... 
Pilats Tudgment Hal, is alrogether ruinated, having bur 
onely betweene the ewo ſides of the Lane, an olde Arch 
of ſtone , ynder the which I paſſed , ftanding ful in the 
high Way : Here they ſhewed vs the place,where Chriſt 
firſt cooke vp his Croſſe, and on the top of that Arche, 
wee ſaw thar place called Gabbarhs, where Telus ſtood, 
when 'P-lat layd to the ewes, Ecce homo. 

A little below this, they brought vs to the Church of 
Saint Amr, where (ſay they ) the Virgin Mary was 
borne. And going downea1other narrow Lane, they 
poynted in to a Houſe , and ſayd, heere Dzwes the rich 
Glutton dwelt, who would not giue to LaJarus the 
Crummes of Bread chat fel from his Table : this I ſuſ- 
pend, amoagſt many other things , for all hold itto bee 
a Parable, and not a Hiſtory :. And although it were a 
Hiſtory , whocan demoaſtrate the particular place, c- 
reſalem, having becne {> often rranſformed byalte- 
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This I muſt needes fay , with ſuch leying wonders, 
theſe flattering Friers , bring Strangers into a wonderful 
admiration , and although I rehearſe all I ſaw there, yet 
I will not belecue all, onely publuſhing them as things in- 
different , ſome whereof are friuolous, and others {ome- 
what more credible : But as I ſayd before, I will make no 
(or very {inall) diſtinRion in the Relation. 

From thence we came without the Eaſterne gate,(ſtan- 
ding on a low Banke , called the daughter of Syow , that 
ouer-toppeth the valley of 1ehoſophat, ) vato an immouc- 
able ſtone,vpon the which they layd St, Stephen was [to- 
ned to death, the firſt Martyr of the Chriſtian faith ; and 
the faithfull fore-runner of many noble followers. As we 
returned to eur owne Conuent,they brought vs to mount 
Moriah, and ſhewedvs the place where Abraham offered Abrahams 
vp 1ſaac , which is inthe cuſtody of Nigroes or Erkiops. + 
axs - to whom cach of vs payed ten Madips of Braſſe,ahe 
common coine of 7eruſalem,tor our in going to that place. 
And the other monaſtery that theſe SG detaine,is on 
mount S/nay inthe Deſarts, where the body of S. K athe- 
rixelyerh buried, which is richly maintained, and ſtrong- 
ly keptby the A:h10pian Emperor: There ate 200. Rc- 
ligious Abaſines init, and 100, ſouldicrsto guard ther 
from the incurſions of Arabs, who continually moleſt 
them, becauſe mount Say ſtandeth in midſt of that de- | 
ſolate Arabian wildemneſſs , and far from any ciuill or in- Maum Sinaye 
habired place ; being diſtan: from leruſa/em about 70. + 
Englah miles, Next they ſhewed ys the place where Ielus 
layd, Daughters of Teruſalem, mourne net for me,c3c. And 
neere vntothis, where the virgin Mary fell into an agony, 
when Icſus paſſed by carrying his Crodle : Alſo, not farre 
kence,we beheld the place, wheie (as they ſay) Ieſus ſaid 


to his mother,voman,behold thy $ N 
hold thy mother, OATOY m_—_ _ — 
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Aſcending more vpward , they ſhewed vs the houſe 
of Veronica Sandta, and ſaid, that onr S2niour going by 
her doare, all in a ſweat to Mount Catuary , ſhe brought 
him a navkin to wipe his face; which he receined , and 
£aue it ro her againe : in which (ſay they) the print of 
his tace remainerh to this lay,and is ro be ſecne at Ree, 
Ir is allo fayd to bein a Tewne in Spaize, and another 
of them at Palermo in Sreilia rt wheretore I belecue the 
one,-as well as' rhe reft.

This Templc afterward growing in decay, Herod the 

ercat,-{ that kilied the young Infants for Ns 
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who (uftcred for him ,nbeforc lic tuficsod for thens) built 
another much inferiour t9 the firſt, and ſupztionr x0 the 
ſecond. And although ſorac Authors-would haug him but 
eo repaire the ſecond Temple , yer.iris moſt gertaing; he 
did cuen from the foundation raiſe its greateſt-beaut y 
and glory. For this Herod the Aſcolon:te, was an Ed9- 
»1/t ftranzer, or 1dumean , who having gorten the King- 
dome contrary to the Liw of «Moſes ; and created King 
of lewry by O&avins Auguſtus z and knowing thele peo. 
ple ro be offended therewithall , to procuce their f2.,, 
your did bu 14 to thema third Temple : This was it, in meazs Tca- 
which our Szuiour, and his Apoſtles did daily Preach , P'<- 
and was ſet on fire by Titus thetenth day of augeft; 
on which &ay likewiſethe firſt Temple, was burnt by Na- 
buchodane\$av. And laſtly there is another great Tem- 
ple bui}deugn the (ame place , by Suzan, Selim Soliman, 
reſeraed by Twrbes, and highly regarded, for that reſpect 
they carry to Su/omon ; care the - which , or' wichin 
whoſe courts no Chriſtian may enter vadet the paine of

This pceſeat Temple hath two incircling Gogpts in- ©,

4 to Tordan, and the mountaitnein the Wilderneſſe where 
Chrift fiſted; which is his vſuall cuſtome once every 
yeare berweene Palme-ſnnday and' Eaſter , returning 
againe before Good-friday, Theſe places cannot be 
vierved, ſaue onely at that time ; neither may a Pilgrime 
-goe along with the ſouldiers, vnleſſe hegiue the vilue 
of ſeuen Crownes or Piaſters (as apropyne) vnto the 
Lieurenanr , being forty two ſhillings ſtarling : and ifthe 
Traueller will not goe to that charge, he may ſtay there 
till rhejr returne , which I would not wiſh him to doe, 
if poſſhbly he may ſparethe money, for the ſight of So- 
dome, and lordans fake. That ſame night after ſupper, 
the Guardian demanded of vs Trauellers, if we would- 
goe with him to fee theſe memorable ,& ſingular things, 
vpon the former condition : To whom we anſwered, in a 

general! confent,we would,and ſo payed our moneyes. 
_—_ Earely vpon Tweſday morning all the Friers and Pil- 
A  grimes Bm mmm on Mules ſaueonely pedeſtriall 
| I, and two Mules loaden with our prouifion of vichu- 
als; we'departed from the City, about our nine of the 
clocke in the forenoone , keeping our faces South-eaſt, 
and leauing Bethphage and Bithania on our left hand, 
wee had pleaſant. trauelling for teauen miles; but in the 
aftetnoone wee centred in a barren and defart Coun- 
rrey till I where at laſt wee arrived at a ſtand- 
iog Well, and there refreſhing our ſelues and the 
beaſts , wee repoſed tilltwo houres within might, After 
that the Cipraine had cried Catethiangae, that is, march 
away: we ſet forward , ' being wellguarded round about 
with our keepers, becauſe we entred into adangerons 
way, anda moſt deſolate and ſabulousſoile. 
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In all this deformed Countrey , wee ſaw neyther 
houſe, nor Village, for it is altogether deſartuoys, and 
inhabited onely by wilde Beaſts, and naked Arabians. 
Before wee camenecre to Sodom 2nd Gomorrah , by ſea. 
ucn miles : (for ſo wee behooued to pafſe by the Eaft end 
of it, before wee could arriue at that place of 19rdan 
which wee intended) we I fay incountred with ſuch deep 
ſandy ground , that the Mulets were not able tocarry 
our Company through: Whereupon they all diſmoun. 
ted, wreftling,and wading aboue the middle part of their 
bodics, and ſometimes falling in ouer their heads, they 
were in great danger of periſhing , although the robuſt. 
neſſe of my body carried mee through on my feete, re- 
licuing alſo divers times ſome of theſe Friers and Pil- 
grimes, that were almoſt choaked and ouer-whelmed 
with Sand, but not for lacke of Wine, Euen in the mid. 


deſt of this turmoyling paine, (the nighe being darke)the 


——c- 


ynwelcomed Arabs, enuironed , and inuaded vs with a a tearcfuy 
torme of Arrowes, which they ſent from the tops of lit- 4#nger- 


ge hard hils , whereupon they ftood, for knowing the 
aduantage of the ground : they rooke q_—_— to giue 
the more feareful affaults : yet they preuailed nothing (al- 
though they wounded fame of our Souldiers ) fuch was 
the refolute Ceurage of our valourous Defendants. 
Tracitis, that inall my trauailes I was ncuer fo fore fa. 

tigated , nor more fearefully indangered, as I was thar 
night. 

A little after midnight, theſe Sauages leauing vs, and 
wee leauing our troubleſome way, we accoafted the Lake 
of Sodome , and marched along the marine (hoare aboue 
nine miles before we came to 7ordan, This Lakeis cal- 
led Lacus Aſphaltites, "—_— a kinde of {lime,named 
Bitumen Aſphaltum ; the which bituminous ſauour no 
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[wing thing canindure. And now 2fere mottwime, þ fea 
bec1ufe it is ſalt ; and mortauwm or dead, for that no h. 
ning thing breedes herein : and more properly for this 
cauſe called rhe dead Sea; becaule of tr felte it is vomone. 
able, ſuch ts the Leprofic and ſtability of the water. Tt 
is alſocalled ſo , becauſe it a Bird fiyc ouerit, thee pre. 
ſently fal.cth downe thercindead : And as Salomon repor. 
ith of it, Wiſdom. 107, tt {iioaketh continually : from 
whence preccedeth fiichy Vapours, which detoxme the 
fields. lying about for certaine miles, as it ware blaſted, 
ſcorcked , and made vtrerly brrren : this ſmoake I take 
onely to be but the exhalarion of 7914p : For this Riucr 
talliag into it , and thereentling t1scourſe, the two con- 
rrary natu'es cannot agree; the one being a filthy paddle, 
and the other a pure water, as I ſhall moreapprobably 
Recorcl. 

This Lake is foute fcore miles in length;and accoming 
toirs interualling Circuire, fomerimes rwo,three,foure, 
or fiue miles in breadrh : yer the body thereof, bending 
dircaly Sourh-weſt ; keeperh a glaffic eourſe, rill it falure 
theauſtiereconſpicuolity of the ſabu!ons and-ſtony De- 
farts: beeing compaſſed with rhe Rockes of Ayab;a Pe- 
trea onthe Sourh : On the North, with the ſandy hils of 
the VVildertefſe of 1#4ex : on the V Veſt, withthe Ree 
py mountains of Aridb1a deſirta :and on the Eaſt , with 
the plaine of 7cricho, How commethin topaſſethere. 
fore, that the freſh running flood of 1ordan, falling euer- 
moreintorhis b.-anded Sea, that rhe Lake ic ſelte , neuer 
diminitheth; re increaſerh,, but alwayes ſtandeth ar one 
fulnefle: neyther harh it-any iflbing forth, nor reboun- 
deth backewards on the plaine of Terrc/v , which igone 
of thegreateft wonders intlic V Yorld. V Vherefore, as 
I ane fayd, it muſt needes'cyther exhale to the Clouds, 
Or 
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or otherwile runnedowne to Hell - for if it ranne vnder - 
the Rockes , ind fo burſt in the Deſarts , it would foone 
bee knowne ; but in all the bounds of Arab:a Deſerta, 
which betwixt this Like and the Red Sea,exrend to 300, 
miles , there is no ſuch matter, as Brooke,or ſtrand, much 
leſle a River , neyther hath it any incercourſewith the 
Ocean, valefleir runne through ſome ſccret paſſage of 
the carth ynder the Wilderneffe, vntothe Red fea, And 
- thatis doubtfull , althongh it may appeore probable ;in 
regard of Nilus , that runneth a hundred mics vader 
the ground in theextexior £hiopia + and diuers other 
Kiuers alſo after the {ame mapner, obſcuring them- 
ſclues ynder Reckes, monnitaynes, and planures for ma- 
ny miles: which particulars, by my owne experience, I 
could denote. 

But as for this Riuer, the queſtion may ariſe, whether 

ran it during the time of thele five Cit:ics of the plaine, 
now ouerwhelmed with Water ; or where was theifſuc [M4 doubiut- 
thercof, To this I an{were , was not the hand of the —— =_ 
Almighty, that rained downe from the Hezuens fire 
end Brimſtonero conſume them, able alſo, ro drowne 
their ſituations and interualling plaines with watcr : Yes 
and doubtleſſe yes, and the courſe of the Riuer keeping 
ſtill its former condition : And for muderne -x top'es, 
how many Cirties, Manſions, and Stations, hiuc beene 
ſommerſled with water : nay innumcrabie,and {yremay- 
ning to this day , place, beauty, and bene, all det: ced : 

As now in Scotland necreto Falkizt, riffs the lait :nd 
lateſt memory of ſuch woctuil acciiooys, and luper- 
abounding diſgorgings. 

It breedeth nor reſerueth no kinde of fiſhes; andif by 

the ſwelling of 19rdan, any fiſhes be ca;ried tot, they 
immediatly dy. Although 19/ephns winelkih, -_ in 

us 
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his time, there was an Apple grew vpponthe Bankes 
thereof, like to thecolour of gold, and withinwas rot. 
ten , and would conſume to pawder ; yet I affirmenoyw 
the contrary : For there is not ſuch a thing ( whatſocucr 
hath beene in his dayes)as eyther Trees,or Buſhes, grow 
netereto Sodome by three miles : ſuch is the cenſumation 
of that peſtiterous Gulfe. 

Diuers Authors haue reported, that nothing will ſinke 


:"+or, 1QCO it, Of any reaſonable weight, as dead men, or Cars 
made kafles of Beaſts: but by experience I approue the con- 


trary: For ir beareth nothing at all; yea , not the weight 
of a Feather , nor the pile of withered Grafle, bur it 
will ſinke therein , with the which my hands made ſun- 
dry trials ; and dare approoucit to be of trueth, in ſpighe 
of the leying world, and all doting varieties of auncient 
Rclations, | 

The water it ſelfe, is of a blackifh colour,and atſome. 
times inthe yeare, thereare tercible ſhapes, and ſhowes 
of terrourin it, as I was informed ar lericho, by the A4- 
ravian inhabitants there, which is the neereft Towne that 
bordereth thereupon, 

This contagious and peſtilentious Lake of Sodome, re- 
ſemblerh much {as may be ſuppoſed) that internall gulfe 
of Hell : butin my opinion , I hold it to be the Pargato- 
ry of Papilts: for they ſay Limbus Patrum, is necre, or 
inthe ſecond raome to Hell, which I thinke muſt needs 
be Saaome : for although it benot Hell it ſelfe , yet Iam 
perſwaded, itis aſecond Hell, hauing (as ſome report)no 
bottome. V Vherefore I conclude thus , thatfince Pa- 

iſts will haue a Purgatory , I abſolutcly affirme,it muſt 
ſuch a Purgatory , as the purging of Sodowme and Go- 
morra, which was with fire and Brimſtone, to their de- 

ſtruction. 
About 
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About the breach of day on Wedneſday morning, we 
paſt by theruines of an old houſe; where (as they lay) 
$, lobs the Baptiſt remained , when he baptized thoſe 
that came from 1eruſalem , and other Regions about, 
which is but the flight of an arrow from lordey. 

Approaching tothe banke. fide, we diſmounted, and 
vncloathed ourlſelucs, going in naked to the Riuer , we The Rives 
waſhed vs to refreſh our bedies ; our Sonldiers lying a => 
little off from vs, as pledges of our liucs, zad their owne 
ſafcgards, ſtayedas Bulwarks for our pote@ion , & a con. 
niuall obligation for two repugnant defences: T ime pre. 
ſenting the awtull oppor tuniry of both occaſions. In this 
place, asthe Guardian ſaid, was Chr:ft baptized of S. 
T1hn, when the Holy Ghoſt came downe ina bodily 
ſhape, like a Dove vpon kim, and there was avoyce from 
Heauen, faying : Tow art my beloved Sonne, in Thee 1 ams 
wellpleaſid. 1 ſaw allo an apparant like teſtimony, of a 
quadrangled ſtone, lying on the banke ſide; wheruponare 
ingrauen letters,of Hebrew, Greeke, L atine, teſtifying the 
ſamething : and may be alſaconieQured, in regard of the 
auncizgt Habitacle , of that precurſor , which is not far 
from thence, 

This riuer 107447 beginnneth in Mount Libanus, of two 
fountaines,7oc,and Dan, which runne ſeparated, till they 
come tothe lake Meronah; 8& henceit maketh one body, 
keeping his courſe through the lake CC in 
S#dome. The river Tibris at Rome, & lordan are not much 
different in quantify and colour ; and not vnlike other in © 
their courſes: For 1ord-z fallethin the old Gomorah, and 
Tibris runneth through the new Sodome, A hiſtory of 
luch euidence, as trauell tzught me by experience: Fax it 
[- _ _ — Aur breeds in the 11al1ajvs ins 

ence: It Terre, I wi inaulyence, ofthe Popes au- ' 
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The rivers themſclues are both of a muddy colour, and 
their quantity not tar different-from other, which Jordan 
for grearneſſe reraineth , and the length of their courſcs 
are much ſemblable to other, The watcr of 19rd4an hath 
beene tranſported to Yenicein barrels, for that purkty it 
hath; which will reſeru: vaſpoiled, both moneths and 
yeares,and the longer it is kept, it is the more freſher ; and 
to drinkeit, 1s an excellent remedy for the feucr quay. 
tay or quotidiar , being neare 1n vertue to the Wine of 
Libanon. 
Conſidering the auncient reputation ofthis famous ri- 

ucr, and the rare fight of ſuch an vnfrequented place, I 
clmbed vp torhe top ef a 7 #rpertine tree, which grey 
Wichin the limited flood, a 1icle abone where I leit my 
company cuen naked, as Icame from ſwimming, and cut 
downe a fate hunting rod of the heauy and ſad Turpex- 
tinerrec, being three yards Jeng, wondrous ſtraight, full 
&f ſmall knots, and ofa yellowiſh colour; which after. 
ward, with great 1 4 Emland, and did 
preſent it (as the rareſt gemme of a P:lgrimes treaſure) to 
his Majeſty. But I rcmember in the chooſing thereof an 
ynexp<Red accident fell out : For I being ſequeſtrat from 
the fight of the company , vpon this ſolitary tree , with 
broad obſcuring leaues, the Friers and Souldiers remo- 
moucd ; keeping their courſe twards Jericho : but within 
two furlongs from Jordan, they were beſet with the for- 
mer No#urnal/<nemics , who allailed them with a hard 
conflict : For I hearing the Harquebule go off, was ſtraight 
in admiration, and looking downe to the place where I 
left my affociates, they were gone ; ſo bending my eyeya 
lictle further in the Plaine, I ſaw them at a martia?| comm. 
bate: which ſight gaue me ſuddenly, the threatning of 
deſpaire: not knowing whether to ſtay intrenghed, with. 
ID 
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in the circundating leaues , to approuethecuents of my 
auſpicuous fortunes: Or in proſecuting a reliefe, to be par. 
ticipint of their doubrfull deliverance. [nthe end pore 
dering, I could hardly,or neuer eſcape their hands,cirher 
there, or by the way going vp to 7eruſa/em, leapt downe 


from cherree,leauing my Turt;/bcloathes lyiag ypon the. 


ground, tooke onely in my hand the rod & $haſſe which 
I wore on my head ; and ranne ſtarke naked aboue a 
quarter of a mile amongſt thiſtles , and ſharpe pointed 
grafle, which pittifully be pricked the ſoles of my feete, 
bur the feare of death for the preſent, expel'd the gricte 
of that vnlooked for paine. Approaching on the ſafe 
ſide of my m_—_ , one of our Souldiers broke forth 
on norſebacke, being determined to kill mee for my 
ſtaying behinde + Yea, and three times ftroke at me with 
his halfe-pike z bur his horſe being at his ſpeed , I pre- 
yented his cruclty, firſt by falling downe , next by rus. 
ning in amongft the chickeſ of the Pilgrimes , recouec- 
ring the Guardians face, which when the Guardian elpi- 
ed , and ſaw my naked body, hee preſently pulled off his 
gray comne.md threw it to me, whereby I might hidethe 
ſecrets of nature : By which meanes, (in the ſpace of an

houre) I was cloathed three manney of wayes - Firſt, like ,,"< 8m 
a Turke : Secondly ,likea wild Arabian: And thirdly,like havixs in halts; 
a grey Frier, which was a barbarous, a ſauage, and a re. * houe- 


lizzous habit. 

The Captaine at laſt entering in parley with the Arabs, 
by ſome contributing promiſes did mitigate their fary, 
for their compounded acknowledgement wasto be (cnt 
them from ernſalem : Whereupon, wee marching to- 
ward leyicho , repoſed our {elues vnder acooling ſhade, 
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After Dinner wee aroſe,and went to the Houſe of Z. 
chews : (this was 'hee who ſate vppon a'Tree to ſee our 
Sautour as hepaſl:d by,) the Wals whereof ſtand to this 
day , the teQture being onely demoliſhed, This nevy 
lericho is now a poore Village onely of nine dwelling 
houſes, inbabitcd by akinde of T2rabs ( which are in 
' ſabieion vnder the Gouernour of 7er«ſa/emn,) but I ſaw 
many ruinous lumpes of the Wals, and demolithings of 
the old Towne, which is a little from this diſtant, abaur 
a ſhort quarter of a mile, Here 1 ſaw two moſt dainty 
kinde of fraites , the one was a little Iefler then an Ap- 
ple , but more round : whoſe colour was like gold with. 
| Twoforor Out, and within it was White as Snow , and {weerelike 
Suger. T would gladly hane caten- of them ; but the 
Friers forbade me , ſaying; they were the onely peſt of 
Death vntoa ſtranger. The-other Apple was like to a 
reene Lemmon, long,and full of knots,of a reddiſh co- 
our , like to a Mcllone ; being both delicate and whole, 
ſome, of which wee did eate ro fatiſtie the naturall ap- 
petite , and ſodid all our: Souldiers eate of them exceſ- 
ſively : their Trees growing high and greene by a Brooke 
fide of delicate Water that runneth from the fountaine of 
EliFeus, From lericho we ſet forward, in the way of 
the Wilderneſſe ; our determination being ſuch , as to 
view the mouataine whereon Chr:ft faſted forty dayes: 
Where arriued,bcing late, we durſt not go vp til morning, 
| Elke Foun- Wherefore we pitched that night by the fountayne of Z- 
Hons lizess, the V Vater of which, was of old,naturally bitter, 
bur by the prayers of that diuinePropher , was reſtored 
toa (weet talt: It is good in digeſtion, and harmeleſle for 
health:agd it is the liyghteR water the earth yeclds:hauing 
on the merrovw filled a Boares skinof it,to carry with me 
to the rounfaine;I found i ſo light,that I kw no weight 
RO. 
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nor paine inthe bearing of it on my ſhoulders : notwith- 
tanding,the way of it ſelfe was faſtidious, This mountain 
is called Quarantenam, or 2varanto, being of height, _ | 
by the computation of my painetu!! experience , aboue 4 orps _ 
ſixe miles , and groweth from the bottome till ſmal- dayen 
lerand ſmaller, till that the top is covered with a little 
Chappe!ſ, not vnliketo the proportion of a Pyramede. 

Theres no way to aſcend vpon'this Hill, fave one, 
which hath bcene hewen out of the Rocke, by tbe indy. 
ſtry of men, experimented in Maſonry z (which was 
done at the coſt of Queene Helen) going vp by the De- 
grees of forty five turnes. In all our Company there 
were onely one Frier , foure Germanes, and I, that durſt 
attempt to climbe the gountaine. 

Tharſday carely at thebreach of day,we fixe made vs. 
for the mountaine , leauing our Souldiers to guard the 

aſſage below , leaſt ſome ſtragling Arabs ſhould haue 

os after vs for oue Neſtruction. Where after diuerſe 
eurnings., traverfings, and narrow foot paſlages hauizg 
come with great difficulty to the top , we entred firſt in» 
to a yrabragious Caue , ioyning to, and vnder the Chap- 
pell, wherethe Frey told vs , that in this place Chr;/? 
did fat forty dayes: and here it was , where he rebuked 
Sathan.The Chappel which couereth the top of this high 
and ſteepy Rockeis coucred, andalſobeautified, with an 
old Altar : betweene the outward fides whereof, and the 
cragey tace of this mountaine,two men may only go fide 
to {ide : Here wedined ang refreſht our ſclues with water 
that I carried on my backe hither : From which place we 
ſaw the moſt part of all the Holy Lind,except the North 
parts of 1udea, Paleſtine,and Phenicia, and a great way in 
the two Arebiacs, Perrea, and Deſerta,and all the length 


of 1orden.cucnfrom Sedeme to Maron. 
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Ar laſt in our Returne and fearefull diſcending, there 
would none of vs goe downe formolt : For although the 
Frier lcd vs freely vpwards , yet firſt downeward for his 
life hee durſt not g6c : and that becauſe at the narrow end 
of euery turning , there was aye betweene the ypper and 
the lower paſſige , about my height , and ſome where 
twice my hcighr, of the flat face of the Rocke, where- 
on there was nothing bur diwples and holes ro recciue 
our feete, which in diſcending was perillous. Now 
the greateſt danger, ateucry turne , was inthe downe go. 
ing of the formoſt , who was to receiue,themall,one b 
one, and foote their feet inthe ſhallow dimples : of which 
if any of them had miſſed, his fliding downe bad mil. 
carried them both ouer theRocke, 

Now for the noble Germanes ſake,two of whom were 
ercat Barcns , $ignier Strowſe, and Siznior C ruſhen, and 


- borne Vaſſals tothe Marqueſle of Hanſpanch, I reſolued 


to imbracethe danger : Where downe I went, receiuing 
every one of them, at every turne, firſt leading their 
fecte by my hands, and then by inueloping them with 
mine armes: Well, hauing paſt halfe way downewards, 
weecame to the moſt ſcurrile and rimorous Diſcent of 
the whole paſſage, where with much difficulty , I ſer 
ſafe the foure Germanes in our marrow Rode hewcnout of 
the craggy Fill ; and then was to receive the Friey : 


| Whence hee comming downe from aboue , with his 


Belly and face to the Rogke , holding his hands grum- 
bling aboue , the fellow fell on trembling ; and as I was 
romp his feete in the holes , diſtempred feaie breught 
im downe vpon me with a ruſh'ing hurle : Whereuppon 
ſtraight Imainly cloſed with my left arme his body faſt 
eo the Rocke, keeping ſtrongly my Right ſhoulder tothe 
ſame place : For I covld not haue ſaued my ſelfe , and 
| letting 
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lettinghim fall , but hee would hauc cauzhr mee head- 
long with him, ouer the Rocke : And yet the Germanes 
cryed till to me, Laſcia ti quel furfanto caſear alla fondo 
con il Dianolo , e ſaluacaro frate'lo lawita voſtra , VF e 
Let tl at Villaine fall tothe ground withthe Dinell, and 
ſaxe,0 deare brother, your owne life : But I neyther would 
nor durlt : ae }aſt his feare, by my incouragement hauing 
left him , I ſuffered him to flide ſoftly downe betwecre 
my armeand the Rocke, torhe (olid path : Where by 
and by , hee fell downe vppon his knees, and gaue mee 
a thouſand Bleſfngs, vowing for this, he would doe me 
a great good deede before I left Teruſalem. 

Ar laſt towards the afternoane , wee (afely arrived at 
the foote of the Mountayne,and hauing ſaluted the Grar- 
dian, and all the Reſt, who then were ready to take 
tourney, the Frier told his Reuerence how I had ſaucd 
his life: Whereupon the Guardian, and theother Friers, 
did imbrace me kindly in their Armes , giving me many 
earneſt and loning thankes. 

And now the Souldicrs and wee being aduarced in our 
Way , as wee returned to Jeraſal-, , wee marched by 5, feromes 
an olde Rninous Abbey , where (ſay they ) S1int 1crome Abbey, 
dwclt , and was fed there by wilde Lyons ; Hauing tra- 
nailed ſore and hard that afrernoone , wee arriued at 1e- 
ruſalem an houre within night, forthe Gate was kept 0. 
per a purpoſe for vs and our Gward: and entring our Mo- 
naſtery , wee ſupped, and reſted our {clues till midnight ; 
having marched that halfe Day , more as 34. miles, A 
little before midnight, the Guardias and the Friers,were 
making themſclues ready to goe with vs to the Church 
of the Holy Sepulcher, called Santto Saluatore ; where 
wee were to ſtay Good-fridayand Sattwrday , and Eaſter- 

Sunday till mid-night : They tooke their G&ooke with 


them 


l 
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them alſo to drefſe our Dyet, carrying Wine, Bread, Fi. 
ſhes, and Fruites hither ia abundance. Meane while, a 
lew, the Trench-man of the Turkiſh SenJacke , came to 
the Monlſtery , and receiued from cuery one of ys p;/. 
grimes , firſt two Chickens of Gold , for our ſeuerall 
heads,and entrey at leruſalem : and then nine Chickens a 
peece, for our in going tothe Holy Graxe ; and 2 Chicken 
of golde a man, to himſclfe the ew , as deeing due to 
bis place. 

Thus was there twelue Chickens from each ofvs dil. 
patched for the Turke : And laſt one,and all of vs,beho. 
ued to giue tothe Guardian two Chickens alfo for the 
Waxe Candles and fooleries hee was to ſpend , in their 
idle and ſuperſtitious Ceremonies , theſe three aforet 
ſayd nights - which amounted inall to cuery one of vs, 
to faurereene Chickens of gold , fixe pounds fixe fhil. 
lings tarling. So that in the whole from the fixe Gey- 
manes, foure French men, and nine Commetrcing Franks 
ia Cyprus and Syria, Yenetians, and Raguſans, and from 
my lelfe, the ſummearoſc for this nights labour to a hun- 
dred and twenty fixe pounds jfarling. 

This done, and at full 'mid-night wee came tothe 
Church, where wee found twelue Vencrablelike Furkes, 
ready to recciue ys, fitting in the Porch without the 
Doore ; who foorthwith opened at randon the two 
great Brazen halfes of the Doore , and receiued vs very 
reſpeRiuely : We being within, the doore made faſt ,and 
the Twrkes returnedtothe Caſtle, rhe firſt place of any 
note we ſaw, was the place of Vnction, which isa foure 
- m7 fone z incloſed abont. with an yron Reucle , on 

ich (ſay they) the dead body of our Sauiour lay, and 
was imbalmed ; after hee was taken from the Crole, 
whiles 19ſeph of Arimathea , was preparing that new Se- 
y : pricher 
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pulcher for him wherein never man lay : from thence we 
came tothe holy Graue. Leaving Mount Caluaryon our 
right hand toward the Eaſt end ofthe Church ; torthey 
are both contained within this glorious edifice. The Holy 
The Holy Graue is couered with a little Chappell, Gauc: 
ſtanding within a round Quiere, inthe weſt ende of the 
Church - It hath two low and narrowentrics: As we 
entred the firſt doore, three after three , and our ſhoes 
caſt off, for theſe two roemesare wondrous little, the 
Guardiayo fell downe, ingenochiato , and kifled a ſtane, 
whereupon ( he ſayd) the Angell ſtood , when Harp 
Magdalencamete the Sepulchre , to know if Chriſt was 
riſen, on the third day as he promiſed : And withia the 
entry of the ſecond doore, we ſaw the place where 
Chriſt our Mcfſias was buricd, and proſtrating our ſclues 
in - a) humulty , cuery man according to his Religion, 
oftcred vp hisprayers to God. 
The Sepulcher it ſelfe, is cight foote and a halfe in 
length , and aduanced about three foote in heightfrom 
the ground, and three foote fiuc inches broad , being co. 
ucred with a faire Marble ſtone of white colour. 
In this Chappell, and abour it , I meane without the 
viter {ides of ic, and the inward incirclings of the com- 
paſſing Qutere , there are alwayes burning aboue fifry 
ampes of oyle, maintained by Chriſtian Princes, who 
ſtand moſt of them within mcircling bandes of pure 
Gold, which is cxceeding ſumptuous; hauing the names 2 
ef rhoſe , who ſent or gaue them, ingeauen ypoa the vp- 
per edges of the round circles: each of thera hauing 
three degrees, and cach degree depending vpon ano- 
ther, with ſupporters of pure Gold, rich and glo+ 
rious. The faireſt whereof; was ſent thither by King 
locks of England , whereon 1 ſaw his Name, his Title, 
Na and 
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and crowne curiouſly indented, I deman Jed of the Guay- 
d:ans if any part of the Tombe was here yet extant, who 
replied , there was , bu: b:cauſe (faid he) Chriſtians re- 
ſorting thither, being deuoutly moued with aff:Qion to 
the place, carried away a good part thereof, which cau- 
fed S. Helen incloſe it vader this ſtone , whereby ſome 
relicts of ir ſhould alwaics remaine. I mike no doubr bur 
that ſame place is Go/zotha, where the holy Graue was, 
as may appeare by the diſtance, betweene Mount Caluary 
and this.ſacred Monument ; which extenderh ts forty of 
my paſcs: This Chappell is outwardly decored, with ' 
15. covp'c of Marble Pillars, and of 22. foote high ; and 
aboue the vpp?r couerture of the ſame Chappell, there is 
a little {1xc-angled Turret made of Cedar. wood, couc- 
red with Lead, and beautified with fixe ſmall! Columnes 
of the ſame tree. The Chappell it ſelfeſtandeth in a de- * 
micircle or halfe Moone, hauing thelittle doore or entry 
looking Eaſt » to the great body of the Church, and ro 
Mount Ca/uary , being oppoſite ro many other venerable 
monuments of mcmorabiec maieſtics. 

The forme of the Quiere whereinie tandeth, is like 
yr" that auncient Rotwnde 1Þ Rowe , bur a great deale 
higher and Jarger, hauing two gorgeous Galleries ; one 
zboue another, and adorned with magnificent Columnes 
being open at thetop, with a large round ; which yeel. 
_—_ to the heavens, the proſpect of that moſt ſacred 
place. 

In which ſecond Gallery we ſtrangers repoſed all theſe 

. three nigh:s:we remained there : whence we had the full 
proſpect of all the ſpacious Church,and all the Orjentall 
people were there at this great feaſt of Zafter day, bei 

about 6000,pcrlons :from this curious carued Chappell 
we $urned - through the Church to Mount Calnary;. 
| To: 
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To which we aſcended by twenty one ſteps, cighteene of 
them were of M:role,and three of Cdar-wood : where, 
when we can: I aw a molt glorious & magnifick roome, 
whoſ? courit was (apported all about with rich columnes 
of the Porp4iscitane, and the oucriilings loaden with 
: DA Pp Ones. . | . The beauty of 
Moſ1'ck worke. 3: ouzrgilded with geld,the floo;e being © nc 
curiouſly indemou with intermingled Alabaſter and black ry. 
ſhining Pa>4:g0ze: On my left hand I fawa platformd 
racke, all coucred with thicke and ingrauen boords of 
Hluer 32nd in it a ncieofa cubits deepe, in which (lay 
they) the Croſls Rood whereon our Sauiour was cru- 
cified : And on every (ide thereot a hole for the good 8& 
had theencs, were then put to death with-him, Diſcending 
from Mount Caluarie,we came to the Tombe of Go4/+ e1 
«« Bs#0ine, who was the ft ſt proclaimed Chriſtian King 
of 1eruſalem, and refuſed to be crowned there, ſaying ; 
it was not decent, the Seruants head ſhould be crowned 
with gold , where the Maiſters head had beene crowned 
with thornes z hauing this Inſcription ingranen on the 
one (1de : 
Hiciacet inclytus Godfridus de Bullion , quitotam hanc 
terram acqutfiuit cultui dino, cuius anime requitſcat in Twofamous! 
pace. Sepulchers. 
And ouer againſt it , isth2 Tombe of King Baldwine 
his brother , which hath theſe Verſes in golden Letters 
curiouſly indented- 
Rex Baldeninus, Iudas alter Machabeus 
Spespatrie, Vigor Eccleſie, Virtus, vtrinſques 
Lem formidabant, eui dona, tributaſerebant. 
Ceſar, Ezypti Dan, ac homicida Damaſcus ; 
Froh dolor |! in madice clauditur hoc Tnmuls, 
The other things within the Church they ſhewed vs, 
were theſe, a Marble Pillar, whercunto ( ay they) our 
n 2 Sauiour 
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Where Chriſt 
way nailed to 
the Crotfc, 


Suiour was bound, when he was whipped,and ſcourged 
for our ſakes: the place ina low. Ccller, about fourtcene 
ſtone degrees vader the ground ,. wherethe Crofle was 
hid by the ewes, and found againeby S. Helen: the place 
where Chriſt was crowned with thornes, which is reſer. 
ued by the Abaſines,and wherethe Souldiers caft lots for 
his Garment ;rheplace where he was impriſoned, whiles 
they were making of his Croſle, and where the Croſſe, 
eing laid along vpon the ground, our Sawour was nailed 

faſt roit ; the Rocke, which (as they ſay) rent at his cru- 
cifying, which is more likely ro be done with hammers, 
and ſer one peece a foote from another,ftor the {lit lookes, 
as if it had beene cleft with wedges and beetles, And yet 
the ſacred Scriptures ſay that it was not a Rocke, but the 
Temple that did rent in two from thebottometo the 
cop, wherein theſe filly ſoule.ſunke Feiers are mzerely 
blinded , vnderſtanding no more than leying traditions ; 
perfiting this their nationall Prouerb z

With guile and craft,they live the one halfe yeare

Andlaſtly,they take vpon them below Calvaryto (hew 
vs where the head of 44am was buried. Theſeand many 
other things, arcſo doubtfull, that I doe not regiſter them. 
for trueth ( I meane in demonſtrating the particular pla- 
ces) but onely relates ther as I was informed, 

There areſcuen ſorts of Nations, different in Religion, 
and Language , who cominually (induring life)remaine 
within this Church, hauing incloyſtered lodgings joy- 
ning to the walis thereof :thcir victualsare brought dayly 
to them by their familiars, receiuing the ſame ata greac 


hole in che Church-doore; for the Twrkes ſeldome open 
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the entry vnleſle it be when Pilgrimes come, faue one 
houres | pace onely euery Saturday in the attexnoone, and 
at ſome extraordinary Fe ftiuall daies : and yet it doth nor 
ſtand open then, but onely opened tolet ſtrangersin and 
ſhut againe: For this purpoſe each family hauea Bell faſt- 
ned at their lodging, with a ſtring reaching from thence 


ro the Church: doore, the end whereof hangeth outward. ous Fugiten 


ly; By the which commodity,each furniſher ringing the 
Bell, giuech warning to his friends, to come receiue their 
neceſſars , fer through the body of the Church they muſt 
cometo the porch-doore,and returne from it,tothe cloy- 
ſer, 
The number of thoſe, whoare tied to thisauſtere life, 
are about three hundred and fifty perſons, being 7:al:. 
ans, Greekes, Armenians, Athiopians , Iacobines 

a ſort of circumciſed Chriitians , Neſtorians, and Chel.? 


faines of Meſopotamia. 


The day before the Refurreion , aboutthe houre of 
mid-night, the whole Sects and ſorts of Chriſtians O. 
rientall (that were come thither in Pilgrimage, and dwele 
at leruſalem) convened together , which were abour 
the number of fixe thouſaad men, women, and chil- 
dren: fer being ſeparated by the PatriarkeSin two com- 
panies, they compaſled the Cappell of the Holy Graue 
nine times ; holding in their hands burning Candles, 
mace in the beginning pittifull , and lamentable regree- 
tivgs, bur in thecnding , there were touking ofkertle- 
drummes , ſounding ot horne-trumpets, and other in- 
ftruments, dauncing, leaping, and running about the 


Sepulcher, with an jntollerable tumule, asif they had . 


beencall mad, or diſtracted of their wits, 
Thus is the prograce of their proceſſion performed in 


rncere {implicitie , wanting ciwlicie , and gouernument.

But the Twrkes hauc a carc of that ; forin the middeſt of 
all this hurley burly , they runne amongſt them with 
long Rods, correcting their misbehauior with cruel 
frroakes : and ſo theſe {lauiſh people , cuen at the beighr 
of their Ceremonious dewotionare ſtrangely abuled, 

But our Proceſſion begun beforetheirs,and with a grea- 
ter regard , becauſe of our tributes : The T#rkes meane 
while guarding vs , not ſuffering the other Chriſtiansto 
be participant in the ſingular dottage of the Remifb folly, 
being after this manner: Firſt the Guard/an,and his Priers 
brought forth of a Sacraſtia, allotted for the ſame pur- 
pole, the wodden PortraQure of 2 dead Corpes, repre- 
ſenting our Savior, hauiug the reſemblance of fiuc bloo. 
dy VVounds, the whole body of whioh Image, was co- 
uered with a Cambricke vale : Where hauing therewith 
thrice compaſſed the Chappell of the Holy Grane, it was 
carried to mount Ca/zary, and there they imbalmed the 
fiue Timber holes ;with Salt, Oyle, Balmc,and Odorife- 
rous perfumes. - 6 

Thenthe Guardian, and theother twelue Friers knee- 
{ed downe, and kiſſed each one of the fine Suppolitiue 
Wounds : the Turkes meancwhile laughing them ro 
ſcorne in their faces , with miſerable derifton. Thence 
they returned , and layd the ſenfeleſle blocke vppon the 
Holy Grave , whence being diſm:fl.d , the Papall Cerc- 
mony ended. 

Truely hexeupon, may I ſay, if the Romane leſuites, 
Dominicans and Franciſcans, there Reſident in certayne 
{peciall parts of the Turkes Dominions , had oncly be- 
haued thcmfelresas thcir polliticke charge required, and 
dilmifſed from the Paganiſme eyes, onely their idola- 
trous images, vyeneration of Pires, Croſſes, and the 
like externall ſaperſtitious Rites: Theſe Infidels Iſay,bad 
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long agoe ( without any inſight of Religion ) bene con- 
n—_ tothe Chriſtian Faith: For beſides all this blind. 
neſle, what infinite abhominable Idolatries commit they 
in 1taly and Spare, in clothing the Pictures of dead Ab- 
bots, Monkes, Priors, Guardians , andthe better kind of 
officiall Friers and Prieſts, with robes of Sattin , Veluet, 
Damas, Taffaty, long gownes and coules of cloth, fhirts, ,,_...1. 
ſtockings , and ſhoes: And what a number of linelefle intet=able 
portrayed Prioreſlcs, motherlefſe Nunnes, yet infinite ſfoperſtition. 
mothers, be ereRted ( like the Maskerata of Morice-dan- 
cers ) in filuer , gold, gilded brafle, yron , ſtone, tynae, 
lead , copper, clay, and timber ſhapes , adorned with 
doublc and triple ornaments : ouer-wrought with filke, 
Gluer, and gold-laces, rich bracelets, ſilke grograine,and 
cambricke vales, chaines, ſmockes, ruffes, cuffes, gloues, 
collers , ſtockings, gaiters , pumpes, nolc-gayes, beeds, 
and coſtly head-geire ; ſetting them on their Altars, O 
ſpectaculous Images ! _—— for gods, in knee- 
ling, praying, & ſaying Maſſes before them: Yet they are 
none of their auowed, allowed, and canonized pontifcall 
Saints: for although they be baſtards & wooden blocks, 
yetare they better clad, then their lupifh legitimate ones, 
no, I may ſay,as the beſt Kings daughter alive, Whichis a 
finfull , odious, and dammnable idolatry; and I freely con- 
feſſe at ſome times , and in ſome partsI haue torne a pee- 
ces thoſe rich garments from their ſeaſeleſſe images and 
blockes, thinking it a greater finne not rodoit thanto 
ſtand ſtaring on ſuch prodigall prophannefle, with any 
ſuperſtitious reſpect , or with indiffcreng forbearance to 
winke at the wickedneſle of Idolaters. 

Here the Guard/ano offered for ten peecesof gold (al- 
though my due be thirty Chickens ſayd he) ro make me 
Knight of the holy Grauc , or of the order of a, 

whic 
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which I refuſed, knowing the condition of that deteſt. 
able oath I hehooued ts have ſworne; buc I ſaw twa 
" theſe other Pilgrimes recciue that Order of Knight. 
ood, 
The manner whereof is thus - Firſt they bind them- 
{clues witha ſolemne vow, to pray (during lite ) tor the 
Pope , King of Spine , and the Duke of Yenice , from 
| Graue? whom the Friers recciue their maintenance; and ailo in 
ſpociall, for the French King, by whoſe meancs they ob- 
taine their liberty ofthe great T#rke , to frequent thele 
menumentall places. Secondly,they are ſworne enemies 
to Proteſtants, and others , whe will not acknowledge 
the ſuperiority of the Rowane Church . Thirdly , they 
F muſt pay yearely ſome ſtipend vneo the Order of the 
F Franciſcaus, Theſe attcſtations ended , the Frier putreth 
F a gilded ſpurre on his right heele, cauſing the yong made 
i _ ſtoope downe on his knees , and {ay his hands on 
| the holy Graue: after this he takgth a broad ſword from 
| vnder his gray gowne ( being priuarely carricd for feare 
| of the Tarkes) which is ( as he ſayd) the Sword, where. 
| with yidorious Godfrey conquered eruſalem, and giuerh 
| this new vp-ſtart Caaliero, ninc blowes vpoa the right 
| ſhoulder. Loe here the faſhion of this Papiſticall Knight- 
hood, whick I forſooke. | 
Indeed vpon the Knight-hood they haue certaine pri- 
uiledges among the Papiſts, of which theſe are two: If g 
malcfator being condemned and brought to the Gal. 
lows, any oftheſe Knights may ſtraight cut the rope and 
rcleeue him ; The other is , they may carry and buy 
filkes through all Spaine and 7raly, or cliewhere, and pay 
no Cuſtome, neither in comming nor going , nor for any 
filke ware, where the Remrſh Church hath any comman- 
demenr, 


After 
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Afr our Gu3r4ian0 had entice his ſuperſtirious Rites 
and Ceremonics, vpon Eaſter day, before mid: »1yht,we 
returned ro the Monaſtery , hauing ftayed three dayes 
within chat Church: And the next day thereafter, the | 
nine Raguſanand /cnetian Factors lett vs,ceturning backe 
to their ſeuerall Stations. 

About fixe of the clocke,on monday morning,the Pa- 
gre Yiccario, and theaforclayd lohu Baptifta accompa- 
nyingvs, WeTrauailed abroad in the billy Countrey of 
iudes, Inthis dayesiourney, the places of any note we Cenainere. | 
ſaw were theſe: Firſt, where the Daughters of lernſalem \\*5 9 Manns 
came foorth to meete Saul , crying, Saul hath flaine hs 
thouſand, and Dauid hu ten thouſand : And for memory 
of rhus ſtanderh a certayne olde pillar of Marble. Next, 
the valley of Trebin, where Danid flew the great Goliap, 
And for remembrance of that, there are a great heape 
of ſtones 'ayd G_ in the bottome of the valley, like 
ro the Relicces of an old monument, Third!y,Ze7ura, 
whcre Abſalom killed his brother Ammon for T7 hamars 
fake, whereof nothing but the name is onely reſer- 
ucd. 

Fourthly,the Caſtle of F-zaus,now altogether ruinated, 
except only three fire houles of Moores ; in which our Sa- 
uiour Was knowne aftcr his Reſurrection, by the two Dif. 
Ciples,in breaking of bread;whuore nowrthe the remanents 
ot thar houſe being vaulred , is turned ouer for a ſhehe- 
rage to{hecpe, anda ſoft paued lodging for quiueiing 
Goates, 

Fittly ,the Valley of Grbeon, [where the ray-beaming 
Sunne {tood {lill , atthe voiccot 1ofbva,from his naturall 
courſe. 1oſhaa 10, 12. 

Sixtly, the Toombe or buriall place of Samnel, 
that diuine Prophet of the Lord : oucrthe which the 
Oo Movres 
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Moores have a Moskqne erected , wheicin we could not 
enter, but hard by and without it , we found one of the 
fineſt Fountaines in ail 7»dea , and yet nut a dwellin 
houſe ncere ynto it by three miles, in regard of the bo 
fiaous and infertile ground about it, the water whereof 
was cxcecding light , fwcete, and pleafant in digeſtion. 
Seuent!ily, the Tombes of the valiant Captaine 1udas 
eMacchabers ,and his Children , whereupon are now 
onely the runes of an old Chappeil , which is conuerted 
in a hou} for Steepe and Goares: Arid laſt of all, the bu- 
riall place of the noble Family ot the Kings and Queenes 
of 1ſrac1, or leraſalem, being neere vnto the Citty , and 
within a ſhort halfe mile . The entry whereto was ſo 
ſtraire, that on our backes we behoued toflide downe, 
aboue ten paces vndcr the ground, with light candles in 
our hands. 

In that ſpacious place we ſaw twenty foure Cham. 
bers hewer out of a Marble Rocke, Exch roome hath a 
harging ſtone doore of a great thickneſle, fo artificially 
done by the skilfull Art of Maſons, that the rarct ſpirit 
of tenne thonfand cannot know how theſe doores haue 
bene made, ſoto moue as they do, being a firme Rocke 
beth below and aboue ; and the doores haue neither iron 
nor timber-worke about them : but by cunning are made 
{oro turne, and in that ſame place where they-grew they 
ze ſquared; yea, and fo exquiſitely done , that the moſt 
euftous Carpenter cannot ioyne a peece of boord ſo neat- 
ly, as theſc ſtone doores ioyne with the Rocke . In each 
of theſe roomes are two Sepulchers, wherein I ſaw the 
bones of fome ot theſe dead Princes, 

Thuriday, the tenth day of my being at 1ersſalem,net 
reckoning the two dayes we ſpent in going to 1ord an, 


the weeke, before ; Welfay, ithued torch of the Cutry 


early, 
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The firſt remarkcable thing we ſaw , was the place ( as 
they ſay ) where the Croſſe grew, whereon Chriſt ſuf. 
fered: being reſerued by Greekes, who hauea Comene 
builded ouer it : That Crofle is ſayd to hauc bene of 
foure ſundry kinds of wood, and not of one Tres, for 
they ſhewed vs but one hole where it grew, and {othey 
hold it to haue bene of one peece of Oliue Tree , but 
this I ſuſpend, leaving it to be ſearched , by the pregnan- 
cy of riper judgements then mine, howſocuer opinious. 


And here I cannot forget a diſſembling knauiſh Greeke, 71. 1cing 
who came here to Loxaon ſomecight yearesago , to beg viiany of a Ko- 
ſupport for the reparation of this decayed Monaſtery of vows: 


the holy Croſſe, Well, Gzndamorethe Span:ſh Amaſſi. 
dour intertained him ; and recommended his cauſe tg 
our politicque power : A contribution is granted, ouer 
all England tor the ſame purpoſe, and alforecoiled , be- 
ſides the feucrall acknowledgements of our Noble Cour- 
tiers ; Oportunity come, I rancountred with tis counter- 
feit Raſcal in White hall: Whereupon dwmerilc Gentle- 
men his Maieſties ſeruants, deſired me torry him, ithe 
had bene at —_— or dwelt at the Cloiſter of the ho- 
ly Croſlec : preſently I demanded him , wherethe Con- 
went ſtood, he replied within er»falew, and vpon Mount 
Moriah : which was falſe, for the Conuent is remote from 
the Citty,abour three Exz/:ſh miles: I poſed him further 
about the firnation of 7eruſelem,grc. The quantity of this 
Cloyſter,oF its Chufch,of the number of Friers , who li. 
ucd in it, with many more queſtions, whoſe circumſtances 
would be tedious: To any one of which, he could not re- 
ply, bur tood ſhiuering for feare and ſhame ; neither had 
he never benz in 4{4 nor theſe parts : whereupon ſtealing 
out of the Court , he was no mere ſeene abroad : for he 
Oo 2 had 


earcly , with our aforeſayd guides, riding Weſtward : 
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had got at Court; and in the Kingdome , aboue twelue 
hundreth pounds ſtarling , beſides the adnancement of 
the Papiſts , and Recuſants: and here was atricke, thar 
thenthe Spanrfh fation put vpon vs and themſclues alſo 
being deceaued by a deceiuer , deceiued vs with a double 
deceit, policy, and lycs. 

About fiu2 miles further, wearriucd ata Village, on 
the Mountaine of 1adeca; where we ſaw a difinhabited 
houſe, in which Z/:#aberh the motherof Saint lohn Bape 
tift dviclt , when Mary came vp from Galiee to ſalute 
her, and neare to this,we beheld (as they ſay) the Sanc.- 

Saint Ickn the fttry , wherein Zacharias was ſtricken dumbetill Z/i7.4- 
Bapiiſts Cave, Legh was dcliuered : Two miles further , on a Rocky 
Mountaine, we arrived 2ta Caue, wherein(fay they) S. 
Tohn did his pennance till te was nincteene yeare of age, 
after which time, he went downe and dwelt at 19rdey : 
Te is 2 pretty fine place hewen out ofa Rocke, to the 
which we mounted by twelue ſteppes, hawng a windovy 
cut through a great thickneſſe of firme ſtone , whence 
we had the faire proſpeR of a fruitiall valley : and from 
the mouth ofthis deleRable Grotto, guſheth forth a moſt 
deiicious Fountaine, 

Recurning thence, we paſſed ouer an exceeding high 
Mountaine, from whence we ſaw the moft part of 7udea; 
2nd to the Weſtward , in the way of Fzypr , the Caſtle 
of th: Prophet £1:ſha, and 1duwea the Egomits land, ly- 
ing a'lv betweene Egypt and 1:rnſalem : This cloudy 
beighr, is called che mountaine of 7udea, becauſe ir over. 
toyp.:hailthe reſt of che mountaines, that circumuiron 
Jeruſalem, Paleftine, Galilee, Phenicia, or Samaria. De- 
ſcending on the South fide of theſame Hill, we arriucd 
at P/1{l;ps Fountaine, in which he baptized the Eunuch 
oi A:h:opra , ſanding full in the way of GaJa. Here w 

paid 
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aid ſome cerriine Mad:ns vnto the Moores of the ViI- 

age , for 2ccoaſting the place, and drinking of the wa. 

ter: So did we alſo forthe ſight of cuery ſpecial! Monu- 
ment in 1n4:a, 

A. night, we lodged in Bethleem, ina Monaſterie of 
the ſame Prarſc:ſc ans of 1eruſalem, being onely (ixc Fr;. 
ers: Aiter Supper we went all of vs (hamag Candles) to 
the place, whereour Sauiour was borne ; ouerthe which, 
there is a magnificecnt Church builded: yea, the moſt 
large and royall workmanſhip that for 2 Church is in all 
Aſia, or Aﬀricke, being decored with a hundred and fifty 
Pillars. But before we came where the Crub had beene, 
we paſſed certaine difficile ways; where, being arriued, 
wee entered ina gorgeous roome, adorned with Marble, 
Sephyre, and Alabafter ſtones and there they ſhewed 
vs both the place and the reſemblance of the Crub: over ChiltsCrub 
which were hanging lampes of pure Gold , and within ſt 
their circles oyle continually burning, Not farre from 
that place, and within the body of the admirable 
Church, thcy ſhewed vs.the part, over thewhich the 
Starre ſtayed, that condutedrhe three Wiſe-men from 
the Eaſt , who came our of Chaldea, to worſhip Chriſt, 
and preſented gifts vato him. From thence they brought 
vs to a Caue without the Towne , wherein (lay they) 
the Virgin Mary was hid, when Herodperlecu'cd the 
Babes life , (from which alfo being warned by the Ag- 
gell ) She and 7oſeph fled downe into Agypr with the 
Child. 

In this time of her feare, ſay they , the milke Iefrher 
bleſſed breaſts, fo that the Babe was almoſt ſtarued , bur 
Shce praying to the Almighty , there came forthwith a- 
bundance, which ouerflowing her breaſts, and falling 


tothe ground, lefteuer irnce, as they alledge, this con-

ſequent vertue to this Cave. 
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The carth of the Caue is white as Snow, and hath this 
miraculous operation , that a little of it drunke inany

ra of Mike , ſhall forthwith give abundance : which 
is not onely auailcable ro Chriſtians, but likewiſe to 
Twrkifh, Alooriſh, and Arabien:ſh Women, who will 
come from teric Counties, to ferch of this Earth. I 
haue ſ:ene the nature of this duſt praftiſed , wheretore 
I razy boldly afficme it, to hauerhe force of a ſtrange 
v<riue; Of the which earth I bronght'with me a pound 

vc12hr, aud preſented the halfe of it to our ſometimes 
Gr:civus Queene Anne ef bleiled memory , with di- 
ucrs other rare rclicts alſo, as a Gi:dle, and a raire of 
Garters of the Holy Graue, all richly wrought in filke 
and gold , having this inſcription at euery cnd of thcm 
in go/den letters, Sant7o Sepulchro, and the word leruſa- 
lem, &c. 

Wedneſday follewing , wee hired fuure and twepty 
Moores to condu ys vnto Salomons Fiſh-ponds, which 
are nely three, being neuer a whit decayed zand to Foxs 
Seznetus , whence commeth the water in a fone- Con- 
dui, along the Mountaines, that ſerueth leruſalem,which 
worke was done by Sa/omen, The Ponds being hewne 
o:t, and made {quare trom the dcu?lling face of a preci- 
pitating mountaine ;zthrough which the ſtreame of Fors 
S/2#4tus runne:h,filling the Ponds till it come to irs owne 
aquadotte. | 

Returning thence, and keeping 2ur way Southward, 
we paſlcd through the valley of Hebron , where 1acob 
dwelt, and entered into the fields of Sychem, where 14- 
cobs Yonnes kepttheir fathers Sieepe zand not far hence, 
tirey thewed vs adcy Pit, which they called 1oſephs =» 

t 
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that was at Dothan; wherein he was put by his Brethren, 
before they fold himto the 1(r:aelries. 

In our backe comming to Berhleem, we ſaw a Caue 
in the Deſarr of Z;ph, wherein David hid himſelfe,when 
he was perſecuted by King Savl;and the field Adra,where 
the Angels brought the glad tidings of ſalvation vntothe 
Sheepheards. Vanto all which parts our £Moor:ſh guard 
and 1obn Baptiſta, brought vs and condu&ed vs backe y 
againe to Bethleem, where we ſtayed the lccond night, 

Bethleem is the pleaſanteſt Village inall 1#dea , firua- 
ted on a pretty Hill, and fue Engliſh miles from leruſa- The Towne of 
lem : It produceth commodiouſly, aninfinite numoer of **=. 
Oliue and Figge-trees, ſome Cornes, and a kinde of 
white Wine, whercewith we were furniſhed all the time 
of our abode there zallo in, and about 1eruſalem. In 
our way,as we came backe tothe City, the next day fol. 
lowing, the Ficeario ſhewed vs a little Moskee, kept by 
Turkes, in which (fayd hee) was the Towbe of Rachel, 
lacebs wife, who diedin that place ; 2s ſhee was traucl- 
ling from Padey. Aram , with her husbagd 14cc6. 

The ruines alſo ofa houle, where Hhacut the Prophet 
dwelt; a Twrpentine tree growing yet by the way fide, 
vnder the which (ſay they) the Virgin a ary was want 
torepoſe het ſclfe in travelling. We ſaw alfo a naturall 
rocke in the high way ; whereon (lay they) £112 oft 
ſlept, and isnot aſhamed to ſay, that the hollow dimples 
of the ſtone, was onely made by the impreſſion of his bo- 
dy zas though the render ficſh of man could leaugthe 
print of bis portraiture en a hard ſtone, And not tarre 
from this, they ſhewed vs the place, wheze the Starre 
appeared to the wiſe men , after they had left Herodto 
ſeeke for the Sauiour ofmankind. 


Approaching Mount S:on, we fawa ; — & 
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pond ; wherein (ſay they ) Beerſhebathe Wite Of Y74as, 
w.s Waſhing, when Dauid looked forth from tile roppe 
of his Pallace , gazing onthe aſpeR of his lutt, gaue the 
Britile of reafon , faſt ryed in the hands of remptartisn 
and becomming {ubietto the {ubtilty of fine, was be- 
witched by her beauty ; wherewirh corruption triumph- 
ed in Nature, ard godlinefic decrealed in voluntary 
conlent ; and from a royall Prophet fellinthe bloody 
liſts ot Murther and Adultery. 

bs Over againſt this place, on the North. fide of Gehin- 
King Dauids 8977, we law the ruines of a Palace wherein David dwelt, 
—_ which hath beene one of the Angles of the ancient Cit- 
ty ; and ſtandeth at the Giuifion of the valley £z0x, 
which compaſſed (asa Ditch) the North part of mounc 
Syn, euen to the valley lehoſophat , and {o Eaſtward, 
being now filled vp wich fragmcats of old walics. and 
the valley of Gchinnon lying Weſt , and Eaſt ; barde- 
ting along the South fide ef Sjow, tillatioyne alle werh 
the narrow valley of 1choſophat , which inuironcih thc 
Eaft, and dcualling paris of Terufatem. Ncecre to tis 
demoliſhed Tower, we ſaw the habitationot S:wwcon, wha 
hauing ſcene the blcf1:d Meſſs.as, ſayd : Now Lord let thy 
Seruant depart in peace, fer minecyes haue ſerve thy Sal- 
Hatton, 

And now laſtly vppon the rwelfrh day of my abode 
there,carly on T 5urſdsy morning, the Guardians, m_ 
Friers,and 1ohuz Baptiſta (becaule that was the lalt day 0 
ſceingany more Monuments, or was to be feenc there) 
accompanied vs : as wce iflucd at te South-gate of tg 
Ciry, wecsmetoaPpiacc, on theskirt of Syow , where 
(lay they ) Petcrattci his denial! of Chriſt his maiſter, 
wept bitterly. | 

Deſcendirg by the fide of that ſame Hill, we wn 
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the valley Gehinnos, and came to Acaldema, the Potters 
fietd , or field of blood , which is a little foure-ſquared Avaldema, 
Roome, oppoſitiue tothe deuilling fide of the Sourh- 
falling Syoz - three parts whercof are inuironed with a 
natural rocke, and the fourth ſquare bordering with 
the valley, is made vp of ſtone worke: The topis co- 
uered, and hath three holes, where-through they ler 
the dead Chriſtians fall downe ; for it is a buriall place of 
Pilgrimes to this day, As I looked downe, I beheld a 
great number of dead corpes; ſome whereof had white 
winding ſheets, and newly dead, lying one aboue ano. 
ther in a lumpe ; yeelded a peſtilegt (mell, by re:fon 
they were not couecred with earth, ſaye onely the ar. 
chire&ture of a high vault, which maketh, that in a long 
time the corp*s cannot putritic and rot. 

Neate vato this Campo, we entred into a darke Caue, 
where (ſay they) the Apoſtles hid themſelues, when 
Chriſt was taken. Ar the foote of che ſame valiey, we 
came to Panto Nehemia, in which place the Tewes did p,,to Nehe-: 
hide the Holy Fire, wittn they were taken cap*iues to Bas mia. 
by/on ; walking more downeward, toward P e valley 
of 1ehoſophat , we ſawa darke Celler vnd ground 
without windowes ; wherein(laid the G#4rd:an) the Ido. 
latrous 7ewes made a ſacrifice of their children vato a bra* 
zen Imagecalled Moloch,which being made hor, they in- 
cloſed th:m in the ho!lowneflethereof,and ſo flew them: 
and lea(t rheir crying ſhould have moued any compaſhon 
towards them,they made a thundring noiſe with drums, 
and other inſtruments, whercupon the place was call-d 
Tophet, mentioned in Jer. 7. 31, Hencewe cameto the. 
Poole of Siloam, in which wee waſhed our {clucs, the 
water whereof falleth downe through a Rocke, from 
the City aboue, running ſtraight to thevalicy of 140- 
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ſophat ; and there we ſaw alſo theremnant of that ſacked 
owre of S:loam. Neare to this we ſaw a fountaine, 
where (fay they) the Virgin Mary vicd oft ro wah the 
Babes clothes and linnenclouts. From thence weeroſ. 
fed rhe Brooke Cedron (which guttercth through ths 
, valley of Jehoſophat: and is alwaies dry , vnleſſe it bein 
iook Cedron: 1, ,Cember, when the raine falleth there impetuouſly for a 
month rogether,which is all the winter they haue in theſe 1 
arts: during which time none may labour, nor trauel}, 
ut forced: to keepe themſelues within houſes : Hauing 
paſt I ſay this Brooke wee came to the Tombes of Ab/p. 
lon and Zacharias , and the Caue wherein S, lames was 
wont to hide himſclfe from the perlecuting 1ewes, Af. 
cending more vpward onthe hill , in the way of 8:tha- 
nia, wee ſaw theſe places, where 1«das hanged him. 
ſelfe, ouer which there is a vault erected, likea halfe 
Moone , in memory of his ſelfemucther , and hard by 
they ſhewed vs where the withered Figge tree grew, the 
place being incloſed within a high ſtone dyke ; and halfe | 
a mile thence we came tothe mined houſe of S$:mez the 
ar. 
Lizaus Torh — at Birhania,weſawthe Caſtle and Tombe of 
in Bcihani, Za7arus, on Whom Chriſt ſheweda miracle, in raifi 
him frem the graue,after hee had beene eduates 
Ic isaf::gulzr and rare Alabaſter Tombe , and ſo exqui. 
fi: -ly done, that it excellerh(-r«ſalem excepted) all the 
ronments in Twdea; erected forthe like pnrpoſe, being 
incloſed within a delicate Chappell vnderihe orennd. 
Nor farre thence in the ſame Village, wee ſaw rhe de- 
c1yed: honſe where Martha, and Mary Magdalenin 
h-viteg, anc the ftone whereon Carilt fate (lay they ) 
when he laydto Martha, Mary haih choſen the beſt - 
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Leauing this mooiiſh Bithania, being nowa Village 
of no-quie, we returned by beggerly Berhphage , and 
fiading it farre worſcr, about mid-day wee arriued on 
the top of Mount 0/:u2t , where wee dined on our owne 
—_ carried with vs, and then precceded in onr 
hits. 
From this place wee had the full proſpect of 1eruſa-

Loe,I havepl:inely deſcribed all theſe Monuments, by 
the order of thele rwelue ſeuerall daycs : The like here- 
tofore, was neuer by any Trauailer ſo punQually, ſorru- 
ly, and ſo curiouſly ſet downe, and made manifeſt to the 
intelieQiue Reader, Bur as I ſayd in the beginning of my 
Deſcription , {o ſay I now alſo at the Conclufion, ſome 
of theſe things are Regiculous, ſome of manifeſt yntruths, 
ſomealſo doubrfull.ard others, ſomewhat more credible, 
and of apparant truth.

1ialiantothem ;

Avaine aight we declined towards Ga 4, aud there The auncient. | 
yo in a tine Cane prepared for Trauellers ; where the City of Gazaz 
v/ule Carguen, Souldicts, Camels, Dromodores, Mules, 

ho Aſſes were all well fatisfiedand retreſhed : The next 
morning we went tothe BeZeſtan or market place, and 
there fuiniſhed aur felues with prowfion of Bread, Hens, 
Epges, Grrlicke, and Onions, ſufficient enough to car- 
ry vs through the deſarts being ten dayes journey. G4- 
34 now 1s called Habalello, and is compoled oftwelue 
hundred fire- houſes , and fenlible againſt the incurſions 
of Arabs: The ruvid Cittizens,beingTurkes, Moores, 1ews, 
domeſticke 4rabi495,with a few Georg:ans,8 Noftrants. 
There is a Garriſon here of: Souldiers, and a Twr&:fb* 
Captaine, that commandeth the Towne and Caſtle: In 
the afternoone, we ſet onr faces forward to that feare- 
* Qq 2 full 
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full Wilderneſſe, and trauailed or night twelac miles, 
pitching cur Tents beſide a ſource or ftandimg Well 

Here our Guard, kept afirict Watch'abont vs all might 
and ] kept 85 well the-Germanes From langour, cherithing 
them wich touiallmexrimen's, for they were my inward 

friends, yet of a faint and fearetull nature. Atthe breach 
of day we {er formard., paſſing through dinerfe Rockey 
and fhrubbyri12i3hts, till af:ernoone, and then wee de. 
Clined to a fandy valley : Where when come, what with 
the deepneſſe of the Way, and thegreat heate reflexing 
vpon the ſand , and f:em the Sand to ourfacrs, we were 
milcrably turmailes , eſpecially I, who went atwaycs on 
toote. 

Hauing paſt this weariſome bottome,and before night 
ma:ching along theskirt of a craggy Hill , two hundred 
Arabs broake our-vpan vs frem holes 3nd buftes , and 
ſhrewdly arnoyed our Company with Arrowes, till a 
contribution of ſixteene Piaſters was ſent tothem. The 
haifeof thit night we pitched our Tents, in apaſtorable 
plaine , where ſome icattering Arabs , folivs Waterin 
Wooden Cups , carrying i in Wilde Hoare Skins vpon 
their vaked backes. Two of which Sauages onr Cap. * 
tayne hvred., to guide ys thenex! d2y to the firſt Caſtle 
of the three , that were built by the Tarkes ; and adayes 
journey diſtant one from another , becivg each of them 
ſtrron2ly guarded with Souldiers , and that for the reliefe 
of Caravans , being the moſt dangerous, and moſt d6ſo- 
late place inthe D:ſarts., 

Qur Guides the day following , brought vs. through 
the beſt and ſafeſt places of the Country;where we foun] 
ec1tayne profitable parts, planted with haire-cloath tents, 
aud cuer-clcd heere and there with ſpors of Sheepe and. 
Goates : and yet were we not there withone the _—

of ſtragling Arabs, and paying of tributes , which the 
Cartaine defrayed for vs , our condition being formerly 
made ſoat terſalem. Beiorenight withgreathear, and 
greater drouth , we approached tothe firſt Caſtle, Where 
the Captayne thereof receined vs kindly , caufing our 
Tents to be pitched round about the Quadranzled Tower. 
Here we had abundance of Water(thongh'T would rathcr 
hauc had Wineyto ſuffice the whole Company , drawne 
out of a Ciſterne , and repoting ſafely vppon the hard 
ground , the Caſtle Garriſon watched vs, and oar guard 
watched them. = 

Thence with anew Guide the ſequel! merne, we mar. 


ched through a fiery taced plaine, ſcorch'd with burning Grieuousand 
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heare,, and deepe rolling Sand , where diucrſe of our deſermons 
ſmalleſt Beaſts periſhed, with ſixe men and Women alſo ms: 


in relieving their overwh2lmed Aſſes. Long or midday, 
hauing got toa hard height , we pitched our Tents, re- 
poling vnder their ſhaddowes till the cuening , for wee 
were notable to indurethe intollerable heate of the Sun . 
and fo did wee likewiſe ouer-ymbrate our ſelues cucry 


mid.day. The vigour of the day gone, and the cooling. 


night come, we aduanced forward to the middle Caſtic, 
being led by our Guide , and thepale Lady of the night 
leading him : VVhere when come ,- wee found neyther 
that Fort anſwerable to the former in ſtrength , nor the 
Captaineſo humane as the other was : Here wee were all 
oftcnded with the ſcarcity of V Vater , the Captayne 
playing the Villaine, croſſed ys, becauſe the Caranan{hip 
were Chriſtians; atJaft about mid-night ſome 3c. Arabs, 
came to vs loaden with VVarter, carried on their backes., 
To whom we payed for cuery Careff,, beeing an Zxg1:fþ 
quart, three 4ſpers of filuer , ten Aſpers going to aſhil- 
ling: VVhereof my kinde-D#tch.men drunke too much,

their {ickneſſe, which was very ſmall, thcy had-none of 
our Wiues ſugred ſops, burnt Wines , Veniſon paſts. s, 

Delicate fare, and great Feaſting , nor a monerhs lyingy 
in, and then Chutched , purting their husbands roin- 

compatible charges. No, no,their food is onely Bread, 

Garlicke , Hearbes, and Water , and on the third or 
fourth day, in ſtead of thcir Churching , rhey goc with 


Bowes and Arrowes to the fieldes 2gaine , hunting for 


ipoiles anc bootics from palling Caravans, h 
Aduancing in ourcourſe, we fell downs from the b3ls 
in a long botrome of S2-1d,, abouc fixe miles inlepprh:

hoſpitable - Who indeede himſelfe in perfon with his 
Garriſon , watched vs al! night, and had aſpeciall care 
In prouiding Water for vs all , propining our Captayne 
and vs cight Frankes before ſupper , with three roaſted 
Hens, and two Capons : This 7 «rk:ſþ Captayne told vs 
there were three inhabited Townes in thele Defarts, the

meete for a nearer paſſige to1u4rz , of whom Seſoſtris 
King of Azypt was the firſt : Secondly, Dariae the great 
Perſian Monarch: Thirdly another Agyprian King,who 
drew a ditch 120. foote broad, and 30, and odde miles 
long, Put whea ke intended to finiſh it , he was forced 
to cealc, for feare of onerflowing all the lower land, the 
red Sea being found to be higher by thee cubits than the 
ordinary plaine of Agypt : Yet howloeurrit was , the 
dirchis hollow in diuers parts, and faftidious, becauſe of 
ſands to paſlc oucr.,

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At Saleack we oucrtooke a great Carauan of tworhous 
ſand people , and twelue hundred Camels and D.omi.

for receining of water by the way for our ſelucs, and

Camel and Only thei: heads and fete, which areproportionateda. 
Drowidores. [ike ; and the Cifference 1s (ſuch, that the Dromidoryhath 
 aquicke and hard-reaching trot, and willride aboue 80, 
m:;es in the day, ifthat his rider £211 indure the paine, Bur 
the Cam«1I 15of a contrary diſpoſition : For he hath a 
moſt flow and lazy pace, remouing the one foote from 
the other, as though he were weighing his feete in a bal. 
lance ; neither can he gocfaſter alchough he would : But 
he is a great deale more gractable then rhe other : For 
when his maiſter loadeth Rim , he falierh downe on his 
knees tothe ground, and rhen riſcth againe with his but 
then , which will be maruailons great, ſometimes 600, 
or $00,weight. 

The red Sea, which we leftto the Weſtward of vs,and 
our left hand is not red , as many ſuppoſe, but is the very 
colour of other Scas : The reaſon for vhich it bath beene 
called Mare rubyam, iSonly becaule of the bankes, ruſhes, 
ſands & buſhes that grow by the ſhore {ide,which are na- 
turally red. Some others haue called it ſo, inreſpedt of 
the Brookes, which Moſes turned to red bleod, who miſ- 
conſtruing the trueſenſe,tooke Seas, for Riuers, 

Ie is vulgarly tearmed S:nus Arebicue, whole length is 
1600. miles. This Se2is famous for the miraculous paſ- 
tage of the 1 aclite;s arovghit, and the drewning of 
- Pharach 
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Pharaoh aud his people: and becauſe of Spicesthat were 
brought from 1ndis and Arabia to uM lexandria, from 
whence the Venetians diſperſed the ſame through all 
Exropeand the CMediterren coaſts of Aſia and Aﬀrick : 
But this Nauigation is now diſcontinued by the Ports- 
gals, Enzliſa,and Dutch ; which bring ſuch Warcs to 

their ſeuerall homes by the backe ſide of Africke : ,So 


that the Trafficke of A/exandr:s isalmoſt gecaycd , and [ndian Spices 
the Riches of the Venetians mnch diminiſhed, ſo is the =vcbweakued 


vertue of the Spices mnch impayred by too much moi- 
ſture contracted , with the long and tedious carriage 
thereof. 

This rm Saleack, is thought to be ſeated on 
the lower and Eaftmoft end of GoFan, conſiſting of 
cight hundred dwelling Houſes, being Walled and fen. 
ſible againſt the Arabs , and def alſo with a Ca- 
ſtle, and ten troupes of Horſe-men bcing 1aniFaries, 
Here we reſted and refrefhed our ſeluestrwo nights, pro- 
uiding vs freſh vituals for Grand-Caire, bcing foure 
dayes iourncy diftant zand at our leauing of Saleack P 
ſaluted this new ſcene Countrey , with a greedy conccit 
of more curiofitics.

Chickens of gold, beſides 
certaine rings & tablets : The 1:w delivered me my part, 
which came co 942. Chickens, the 1cſt wem tothe incon. 
ſcionable Conſ#l,with the halfe of the rings & tablets:And 
packing vpallthe relits,moneyes,clothes,and Clogbags, 
I hired a Mule, and brought them along with merot 

French FaQors houſe, Where,whcn come, Monſieur Beaw- 
clair, and my fellow Piigrimes, were very glad that I had 
ſped fo well,none of vs all knowing what was1n the Clog- 
bags til! they were ſi 'nted ; & giung hearty thanksto the 


Coulul, ed tes pecces of gold to the 7ew and —_—, 
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Gods provi» 
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I ſup'd , and repoſed till the morrow , thanking God of 
my good fortune : Yer was I exceeding ſorrowfull for 
the [el of theſe gallant Genrle-men , Religiouſly dif. 
poſed , andio affable, that for familiarity and kindneſle, 
they werethe mirrours of noble mindes, and vertuous 
ſpectacles of tiumaniry ; whoſe Deaths were to mee a 
Hell, and whoſe lines had beene my Paradice on carth, 
To whoſe memory and prayſe , I am not able to Con.

it, 

The ſecond is Cairo Yecckio, theold Carre, called for . 
merly Cairo de Babylonia or Babylon &gypriorue ; tor 
there were two Babylons , One in A{ſiria called now b 
the Twrkes Bagdat , and the other 1s this that teyneth 
wich the new Caire :It was alſoaunciently calleg Mem- 
phis, and was the furtheſt place that 7 [yſſes in his craucls 
viſited , ſo well memorized by Homer : yet a voyage of 
no ſuch eſtimation, as that princely Poet accountedir , 
for histrauck were not anſwerable,to the fiftecne part of 
mine : 

The third Towne is cHeaiy, ioyning tothe backe 
fide of the old Carre, toward the P:ramides.; The fourth 
is Bowlak , running a great length downe along and neare 
the Riuer ſide, hauing three market places ofno ſmall 
account : The fitt. and laſt,is the great Towne of Caraf- 
far , bending Sourbward, in the way of the red Sea for 
many miles : All which are but a5 Suburbs ro the new 
Caixe,,that of many ſmalles make vp a Countrey, ras 
they then a City : And yet o- of them are contiguat 

| one 
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one with another, either ro the left or right hand, or 
to-them both , with influmerable ſtreets : The length 
whereof in all , from the loweſt cnd of Boslak, tothe 
Sourh-meſt part of Caraffar 15 by my deepe experience 
twenty cight Engliſh miles, and fourreene in breadth , 
for tryall whereof I road ir oneday on foote from Sun 
ro Sunac, being guided and guarded with a riding las. 
Faric, which for my bruiſed feete on the ſtreets, was 
one of the foreſt dayes tourney that cuer I had in my 
life, | 

The principall gates of new Care are Babeh Mam- 
ftek looking roward the Wilderneff- and the Red Sea: 
Beb7anillah toward Nylus, and Babell Entuch toward 
the ticlds: The ftreets are narrow, being all of them al- 
moſt couercd to ſaue them from the parching heate with 
open vents for. light , and their buildings commonly are 
two ſtories. high , compoſed cither of mudde or bricke, 
and platforme onthe tops ; whereon yſually in the night 
they vfe to ſtkeepe roimbrace the freſh & cooling ayre, 
Their B47«y or exchange, beginnerh ar the gate of Mam. 
fteck, and endeth at a place called Babeſ?. 

Art the corners of chiefe ſtreets or market places, there 
are diuers horſes ſtanding ready fadled and bridled, 
that for a ſma]l matter,or according tothe way , a man 
may hire and ride fo where he will, either to negotiar, 
or to view this ſpacioi!s =_ City, andchangeas ma- 
' ny horſes as he lifteth, hauing the Maiſters which owe 


them to conuoy them for lefl« or longer way,which is a 
great caſ2 ro weary paſſengers. 

There is a great commerce here with execeding ma. 
ny nations , for by their concurring hither , it is won- 
derfully peopl-d with infinite numbers : for the Coun- 
rey aboundeth in Silkes, Cornes, Fruits, Waxe, Ho. 
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, and the ſoucraigre B «/ſamo good for all forcs , bc- 
fdes many other commoditias of Cotten-wooll, cich 
Stuſes of cloth of gold and (iluer , andthe beſt Sattins, 
Damas, Taffaties, and Grograines that ase made in 
the world are here, | it 

The infinite populoſitie of which place, -and theex- 
treame heate , 15 rhe caule why-the peſt is cuermore in 
the City : inſoruuch, that at ſome certaine times, ten 
thouland perſons haue dyed in one day: Nay, the City 
is reputed to be in good health, ifrheredye-bur one,or 
two thouſand in aday , or three hundred chouſand ina 
whole yeare, I meane , when the. ſoare encroaching 
peſtilence, which cuery third yeare vethto viſite them, 
is rite here.

Riuer Ny/gs - Neyther do the Inhabitants ſcarcely know 
what Raine is, becauſe they fe)dome ſee any, anditby 
rare accident, a Cloud happen to diffolue vpon them, ar 
bringeth to their bodies innumerable ſoares and Ciſcaſes.

As for their Balſamo, the Garden wherein it grow- 
eth , lyeth ncere to the South-ſide of Cayre, and inclo- 
ſed with a high Wall, being fixe miles incompaſſe,and 
daily euarded byTarkes, To which when 1 came, be. 
ing Conducted with a 1a»iJary , they would nor ſuffer 
me roc<ner, neyther any Chriſtizn,& tar lefſe the Jewes ; 
For not long ago, they were the cauſe , that almoſt chis 
Balme was brought to confuſion, they hauing the cuſtg« 
dy of it for certayne yeares. 

TheTrec it {clfc is but of three foote height, which 
kcepeth cuermore the colour greene, hauing a broad 
thice poyured Jeafe, which being thrice inthe yearc ia- 
ciſcd inthe booy and branches; it yeedeth a red Wa- 
ter that droppeth downeincarthen Veſlels, which is the 
naturall Zai/om0.

Now hauing viewed. and reuiew*'d this Microcoſmms © : 
thegreater World , the foure French bilerime?/ and I, ym - 
did hire a 1aniJary to conduR vstothe great Pyramides, 
ſurnamed the Worlds wonders , which are diſtant from 
Cayreabaut foure Leagues, ſtanding beſideor neare to 
the bankes of Nylzs : Where, when come, I beheld theix 
proportion to bee Quadrangled , growing ſmaller and 
ſmaller to the toppe, and builded with huge and large 
ſKones , the moſt part whereof, are fiue foote broade, or 
there abouts, and nine in length beieng of pure 
Marble, 

Ajlthe Hiſtorians that ever wrot of theſe Wonders, 
have not ſo amply Reciced their admirable greatnefle, 
as the experience of the Beholder, may teſtifie their ex- 
cefſive greatneſſe and heighr, The tirſt and Exſt.moſt 
weapproached vuto , is higheſt, and by our Dragomens 
$kilfull Report, amounred to eleuen hundred and twenty 
ſixe foore. The Baſis, orbotrome whereof, being twelue 
hundred paces in Circuite, a)lowing euery ſquarecf the 
foure faces three hundred paces , and euery pace rwo 
foote and a halfe,. Euery Pyramide, hauing outwardly 
toaſcend vpon (though now for the moſt part demoliſh- 
ed) three hundred foure ſcore and nine ſteps or degrees ; 
each degree being three foore high, and two foote and a 
halfe broad: By which compuration, they amount in 
height to the afore-ſayde Relation, allowing to euery 
fogte, twelue inches, Arlaſt having aſcended ypon 
the South ſide of this greateſt Pyzamide to the top, and 
that with great difficulty, becauſe of the broken egrees 
hercandthere:I was much rauifhed , to ſee fuch oy 

| ©: 
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foure ſquared plat-forme , allof one inryre ſtone, which 
c>ucred the head exch ſquare cxtending to ſexuentecne 
foote of my meaſure, 

I: is yet a great maruaile tome , by what Engine,they 
could bring it vp ſoſafe roſuch a bight: But as I conceive 
ir, they bchoucd certaynely ſiill to rayſeit, and take it 
withthcm, as they aduanced the Worke, otherwiſe 
the Wit nor power of man, could never haue done ir, 
Trucly the more I beheld this itrange Worke, the more 
I was ſtricken in admiration : For before wee aſcended, or 
came ncare to this Pyramide, thz toppe of it ſcemed as 
ſharpeas a poynted Dyamond , but when we were moun- 
ted thereon , we found ir fo ſarge, that in my opinion, it 
would hauc contayncd a hundred men, 

In the bottome wheteof we found a great Cell, and 
vwichin that through a ſtraight and narrow paſlage, a 
foure angled Rooine ; wherein there was ſtanding the 
Relickes of a hugeand auncient Toombe, where belike 
hee that was the firſt Founder of this Pyramide was in- 
cloſed, Fromthetop of this Pyramide, our 1anniFary 

didſhcote an Arrow intheaye withall his force,think- 
ing thereby it ſhould hauc fallca tv the ground ; but as 
we diſcended downe- wards, we found the Arrow lying 
vpponth: Reps, fcarſchalfe way tothe ground : From 
th:s, wee cameto the middle Pyramide, which a far off 
looked ſomewhat higher thenthe other rwo, bur when 
we came tothe roote thereof , wee tound it not ſo, for 
the ſtone-worke is a great deale lower , but the aduance- 
ment of the height , is oncly becauſe of a high ground 
whereon it ſtandeth, | 

| Iris6t the ſame faſhion of the firſt, but hath no de. 

grecs toaſcend ypon , neyther hath the thixd Pysanzige 

apy a all ; being by antiquity of time, all worne and 
| demo» 
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demoliſhed, yer an admirable worke, to behold ſuch 
Maſſes, and ( asit were) erected Mountaines all of fine 
Marble. The reaſon why they were firſt tounded, is by 
many ancient Authors ſo diuer{]y coniecured, that I will 
nor meddle therewith. They were firſt called Pharaones, 
Yer the firſt and greateſt is ſaid to haue beene builded 
by Cheops, who inthis workc imployed 100000. men, 
the ſpace of twenty yeares : In which rime, the charges 
of Garlick, Rootes, and Onions onely, came to 1600. ,, ll 
calents of filucr ; the Baſis whereof in circuit, was lixty Fg 
Acres of ground. It is recorded by oſephns, and con. pyramide- 
ietured by many good witneſles, thatthe Bricks which 
the Children of 7/487 were inforced to make, were part- 
ly imployed abour the inſides of theſe Piramides, whoſe 
outfides were adorned with Marble neither can I for- 
ect the drift of that cffeminate Cheops, vwwho inend wan» 
ting money did proſtitute his daughter to all commers, 
by which deteſtable meanes he finiſhed his building, and 
ſhee beſides the money. due vnto her ynnatural] Father, 
defired for her ſelfeof euery man that had the vic of her 
body one ſtone, of whom ſhe got ſo many , that with 
them ſhe builded the ſecond P:ramide, almoſt equall to 
thetirſt. Beſides thele three huge ones, there are a num. 
ber of ſmaller, whereof ſome were tranſported to Rowe 
in the time of h:r ſupreame domination, 
Berwcene the biggeſt Pyramide, and Nylws , I faw a 
Coloſſe, or head of an Idoll , of a wonderfull greatnefle ; + 
being all of one Marble ſtone, erected on a round Rock: 
[r is of height (not reckoning the Columne) aboue 315, 
foot, and of circuite, 68. Ply gaue it the name Sphin- 
zo, and reported much more of the bigneſſe, large« 
neſſe, and length of it: but howſocucr heerred in his de- 
{cription, yet I reſoluemy ſelte, it is of ſogreat aquanti- 
Tre fy, 
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ty, thatthe like thereof (bring one intire peece) the world 

affoordeth not , and may be reckoned amongſt the rarct 

wonders: Some fay, that aunciently it was an Oracle, the 

which fo ſoone as the Sunne ſet , would giue an an- 

_ to the Egyptians , of any thing by them deman. 
cd, 

In our wayas we returned , our Drazomas (hewed ys 
(on the banke of Nylzs) where a Crocodile was killed the 
yeare before, by the ingenious policy of a Yeretian 
Merchant , being licentiated by the Zaſſ«aw. The match 
whereof tor bignefle and length , was neuer ſcene inthar 
River, whoſe body was twemy two footelong, and in 
compaſſe of the ſhoulders, eight toote , who thus was 
Qlaine : This beaſt for foure yeares together kept alwaies 
abour one place of the Riuer, being ſcuen miles aboue 
Cayre; where for a mile ofground, there was notillage 
nor paſtorage , being for feare of him layd waſt :and 
neuerthcleſle he had deuouredaboue forty {ixe perſons: 
his cuſtome was. to come forth of the Riuer cucry mor 
ning , about our eight houres; where here andthere he 
would lurke waiting for his prey till ten , for leager 
from water hecould not ſtay. 

This Yenctien leauing his ſhip at {H/exanvaria, and 
comming toCayre, was informed by the Conſul my 
aduerſary of the great ſpoyle done by this bealt ; and 
herewith generouſly he vndertoaketo kill it, the Yice= 
gerent licentiating him : Whereupon going to his ſhip, 
tetched thence his Gunner, and a peece of Ordonance 
tO Care. 

The next day inthe afternoone, heebcing well hor- 
fed, and accompanied with twenty /a»#1Fries,the pecce 
is carried to the Crecodiles arcuſtomary place, of forth- 


comming : where ſtraight there was an Ale ifaine , and 
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hung vp on two ſtanding and a thwarting tree , With his 

open belly to the flood , and ſome twelue- corepaces 
therefro : Bchinde this carkaſſe , about othertwelue 
ſcore, the piece was planted, and lcuelld at the Carrion, —_—— 
being charged with cut icon, and a tr:1t16 of powder 2. cuitte, 
bout the rouch-hole, and aboucit a tight. houſe to keepe 

the trayne dry from the nights {crene ; hauing a cock faſt. 

ned thereto and init a burning match, to which a ſtring 

was tyed : Then forty paces behinde the piece, was there 

a pit digged to hide the Gunner ; wherein he was put, 
kolding the ſtrings end in his hand , and his head vay- 

l:d with a woeden @oucrt, 

Aftcr this, and about mid-night, the Horſe-men re- 
tired themſclues two miles off: The morning come, and 
the conuenicattime:the Crocod;le courts the land : where 
when he ſaw the carkafſe, came grumbling toirt, and 
ſetting hus two foremoſt feet on the Carrions middle,be- 
gun to make good cheare of the intrales : whercar the 
ſ{quink. eyed Gunner perceiuing his time, drew the ſtring, 
and gining fire, off went the piece, and ſhot the Croce- 
a:le in three parts - well, heis deadly wounded, and 
meoking a hortiblenoyſe, the Gunner lay denned , and 
durit not ſtirre: meanewhile rhe beaſt ſtriuing to ceco. 
n-rthe water, tyred, and lying cloſe on hs belly there 
he 1yed. 

Atterthe ſhot, the Horſe-men drewneare, and find- 
ing the beaft ſlaine,re)ieved the Gunner, and brought with 
them this monſtruous creature to Cayre, where now 
his skinnc hangerh in the Coxſuls Hail , which I ſaw du- 
ring my ſtay in his houſe. For this piece of ſeruice, the 
Mcrchant wasgreatlyapplauded, & fcorned totake from 
the City 520. Sultans of gold as a reward for his paines, 
which they freely offered him., and he as ficely refuſed. 
| —_ Now 
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Now to diſcourſe of Ny/us, this flood irriguateth all 
the low playnes of the Land , once inthe yeare, which 
inundation , beginneth vſu3lly in the latter end of 7sly , 
and continucth to the end of Auznſt : Which furniſheth 
with Watcr a!l the Inhabitants; being the onely drinke 
of the vulgar A:7yprians ; and of ſuch vertue , that when 
Peſcennius Niger law his Souldiers grumble for Wine, 
What (ſayth hce) 4% you grembic for Wine , haing the 
Water of Nylus to drizke. And now becauſe many 
ſchollers, and learned men , arc mcerely miſtaken about 
the fowing of Ny/us , I wil! both ſhow the manner and 
quality or cuſe of its inundation, and thus, There is 4 
drye pond called Macha/h digged neare vato the brinke 
of the Riucr, in midſt whercof ſtandeth a pillar Sou 
teene Cubites height, being cquall with the profundity 
of the Ditch , whereby they know bs increaſing :and 
in = yeare following if they thal haue plenty or ſcarcity 
of things. 

Now betweene the Riuer and this pond, thereare 
ſixe paſſages or ſpouts digged through the Banke ; where 
when the Riuer beginneth to ſwell, it immediately fals 
downe through the loweſt paſſage into the pond, and 
being diſcouered there comes forth of Cayre,certayne of 
the Pricſts called Darurſhes , accompanicd with a hun- 
dred 1an;7aries, and pitch their Tens round abcut this 
Quadr:ngled pit, Inall which time of the Inundation, 
they make great Feaſtings, rare Solemnities, with Dan- 
Cing, Singing, toucking of kettle Drummes, founding of 
Trumpets,and other oftentations of toy. 

Now as the Water groweth in the Riuer, and ſo from 
it debording , fo it groweth alſoypon the Pillar ftand- 
ing in this pond , which pillar is marked from the roote 
tothetop , with Bratlcs, handiuls, a foote, a ſpan , and 

an : 


an inch : And ſoif it ſhall happen that the water riſe bu: I 
to ten Braſles, it preſageth the yeare following, there ſhal 

begreat Dearth , Peſtilence, and famine. And if it a- 
mounteth torwelue Cubites,then the {cquell ycare ſhalbe 
indifferent. And if ir {well to ffteene Braſles, then the - 

next yeare ſhalbe coptousand abundant in ail things: Ard 

if it ſhall happen to flow to the rop,cighteen Braſles, then 

all the Covntry of #2ypt,is indanger to bedrowned and 
deſtroyed. 

Now trom the body of Ny/zs, there areabouethree 1,1 ach. 
thouſand Channels drawnethrough the playne, on which hromifetnn t 
paſſing Ditches,areall the Bourges and Townes builded ; **our Nyhus, 
and through which Channels the Riuer ſpreads ir ſelfe 
throughall the Kingdome : Which when ſcoured,of filth 
and Wormes , and the water becomecleare, then euery 
Houſe openeth their Ciſterne window , and receiueth as 
much water, aSis able to ſuffice them till the next Inun- 
dation : Neyther doth euer the Riuer flow any wherea- 
boue the Bankes, for if it ſhou!d , it would ouerwhclne 
the whole Kingdome. 

All which Channels here or there,do make int*rcourſe 
far their ſtreames agayne , to the body and branches of 
Nylus, Now Stoicall fooles hold the opinion, thatit 0- 
ver-floweth the whole face of the Land, thenI pray you, 
what would become of their Houſes, their Beſtiall, their 
Cornes and fruites? for thenature of violent ſtreames,do 
euer deface, tranſplant, and deſtroy all that they debord 
ypon, leauing ſlime, mood, and Sand behind their brea- 
ches , and therefore ſuch inur.ding can not be called che- 
riſhings. 

There are infinite yvenemous Creatures bred in this 
river, as Crocadiles, Scorpions, Water-Snakes, grieuous 
mil. ſhapen Wormes, and other Monſtrous a ah" 
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oft annoy the Inhabitants, and theſe who Trafficke on 
the Water. Thisfamous flood is in length almoſt three 
thouſand miles, and hath his beginning vader the &quz- 
»ottiall Line, from montes Lune, but more truly from the 
Zembrian Lak6in &thyopia interior , whence it bringeth 
the full growth downe into Mgypt, andina placeof the 
exterior &thiopian Alpes called Catadupa: The fall and 
roaring of XNyle , maketh the people deafe that dwell 
ncereroit, | 

Theinfallible reaſon , why Ny/zs increaſeth ſo cuery 
yeare, at fuch a time and continuance, is onely this, 
that when the Sunne declining Northward to Caxcer,and 
warming with his vigorous face , the Septentrion fides 
of theſe Cynthian mountaynes, the abundant Snow mel- 
teth : from whencediffoluing in ſtreames , to the Lake 
Zembria , it ingorgeth Nylasſo long as the matter dela- 
biates : For benefit of which Riuer, the great Twrke is in- 
forced , to pay yearely the tribute of fitry thouſand Sul- 
tans of gold to Prefter [chan , leaſt he impedeand with- 
drawthe courſe of Ny{us tothe Red Sea , and fo brin 
Apt to eeſolation : The ground and policy whereof 
begunnc vpona deſperate Warre inflicted ypon the A&thj- 
opians by Amurath , which hee was conſtrayned to giue 
ouer,ynder this paQt,and for Ny{ns ſake. 

The Riner Ny/e had many names, for D:odore na- 
med ir_Hetos, towit, Eag/e, becauſe of its ſwift paſ. 
fing ouer the Catadypiaz heights : It was called too, #. 
2yptes, of a King ſo named , that communicated the 
tame toit,and to the Countrey, 

Feſius, ſayth it was called Heles , and Plutarch 
tearmed it Mela + Epiphante called it Chryſeroas , that 
1s, 1unging., Or coulantingold. The Holy Scripture 
tearmeth it Seor or Sibey , to wit, Trouble, —_ 
t 
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the great noyfe it bringeth with it ro Agyps ; and the 
ſame Holy Letters call it Gehox, aud Phyſon, The E. 
2yptians wont to nameit Noſpra ; and now preſently the 
Abaſſines, and Inhabitants of Xgypr, nameit 4barbu, 

to wit, the Riucr of a long courle. 

This Riuer maketh. the Ile of Delra in Xg7pr; fo like-,,,.. 
wiſe in &thiopie, that Ile of Meroa ſo renowned. The a 
ancient Authors, could not agree, touching the mourhes 
of Nylus; for Melo, Strabg, Diodere,and Heredgtusplace 
jeauen, Pzolomy, and others nine ; and Pliny cleauen. And 
ſome moderne Authors affirme it hath onely fowre, as 
Tyrre and Behow alleadge , dividing it ſelfe tio leagues 
bclow Cayrein foure branches , the chiefeſt two where. 
of , aretheſe of Damiotaand Roſers, bur that is falſe, 
and fo are the opinions of all the reſt, for it hath now 
eight ſcucrall mouthes, and as many branches drawne 
from its mayne body. 

The Water of Nyle is maruailous{ſweete, aboue all 
others in the World , and that proceedeth of the ex- 
treame yigour of the Sunne , beating continually vpon,it 
maketh it become more Lighter , Purer , and Simple ; 
as likewiſe arrouſing of ſo many Soyles, and hislong 
Courſe. 

And truely it is admirable, to ſec this Riuer to grow 
grcat,when all others grow ſmall ; and to ſec it diminiſh, 
when others grow great. So alwayecs it is no wonder, 
that the nature of this River ſhould ſo increaſe , when 
cuen here, and at home , the riuer of &hoze, hath the like 
intercourſe : and at the ſame time, through the Towne of 
rene, _ 4 _ _ au wergur Sea : Their begin- 
ni l th alike ; from the impetuoſity of raynes 
and difſolumes of Snow. -+ bei 

zp6 was firſtinhabited by Adfraim , the _ 
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of Chus from whom the Arabians name the land X-/5e, 
inthe Hebrew tongue Miſrore. It was alſo named Orea- 
a, from Oceans theſecond King hereof. Thirdly, 9/- 
r1ana from Ofrr s ; and now Egypiits from AMgypins 
the ſurname of Rameſes, once a King of great puillance, 
It bordereth with Zrhiopie, and the Confines of Nnbza: 
on the South. On the North with the Sea Mearrerrenc; 
The chicfeft ports whereof, are Damreta, and 4lexan. 
dria,towards the occident,it ioyneth with the great Lake 
Boxchiarah , and a daungerous Wilderneſſe confini 
therewith , ſuppoſed robe-a part of Cyrexe ; lo full of 
wilde and venemous beaſts , which maketh the V Veſt 
part vnacceſſable : And on the Eaſt, with the 1fm2ns,and 
Confine of Deſartuous eArabia , anda part of the Red 
Sea,through which the people of 1/7ae! paſſed. bop 

This Country was gouerned by Kings firſt , and lon. 
geſt of all other Nations: From 07:/is (not reckoning hig 
Regall Anceſtors) in whole time 4b74ham went downe 
ro X2y2r , heand his Succeſſours, were all called Pha- 
raves , of whom Amafes. is oncly worthy ment105, who 
inſtirurcd ſuch politicke Lawes tothe auncient Egpti ans, 
that he deſerueth to be Cartalogized , as founder of this 

Fingdome. 

This Race continued till Ca:b;/e5 the ſecond P er ſian 
Monarch , made Azypt a mcmber of his Empire : and 
lo remayned till Darznms Nothns the ſixt Perſian King : 
from whem they Reuolted, choofing Kings of them- 
{elaes. Bur inthe <ightcene yeare of NedZanchos the ſe- 
uenth King thereafter, Agypr was recouered by Ochusr, 
the eight Emperour of Pe*{14. 

In end Dariss being vanauiſhed, and Alexazder King 
hereof , atter his Death it fell to the ſhare uf Prolomens, 
theſynne of Lagz, from whom the Kings af Xzyp? go 

or 


pare was the laſt , after whoſeſelfe murther,ic was an. 
acxed for many yeares to the Romene Empire, and nexc 
to the Conflantinopolitan: from whoſe mſupportable 
burden they reuolted, and became tributaries for a ſmall 
time to Hawmar the third Cal:ph of Babylon. 

Afterward being opprefſed by 4/mericss King of 1c- 
ruſalem , Noradin a Turkiſh ___ Dameſc us lent $S4- 
racon 2 Valiant Warriour to aide , Who made him 
ſclfe abſolute King of the whole Countrey ; whoſe of. 
ſpring ſucceeded (of whom S/4diue was one , the glo- 
rious conquerour of the Eaſt) till Melechſals, who was 
flaine by his ewae ſouldiers the Mawalzks , who were 
the guard of the Su/dans, as the lanniFaries are tothe 
great Turke , wholately, Anno 1622. baucalmoſt made 
the like mutation. in the T#rk;ſb Empire, as the Mama- 
lsks did in the Agyptian, 

They madeof themſclues Sultans, whereby the Mama - 
luke race continued from the yeare 1250, till the yease 
1517. wherein Towembias , together wirh his predeceſ- 
ſour Campſon Gaurus, Was ouercome by Selim the firſt; 
by whom #gzype was made a Prouince of the Tzrkiſh 
Empire, andſocontinueth as yet. > 

The length ofthis Kingdome, .is foure hundred and 
fifry 5 ngl:ſþ miles,and two hundred broad : the principal 
feat whercof is the great Caire,being diſtant from lersſa- 
lem (ixtecne dayes journey, or Caraxans iournalls, amoun- 
ting to 240. of our miles, Some hold that the ſpace of 
earth, that lycth þerweene the two branches of Damuers, 
and Refera was called the lower Agypt ; now called Del- 
ts vnder the figure of a Greeke letter triangular. 

The head of this great Delta, where Nylws diuidethr 
ſelfe wascalled Hepropelir, or Hoptanemia; and "mn 
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ſclfe was called by the Romanes Auguftaniia : Agypt be- 
fides the aforeſayd names, it had diners Epithites of di. 
uers Authors ; for Appeiodorus.tearmed it the Religion 
of Melampeats, becaule of rhe fertility of it - And? le. 
rarch gaue it the name Chimia, becauſe of the holy cere- 
monies of the Aigyptzans in worthiping:their Gods: The 
Etymology. whereof Ortel:#s condignely remarked, de. 
riding irfromCham,theſonne of Noah , fo that ſome hojd 
the opinion, that the Zgyptians hadtheiroriginall from 
Miſraim(for ſo was Agype calied)rhefonne of Chus,thar 
proceeded from Cham Noahs ſonne : The circuit of Del. 
7aor the lower £zypt is thought tobe 30oo, of their 
ſtades, which maketh a hundred Spaniſh leagues, 

In the timeof the Prolomes the revenewes of this King. 
dome were 12000: talents ; fo alſo in thetimeof the 3. 
maluks ; but now throughtyranical goverament, and dil. 
continuance of trafficke through the red ſea, the Turke 
recciuzth no morethanthree millions yearely ; one of the 
which is free tohimſelfe, rhe other two are diſtributed 
to ſupport the charge of his Yicegerest Baſſaw,and preſi- 
diary Faldiers , being 12060, 1anniFaries, beſides their 
thouſands of 7;meriets,which keepe Egypt from the in- 
Curſions and tyrangy of Arabs : In Cayro I ſtayed twelue 
dayes, and hauing bid farewell to Monſieur Beauclary the 
Conful who courteouſly intertatincd me , the other toure 
French Pilgrimes and I imbarked at Bou/acque ina boate: 
And-as we went downe the Riuer , the chieſe Townes of 
note weſav weretheſe, Salmona, Pharſone, Fona,8 Ab- 
aawIremember our boate was double hooked with for- 
ked»pikes of iron round' about the ttdes, for feare of the 
Crocod;les, whoviually keape vp on boates, and will car- 
ry the paſſenger away healkeng iathe ſtreame: And yet 
theſe beaſts rhemſclues are denoured by a water- m—_ 
: W 
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wizom they taking great pleaſure, and play , andgaping 
widely, the Rat running into his mouth, che other our of 
toy {walloweth it down, wh-re the Rar for dildane com- 
meth forth at the broad'fide of his belly leauing the Cro- 
codile dead, In thele parts there isa ſtone called 147. 
line, which hath the vertue to deliuer a woman from her 
paine in child-birth, Inall this way the greateſt pleaſure 
[ had , was to bchold the rare beauty of certain* Birds, 
called by the Turkes,Elock ; whoſe feathers being beauti- 
fied with the diverſity of rareſt colours, yeelda farre off 
ro the beholdera deleRable thew : hawng alſo this pro- 
pricty , the acarer a man approacheth them , the mort 
they looſe the beawy oftheir feathers by reaſon of the 
feare they conceive when they ſee aman, Vponthe third 
day welanded at Roſerta,and came ouer land with a com- 
pany of Tarkes to Alexanaria, being 50.miles diſtant. 
Alexandris isthe {econd Port inall Twrky: It was of 
old a moſt renowned City, and was built by Alexander — a 
thegreat, bur now is greatly decayed, as may appeareby @ 
the huge ruines-thercin:It hath two hauens , the one 
whereof is ſtrongly fortified with two Caſtles, which de- 
fend both it ſelfe, and allo Porto vecchio: The ficlds abour 
the Towneare ſandy, which ingenderan infectious ayre, 
eſpecially in the moneth of A»g«ſt,amd is the reaſon why 
ſtrangers fall intobloody fluxes and other heavy ficknel- 
jes. In my ſtaying here, I was aduiſed by a Regnſan Con. 
{#1,ro keepe my ſtonnacke hot, to abſtaine fromeating of 
fruit, and to liue {oberly,with a temperate diet: The rule 
of which gouermment, I ſtrouc diligently to obſtrite, ſo 
did I alſo in all my zrauells proſecute the like courſe of 2 
{mall diet, and was often too ſ{mallagainſt my will , by

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This Cirty is mightily imponeriſhed fince the Tra- 
ding of Spices thar were brought through the red Sea, 
ro £gypr,"nd ſo ouer Land to Alexandr14 & its Sea-port: 
Whence the Yenetian diſperſed them ouer all Chriften- 
dome ; but are now brought home by the backe-fide of 
Afﬀricke , by the Portugals, E nel ſb , and Flemings, 
which maketh both Yerice, and Alexandria fare the 
worſe, for want of their former Trafhcke , and con- 
merce in theſe Southerne parts : whence Yenrce grew the 
mother nut({c toall E»rope for theſe Commodities, but 
now altogether ſpoylcd thereof, and decaycd by our

Incerpreters, to tranſlate the- Bible : Ouer a- 
eainſt Alexandria, is the little Ie Pharos , inthe which 
for the commodity of Saylers the aforeſaid King buil- 
dcda watch-towre of white Marble ; being of ſo marucl- 
lovs a height,that it was accounted one of the ſeuen won. 
ders of the world : the other fix,being the Pyramides, the 
Tombe Masſolaea, which Helicarnaſſus Queene of Qarja 
cauſed build in honour of her Husband : the Temple of 
Epheſus , the Wals of Babylon, the Colofſms of Rhodes, 
andthe Statue of Inpiter Olympicus at Eli in Greece, 
which was made by Phidias, an excellent worke- maſter 
in Gold and Ivory, bcing in height 60. Cubites.

In this Prouince , which is aow reckoned as a part of 
X2ypt, ſtood the Oracle of Inpiter Hammon , 1a the 
great Wilderncffe confining with Lybia : Whither when 
Alexander trauailed, he ſaw for foure dayes ſpace,ncither 
man, Beaſt, Bird, Tree, nor River: Where, whenarri- 
ved, the flattering Prieſts , —_—_ him to be the ſonne 
of Txpiter: which afterward (being hurt with an Arrow) 
hee found falſe, ſaying ; Omnes me vecant filium louis, ſed 
hec ſagittame probat eſſe mertalem, Weſt from Cyrexe 
all the Kingdomes of Tunis, Tremiſen, Alzier, Feſſe, 
and a partof Aoreceo eucn to Gibilterre, or fretum Her- 
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oy calcum, adera generall name now called Barbery ; and 
hardly can be diſtinguiſhed by the barbarous Avores, * 
In the time of this our Nawigation for Chriſtendome, 
there dyedſcauenteene of our Matiners, and all our foure

60. yeares of age , which bred noſmall griefe, and fearc 
tovsall, thinking that they had dyed of the plague, for 
it was exceeding rifein CAlexandria from whence wee

nine Merchants and Paſſingers, The greatneſle of our 
{lip did more terrifie the roguith Runagats, then apy vio- 
lent defenee we made : for they durſt never fet on vs, vn- 
lefle they had beene threetogether ; and yer we little rc. 
garded them, in reſpect of our long reaching Ordo. 
nance , ard expert Gunners : Intheſe Circurnſtances of 
time, 1 remember , almoſtcuery day , wee would ſee . 
flockes of flying Fiſhes, ſcudding vpon the carling waues, 
ſo long as their fines be wer , which grow om thei 
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backe, as feathred wings doe from Fowles : But when 
they grow drye , they are forced to fall downe and wet 
them agayne, and then yealong. Their flight will bee 
$he lengeh of a Cables Rope, vatouching Water; and 
in this their ſcudding, iris thought the Dolphin, isin per-

The greateſt cauſe of our Arriallhere, was in regard 
of our f:eſh Water that was ſpent ; and therefore con- 
ſtrayned to beare into this Ile : Which was my fole de- 
fire, wiſhing rather to Land heere, to ſee the Order of 
our Knights of Chriſtendome, thea to arriue at Razuſs 
inthe Adriaticke Gulfe, where I bad beene before, Our 
Anchors being grounded, and our Boate ready to court 
the ſhoare, I bad farwell toall the Company , and in a 
lingularreſpeR ro my generous Captayne , who would 
haue nothing for my vicuales and tranſportation from 
A zypt ; except a few relicts of 7eruſalem : The boat be- 
ing launched, and we landed in the hauen, Iaccoaſted a 
vulgar Tauerne, and there lodged, | 
lg This City is divided in two, the eld and new Ma/re, 
bk. | X x from 
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from which the Ile raketh rhe name; it is a large and 
populous place, and ſtrongly fortified with invincible 
walles, and two impregnable Caſtles St. Hermes, and Sr, 
Angelo; St. Michael being diſtant from both: Here the 
great Maſter or Prince for that yeare being a Spanierd 
made much of mefor lersſalems {ake ; ſo did alfoanum- 
ber of theſe gallant Knights, to whom I was greatly ob. 
liged. And withall to my great contentment, Irancoun- 
tred here with a countrey Gentleman of mine, being ; 
ſouldier there, named William Douglas, who afterward 
for his long and goodlervice at ſea was ſolemnely Knigh- 
ted, and made one of their order. Whoſe fidele and man- 
ly feruices haue beene finceas plauſibly regarded by the 
MalteFes, as Monſieur Creichton” his worth, in lcar- 
ning and excellent memory, reſts admired in 1ta/y , bur 
eſpecially by the noble GorJagaes,and dependant friends 
of the houſe of Harte ; tor whole loſle, and acciden- 
tall death, they ſtill heauily bemone: acknowledging 
that the race of that Princely ſtock, by Gods iudgemenrs 
wascut off, becauſe of kis vatimely death, 

AHalta was called Melita, mentioned As 28.1.2, 
where the Viper leaped on Paw/es hand ; I ſaw alſo the 
Crecke wherein he was ſhipwracked : This Iland may 
properly be termed the Fort of Chriſtendome, yet a bar. 
ren place, and of no great bounds, for their Cornes, and 
Wines come daily by Barkes from Syc:{:« ; but it yeel- 
deth good ſtore of Pomegranatcs, Cittrvns, Cottons,O. 
renges, Lemmons, Figges, Mcllons, and other execllcnt 
fruits. The Knights of Malt had theirbeginning at dcre 
in Paleſtizs, from thence tothe Rhodes, & now expoſed 
to this rocky Ie. They are pertinacious focsto Intdels, 
for ſuch is the oath of their order, contieually making war 
and incurftons againſt them , to their power : bei 
ſtreng 
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ſtrengthned alſo with many ſouldiers, and their Cap. 
taines are {urnamed Knights of Malta , and fo through a 
oreat part of Chriſtendome; it is a mot honourable Or- 
der : They arc not permitted ro marry , the moſt part of 
whom being younger brothers : the reaſon was , becauſe 
nor bcing intangled to wife and children , they might be 
the more re{olute to aduenture their lives in the Chriſtian 
ſeruice, but therein they ace mightily decayed, andth:ir 
valour no way anſ{werableto that it hath been when their 
auncc ſtorsliucd in the Rhodesand holy Land ; having had 
theſe eighteene yearcs palt little or no good fortune ar 
all, 

This Ile was giuerrin poſicſion to theſeKnights of St. 
thn, by the Emperour Charle: the fifth , and King of 
Spaine, being newly expelled from the Rhodes by Soly. 
man the magnificent, Anno 1522. And afterward the 
Turke not contented therewith, and mindfull all-vtterly 
to cxrtermine their power , came with a huge 4rmads, 
and aſſay!ed Malta , Anno 1565. when YValetta was An inuincible 
great maiſter, who ſo couragiouſly withſtood their fury, rigoy. 
that the Twrkes were defeated, and forced to returnc. 

This Tland is ten leagues in length , and three broad : 
the carth whereof being three foote deepe, is the cauſe, 
why it is notſo fertile,as the clymat might afford: Ir con. 
raineth beſides the City, forty ſeuen Villages and nine 
Caſſales, the peaſants or naturall Inhabitants whereof, 
are ofthe African complexion, tanny, and Sun-burnt , 
and their language ſemblable to the Barbarian ſperch, 
without any great difference, both tongues being a cor- 
rupt <Arabick : And not vnlike therein to the PBians 
from the Latine , or the vulgar Greeke from the aunci- 
ent , vet the modernc Greeke is nearer the auncient, then 
the 7zalzen is the Latine :Theſe rurall MalreFesare ex- 
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rreamely bent, in all their aQions, cithec to good or euill 
wanting fortitude of minde, and ciuill diſcretion , they 
can not temper the violent bumours of their paſſions, 
but as the hcad(ſtrong-ride, ſo their diſpoſitions runne, in 
the ſuperfluous exceſſ: of affections, 

They follow the Rowmane Church, though ignorant 
of the way, and their woemen be louely faire, going 
head-couered with blacke vayles, and much inclined 
to licentiouſneſle ; their beauties being burrowed from 
helpe more then nature: for now its a comman praQtice 
amongſt decayed beauties, banquerouted by timeor ac. 
cidents, tohide it from otherseyes with Act, and from 
their owne with falſe glaſſes. Bat ( alafle) the graccs and 
beauties of the ſoule ought more to be cared for , and to 
haue the firſt place and honour,aboue thele counterteit or 
ourwatd ſhowcs of the body ; and the beanty and loucly 
proportion of the body,fhould be preterred before the ct- 
fteminate deckings, that the body doth rather carry then 
enioy : ſince it often hapneth , that a foule and deformed 
carkaſſe hatha faire and rich wardrope. In this Towne 
of Malta, there arc many Turk jhand Moor!ſh flaues, ves 
ry rudely treat, yet not anſwerable tothat cruelty the fla. 
uiſh Chriſtianes indure ypon their Gallies in Barbary or 
Turk; : The diſcription of Malta, 1 poſtponeto the ſuc. 
cceding relations of my ſecond Trauells ; and after twelue 
daics (taying here, Iimbarked in a Frigat withother paſ. 
ſcngers, and arrived at C:c/y-inthe South-eaſt Corner of 
Siciliz;bzingthree ſcore miles diſtant. 

From thence coaſting the ſhoare fifty miles to Siracu- 


fa, Trancounterd by the way, ina clifty Crecke cloſe by 


the ſea fide, a Mooriſh Brigantine, with twelve oares 
on cach fide, charged with Moores , who had ſecretly 
tayed there anight and a day ſtcaling the people away, 
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dang on the fields: At which ſudden fight, and be- 
ig hard by them, I topped my pace. Whereupon,abou: 
ewenty Aores broke out ypon me, with ſhables & ſlings : 
But my life and liberty being deare to me, my long tra- 
ced feete became more nimble in rwelue ſcore paces, 
than they could follow in ceighreene ; for I behoued to fly 
backe rhe ſame way Icame: where, when freed , Ihaſt- 
ned tothe next Watch-tower, marine ſet, and there told 
the Centinell, how a Mooriſh Brigantine was lying 
within two milesat an obſcure clift: and how hardly I el. a yori: 
caped thcir hands : whereupon he. making a fire on the Brigantine. 
top of the Tower , and trom him all the Watch-tow. 
ers along,gaue preſently warning to the contrey ; {o that 
in 4 moment, them of the Villages cam2 downe on horſe 
and foote, and well armed, and demanding me ſeriouſly 
of the trueth, I brought them-with all poſſible celerity to 
the very place : where forthwith the Horſe-men broke 
vpon them, wounding diuers, before they were all taken, 
for ſome fied to the Rocks, and ſome were inthe couerd 
fields hunting their prey : At laſt they were all ſeazed vp. 
on, and faſt tycd two, and twoin iron chaines, and fixe 
Stcilians relicued- whom they had ſtone and thralled : 
Whence they were carried to Syracuſa, I went alſo along 
with them,where,by the way the people bleſſed me, and 
thanked God for mine eſcape, and mefordifcourring 
them - from Syracuſa (being condemned co the galleyes) 
ypon the third day they were ſent to Palerme, being 36. 
in number. 

They gone, and I repoſing here, the gouernour of that 
place, for this pieceot ſeruice, and my trauels ſake did 
feaſt me three dayes, and at my departurewould have 
rewarded me with gold, fo alſo the friends ofthem 
that were relicued , which if I tooke ox not judge you, 
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that beſt can indgc on diſcretion, This Citty is ſituate og 
2 Promontore, that butterh in the Sea, hauing but one 
emiery , and was once the Capitall feat of the Kingdom, 
though now by old tyranies, and late alterations of time, 
it is onely become a priuate place: Yet girded 2bout with 
tlie moſt fragxant fietds, tor dainty fruites, and dclicate 
Wnſcatello that ail Exropecan produce. 

From thus piace, ouer tracing other hity miles to Ca- 
eagna, (iyate at Ernaes footes | meatured the third fifty 
m.J-$r9 cM ef-n4, Wherenow I ceaſe to diſcourſe any 
ta:ther of this Tiand,, till my returne for Afﬀricke , be- 
inz my ſecond V oyage: For true itis, double experience, 
deeper Krowicdge ; where then punctually in my fol- 
lowing order, the Reader T hope ſhall finde his dclired 
lati{taQion. 

From M:{:na, Timbarked in a Neapolitan Boat loa- 
den with Paſſingers z whence ſhoarivg along for foure 
hundred miles, the higher and lower Calabr:an Coaſt, 
with a patt of the Lavoreay lifts, vppon the twelith day, 
welanded at Naples. Where being diſbarked , T gaue 

God rhankes vpon my flexed knecs , for my fafe arriwall 
in Chriſtendome : And mecting there with the Earleot 
Bothwell, and Captayne George Hephurne , 1 imbraced 
the-way to Rome, being fixc (core and ten miles diſtant : 
where [ſtole one nights lodging -priuately , and on the 
morcowearely departing thence, and croſſing Tyber , I 
viled theſe Townes in 7taly before I courted the Alpes, 
Sera, Florence, Luca, Piſa, Genoa, Bullozma, Farma, Pa- 
vid, Pracen;a, Mantua, Milane, and Torine :the com- 
nxnditionot which Citics reſt revolu'd intheſe follow- 
zog, verſes. |

Hauing paſſed Tor:ye, and irs Princely Con:r, whoſe 
reſent Duke might hauc beene the mirrour of Nobility, 
{kept my way through P;e-ont or Pedemontane, the i- 
ſterof Lombardy , and ſecond Garden of Zurepe ; and 
the ſteepe and Snowy Moumayne of Mont Cala 
di Tenda , the higheſt Hill of all the 4{pes + I found on its : hetiguiau 
top, that it reſerueth alwayesa Gradinian miſt, for a mile Alpes. 
fo long ſtakes , ſet in the Snow, each one a <peares 
length from another , roguide the Paſlinger his dange- 
rous way ; of the which ſtoopes if hee fayle, hee is loft 
forcuer. 
After Ihad traverſed this difficult paſlage, I had two 
Inn in climbing and thwarting the Rockey and 
intricated hilsof Liguria , oucr which Hannibal lad fo 
much adoe, to conduCt his Army to 1:aly ; making a 
way through the Snow, with Fire, Vineger, and Wine : 
Whence it was ſayd of him, Y:am aut 193ueniet Anni- 
ball, aut facies : Leaning thefe Mountaynes behind me, I 
arrived at Niece in Prowance, {ituare on the Mediterren 
Sea, andpaſfing the Townes of Azt;boand Cana,to night 
at Furges, there were three Frenc/ murilerers ſet vppon 
me inatcheemſh Weod rwelve miles long ; oac of which 
| had

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ad dogged me hither from Azece - Where hauing ex- 
ereamely giueh me a fearcfull chaſe , for a long League, _ 
and not mending themlſclues, . they gaue me ouer. Well, 
in the midſt of rhe Wood I found an Hoſtery, andia it, 
rwo Women,and three young Children, with whom 1 
tzycdand lodged all night, 
After I had (up'dand going to bed,in.came theſe afore- 
kbappy efcape ay Villaines, accompanied with my Hoſt ; where, when 
£:oryauxcer, ſeenc, they ſtraight accuſed me for my flight, and threat- 
niag me with ſtroakes ,\conſulted my Death. Then I 
crycdto my Hoſt for helpe, but hee (toad dumbe, for he 
was their Companion , and to ſecond their intention his 
wife made faſt the lower doore. Whereat being moe. 
wed with deadly.feare, I pulled my Turkiſh gowne from 
my backe, end opening my Sacker ;ſayd , Now Chri- 
ſin Gentlemen, I know you are diſtreſled , andſoam 
I, come ſearch my cloathes and Budget , and if you find 
what yeulookefor, let me dye: Alas, Iam a poore ſt:ap- 
ger, newly come from 7eraſalem., and the Sepulcher of 
lefus Chriſt, and after loyg trauailes, and loe there is 
my Patent : And concerning my flight. I ſweare, I onely 
fcc! for the ſafery of my life , bur nor for the preſeruati- 
on of my money , for come fee I haue none : my gricte 
is thatI baucirnor.for you : Good gentlemen confider 
the dangets that.7 hauc paſt amongſt Intidels, and er nor 
your Chriſtian hands rob me of my turmoyled lite; ha- 
uing nought , whereforc you ſhould!, were a lamentable 
thingto do. # 
 Thisſpoken, and much moreghey neuen ſearched me, 
nor touched my Wallet, but went ro Counſelt, where 
they concluded vppon my fourwardneffe in opening my 
vvdy and other things to chem , that I had no money, 
and thercfore confirmed my life , which for the former 


reſpect 
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relpeR , and the Holy Granes ſake was granted, Where. 
upon packing vp my Relickes agayne, they called for 
Wine , and drunke diuerſe times to me; and after a long 
{ſpent conference , there ſupper making ready, they tif 
mifled me for my bed: Whether , when led by my Ho- 
ſtelle, I priuily made the doore faſt , ſuſpeRing (till a 
ſuddaine death : Well they ſup'd, and were iouiall, and 
at the firſt Cocke , went foorth to the woode , and the 
high way for their owne ends. 

All which time I ſtood Centinell , and the morning 
come , my Hoſt confelled , that onely he had faued my 
life ; forfwearing himſelfe of their former ſight ; butſayd 
heecertainly they are Murderers, Leauing him with dif- 
ſembling thankes , I arrived at F»rges : where Þ learned 
thacmy Hoſt wasſuſpected to bee a Conſort with cheſe 


and his wife putto deat cner fince the French King, 
keepeth a guard of Horlſe-men there to keepe that filthy 
and dangerous woode fee from Murderers, For now 
may I ſay, like toa ſhipthat aftcr a long Voyage , is cy- 
ther in greateſt danger , or clſc caſt away,entring the 
Roade and Hauen from whence ſhce came}, cuen ſo was I 
caſt in che moſt eminent peri)! , that I had nall my Tra- 
uayles, being on the Frontiers of France, andas it were, 
(in regard of remoter places) cnteringthe Towne where. 
inT was borne, 

Hauing given humble thankes, and lofty prayſcs to the 
A'mighty for my deliuerance , I trauerſed Provence,and 
Langaavcke , where neareto Clontperfiier , | met with 
the French igentlemans Father , whom I rclicued from 
the Gallies in Cares of Candy ; who being ouer-ioyed 
wich my fight , kindly intreated me for colt dayes, and

the paſlage of Sanio lohanne , the Pyrhenes mountaines: 
And falling downe by Pa , and the Riuer Ortes, I viſited 
Gaſeony and Bearne ;and from them,the Cities of Barde- 
«vx and Rechel : andarriuing at Paris, whence firſt be- 
ganne my Voyage; Ialſothere ended my firſt, my paine- 
[and Pedeftriall Pilgrimage. Whence ſhortly there- 
after viſiting Ezxg/ands Court , I humbly preſented. to 
King 14mes, and Queene Anne of euer bleſfed raemories; 
and to his preſent Maiefty King Cnanras, certayne 
rare Gifts and notable Relickes, brought from 1ordan and 
leruſalem : Where afterward within a yeaze,vpon 
ſomcdiſtaſte, I was expoſed to my ſecond 
Peregrination as followeth.

»omick , that doth diſpoſe the a&tions domeſticke: The 
third in Peliticque, that: comprehend the aRions Ci- 
vill; concerning the gouernment of Common-wealths, 
which containeth vrder it the whole ſcience of right ci+ 
uilitie. And with Pra&igque , isalſo placed Dialedtique, 
the Art of memory , the Grammar, the Rhetorique, to 
which alſo may betoyned the Art Poezique,and of Hifto- 
ries. Bur for their particular diviſions Iam not prolixi- 
us, as inviile to my defigne in hand ; diuers dedicate 
themſelues to the knowledge of theſe ſciences, not know- 
ing that they forger the moſt neceſlary , towit, the (ci- 
ence of the world, s 
This isit aboue all things that preferrethmen to honers, 
and the charges thatmakegreat houſes and Reipublicks 
to flouriſh; and reader the ations and words of them 
who poſleflc it, agreeable both ro great and ſraall. This 
ſcience is onely acquiſted by cogueriation , and haunting 
the company of the moſt experimented : by diners dil. 
courſes , reports, by writs, or by a lively yoyce, incom- 
municxing with ſtrangers ;and inthe iudicious conſide- 
ration of the faſhion of the liuing one with another, And 
aboue all, and principally by Traucllers,and Voyagers in 
divers Regions, and remote places , whoſe experience 
confirmeth the true Science thereof ; and can beſt 
draw the anatomy of humane condition. For which, and 
other reſpeAs, it holdeth true that the beart of man is in- 
ſatiable being ſet ypon whatſocuer obieCt, his predomi-

aſcending to Cleue, I eame juſt ro Graue Mavrice Campe 
at Rhieſe, as Sprueola had taken Weiſle; betweene which 
Armies for ftius weekes I had tree intercourte, being kind. 
ly re{pz&ted by both the Generalls : for Spines/a let me 
at his owne-rable, and I lay in his ſecond Tent nive 
nights ; the Duke of Newenberg,and Dos Pietro d; Tole- 
ao being there bath tor the time : So withthe Prince of 
Orange, with whom I diſcourſcd diucrs times, was tne 
Marques of Brandibarg , certaine Nobles, and forraine 
Ambaſladows. All which time, O howit gricued me to

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{ce thetyranny of the Speniayds dayly executed vpon rhe 
eiftreſſcd Proccitants of Weiſte, oner whom they domi-

Bidding adew totheſe Armics, and accompanied with 
2 young Gentleman David Brace , theL.ot Clekmanan 
his Sonne,, whom I conducted to 1taly : (carcely had we 
out. ſtrips Khyneberg(where Collonell Edmond was flaine) 
a Dutch mile, till we were both robbed of our cloaks and 
pocket- moneys, with fine fouldiers French and Y allopes ; 
and thac within a Village, women and children bchold. 
ing vs, but nomantv relicue vs, they bcing with Carts 
ſcruing Spizeolacs Campe, 

Whence the next day approaching CuUo:ne, and bills 
of change anſwered, wee vilited h 


ablurdnefle for their holy Morher Church to confirme 
helliſh and erronoius leyes; for theſe Kings came from 
the Eaſt, and from Chaldeca, and nor from the North : 
Or if they wil haue them to dic there and ſo buried, ſurely 
this is cuen ſuchanother damnable crrour, ſurpaſſing tra. 
dition, as their wandring 7ew, the Shoomaker of 7ersſa- 
lem is, of whom in Roxe,they have wrot ten thouſand fa- 
bles and fopperies: from this we viſttedthe 11000, Vir.

Tombes of the three Kings that came to'Berhleem , who miracles of 
as the Romanfts ay, lye interred there.:O filthy and baſe <*®*ize» 
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Chappeli of miiacles; the originall whereof was thus, 


Vp-524 feſtiuall day , being Vintage time , there came a 
Peaſantto the Towne, and paſſing by tie Vines(as there 
is anu:nber within the wals) did cate his belly full of the 
grapes ; and thereafter hearing a Maſſe, was confeſſed, 
and receiued the Sacrament : And returning the ſame way 
he came, and iuſt where he had eaten the Grapes, hee 
fell a vomitisg , and caſting vp with what hee had eates 
the Holy Sacrament , it ſtraight turned inthe likeneſſe of 
a rew borne Babe , being brightand glorious.

Gallowes, 25 high asa ſtripad : The three mothers and 
their three Daughters were fer before him, being Grass- 
dats , whoſe ſorrowfull hearts, and eye-guſhing teares 
for their finne and ſhame, were lameatable to behold : 
the inceſtuous Pugeron , begging ſtill mercy and pardon 
for diuiding their lcgges , 'and opening their wretched 
Wombes.

thereof made much of me, and wondred that I had ſafely 
piſtthe mountaines,for ſaid ie when I go tor Naples, lam 
forced to goby ſea, notwithſtanding I hane torty in traine. 
The next day in paiſing £/ontecrlionc, the faireſt and 
froitfulleft bounded Bourg in all Calabria ſaperior ;T ſaw 
a diſteQured: honſe ; whichthe people told me had beene 
the Schoole, where D19nfizes the third and ſalt Tyrant 
of Scalia (atrer bis flight from the Kingdome and 
Crowne) taught Children priuatly nine yeares, cre hee 
was knowne to be a King, but a poore Schoolemaſter. 
- This higher Cz/abria rhough mountainous, abpupdeth 
*in delicious' Wines, fine paſtorage, and excceding good 
Silke : The Peaſznts aiwayes commonly here ure ad- 
dicted to cate Onipns, whence rale this Proucyþe, 1 Ce- 
Wal - labreſe - 
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labreſe magniano di Cepali,the Calabrians teed vpon Ori- 
ons. Their women weare vacomely habits, being hoo- 
ded from their browes to thcir backes behind , with fixe 
or ſeuen ſundry colours of'cloth or ſtale ; whoſe vpper 
gownes come no further downe than their middle 
thighes: And their breaches and ſtockings being all one, 
and their legges halfe booted , they look like the ghoſt- 
ly Armenian Gargoſons. 7 | 

I remember in paſſing this higher Countrey, I found 
divers Caſſales or Terraes , ({mall Villages) of certaine 
Greekes called 4 lbaneſes , whole predeceflors had fled 
from Albania, when the Turke ſeaſed ypon Epyre,and Preeke Aba. 
this their Province ; and was priuiledged here to ſtay by Calb,a, 
the Spaniard Philip the firft : And though exiled from 
their naturall Patrimonies, (Ompe ſolum forti patria eft) 
yet are they exceeding kind to ſtrangers, meaſuring large- 
ly their owne infranchized fortune , with the voluntary 
expoſement of many vnneceſſary 7 1adants : Declining 
thence to the marine Bourge of £Molins , being by land 
which we footed diſtant trom Naples 4co. miles, we 
crofled the narrow Faro, or Sycilian Enriprs to Meſſina 
being two miles broad. Where, when landed, and mee- 
ting with a young Scots Edenburgenſen William Wylie, 
come from Palermo, and bound for Yerice , I faſtned 
John Browne with him to accompany his returne ; and on 
the following day. imbarked them both backe tor Cala» 
bria. 

And now hauing followed the [talias ſaying Si meghs- 
or @ flar:ſolo come mala accompaniato; It is better fora 
man to be alone, then in ill company ; I traucrſed the 
Kingdome to Trepunate ſeeking tranſportation for Afe 
fricke , but could get none - And returning thence ouer- 
thwart the Iland , I callto memory ding lodged in the 
Aaa Bourge 
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Bourge of Sarawnt7.4, belonging toa young Baron, and 
being bound the way of Caſtel Francko eight miles di- 
ſtan and appertaining to another young Nobleyouth , 1 
roſe and myrehed by the breach of day ; whereit was my 
licke halfe way from cither Towne, to finde both theſe 
beardlefle Barons,lying dead,and new killed in the fields, 
and their horſes ſtanding tyed to a buſh beſide them; 
whereat being greatly moued, I approached them , and 
percciving the bodies to be richly cled with (i!ken Scuffes 
facily conicured what they might be : My hoſt hauing 
told me the former night, chat theſe rwo Barones were 
at great-difcord , abour the loue of a young Noble wo. 
manzand ſv it was, forthey had fought the combat for 


| her fake, and f: r their owne prid* lay flaine here, For as 


fire is to Gun powder, ſois ambition tothe heart of man, 
whici it it be but touched with felte-loue,mounteth aloft, 
and never beadeth downeward , tillit be turned into a- 
ſhes. _ 

And here it proued for that Ladies ſake, that rroppo «- 
more turnd to Preſto dolore: Vpon which fight, to ſpeake 
the trueth, I ſearched both their pockets,and found their 
two ſilken purſes fall loaden with Span;ſb Piſtolls, where- 
at my heart ſprung for ioy, and taking fiue rings off their 
fourc hands, I hid rhem and the twopurſes in the ground, 
halfe amilc beyond this place : And returning againe, 
leapt to one of their horſes, and came galloping backeto 
Saramut74; where calling vp my hoſt, I told him thezc. 
cident ; who when he ſaw the horſe gaue a ſhout for ſor- 
row,and running to the Caſtle told the Lady the Barons 
Mother : wherc in a moment, ſhee, her children, and the 


_whole Towne runne all with me to the place, ſome cled, 


me naked , ſome onfoote, and ſome on horſe : where, 
when eome gricuous was it tobchold their woetull and 
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fad lamentations. I thus ſecing them all maddeand di. 
tracted of their wits with ſorrow , left them without 
o0d-night : And comming to my Treaſure, made ſpec- 
y way to Caſtells Francco, where bearing them the 
like newes, brought thern all co the like diftrationand 
flight of fect, 

Well, in the mutability of time there is aye ſome for- 
tune falleth by accident , whether lawfull or not, I 
will not queſtion, it was now minethat was laſt theirs, 
and toſaue the thing that was not loft , Irtrauailed thar 
day thirty miles further to Terra nowa, VWhence the next 
morning beeing earely imbarked for Malta, and there 


ſafely Landed ; I met with a ſhip of London called the a London 
Mathew , bound for Conſtantinople lying inthe Roade (+ wang ths 


where indcede withthe Company I made merry a ſhoare 
for three dayes; and eſpecially with one George Clarke 
their Burſcr, who ſtriuing to plant in my braines a 
—_ Vineyard , had almoſt periſhed his owne + 
life, | 
Vpon thefourth day, they hoyfing ſayle,and Tſtayin 
a ſhoare,it was my good lucke within eight dayes to fin 
a French ſkip of Te/on come from the Leuante,and bound 
for Tunneis by the way in goinghome. With whom 
defirouſly conſforted , within three dayes we touched at 
our intended Port, And now toreckon the gold that I 
found inthe aforeſayd purſes , it amounted to three hun- 
dred and odde double Piſtols , and their Rings being ſet 
with Dyamonds, were valued toa hundred Chickens of 
Malta , eight ſhillings the peece, which I dilparched for 
leſſer : Bur the gold was my beſt ſccond , which like H9- 
mers Iliades vnder Alexanders pillow,was my confjauall 
vade Mecum. "Y

modious Huey, and fixe Gallies , the moſt ſcelerate of 
condition , and celerious in flying or followiag of all tl.e 
cucſares in Twrky : Tripoly in Barbary, (commonly cal. 
led ſo) was oncedrowned by the Sez, but wwwv its ficua't- 
on was tranſported ſafely a little more Soutkwardz which 
ſometimcs. was bezutified with Merchants. of Genoa, Ka- 
£uſa, and Yen.ce;, bur now become a den oftiiceucs, ard, 
Sea-Pirats, and ſoarcallihe marinc Towaes, twixt A. 
gypt ard Morocco, 

The laſt Prouinceof the kingdom of Numidia,is EXFebbe 
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lying Eaſt from Trpoly , and confining with Cyrene a 
pendicle of zip: : Thechicfeſt part whereof is Meſſe. 
1cke being twenty foure Leagues from Tripoly , contay- 
ning many Villages, and Townes on the playnes and 
Mountaynes , aboundiog in Silkes, Cornes, and diuerſe 
Fruites, 

All theſe five Maritine Prouinces, haue but narrow In. 
lands, not aduancing South-ward from the Seca coaſt a. 
boue forty miles. Herein Tw»neis I met with our Eng. 
liſh Caprayne , generall Waird, once a great Pyrat,and 
Commaunderar Seas ; who in deſpight of his denied ac» 
ceptancein England, had turned Twrke, and built there 
a faire Palace, beautified with rich Marble and Alaba. 
ſter ſtones: With whom I found Domeſticke, ſome fi. 
teene circumciſed Engliſh Runagates , whole liucs and 
Countenances were both alike , euenas deſperate as diſ- 
dainfull, Yet old Warrd their maifter was placable,and 
ioyned me ſately witha paſſing Land conduGt to Alziere ; 
yea, and diucrſc times in my ten dayes ſtaying there , I 
_ and ſupped with him;bat lay aboord inthe French 

IPPC, 

» lat having obtayned my paſport from the Baſfaw 
there, and ſurety taken for my life and moneyes, I im- 
braced the Land way with this Condu&t , confafting of 
fotty cMoores,and a hundred Camels loaden with Silkes, 
Dimmeteis, and other Commodities , trauerfing the a. 
fore-ſayd Regions of Abirouh , and Arradet7, In all 
which way (lying nightly ina Tent) I found a pleaſant 
and fruitfull Country , abounding in Wines, Rye, Early, 
; Wheate, and all kindeof fruites, with innumerablevil- 
lages, and ſo infinitely peopled, that it made me wiſh 
there had beene none at all ; otherwiſe that they had 

beene Chriſtians,and ſo more ciuill, 2 
e 
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The greateſt enemy this iourney deligned mee, was 
the Sunne, whoſe exceeding heate was incollerable to 
indure , being in September Anno 1615. Bur forproviſi- 
on of Water, Wine, and Victuils wee had abundance, 
Vpon the feauenth day of our comle, weeentred in the 
Countrey of T; remiFen . formerly Manritanes CO. 
This Kingdome hath to the Weſt Hanritanca Ting. —_ 2 
»a, contayning the Empire of Morocco and Fe7. On the 
South Got«1i4 or Deſartuous Numidia. Onthe Eaſt with 
the Riuers of Mxl/uia and .Amphlager, the Marches of 
CArradet;, Andon the North the Sea Alediterren,op- 

ofite to Sardinia, The Countrey is in length from the 
ſ rothe Weſt, ſome twenty fiue of their courles, and 
of our miles about three hundred ;, and of breadth be- 
tweene the Sea and Gotul14, no more than thirty Engliſh 
miles, 

This copious Klngdome in all things , hath beene oft 
and euer moleſted with the N«mzidian SaraJens , or ba- 
ſtard Arabs , whofalling downe from the Mountaines, 
do runne their carrierear randon vpon the ground-toy- 
led eMoores, to fatiſfie their needy and greedydeires, 
TremiJen ot Telenſim , hadof ld foure Provinces, bur 
now onely two its owne Territory , and that of 4/zier : oy 
Whoſe capitall Towne being too cognominated Tye- _ 
»izew , contaynedonceeighteene thouſand fire houſes. decayed wi 
But in regard of 7oſephus King of Fe7, who beſieged it V*c*- 
ſeauen yeares, ouer-maſtering it ; and then ſubdued by 
Charles the fifth , and likewiſe the Tuykes inueſtion of ir, 
and finally beeauſe of the long warres, twixt the Serif or 
King there, and the T»rke ; it is become a great deale 
leſſer and almoſt difinhabited , and the moſt part of that 
Countrey ſubiect to the authority of the B«{/aw of 
Algier. | R 
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At lat ypon the twelfth day of our leauing Twnrejs, 
hauing arriued at A/z/er, and abandoning my Condu&t 
with agood reſpeR, I ſtayed in a Spaniards houſe , tur- 
ned Reanagate, who kept a roguiſh Tauerne, anda ground 
planked Hoſpitality. In all this way of twelue ſcore 
miles , 'I payed no Tribute , neyther had I any eminent 
perrill, the Country being peaceable, though the people 
yncimll, 

This Towne of Alz/er,was formerly vnder [ubieRi- 
on to the Kingdome of TremiJen, but becauſe of inſup. 
portable charges it reuolted , and rendered tothe King 
of Arradet7 or Bugia : Afterwards it was vnder the King 
of Spa:ne, trom whom Barbareſſa did takeit Aux? 15 15. 
being now ynder the Terke , and is fituate vpon the pen- 
dicles of a flat dcualling height, and ſtandeth triangular. 
The Marine {ide whereof is ſtrongly fortified, with carth- 
back'd walles, Bulwarkes, and Artillery , butthe ſemi. 
{quared land-walles , areof ſmall importance, and cafily 
to be ſurpriſed ; and three miles in circuite, contayning 
{ome thirty thouſand perſors. 

Therc is a T#rkifh Baſhaw here,and a ſtrong Garriſon 
of fixe thouſand 1an;Faries , with two hundred Curlary 
ſbips or Pyrats, who cuer preying vpon Chriſtian Com- 
mercers, by their continuall ſpoyles and priſes, haue 
madethe diuclith Towne wondertull rich ; and become 
the inueterateencmy of Chriſtendam; being now a King. 
dome of it ſelfe, and in length from Eaſt ro Weſt be. 
tweene the Townes Terracot and Guargola, lome fixe 
{core miles. Itbath along reaching mould in the Sea, 
that maketh aſate harbor for their ſhips agaynſt Nother- 
ly windes, Which on that Coaſt arc deadly dangerous. 
At thistime, the greateſt part of the Tov;ne were ficd to 

the moustaynes tofhun the parching heate that beaterh 
violently

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violently on the Plaines, and Sca-ſhoare z{o doe all the 
maritine Townes of Berbayy the like euery Sommer. for 
the moneths Iuly , Auguſt , and September : which then 
being ctr halfe naked of defence , it were the onely time 
for Chriſtiancs to inuade or ſurpriſe their Townes, 

I found here abundance of flaues, moſt of them Spe. 
niards , whom they dayly conſtraine within Towne to 
beareall manner of burdens here andthere , and without 
Towne to drudge in the fields, among(t their Vines and 
Carnes, and other toyling labours , abuſing them till 
wich buffets and baſtinadoes as their peruerſtneſle liſteth . 
Neither durſt, I leaue my lodging, vnleſfe Thad three or 
foure Chriſtian fl..ues to guide me,and guard me too from 
{celerate vu!gars:who beare no reſpeto any ſtranger nor 
free France. Here I remarkeda wenderfull policy inthe 
7urkiſh ſtate, concerning theſe thiftuous and rapinous 
Townes of Barbary; who as they are ordained cuer to 


plague and prey yponthe Spaniard, yetvnder that colour , , | ., 
they licentiat them to make hauock and ſeaze ypon all o- lime policy, * 


ther Chriftiane ſhips, goods, and perſons as chey pleaſe, 
the French Nation excepted : And ſothey doe notwith- 
finding of our ſeucral Ambaſſadours lying at Conſtants. 
zople, who rather ſtay there as Mungrells thanabſolute 
Amba{ſidours : for why ſhuuld Chriſtiane Pripces medi- 
ate for peaceand commerce with the Tzrke, when theirs, 
with his ſubiects the Barbarian Moores haue no fafety, 
they being obcdicnt to his lawes , and ouer-1uled by 
Ba{/awes, as Well as theſeare of LAHſia and Eaſterne Fx. 
rope : from which I gather, as from all other like exam- 
pics, that thcre.is a more fublime ouer-maſtering poli. 
cy, fubrtilty, and prouident foreſight, in meere naturall 
menas 7 urkes be/then in our beſt Grandcurs, for all their 


Sciences,& tchoole ſtudies can either perceiue or po 
| arre 
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; farre leſſe proſecute. To which auowed dangers if any 


ſmall ſhip, ruledby raſh fellowes,hould aduenture with 
in the ſtraites, as too many Engliſh doe, becing vaable 
and ynprouided for defencezand fo are taken & Captiua. 
red, and afterward redeemed by Contributions ouer the 
Land: I iuſtly agfirmeit, they deſerue rather to be puni- 
ſhed , and remayne there in puniſhment, then any relicfe 
or redemption to be wrought for them, whowill naked. 
ly hazard themſeluesin knowne perrils, without Ordo- 
nance, munirion, and a burdenable ſhip.

vnderthename Carmaxia , and know no further ef their 
ancient nor particular titles, 

Now as concerning their Cuſtomes,it is the faſhion of 
all theſe Barb4r1an Moves , inmarrying of their wines, 
that afrerthe Brideproome and the Brideare inrolled by 
their Torſecks or Piteſts inthe Moſque before the Parents 
of cach party , and the Bride preſently brought home 
10 the houſe of her Husband , accompanied withal their 
Friends, Muſicke , and Reuclling : He immediatly with- 
draweth her to a priuate Chamber, hauing onely one 
eld woman ſtanding by them in a corner of the Roome : 
where hee lying with the Bride, and ſhee being found a 
Mayde,by a certaynecloath layd vnder her priuy p'ace, 

a 
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which being by the old Hagge drawne out, and found 
ſprinkled with ſpots of blood ſhee preſenteth itfirſt ro 
him, as a token of virginity ; and then forthwith run. 
neth through the houſe, among all the friends of the 
new marricd couple, crying with a loud voyce, and car. 
rying the bloody napkininher hand , the Virgine-bride 
is broken vp; whereat they all reioyce, giuing rewards 
and 'good cheare to the Cryer : But if the bride ve not 
found a Mayd,then he returneth her backe vnto her Pa-. 
rents which they accompt as an immortallſhame,and the 


auptiall feaſt, and all the afiſtants thereunto, are ſudden. $rides. 


ly diſmiſſed : But if a Virgine, the banquet continueth 
all the firſt ;day , with great cheare, dancings, rauel. 
lings, with Muſficall Inſtruments of diuers ſorts, 

The ſecond night is onely the feaſt of women for both 
parties ; and the third banquet is made on tho ſcuenth 
day after the nuptiall, rhe prouifion of which the fa. 
ther of the Bride ſendeth to the houſe of his new fonne 
inlaw : where after this banquet, and the ſcuenthday, 
in the next morning the Bridegroeme goeth then a. 
broad from his houſe (which heedoth not cill theafore- 
fayd time) vnto the market place, where he buyeth 
a number of fiſh tocarry with him to his dwelling, as a 
ſignc of good lucke, it being an auncicnt cuſtome through 
the moſt part of all the Notherne Africk. 

The men and women at ſuch meetings dance a part, 
each of them hauing their ewne Muſicke and orders of 
merriment. 

They haucalfoa cuſtome when that Infams beginne 
to breed teeth, their Parents will make a ſolemae 
teaft to all the Children of the Towne, with diwers 
ceremonies ; which cuſtome they reſerue yer, in diuers 
parts of 7«ty,

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The womenthrough all Barbary, weare abundanceof 
Bracelets on their armes, and Rings in their cares, but not 
through the noſe and lips as the #zyptiens doe zand turne 
2lſo the nayles of their hands and tectetored,, acconn. 
ting it a baſe thing to ſeea white naile : The men here for 
the moſt part, are the beſt Archers, and Horſe. men that 
arein Af7rick, and take great pleaſure in breeding of theix 
Barbes : Soare they both aCtiue and couragious, ard yery 
deſperatein allthetr attempts, beivg all of the Aahoneta- 
zicall Religion, though more ignorant thereof than the 
Trrkes: ſome whereofare ſubict tothe Turke, ſometg 
the Emperour of Morecco, and ſome to their owne bar- 
barous Princes. 

And nowit was my fortuncherein Alzier, after 12, 
dayes abode, to meecte with a French Lapteator, Monſieur 
Chatteline borne in 4iſe du Prouance, who intending to 
vita: Pc; loyned company with m2,and we with certaine 
Merciants of Algier that were going, hither : beinginall 
30. paſſengers, with two 1anniJaries and a Dragoman, 


" /Whence aduancing our way, ſome on Mules, and ſome 


on foote, with Aſſes carrying our baggage and prouifion, 
weleftthc marine Townes of Saly and Tituara, fat to the 
Weſt on our right hand , and facing the in-land wee 
marched for three dayes through a fruitfull and populous 
ſoyle: And although the peoples barbarous and dildaine. 
tall cougtenances were awful), yet we two went Rill free 
of tributs, as not being athing with them accuſtomary, tg 
execute exattion 0n Francks as the T#rkes and Moores do 
in Aſia, neither vaderſtood they what wee were , be- 
ing cled with company, and aftertheir faſhion:ſaue one. 
jy that nature had ſet a fairer ſtamp on my face, than 
theirs, which oft I wiſhed had beeneas blacke as their 
vglines, In this miſculat journ*ying of painc & pleaſure, 

we" 
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we found cucry where ſtrong Wines, abundance of ex- 
ccllent bread , and the beſt, and greateſt Hens bred on the 
earth, with plenty of Figges, Fruius, Oltues, and de. 
licious oyle , yca, and inaumerable Villages, the houſcs 

whereof are all builded with mudde, and platformed vn 

thcir tops ; and ſoare they in 4/4, and all Africk ouer. 

Vpon the fourth day having paft the Plaines, ween- 
tered in a hilly Countrey , yet paſtorabic ; where I be. 
held here and there clouds of Tents,fillet with maritine 
people , that were fled hither from the Sea coalt for the 
freſh and cooling ayre. 

And vpon theſe pleaſant and vmbragiors heights, I 
ſaw the ficlds ouercled with flocks of Sheepe and Goats: 
which Shcepe are wondrous great, hating from their 
rumpes and hips, broad and thicke taylcs growing, and 
hanging to the ground , ſome whereof when (old , will 
weigh 16.18. or 20, pounds weighr,and vpwards. Here 
among the mountaines, our company knowinz well the 
Countrey, tooke a great aduantage of the way, and onthe ,, 
ſeuenth day in the morning , wee arrived at the grear /ne@rriul 
Towne of Fez : where the French man and I were con- © 
ducted by ſome of our company to a great Aſ0075ſb Inne. 
or Taverne:& there receiued, we were as kindly& reſpec- 
tively vicd,as cuer I wasin any part of the Turks Domini«s | 
ons, being now out of them,& in the Empire of Morocco. 

This City of Fe7 is fituare ypon the bodies and twice l 
double deualling faces of two hills, like ro Grenada in Ane 
deloſia im Spaine ;the-intervale,, or low valley betwweene 
both ( through which the rorride Riner of I arre- 
heba rurneth Southward ) being the Center and chiefeſt 
place, is the moſt beautifull and populous pare of the 
City; the ſiruationot which, and of the whole, 1s iuſt ſer 


ynder the Tropick of Cancer. 
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Ouer which River , and in this bottome, there are 
three ſcore and ſeanen Bridges of ſtone and Timber, each 
of them being a paflage for open ſtreetes on both ſides. 
The irteruayle confiſteth of two miles in length , and 
halfe a mile bread ; wherein , beſides five Chercaffs or 
+164 Coles. VIArket places, there are great Palaces, magnificke 
\c+8nd Het Moſquees, Colledges , Hoſpitals, and a hundred Pala- 
peealls, riat Tauernes , the worſt whereof, may lodge a Mo- 

rarchicke trayne : Moſt part of all which buildings , arc 
three and foure ſtorics high , adorned with large and o- 
pen Windowes, long Galleries, ſpacious Chambers, 
and flat teRares or ſquare plarformes. 

The ftreeres being coucred aboue,twixt theſe plaine- 
fer Fabrickes, haue large Lights cut through the tectar'd 
pops cucry where , in whoſe lower ſhoppes or Roomes 
axe infinite Merchandize , and Ware of all fortsto bee 
ſold. 

The people of both kindes are cloathed in long bree. 
ches and bare Ancles, with red or yellow fhoocs ſhod 
with Iron on the Heeles, and on the Toes with white 
Horne; and weare on their bodies long Robes of Lin- 

ing or Dimmety, and filken Waſt-coates of diuerſe

The Women here go vamasked abroad , wearing on

arethey ſo ſtrily kept asthe Twrkiſo Women, marching 
where rhey pleaſe.

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ſerinthis Towne, the CourteJays being neatly kept, and 
weekely well looked to by Phyſitians ; but worſt of all, 
inthe Summer time, they openly Lyceatiat three thou- 
fand common Stewes ot Sodomiticall boyes : Nay I 
haue feene at mid-day , in the very Market places, the 
e Moores buggering theſe filcky Carrions, and withou? 
ſhame or purvſhment go freely away. 

Thereare ſeuerall Scates of Tuſtice hcere (though

numbers of Aoſquees and Wartch-towers : On which 
heights, and round abont the Towne, there ſtand ſome 
three hundred Wind-mils ; moſt part whereof pertzyne 
t the Moſques, and the two magnificke Colledgese- 
reed for education of Children, in the Mabometani- 
call Law, 

One of which Accademies, coſt the King Habahen- 
wor in building of it, foure hundred and three ſcore thou» 
ſand Duckats, 1acob ſonne to Abdalach the firſt King 
of the Families of Meennons , cluided FeF in three 
par $, and with three feuerall Walles , though now 
inuiroti.d with onely one, and that broken downe in 
ſurdrv parts. 

The chicfeſt Moſque in it, is called Mammo-Currarad, 
fignilying the glory of Mahomet, Leing an 7talian mile 
in Comp-ſle, aud bcautificd with ſeuentecne high ground

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Steeples beſ:des Turrets ard Towers: having rthurty foure 
cntring Doores ; becing ſupported within, and by the 
length, with forty cight pillars, and fome twenty three 
Err ce RANSES OF Pillars in breadth , beſides many Lies, Quires, 
i: great City and ctrculary Rowmdecs :; Every Pillar hautng a Lampe 
LR of Oyle burning therear ; where there, ang through the

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whole eHoſque, there are cuery night ninc hundred 
Lamps lighted ; and to maintainc them, anda hundred 


Totſecks and preaching Talſmmans, the rent of it exten- 
deth to two hundred Duceats a day : Neuerthcleſſe 
there are in the City befidesit , more than fourc hun. 
dred and threeſcore CHoſquees ; fifty whereof are well 
benefited and ſuperbiouſly decored within and without, 


with glorious aud extraordinary workmanſhip, whoſe 11cmonigcy 
rooftes within areall Moſaick worke , and curiouſly in- tcfq: o: 
dented with Gold, and the walles and pillars being of *<*: 


ercy Marble, interjarded with white Alabaſter , and {a 
is the chicte Moſque too in which Monſieur Chatteline 
and I had three ſundry recourſesaccompanied with our 
Aoorifh hoſte, who from their Prieſts had procured that 
licence for vs, This City aboundcth inall manner of 
prouiſion fit for man or beaſt, & is _ 4 place of 
all North 4frick, contayning a hundred and twenty 
thouſand fire-houſes , and in thema million of ſoules - 
Truely this is a world for a City , and may ratherſecond 
Grand Cire, than {ubioyne it ſelfe tro Conſtantinople, be. 
ing farre ſuperior in greatneſke with Aleppo : For theſe arc 
the foure greateſt Cities, that cuer I ſaw inthe world, 
either at home or abroad, ; 

The Cittizens here are very modeſt and zealous at 
their diuine (cruices , but great dauncers and rencllers on 
their ſolemne feſtiuall dayes, whercia they haue Bull- 
beating, Maskerats, finging of rimes, and proceſſions of 
Prieſts. The Moores intimes paſt of Fe4 and Atoroces, 
had diuers excellent perſonages , well learned, and ve: y 
ciuillz for amongſt the Kings Mahometan one cannot 
praiſe too much the Kings A/mar/or, Mannon , and 
Hucceph , being moſt excellent men in their ſaperſti.

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In whoſe times; flouriſhed the moſt famous'medicines, 
and Philoſophers that were among "the Payans, as A 
Vicenne, Raſss, Albuma;ar, i werroes, &c, with other 
creat numHers maintained by the Kings of Morocco,that 
then were Miſicrs of all Barbary and Sparne : As in Sparne 
Pp? may be ſcene yer, (though now fallen in decay) a 
ci grc:t number of their Colledges , thewing they were 
gicat louers of their Religion and Do-trine, and arc ſo 
to this day , ſaus onely in their driaking of Wine for. 
bidden by their eA/coran, They were great deuilers 
too of g1:lnt ſportings, exercitcs, turnaments, and Bull- 
beating, which Spayze retaineth ro this time ; yea,aad the 
Romanes did learne, and follow many of them, 

Here in Fe7 there bea great number of Poets , that 
make Songs on diuers ſubiects , eſpecially of Loue , and 
| Lovers, whom they openly name intheir rimes, without 
| rebuke or ſhame : All which Pocts once euery yeare,a- - 
' Poets among Bane Wahomers birth-day , make rimes to his praile ; 
| Barbarians in MEeancwWhile in the after noone of that feſtiuall day, the 
Lgreabiequeſt, whole Poets aſſembling in the market place}, there is a 
| Dasked chayre prepared for them, whereon they mount 
| one after another to recite their verſes in audience of all 

the yeople; and who by them is iudgd tobebeſt, is c. 
ſteemed allthat.yeare aboue the reſt, having this Epithite 

the Prince of Poets, and is by the Yicegerent and Towne 
rewarded ; Burt in the time of the Maernon Kings, the 

Prince on that day tn his owne Pallace did conveine the 

whole Cittizens, in whoſe preſence he made a folemne 

feaſt to all the beſt Poets; cauſing eucry one of them to 

recite the praiſe of Mahomes betare his face, ſtanding on a 

« high ſcaffold: And to him that was thought to extell the 

* reſt, the King gaue him 1 co, Sultans of gold , an hprle, x 
woman f{l;uc,& the long Robe that was about him forgh,. 
ticae, 
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/ time» Andtoeach one of thereſt he cauſed giue fifey Su!- 
tans, ſo that euery one ſhonld haue ſome recompente for 
their -paines : Indeed a worthy obfcruance and would to 
God it weren ow the cutome of our £1ur9prian Princes ta 
doe the like, Yand eſpecr1iiy of this Tle, then would bre- 
neſt wits, and quicke!t vraines, ſtuddy and firiuetoiſhow 
the exquiſit ingeniolity of their beſt ſtyles, and pregnant 
inuention, which now is ecclipled, and ſmetherd downe, 
becauſe now a dayes, there is neither regard nor reward 
for ſuch excellent Pex-mez. Fe7 was aunciently named 
5z1da, whoſe Kingdome hath Alas to the South , the 
Riuer of Burdraza to the Eaſt,and Trewi/Jen : Morocco to 
the Weſt : And thecontynes of Gzarg»la,and a part of 
the Scatothe Nourth : Hauing ſpent in Fe7 17. dayes, in 
all whichtime, we daily conuerſed with ſome Chriſtian y,.vu uns 08 
Lbaſines Heragenes, or Ethiopian Nigroes,lome wheres gchiopian Ne 
of were Merchands, and ſome religious; and Monſcenur g'%%* . 
Chattilizes buſincle not effeRted, ſeeking Diamends and 
precious toncs to buy z was (ſeriouſly aduiled by them,to 3 
gee for Arracon, a great Towne on the Frontiers of the 
Northerne Z1h10pia: where he would finde abundance 
of {uch at an eafie rate, giuing him a porht direction for 
his paſlace hither beinz 20. daics tourney : he concluded 
with thzir counſell his re{olution, and perſwading me to 
the {:me intention, I yeeld, being ouer-maſftred with the 
orcedy defi e of more fights. | 
Meancwhile for or conduct, we hire a Drazoman Moore 
that ſpoke 71al:ezs to be our Laterpreter , and with him 
a Tent, and two Mooriſh drudges te 2uide, guard, & ſerue 
vs by the way of fifty cight Sultaics for gold, cighreene 
pounds toure {hillings Evglith: hauing fixe of their Kinſs * * 
men fa(t bound to a SanJak or Iuſtice,tor our liues, ibera 
tics, and moneyCcs. | | 
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HKereupon hauing prouided our ſelues , with allneceſ. 
fary things, and a Mule to carry our Vieuals, Water and 
Baggage , wediſcharged ourconſcionable Hoſtage, ar 
twenty Aſpers2 day the man, being thirty foure ſhillings 
to eachvs ; and were brought on our way , by theafore- 
fayd Chriſtian Heragenes ome foure Leagues, Whae 
hauing left them with dutifull rhankes , wee ſet forward 
in our iourney , and for ſeauen dayes rogether wee were 
not violently moleſted by any thing , ſaueintollerable 
heate , finding tented people and {catrered Villages all 
the way. 

The eight day, the way being faſtidious and Rockey, 
and Chatteline on foot, he ſuccumb'd, and could not ſub- 
fit, nat beeing vſed to pedeftriall trauayle ; and for our 
better ſpeed and his relicfe , wee mounted him aloft on 
the:top of our baggage. Atlaſt arriuing at AherFo (where 
we repoſed) being the furtheſt and South-moſt Towne 
of the Kingdome of Fe , compoſed of a thouſand fire- 
houſes, wcll fortified with Walles, and a Garriſon of 
Hoores init, ſubic to the Emperour of Morocco « the 
French-man long or day , fel} ſicke of a burning Feauer: 
Whereuppon wee ſtayed tiue dayes expecting his health, - 
which growing worſe and worſe, and hee mindfull to 
returne , which I would not : Ilctt him in fate cuſtody, 
and one of our Diudges to attend him till Fey, And 
bearing the charges of the othcr two , accordingto the 
former condition: I ſet forward for my purpoſe, which 
ere long turned to iad Repentance. 

Leauing CAherFo behind vs, and entring the Coun- 
trey of the Agaroes, we found the beſt inhabitants halfe 
cled, the Vulgars naked , the Countrey voyd of Villa. 
ges, Riucrs, or Cultiuage : but.the ſoyle rich in Beſti- 
all , abounding in Sheep, Goates, Cameis, — 
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and paſſing good horſes:Hauing an Zmeere of their owne, 
being ſubiet to none, but to his owne paſſions , and 
them to the diſpoſitionof his ſcelerate nature ; yet hee, 
and they had a baſtard ſhow of Mabometanicall Religion: 
Their Beſtiail are watered with ſources, and the paſto. 
rable fields, with the nightly Serene,and themfelues with 
the Watriſh concauity of the earth, In our fixe dayes 
toyle , trauerſing this Countrey,, we had many troubles 
and ſnarlings from theſe Sauages ; who ſometimes ouct- 
Iaboured vs with Baſtinadoes, and were ſtill inquirous, 
what I was, and whether went z yea,, and enough for 
the Dragomas to ſaue my life and liberty, 
Hauing paſt the perueiſtncfle of this calamity, vpon 
the ſeauenth day , wee rancouptred with another ſoyle, 
and worſer tribe of the Hagans or 1:mnites , moſt part The Tribe of 
whereof were white Moores, apeople more vglyethen (= Hagansor | 
the Nigroes , yet ſome of the beiter ſort had their mem. bs 
bers covered , but of condition farre more wicked then 
the former. 
They are ruled by a Serif, whoſe Guardis compoſed 
of women, and young Balars,pages ; ſeeming rather to 
live without Religion, then acknowledging any kinde 
of Deity. Heremy Dragoman, doubting of his paſſage, 
and the difficilneſſe of the Countrey , which aroſe from 
his ignorantneſle theceof, wasinforced to hyre a Hagan 
guide, to bring ys tothe prouince of Aba4sd', bordering 
with &hiopia. But by your leaue, ourguide hauing led 
vs for tiuc dayes together South-caſtward, and almoſt 
contrary to our purpole : inthefixt night of our Repoſe, 
he ſtole away , eyther for feare or falſhood , miſtaking 
ou; tourney , or deceiuing vs for deſpight, the halfe o 
| his Ways being payed him _ Well, the Villaine 
gon», iid my Dragomen the next day continuing o:r 
Ccc 3 , Boes, 
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ch fame Arte, wee were long or night inuolued 
nhabired C ountry, being Deſartnous and darpe- 
ot yy 40 _—_ ts,and foll of Mountavnes. Pitching 
Tento nearetoa Ro cke, we burnt al! thar night fhrabs 
"ric h: the Beaſts of all kinds,and | ſo d1d we 

that wof rl! wondring, which Ramine Toke 
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their nature cannot abide. Day come, and our comfort 
yet freſh , we ſought further in, thinking to finde people 
and Tents to relicue vs with Vi&uales, and informe vs 
of the Countrey , but we found none,neither ſeucn daies 
thereafter. The matter growing hard , and our viQua!s 
and waterdone, we wer? forced to relye vpon Tobacco, 
and to drinke our 9wne wayning piile, for the time a- 
fore-fayd. 

The Soyle we daily traced, was covered with hard and 
ſoft Sands . and them full of Serpents, being inerlarded 
with Reckey heights, taced with Caues and Dens : the 
very habiracle of Wilde beaſts, whoſe hollow cryes,as 
we heard inthe night, ſo we too often fighted their bo- 
dics inthe day, clpecially 1ackals, Beares, and Boares,and Th, winge 
{ometimes Cymbers , Tygers, and Leopards , agaynit Beaſts ofthe 
whom in the day time if they approached vs, we cyther Libian Dela 
ihot off a Harquebule, or elſe flaſhed ſame powder in 
the Ayre ; the ſmell whereof, no rauenous beaſt can a 
bide. - 

This vaſt Wilderneſle is a part of the Berdoans Coun. 

trey , one of the fouretribes of the olde Lyb:ans, the 
Sabnucks, the Carmines , and the Sontherne Garolents, 
being the otherthree, And now to helpe the expreſſion 
ef my gricuous diftreſſe and miſerics, my Muſc mult la- 
ment the reſt.

the Barkes, for they were all ſent to him that morning, 
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Aftcr m_roys , the Baſſaw itwites him to camea 
ſhoare , the day following, 7 eo dine with him in the 
Forrrefſe : To the which vahappy Danſer graunted , and 
the time come, he landed with twelus Gentlemen, and 
ncaring the Caſtle, was met with two T«rkes to geceiue 
. , him: whcre hauing paſt the draw-bridge, & the gate ſhur 
kc. bchind him , his company was denicd catrance : where 
rayne Dauler forthwith Danſer being brought betore the Baſſaw , was 
aFleaiagto'®. ſtritly accuſed of many ſhips, ſpoyles,and great riches he 
had taken from the Moores, and the mercilefl> murther of 
their lives, for he neuer ſpared any : Whereupon he was 
ſtraight behcaded, and his body throwne oucr the walles 
in a ditch ; which done, oT went the whole Ordonance of 
the Fort , to haue ſunke Daxſers two ſhips ; butthey cut, 
tivg their Cables, with much adoe elcaped, but for the ©. 
ther Gentlemen a ſhoare, the Baſſaw ſent themvery cour. 
tcauſly and ſafely abeord of the redeemed Barks, whence 

they hoiſed Sayles for Marſeilles. 
Loe there was a Twr&/ſh policy more ſublime and craf. 
ty, than the beſt Exropianaliue could haue performed. 
A little while theicakicr , the atorc-{aid Hollander be- 
igg ready to gce fur Sea, I bad goudnight to Generous 
Weiird, and ris froward Runagates, where beingim- 
barked , wich proſperous windcs vpon the third day,

Well, I yeeld to the Noble mans counſel] , and giu- 
ing him all dutifull thankes for his kind regards, he ſene 
a guide with mee for two dayes tourney througha part 
of Podolie, the vpmoult- Countrey of Poland, bordering 
with Tartary. .

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and deſolat by incurfions of Tarterians, Here I'deter. 
mined to haue centered in Tartery , but findingnocon- 
duR nor aſſurance of my ſafety , I continued my courſe 
to Crocauia , (ituat on the vpper Frontiers of Polland ber- 
dering with Hungary. 

Tartary is thought to be fixe hundred leagues inlength, 
confining Eaſtward with Ch1za , tothe South with the 
Caſpian Sea, to the North with Rr , andtothe Weſt 
with Podelia, and Moldauta. 

The Tartars arenotexpert in Watre, neitherare they The Tarrars 
ſo valerous as the T»rkes, nor ſo manly as the Polonz.. *** mighty op; 
4ns, who counter-blow them at rancounters ; never. $01,000"5 0 m6 
theleſſe by ſtealth of inrodes, they mightily ſupprefc lavd, . 
the extreameſt parts of Poland, The Twrkes tearme the 
Cham or Emperour of Tartary , Ylakim, that isa great 
Prince, and the Moſconites call him CatFar Cataisk:, 
to wit, the Ceſar of Cataia + And heeis fo obeyed and 

_— Teerenced among the Tartars ; that they intitulate him 
1 the ſonne of God , the man of Ged , and the ſoule of 
God : yea, and the greateſt Oath that they thinke can 
be ſworne, which they viſually doe in matters of 
fidelitie and importance, is by his Throne Roy- 
all, 

This cuſtome of idolatrous obeyſance, came firſt by 
one Ranzauiſiah , who being choſen to be their Em- 
perour, Would try their promptnefſe and goodwill of 
obedience towards bim, commanding {cuen of his chic- 
feſt Princes, and head Gouernours vnder him of the peo- 
ple, to kill their Infants, with their owne hands, 

And notwith{}anding the Commandement ſcemed 
very rude and intollerable, yet rhey fearing tzecommon 
peyple, who eſtceme their Emperours to be the divine 
Kinſmen ( as it were) of God ; they did cutthe throats 
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cuery one of them , of their owne Children, before his 
owneeyes, and the tght of the p-cple. 

Infomuch that euer ſince, the life and death of the 
Tariars, d:pend yp5n the go954-will and word of the 
King, which no way they dare cont» adict , ſuch is the 
ignorant rcuerence they carry toward him, As for the 
idolatrous Ritesrhey viz at his Death, in inclo@ng or in- 
terring quicke ina Vault neere to his Tumbe , one of ec. 
uery Office that he loued beit . being a'tue, rogoeferue 
him in Paradice ; I will not m-dcle with it, netther with 
the Vulgars Superſtition , who Rei.giouſly feaſt vpan 
the Corpcs of their ag:d P-t-1's; and thendue bu 1: 
their boncs infoafhes, giui ng rhem ſuch a buriall , as we 
giue eur Witchcs ; tor indeede the Wurtuzes come thore 
among the dead Tartars of their *oode., : . 

Being arriued in Crocko vr Crecas1/a , the capirall Cit

of mine arrival| there, eſp: cially the two brothers D,ck- 
ſones , men of ſingular note for honeſty and Wealth, Ix 
was my lucke heere, to bee acquainted with Count du 
Torne, the firſt Noble man of Boheme, who had new- 
ly broake out of Priſon in Prage , and fled hither from 
Bohemia for ſafety, Mathias then being Emperour , a. 
aipft whom hee had highly offended in boaſting him in 
Fs Bed- Chamber with hard and intollerable ſpeeches: 
Saying to Mathias in his face , andbefore his Wite the 
Emprefle: Loe there is the right hand that helped to put 
the Imperial Crowne on thy head,and behold now there 
is my fuoreſhull firike it oft againe, 

This Fugitiue Ea: {ce ſtayed me with Him ten dayes to 
difcourie , and beare: him Company , for then hee had 
bur oncly cnc follower that came poſt with him : I found

Here I found abundance of gallant rich Merchants my 
Countrey-nien, who were all very kind tome, and ſo 
were they by the way incuery plzce whereI came; the 
conclufiun being euer tealed with deepe draughrs, and 
God he with you. ; 

Polland is 2 large and mighty Kingdome, puillant in 
Horſe men, and pupulous of ſtrangers ; being charged 
with a proud Nobility, a familiar and manly Gentry,and 
a ruvidous vulgarity + They are all for the moſt part, 
of ſquare and thicke bodies, having Bull-necks , great 
thighes andlcgs, grim and broad faces, and commonly 
their ſhaven heads are finely couered with overthwar- 
ting ſtrokes of crooked ſhavles: tor they, and the Arme- 
wians Of Aſia arc of ſtatureand thickneſle the bigge ft, and 
grotleſt pe ple the world affoorceth, 

The foyle is- wonderfull truittull of Cornes, fo that 
this Couatrcy is become the Girncll of Weſterne Fu- 
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rope for all ſorts of graine, beſides Honey, Waxe, Flaxc, 
Iron, and other commoditics: And for auſpicuouſnefle, 
_ "HAR I may rather tearms it to pm rr w_ Nurſe, ou 
card i®'%* the youth and younglings of Scotland , who arc yearely 
b nr ne ſent hither in ot —_— than a proper Dame for her 
younzi'g owne birth; in cloathing, feeding, andinriehing them 
; with the fatneſle of her beſt things ; beſides thirty thou. 
ſand Scots families, that live incorporate in her bowells, 
And certainely Pol{and may be tearmed in this kind, to 
be the mother of our Commans,and the firſt commence. 
menr of all our beſt Merchants wealth,or at the leaſt moſt 
part of them. 

And now ceaſing to peramble through any moe par. 
ticulars of this familiar Nation to vs, I was kindly tranſ. 
ported from Warſow vpon a Waggonto Darſeck , being 
fifty leagues diftant, with 2 Generous young Merchant 
WilltamBailey my cliddildale Countrey man, to whole 
courteties I ſtill reſt thank full. 

Here in Darſficke I fell deadly ficke for three weekes 
ſpace, inſomuch that gy Graue and Tombe was prepa. 
red by my Countrey.men the:C. 

Neuerthelcfle in end (it plcaled almighty God) Ire- 
coucred my health , and then mbarked for Alſeynure 
in Denmarke , where being bertcr conualeſſed , I re- 
couricd backe in a Flemiſh Pinkto Stockhollem: where 
after ue or fix dayes being there , and finding my fick. 
nefie like to returne againe, and tearing the worſt, I made 
haſt for Enzlaxd. 

Atlaſt nading the commodity of an Engl:ſþ ſhippe 
belenging to katclffe, wee hoyſed fayle, and ſet for- 
ward tt:rcugh the found, or Belricke Sea for Alſeynrere 
agayne : Whence after three dayes abode, bidding far- 
wellto that trivzutary Towne and Caſtle, wee Coaſted

other, neither could moue any of thar ſelfe Nation , to 
ledge. or preſent his Maieſties health ; but as many other 
ealths as you lift ; they will both faſten,and receiue from 
you, till they, fall in the muddy hotch potctrof their dead 
Grangtathers. vnderſtanding : Indeed for catertainmente 
of .trangers they are freely diſpoſed , and there Gentle. 
men of any good fort, reſerue euer in their houſes, Spg- 
wiſh Sack , and 1riſh Yſcoua, and will be 2s tipſy with 
their wincs , their Prieſts , and their friends, as though 
they yvere naturaly infeft,in the ekeuenroyall Tauernes of *

And now amongſt many , there are two intollerable

The firſt is preiudiciall coa!l Chriſtian ciuillneſfe, tran. 
quill government , and a great diſcouragment for our 
collonizd plantators theze, belonging roborh ſoyles of 
this Tland,bcing dayly moleſted, and nightly incombered = 
with theſe blood- ſucking Rebells. : 
And notwithſtanding of their barbarovs crucltie, ever 
executed ar all aduantages, with ſſwghterand murder 
ypon the Scots and Fngl:jb dwellers there; yet they haue 
and find at their owne wil's Symnonaicall prorcRions, 
for leſſer or longer times; euer as the confuled difpo.
